CHAPTER   I. 

rifited  by  a  Priefl  and  a  Spanijh  Sergeani—The  Com. 
mandant  viftts  the  Ship^Account  of  the  Miffions  of 
St.  Francifco  and  St.  C/ara— Arrival  of  the  Chat^ 
ham^Departure  from  St.  Francifco— Aleet  the  D,e- 
.      dahis  at  Monterrey^ 

'pHURSDAY  morning,  Nov.  15  th.  we  dlf- 
-^    covered  our  anchorage  to  be  in  a  moft  excel- 
lent fmall  bay,  within  three  fourths  of  a  mile  of 
the  neareft  Ihore,  bearing  by  compafs  fouth  ;  one 
pomt  of  the  bay  bearing  N.  5Q  W.,  the  other 
b.  73  E.  the  former  at  the  diftance  of  01     the 
latter  about  3  miles.     The  herds  of  cattle  and 
flocks  of  nieep  grazing  on  the  furrounding  hiil. 
weTe  a  fight  we  had  Jong  been  Grangers  to,  and 
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brought  to  our  minds  many  pleafing  reflcdtions. 
Thefe  indicated  that  the  rclldcnce  of  their  pro- 
prietors could  not  be  far  remote,  though  wc 
could  perceive  neither  habitations  nor  inhabi- 
tants. On  hoifting  the  colours  at  fun-rife,  a  gun 
was  fired,  and  in  a  little  time  afterwards  feveral 
people  were  feen  on  horfcback  coming  from  be- 
hind the  hills  down  to  the  beach,  who  waved 
their  hats,  and  made'  other  fignals  for  a  toat, 
which  was  immediately  fent  to  the  fliorc,  and 
on  its  return  I  was  favored  with  the  good  com- 
pany of  a  prieft  of  the  order  of  St.  Francifco, 
and  a  fergeant  in  the  Spanifli  army  to  break- 
faflr.  The  reverend  father  cxpreiTed,  and  fcem- 
ingly  with  great  fmcerity,  the  pleafure  he  felt 
at  our  arrival,  and  afTured  me  that  every  rcfrefli- 
ment  and  fervice  in  the  powcrof  himfelfor  mif- 
fion  to  beftow,  I  might  unrefervedly  command 
fnice  it  would  be  conferring  on  them  all  a  pecu- 
liar obligation  to  allow  them  to  be  ferviceablc. 
The  fergeant  exprefTed  himfclf  in  the  moft 
friendly  manner,  and  informed  me,  that  in  tHe 
abfence  of  the  commandant,  he  was  directed  on 
our  arrival  to  render  us  every  accommodation 
the  fettlement  could  afford.  .  •  .• 

We  attended  them  on  fliorc  after  breakfafl:, 
where  they  embraced  the  earliefl  opportunity  of 
proving,  that  their  friendly  cxprcfTions  were  not 
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empty  profcffions,  by  prcfcntinij^  nie  with  a  very 
fine  ox,  a  (liecp,  and  fome  excellent  vegetables' 
The  good  friar,  after  pointing  out  the  moll:  con- 
venient fpot  for  procuring  wood  and  water,  and 
repeating  the  hofpitable  oilers  he  had  before 
made  in  the  name  of  the  fathers  of  the  Francif- 
can  order,  returned  to  the  mifTion  of  St.  Fran- 
cifco,  which  we  underftood  was  at  no  great  dif- 
tance,  and  to  which  he  gave  us  the  mofl:  prcfling

From  thefe  gentlemen  we  learned,  that  the 
ftation  wc  had  taken  was  far  within  the  general 
anchoring  place  of  the  Spanifh  veffels,  which 
they  faid  was  off  that  part  of  the  fliore  where 
the  light  was  flicwn  and  guns  fired  the  preced- 
ing night  on  the  beach,  near  the  entrance  into 
the  port.  Our  fituation  was  however  perfectly 
commodious  and  fuitable  to  all  our  purpofes, 
and  with  permiflion  of  the  fergeant,  I  dire6led  a 
tent  to  be  pitched  for  the  accommodation  of  the 
party  employed  in  procuring  wood  and  water  ; 
•whilft  the  reft  of  the  crew  were  engaged  on 
board  in  repairing  the  damages  fuftained  in  our 
fails,  rigging,  &c.  during  the  tempeftuous  wea- 
ther with  which  we  had  lately  contended. 

Wc  amufed  ourfelves  with  fliooting  a  few 
quails  on  the  adjacent  hills,  and  in  the  afternoon 
returned  on  board  to  partake  of  the  excellent 
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rcpail  v\liich  had  been  fuppllcd  by  our  hofpitablc 
iVicnds.  Whilll  vvc  were  thus  plcafantly  en- 
gaged, our  bout  brought  off  father  Antonio 
Danti,  the  principal  of  the  miflion  of  St.  Fran- 
ciibo,  and  Seu"^  Don  Heamegildo  Sal,  an  cnfign 
in  the  Spanifli  army,  and  commandant  of  the 
port.  This  gentleman,  like  thofe  who  vifited  us 
in  the  morning,  met  us  with  fuch  warm  expref- 
iions  of  friendfliip  and  good- will,  as  were  not 
Icfs  dcfcrving  our  highell  commendalions,  than 
our  moil  grateful  acknowledgments.    '• 

The  happiuefs  they  feemed  to  anticipate  did 
not  appear  to  arife  fo  much  from  any  pleafurc 
they  might  derive  in  our  fociety,  as  from  the 
comforts  and  affillancc  which  it  was  In  their 
power  to  adminilter  ;  this  was  manifelled  by  all 
their  ac^tions,  and  by  their  exprelling  that  our 
arrival  had  empowered  them  to  execuLe  a  tafk 
the  moll  accordant  to  their  own  wifhes,  as  well 
as  to  the  dirc<^Llons  of  their  fovereign,  w  hich  had 
hiicn  communicated  to  them  and  to  the  neigh- 
bouring fettlemcnts  and  mlflions. 

From  Son'-  Sal  1  was  made  acquainted,  that 
althongli  the  iitiiatlon  we  had  taken  might  an- 
h\  cr  our  purpofes  In  a  c'crtain  degree,  yet  there 
was  one  which  we  had  palTed  by  the  preceding 
evening,  tliat  we  lliould  find  infinitely  more 
commodious,  as  we  lliould  then  be  more  imme- 
diately

(liately  in  his  neighbourhood,  and  more  frequent 
opportunities  would  be  afforded  him  ot*  render- 
ing us  fcrvicc.  In  addition  to  the  motive  of  his 
pohtencfs,  I  was  induced  to  comply  with  his 
wiihes  by  the  tailing  tide  difcovcring  to  us  a  \  ery 
great  obllacle  to  our  communication  with  that 
part  of  the  (liorc  from  whence  the  wood  and 
\vatcr  were  to  be  procured.  A  large  bank  of 
ibft  mud  was  found  at  low  water  to  extend 
nearly  half  way  between  the  fliip  and  the  fliore. 

I  underiiood  from  thcfe  gentlemen  that  Sen'- 
Quadra  flill  waited  our  arrival  at  Monterrey  ;  I 
therefore  intruded  to  them  a  letter  informing 
him  of  our  arrival  in  this  port,  to  which  Sen'- 
Sal  faid  an  anfwcr  would  moll  likely  be  pro- 
cured in  the  courfe  of  three  or  four  days.  Hav- 
ing joined  with  us  in  drinking  the  healths  of  our 
royal  mafters,  they  took  their  leave  and  returned 
to  the  fliore. 

In  the  afternoon  a  frefli  breeze  from  the  vS.  E. 
fprang  up,  attended  wltli  rainy  dilagrccable  wja- 
ther,  which  conlinucd  during  the  niLdit ;  the 
next  morning::  we  h:i:l  a  llroni!;  jxale  from  the  S. 
and  S.  W.  with  hcav  v  fcnialls  and  mi!c!i  rain. 
Having  no  tlnic  to  Ij-'irc,  and  the  pllo!:  u-nt  bv 
Sen""-  Sal  being  arrived,  we  procet'dcd  under 
double-reefed  top-fiiis  to  the  gcn-'r;!]  plaoc  ot" 
anchorajrc,  which  v/e  reached  In  noon,  au:!  took 
our  llation  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile  iVoivi  liic 
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fliorc  in  five  latlioms  water ;  the  outer  anchor  was 
in  1 3  fathoms  fott  mudily  bottom.  In  this  fitu- 
iition  tlie  S.  K.  and  N.  W.  points  of  the  palTagc 
into  this  port,  in  a  line,  bore  by  compafs  S.  8() 
W.  diftant  about  halt'  a  mile.  The  flag  llatF  at 
the  Prefidio  bore  S.  -12  E. 

The  little  we  had  fecn  ol*  })ort  St.  Francifco 
enabled  us  to  decide  that  it  was  very  extenilvc 
in  two  dircdions ;  one  fpacious  branch  took  its 
courfe  eaft  and  fouthward  to  a  great  dillancc 
from  the  ftation  we  had  quitted  in  the  morning, 
the  other  apparently  of  equal  magnitude  led  to 
the  northward.  In  this  were  leveral  iflands.  Al- 
though I  had  been  informed  by  Sen'  Quadra  that 
the  boundaries  of  this  inlet  had  been  defnied, 
yet  I  was  anxious  to  be  more  particularly  ac- 
quainted with  its  extent,  having  fince  been  given 
to  underlland  that  Sen'  Quadra's  information 
was  by  no  means  correct. 

Near  the  branch  leading  to  the  eaft  and  fouth- 
caftward  abovemcntioncd,  is  fituated  the  mlffion 
of  Santa  Clara.  Thefe  gentlemen  informed  me, 
that  this  branch  had  been  thoroughly  examined, 
but  that  the  branch  leading  to  the  north  never 
had.  I  was,  however,  obliged  to  remain  con- 
tented under  the  uncertainty  of  fuch  contradic- 
tory information ;  for  the  port  having  been  ellab- 
liflied  by  Spain,  I  did  not  confidcr  it  prudent 
to  profecutc  its  examination  without  fufficient 
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authority  tor  fo  doing: :  nor  was  the  weather 
favoralile  tor  I'uch  an  undertaking,  though  it 
did  not  prevent  the  exercilc  ot  thole  friendly  dif- 
politi(jns  in  tiic  Spanilh  commandant,  which  he 
had  heforc  proll-ired.  He  had  been  fome  time 
on  the  i  .\; .  h  in  tlic.  rain  before  w^e  anchored, 
for  I'iw  purpofe  of  inllantly  aftbrding  us  any 
alfiiLin;  i.  \n  his  p'ower  to  Uipply.  A  meirage  to 
this  elk't  was  brought  by  three  of  the  native 
Indians  \\l:'>  fpoke  Spanilh,  and  who  came  on 
board  in  a  caiuje  of  the  country  ;  which  witli 
anotlu./,  ^  thcjugU  perhaps  the  fame)  fecn  crof- 
fmg  the  ha.bour  tlie  evening  we  entered  it, 
were  the  only  huhan  vellcls  we  had  met  with, 
anj-l  were  without  exception  the  moft  rude  and 
ibvry  contrivances  for  embarkation  1  had  ever 
beheld.  The  length  of  them  was  about  ten 
feet,  the  breadth  ai^out  three  or  four;  they  were 
constructed  of  rufnes  and  dried  grafs  of  a  long 
broad  leaf,  made  up  into  rolls  the  length  of  the 
canoe,  the  thlckeft  in  the  middle,  and  rcguUirly 
tujicring  to  a  point  at  each  end.  Thcfe  arc  {6 
dil})ofcd,  that  on  their  ends  being  fecurcd  and 
laflied  together  the  veifel  is  formed,  which  being 
broadell  in  the  middle,  and  coming  to  a  point  at 
each  extremity,  goes  with  either  end  foremoft. 
Thefe  rolls  are  laid  and  faflened  fo  clofe  to  each 
other,  that  in  calm  weather  and  fmooth  water  I 
believe  them  to  be  tolerably  dry,  but  they  ap- 
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peared  to  be  very  ill  calculated  to  contend  with 
wind  and  waves.  The  wind  now  blew  ftrong 
with  heavy  fqualls  from  the  S.  W.  and  in  the 
middle  of  this  fpacious  inlet  the  fea  broke  with 
much  force  ;  notwithftanding  which,  as  foon  as 
thefe  people  had  delivered  their  meffage,  they 
crofled  the  inlet  for  the  purpofe  of  catching  fifh, 
without  feeming  to  entertain  the  Icaft  appre- 
henfion  for  their  fafety.  They  conducted  their 
canoe  or  velfcl  by  long  double-bladcd  paddles, 
Jike  thofc  ufed  by  the  Efquimaux. 

The  S.  W.  wind  attended  by  much  rain,  blew 
very  hard  until  Saturday  morning  the  17th, 
when  the  weather  becoming  more  moderate  I ' 
vifited  the  lliorc.  I  was  greatly  mortified  to  find, 
that  neither  wood  nor  water  could  be  procured 
with  fuch  convenience,  nor  of  fo  good  a  quality, 
as  at  the  flation  we  had  quitted  a  league  and  a 
half  within  the  entrance  of  the  port  on  the 
fouthern  fhore ;  but  as  our  Spanifli  friends  had 
informed  us  that  the  water  here  was  far  fuperior 
in  its  quality  to  that  at  Monterrey,  there  was 
now  no  alterative  but  that  of  takins;  what  the 
country  afforded.  A  tent  was  immediately 
pitched  on  tne  fliorc,  wells  were  dug  for  obtain- 
ing water,  and  a  party  was  employed  in  procur- 
ing fuel  from  fmall  bufliy  holly-leaved  oaks,  thq 
only  trees  fit  tor  our  purpofe.  A  lagoon  of  fea- 
watcr  was  between  the  beech  and  the  fpot  on 
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which  thele  trees  grew,  which  rendered  the 
conveying  the  wood  when  cut  a  very  laborious 
operation. 

Whilft  engaged  in  allotting  to  the  people  their 
different  employments,  fome  faddlcd  horfes  ar- 
rived from  the  commandant  with  a  very  cordial 
invitation  to  his  habitation  ;  which  was  accepted 
by  myfelf  and  fome  of  the  officers.  We  rode  up 
to  the  Prefidio,  an  appellation  given  to  their  mi- 
litary eflablifhments  in  this  country,  and  fignify- 
ing  zifafe-gnard.  The  refidencc  of  the  friars  is 
called  a  Miifion.  We  foon  arrived  at  the  Prefi- 
dio, which  was  not  more  than  a  mile  from  our 
landing  place.  Its  wall,  which  fronted  the  har- 
bour, was  vifiblc  from  the  fhips  ;  but  inftead  of 
the  city  or  town,  whofe  lights  we  had  fo  anx- 
ioufly  looked  for  on  the  night  of  our  arrival,  we 
were  conducted  into  a  fpacious  verdant  plain, 
furroundcd  l)y  hills  on  every  fide,  excepting  that 
which  fronted  the  port.  The  only  objcd:  of  hu- 
man indullry  which  prcfented  itfclf,  was  a  fquarc 
area,  whofc  fides  were  about  two  hundred  yards 
in  length,  cnclofcd  by  a  mud  wall,  and  refcm- 
bling  a  pound  for  cattle.  Above  this  wall  the 
thatched  roofs  of  their  low  fmall  houfcs  juft 
made  their  appearance.  On  entering  the  Pre- 
fidio, we  found  one  of  its  fides  Hill  uninclofed 
by  the  wall,  and  very  indifferently  fenced  in  by 
a  few  bufhcs  licic  and  there,  faftened  to  flakes 
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in  the  ground.  The  unfinllhcd  Hate  of  this  part, 
afforded  us  an  opportunity  of  feeing  the  ftrength 
of  the  wall,  and  the  manner  in  \vh.ich  it  was 
conltru6lcd.  It  is  about  fourteen  feet  high,  and 
five  feet  in  breadth,  and  was  firfl  formed  by  up- 
rights and  horizontal  rafters  of  large  timber,  be- 
tween which  dried  fods  and  moiflcncd  earth 
were  prefled  as  clofc  and  as  hard  as  poflible  ;  af- 
ter which  the  whole  was  cafed  with  the  earth 
made  into  a  fort  of  mud  plailer,  which  gave  it 
the  appcLirance  of  durability,  and  of  being  iulfi- 
ciently  llrong  to  protctl  them,  with  the  aflillancc 
of  their  fire-arms,  againfl  all  the  force  which  the 
natives  of  the  country  might  be  able  to  colledt. 

The  Spanlih  foldiers  compofuig  the  garrifon 
amounted,  I  undcrltood,  to  thirty- five  ;  who, 
with  their  wives,  families,  and  a  few  Indian  fer- 
vants,  compofed  the  whole  of  the  inhabitants. 
Their  houi'cs  were  alone;  the  wall,  within  the 
fcjuare,  and  their  fronts  uniformly  extended  the 
fame  dluance  into  the  area,  w^hich  is  a  clear  open 
fpacc,  without  buildings  or  other  interruptions. 
Tlie  only  entrance  into  it,  is  by  a  large  gateway ; 
facing  which,  and  againft  the  centre  of  the  op- 
politc  wall  or  fide,  is  the  church  ;  which,  though 
fmall,  ^\  as  neat  in  comparifon  to  the  refl  of  the 
buildings.  This  projccls  further  into  the  fquare 
than  the  houfcs,  and  is  diftinguidiable  from  the 
other  edifices.,  by  being  white- vvailicd  with  lime 
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made  from  fca-lhcUs  ;   limc-ilonc  or  calcareous 
earth   not   having  yet   been   dilcpvercd    in   the 
neighbourhood.     On   the  left  of  the  church,  is 
the  commandant's  houfe,  confifting,  I  believe,  of 
two  rooms  and  a  clofet  only,  which  are  divided 
by  malTy  walls,  fimilar  to  that  which  enclofes 
the  fquare,  and  communicating  with  each  other 
by  very  fmall  doors.      Between  thcfe  apartments 
and  the  outward  wall  was  an  excellent  poulr.ry- 
houfc     and    yard,     which   fecmed    pretty    well 
Hocked  ;  and  between  the  roof  and  ceilings  of 
the  rooms  was   a  kind  of  lumber  g-arrct  :   thefe 
were  all  the  convenicncics  the  habitation  fcemed 
calculated  to  afford.     The  reil   of  the    houfes, 
though  fmaller,  were  falhioned  exadiy  after  the 
fame  manner ;  and  in  the  winter,  or  rainy  fea- 
fons,  mult  at  the  belt  be  very  uncomforirable 
dwcllinfX'S.     For  thouu'h  tlie  walls  are  a  fufficient 
lecurity  againli:  the  inclemency  of  the  weather, 
yet  ibo  ^vindo\^s,  which  are  cut  in  the  fiont  v.all, 
and   look  into   the  fquare,   are  defdtiitc  of  gfais, 
or  any  other  defence  that  does  not  at  the  lame 
time  exclude  the  li;:ht. 

The  apartment  .n  the  commandimt's  houfe, 
InLo  which  we  were  ulhcredj  was  ar-out  thirty 
feet  long,  fourteen  feet  broad,  and  twelve  feet 
high  ;  and  the  other  room,  or  chaiv.l;cr,,  1  judged 
to  be  of  the  lame  dimenfions,  excepiinij;  in  its 
length,  wli.eli   ap[:earcd   to  be    fonicvvhat   lefs. 

The 
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The  floor  was  of  the  native  foil  raifed  about 
three  feet  from  its  original  level,  without  being 
boarded,  paved,  or  even  reduced  to  an  even  fur- 
face  :  the  roof  was  covered  in  with  flags  and 
ruflies,  the  walls  on  the  infide  had  once  been 
white- waflicd  ;  the  furniture  confilled  of  a  very 
fparing  aflbrtment  of  the  mofl:  indifpenlible  arti- 
cles, of  the  rudcfl:  fafliion,  and  of  the  meanefl: 
kind  ;  and  ill  accorded  with  the  ideas  we  had 
conceivedof  the  fumptuous  manner  in  which  the 
Spaniards  live  on  this  fide  of  the  globe. 

It  would,  hovv'evcr,  be  the  highcll  injufl:ice, 
notwithftanding  that  elegancies  were  wanting, 
not  to  acknowledge  tlie  very  cordial  reception 
and  hearty  welcome  we  experienced  from  our 
worthy  hoft ;  who  had  provided  a  refrerinng  re- 
paft,  and  fuch  an  one  as  he  thought  likclv  to  be 
moll  acceptable  at  that  time  of  the  day  ;  nor 
was  his  lady  lefs  affiduous,  nor  did  file  feem 
lefs  happy  than  himfclf  in  entertaining  her  new 
guefts. 

On  approaching  the  houfc  we  found  this  good 
lady,  who,  like  licr  fpoufc,  h;id  paifed  the  mid- 
dle age  of  life,  decently  drcilcd,  fcated  crols- 
Icggcd  on  a  mat,  placed  on  a  Imall  icpiare  wooden 
platform  raifed  three  or  four  inches  from  the 
ground,  nearly  in  iVoni  ^)i'  the  door,  with  two 
daughters  and  a  fo;j,  clean  aii<l  decently  drcilcd, 
ill-ting  by  her  ;  thi.,  beij)g  the  mode  olvferved  by 
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thefe  ladies  when  they  receive  vifitors.    The  de- 
corous and  pleafing  behaviour  of  the  children  was 
really  admirable,   and  exceeded  any   thing  that 
could  have  been  cxpcded  from  them  under  tlic 
circumftances  of   their   fituation,   without  any 
other  advantages  than  the  education  and  exam- 
ple of  their  parents  ;  which  however  feemed  to 
have  been  ftudioully  attended  to,  and  did  them 
great  credit.     This  pleafing.  fight  added  to  the 
friendly  reception  of  our  hofi:  and  hollcfs,  ren- 
dered their  lowly  rcfidcnce  no  longer  an  obje(5i" 
of  our  attention  ;  and  having  partaken  of  the  re- 
frelhments  they  had  provided,    we  re-mounted 
our  horfes  in  order  to  take  a  view  of  the  furround- 
ing  country  before  w'e  returned  on  board  to  din- 
ner, where  Sen""-  Sal  and  his  family  had  promifed 
to  favor  me  w^th  their  good  company,  and  who 
had  rcqucfted  my  pcrmifTion  to  increafe  their 
party  by  the  addition  of  fomc  other  ladies  in  the 
ararrifon. 

Our  cxcurfion  did  not  extend  far  from  the 
Prefidio,  which  is  fituatcd  as  before  defcribed  in 
a  plain  furrounded  by  hills.  This  plain  is  by  no 
means  a  dead  flat,  but  of  unequal  furface  ;  the 
foil  is  of  a  fandy  nature,  and  was  wholly  un- 
der pafturc,  on  which  were  grazing  feveral  flocks 
of  fheep  and  herds  of  cattle  ;  the  fides  of  the  fur- 
rounding  hills,  though  but  moderately  elevated, 
ieemed  ba'r.,:n,  or  nearly  fo  ;   ar.d  their  fummits 
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were  compofcd  of  naked  uneven  rocks.  Two 
fmall  fpaces  in  the  plain,  very  infecurely  in- 
clofed,  were  appropriated  to  kitchen  gardens ; 
much  labour  did  not  appear  to  have  been  be- 
ftovved  cither  in  the  improvement  of  the  foil,  in 
feleding  the  quality  of  the  vegetables,  or  in  aug- 
menting their  produce  ;  the  fevcral  feeds  once 
placed  in  the  ground,  nature  was  left  to  do  the 
reft  without  receiving  any  affiflance  from  manual 
labour. 

Sen'  Sal  having  been  made  acquainted  with 
the  difficulties  we  had  to  encounter  in  removing 
our  wood  to  the  fea  fide,  politely  offered  us  the 
carts  he  had  for  the  ufe  of  the  Prcfidio  ;  but  on 
their  being  produced,  I  was  greatly  difappointed, 
as  they  were  by  no  means  fo  well  calculated  as 
the  miferable  llraw  canoes  for  the  fervice  they 
were  intended  to  perform. 

Thus,  at  the  expence  of  very  little  examina- 
tion, though  not  without  much  difappointmcnt, 
was  our  curiofity  fatisficd  concerning  the  Spanifli 
town  and  fettlement  of  St.  Francifco.  Inftead 
of  finding  a  country  tolerably  well  inhabited  and 
far  advanced  in  cultivation,  if  we  except  its  na- 
tural paflures,  the  flocks  of  fheep,  and  herds  of 
cattle,  there  is  not  an  objedl  to  indicate  the  mofl 
remote  connc(fl:ion  w-ith  any  European,  or  other 
civilized  nation. 

This  fketch  will  be  fufficicnt,  without  further 
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comment,  to  convey  fomc  idea  ct'  the  ina(5llvc 
ij;)irit  of  the  people,  and  the  unprotedcd  Itutc 
of  the  eftabUHiment  at  this  port,  which  I  Ihould 
conceive  ought  to  be  a  principal  objed:  of  the 
Spanifli  crown,  as  a  key  and  barrier  to  their 
more  fouthern  and  valuable  iettlements  on  the 
borders  of  the' north  pacific.  Should  my  idea  of 
its  importance  be  over-rated,  certain  it  is,  that 
confidered  folcly  as  an  cftablifliment,  which  mud 
have  been  formed  at  confiderable  expence,  it  pof- 
fefTes  no  other  means  for  its  protedlion  than  iiich 
as  have  been  already  defcribcd  ;  with  abrafs  three- 
pounder  mounted  on  a  rotten  carriage  before  the 
Prefidio,  and  a  fimilar  piece  of  ordnance  which 
(I  was  told)  was  at  the  S.  E.  point  of  entrance 
laflied  to  a  log  inftcad  of  a  carriage  ;  and  was 
the  gun  whofe  report  we  heard  the  evening  of 
our  arrival.  Before  the  Prefidio  there  had  for- 
merly been  two  pieces  of  ordnance,  but  one  of 
them  had  lately  burfi:  to  pieces. 

The  examination  of  thcfe  few  objedis,  and 
the  confequent  obfervatlons  upon  them,  occu- 
pied our  leifure  until  dinner  time,  when  we  re- 
turned on  board,  accompanied  by  Sen'  Sal,  his 
wife,  and  party,  and  one  of  the  fathers  of  the 
million  of  St.  Francifco,  Martin  de  Landaeta, 
•who  brought  me  a  prefTing  and  polite  invitation 
from  his  brethren,  and  who  proved  to  be  a  very 
pleafing  and  entertaining  acqulfitloa  to  our  fo- 
cietv.  The 
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'  The  next  day,  Sunday  the  18th,  was  appointed 
for  my  vifiting  the  milTion.  Accompanied  by 
Mr.  Mcnzies  and  fome  of  the  officers,  and  our 
friendly  Sen'-  Sal,  I  rode  thither  to  dinner.  Its 
diftance  from  the  Prefidio  is  about  a  league,  in 
an  eafterly  direction  ;  our  ride  was  rendered  un- 
pleafant  by  the  foil  being  very  loofe  and  fandy, 
and  by  the  road  being  much  incommoded  with 
low  groveling  bulhes. 

Its  iltuation  and  external  appearance  in  a  great 
meafurc  refemblcd  that  of , the  Prefidio;  and,  like 
its  neighbourhood,  the  country  was  pleafmgly 
diverfified  with  hill  and  dale.  The  hills  were  at 
a  greater  diftance  from  each  other,  and  gave 
more  extent  to  the  plain,  which  is  compofed  of 
a  foil  infinitely  richer  than  that  of  the  Prefidio, 
being  a  mixture  of  fand  and  a  black  vegetable 
mould.  The  paftures  bore  a  more  luxuriant  licr- 
bage,  and  fed  a  greater  number  of  flieep  and 
cattle.  The  barren  fandy  country  through  which 
we  had  pafTcd,  feemed  to  make  a  natural  divi- 
fion  between  the  lands  of  the  miffion  and  thofe 
of  the  Prefidio,  and  extends  from  the  fhorcs  of 
the  port  to  the  foot  of  a  ridge  of  mountains, 
which  border  on  the  exterior  coaft,  and  appear 
to  ft  retch  in  a  line  parallel  to  it.  The  verdure 
of  the  plain  continued  to  a  confidcrable  height 
up  the  fides  of  thefe  hills ;  the  fummits  of  which, 
though  ftill  compofed  of  rugged  rocks,  produced 
a  few  trees.  The 
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The  buildings  of  the  mifTion  Ibrmcd  two  fides 
of  a  fquare  only,  and  did  not  appear  as  if  in- 
tended, at  any  future  time,  to  form  a  perfed 
quadrangle  like  the  Prcfidio.  Thr  architcdure 
and  materials,  however,  fccmed  nearly  to  cor- 
refpond.  <'-  ru>  :  .  ...»  .    .; 

On  our  arrival,  we  were  received  by  the  re- 
verend fathers  with  every  demonftration  of  cor- 
diality, fricndfliip,  and  the  moft  genuine  hofpi- 
tality.  Wc  were  inftantly  conduced  to  their 
manfion,  which  was  fituated  near,  and  commu- 
nicated with  the  church.  The  houfes  formed  a 
fmall  oblong-fquare,  the  fide  of  the  church  com- 
pofed  one  end,  near  which  were  the  apartments 
allotted  to  the  fathers.  Thefe  were  conftrufted 
nearly  after  the  manner  of  thofe  at  the  Prefidio, 
but  appeared  to  be  more  finifhed,  better  con- 
trived, were  larger,  and  much  more  cleanly. 
Along  the  walls  of  this  interior  fquare,  were  alfb 
many  other  apartments  adapted  to  various  pur-

Whilft  dinner  was  preparing,  our  attention 
was  engaged  in  feeing  the  feveral  houfes  within 
the  fquare.  Some  we  found  appropriated  to  the 
reception  of  grain,  of  which,  however,  they  had 
not  a  very  abundant  ftock  ;  nor  was  the  place  of 
its  growth  within  fight  of  the  miffion  ;  though 
the  richnefs  of  the  contiguous  foil,  fccmed  equal 
to  all  the   purpofes  of  hufbandry.     One  large 
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room  was  occupied  by  manufacturers  of  a  coarfe 
fort  of  blankettlhg,  made  from  the  wool  pro- 
duced in  the  neighbourhood.  The  looms,  though 
rudely  wrought,  were  tolerably  well  contrived, 
and  had  been  made  by  the   Indians,  under  the 
immediate  direction  and  fuperintendance  of  the 
fathers ;  who,  by  the  fame  ailiduity,  had  carried 
the  manufadlure  thus  far  into  cffed.     The  pro- 
duce rcfulting  from  their  manufactory  is  wholly 
applied  to  the  clothing  of  the  converted  Indians. 
I  liiw  fome  of  the  cloth,  which  was  by  no  means 
dcfpicablc ;  and,  had  it  received  the  advantage 
of  fulling,  would  have  been  a  very  decent  fort 
of  clothing.     The  preparation  of  the  wool,  as 
.ilfo  the  fpinning  and  weaving  of  it,  was,  I  un- 
dcrftood,   performed  by  unmarried  women  and 
female  children,  who  were  all  rcfident  within  the 
iquarc,  and  were  in  a  ftate  of  converfion  to  the 
iloman  Catholic  pcrfuafion.     Befides  manufac- 
turing the  wool,  they  are  alfo  inftrucfted  in  a  va-* 
ricty  of  necclfary,  ufcful,  and  beneficial  employ- 
ments until  they  marry,  which  is  greatly   en- 
couraged ;  when  they  retire  from  the  tuition  o. 
the  fathers  to  the  hut  of  their  hulband.  By  thefc 
means  it  is  expcdled  that  their  doctrines  will  be 
firmly  eflublillicd,  and  rapidly  propagated ;  and 
the  trouble  they  now    ha\e   with  their  prefent 
uritaiiixht  llock   will  be  hereafter  rccompenced^ 
by  iiaviniT  I'cvvcr  prejudices  to  combat  in  the  ri- 
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fing  generation.  They  likewile  confider  their 
plan  as  ciTentially  neceflary,  in  a  political  point 
of  view,  for  infuring  their  own  fafety.  The 
women  and  girls  being  the  deareft  objed:s  of  af- 
fection amongft  thefe  Indians,  the  Spaniards 
deem  it  expedient  to  retain  conftantly  a  certain 
number  of  females  immediately  within  their 
power,  as  a  pledge  for  the  fidelity  of  the  men, 
and  as  a  check  on  any  improper  defigns  the  na- 
tives might  attempt  to  carry  into  execution, 
cither  againft  the  milTionaries,  or  the  eftablifh- 
ment  in  general. 

By  various  encouragements  and  allurements  to 
the  children,  or  their  parents,  they  can  depend 
upon  having  as  many  to  bring  up  in  this  way  as 
they  require :  here  they  arc  well  fed,  better 
clothed  than  the  Indians  in  the  neighbourhood, 
are  kept  clean,  inftrufted,  and  have  every  necef- 
fary  care  taken  of  them  ;  and  in  return  for  thefe 
advantages  they  muft  fubmit  to  certain  regula- 
tions ;  amongft  which,  they  are  not  fufFcred  to 
go  out  of  the  interior  fquare  in  the  day  time 
without  permiflion  ;  are  never  to  fleep  out  of  it 
at  night ;  and  to  prevent  elopements,  this  fquare 
has  no  communication  with  the  country  but  by 
one  common  door,  which  the  fathers  themfelves 
take  care  of,  and  fee  that  it  is  well  fecured  every 
evening,  aas  alfo  the  apartments  of  the  women, 
who  generally  retire  immediately  after  fupper. 
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If  I  am  corredly  informed  by  the  different 
Spanifli  gentlemen  with  whom  I  converfed  on 
this  fubje<ft,  the  uniform,  mild,  and  kind-hearted 
difpofition  of  this  religious  order,  has  never  failed 
to  attach  to  their  intereft  the  affedions  of  the 
natives,  wherever  they  have  fat  down  amongft 
them  ;  this  is  a  very  happy  circumftance,  for  their 
fituation  other  wife  would  be  exceflively  preca- 
rious ;  as  they  are  prote<fted  only  by  five  foldlers 
who  refide  under  the  diredions  oi  a  corporal, 
in  the  buildings  of  the  miffion  at  fomc  diflancc 
on  the  other  fide  of  the  church.  ' 

The  cflablifhment  mufl  certainly  be  confidered 
as  liable  to  fome  danger.  Should  thefc  children 
of  nature  be  ever  induced  to  a<fl  an  ungrateful 
and  treacherous  part,  they  might  eafily  conceal  ^ 
fufficient  weapons  to  cfFedl  any  evil  purpofe. — . 
There  arc  only  three  fathers  ;  thefc  live  by  them- 
iclvcs,  and  fhould  any  attempt  be  made  upon 
them  at  night,  the  very  means  they  have  adopted 
for  their  fecurity  might  deprive  them  of  any  af^ 
iiilancc  from  the  guard  until  it  might  be  too  late; 
and  individually,  they  could  make  but  little  rc- 
fiflance.  Should  a  confpiracy  for  their  deflruc- 
tion  take  place,  the  miflion  would  foon  fall,  and 
there  would  be  little  doubt  of  the  confpirators 
being  joined  by  the  Indians  of  the  village,  which 
is  in  the  vicinity  of  the  miflion,  and  was  laid  to 
contain  fix  hundred  perfons  ;  but  on  vifiting  it,  I 
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confidered  their  number  greatly  over-rated.  The 
major  part  of  them,  I  underftood,  were  converted 
to  the  Roman  Catholic  perfuafion ;  but  I  was 
aflonifhed  to  obferve  how  few  advantages  had 
attended  their  converfion.  ' 

They  leerned  to  have  treated  with  the  mod 
perfect  iridiiFcrence  the  precepts,  and  laborious 
example,  of  their  truly  worthy  and  benevolent 
paftors  ;  vvhofc  object  has  been  to  allure  them 
from  their  life  of  indolence,  and  raife  in  them  a 
fpirit  of  emulous  induftry  ;  which,  by  fccuring  to 
them  plenty  of  food  and  the  common  conve- 
niences of  life,  would  neccffarily  augment  their 
comforts,  and  encourage  them  to  feek  and  em- 
brace the  bleflings  of  civilized  fociety.  Deaf  to 
the  important  leflbns,  and  infenfible  of  the  pro- 
mifed  advantages,  they  ftill  remained  in  the  moft 
abjecft  ftate  of  uncivilization  ;  and  if  we  except 
the  inhabitants  of  Tierra  del  Fuca;o,  and  thofc 
of  Van  Dieman's  land,  they  are  certainly  a  race 
of  the  moft  miferable  beings,  poffeffing  the  fa- 
culty of  human  reafon,  I  ever  fliw.  Their  per- 
fbns,  generally  fpeaking,  w  ere  under  the  middle 
fize,  and  very  ill  made ;  their  faces  ugly,  prefent- 
ing  a  dull,  heavy,  and  ftupid  countenance,  de- 
void of  fenfibility  or  the  leaft  expreflion.  One 
of  their  greateft  averfions  is  clcanlinefs,  both  in 
their  pcrfons  and  habitations ;  which,  after  the 
/afhion  of  their  forefathers,  were  ftill  without 
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the  moft  trivial  improvement.  Their  houfcs 
were  of  a  conical  form,  about  fix  or  feven  feet  in 
diameter  at  their  bafe  (which  is  the  ground)  and 
arc  conftrudled  by  a  number  of  (lakes,  chiefly  of 
the  willow  tribe,  which  are  driven  ere<5l  into  the 
earth  in  a  circular  manner,  the  upper  ends  of 
which  being  fmall  and  pliable  are  brought  nearly 
to  join  at  the  top,  in  the  centre  of  the  circle  ; 
and  thefe  being  fecurely  faftened,  give  the  upper 
part  or  roof  fomewhat  of  a  flattifli  appearance. 
Thinner  twigs  of  the  like  fpecies  are  horizontally 
interwoven  between  the  uprights,  forming  a  piece 
of  bafket  work  about  ten  or  twelve  feet  high  ; 
at  the  top  a  fmall  aperture  is  left,  which  allows 
the  fmoke  of  the  fire  made  in  the  centre  of  the 
hut  to  efcape,  and  iiclmits  moft  of  the  light  they 
receive  :  the  entrance  is  by  a  fmall  hole  clofe  to 
the  ground,  through  which  with  difficulty  one 
perfon  at  a  time  can  gain  admittance.  The 
whole  is  covered  over  with  a  thick  thatch  of 
dried  grafs  and  rullies.  : 

Thefe  mifcrable  habitations,  each  of  which 
was  allotted  for  the  refidence  of  a  whole  family, 
were  erc6led  with  fome  degree  of  uniformity, 
about  three  or  four  feet  afunder,  in  ftraight  rows, 
leaving  lanes  or  palfagcs  at  right  angles  between 
them  ;  but  thcfe  were  fo  abominably  infcftcd 
with  every  kind  of  filth  and  naftinefs,  as  to  be 
rendered  not  lefs  ofFcnfive  than  degrading  to  the 
human  fpccics.  Clofe 
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Clofe  by  flood  the  church,  which  for  its  mag- 
nitude, architedure,  and  internal  decorations,  did 
great  credit  to  the  conftrudors  of  it ;  and  pre- 
Tented  a  ftriking  contraft  between  the  exertions 
of  genius  and  fuch  as  bare  neceffity  is  capable 
of  fuggefting.  The  raifing  and  decorating  this 
edifice  appeared  to  have  greatly  attradcd  the  at- 
tention of  the  fathers ;  and  the  comforts  they 
might  have  provided  in  their  own  humble  habi- 
tations, feemed  to  have  been  totally  facrificed  to 
the  accomplifhment  of  this  favorite  objcd:.  Even 
their  garden,  an  objed:  of  fuch  material  impor- 
tance, had  not  yet  acquired  any  great  degree  of 
cultivation,  though  its  foil  was  a  rich  black 
mould,  and  promifed  an  ample  return  for  any 
labour  that  might  be  beftowcd  upon  it.  The 
whole  contained  about  four  acres,  was  tolerably 
well  fenced  in,  and  produced  fome  fig-,  peach, 
apple,  and  other  fruit-trees,  but  afforded  a  very 
fcanty  fupply  of  ufcful  vegetables ;  the  principal 
part  lying  wafte  and  over-run  with  weeds. 

On  our  return  to  the  convent,  wc  found  a 
moll  excellent  and  abundant  rcpall  provided  of 
beef,  mutton,  filh,  fowls,  and  fuch  vegetables 
as  their  garden  afforded.  The  attentive  and  hof- 
pitable  behaviour  of  our  new  friends  amply  com- 
penfated  for  the  homely  manner  in  which  the 
dinner  was  ferved  ;  and  would  certainly  have 
precluded  my  noticing  the  dillrciring  inconvc- 
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nience  thefe  valuable  people  labour  under,  in 
the  want  of  al'moft  all  the  common  and  moft 
neceflary  utenfils  of  life,  had  1  not  been  taught 
to  exped,  that  this  colony  was  in  a  very  different 
ftage  of  improvement,  and  that  its  inhabitants 
were  infinitely  more  comfortably  circumftanced. 
After  dinner  wc  were  engaged  in  an  entertain- 
ing convcrfation,  in  which,  by  the  aiTiftancc  of 
Mr.  Dobfon  our  interpreter,  we  were  each  able 
to  bear  a  part.  Amongft  other  things  I  undcr- 
ftood,  that  this  miffion  was  eftablilhed  in  the 
year  17/5,  and  the  Prclldio  of  St.  Francifco  in 
17/8,  and  that  they  were  the  nortuernmoji  fcttle- 
ments,  of  any  defcriptlon,  formed  by  the  court  of 
Spain  on  the  continental ^ore  of  North- We/i  Ame- 
rica, or  the  ijlands  adjacent t  exclufive  of  Nootka, 
which  I  did  not  confider  as  coming  under  that 
defcription  any  more  than  the  temporary  eftab- 
liftiment  which,  in  the  preceding  fpring  had 
been  formed  by  Sen^  Quadra  near  cape  Flattery, 
at  the  entrance  of  the  ftraits  of  Juan  De  Fuca  ; 
and  which  has  been  already  ftated  to  be  entirely 
evacuated.  The  excurfions  of  the  Spaniards 
leemed  to  be  confined  to  the  neighbourhood  of 
their  immediate  place  of  refidence,  and  the  di- 
red  line  of  country  between  one  ftation  and 
another;  as  they  have  no  vefTels  for  embarkation 
excepting  the  native  canoe,  and  an  old  rotten 
wooden  one,  which  was  lying  near  our  landing 
•  -  place. 
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place.  Had  they  proper  boats  on  this  fpaclous 
Iheet  of  water,  their  journles  would  not  only  be 
much  facilitated,  but  it  would  afford  a  very 
agreeable  variety  in  their  manner  of  life,  and  help 
to  pafs  away  many  of  the  folitary  and  wcarifome 
hours  which  they  mull  unavoidably  experience. 
I  underftood  that  the  oppofitc  fide  of  the  port 
had  been  vifited  by  Ibmc  foldiers  on  horfeback, 
who  obtained  but  little  information ;  fomc  con- 
verted Indians  were  found  living  amongft  the 
natives  of  the  northern  and  weftern  parts  of  the 
port,  who  were  efteemcd  by  the  Spaniards  to  be 
a  docile,  and  in  general  a  well-difpofed  people ; 
though  little  communication  took  place  between 
them  and  the  inhabitants  of  this  fide.  The 
miffionarics  found  no  difficulty  in  fubjeding 
thefe  people  to  their  authority.  It  is  mild  and 
charitable,  teaches  them  the  cultivation  of  the 
foil,  and  introduces  amongft  them  fuch  of  the 
ufeful  arts  as  are  moft  cffcntial  to  the  comforts 
of  human  nature  and  fecial  life.  It  is  much  to 
be  wiflicd,  that  thcfc  benevolent  exertions  may 
fuccced,  though  there  is  ev  ry  appearance  that 
their  progrefs  will  be  very  flow ;  yet  they  will 
probably  lay  a  foundation,  on  which  the  pofte- 
rity  of  the  prefent  race  may  fecure  to  themfclvcs 
the  enjoyment  of  civil  focicty. 

The  next  cftabliihment  of  this  nature,  and  the 
only  one  within  our  reach  from  our  prcfcnt  fta- 
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tion,  was  that  of  S*^  Clara,  Ij/ing  to  the  fouth- 
caftward,    at    the   diftance    of  about  eighteen 
leagues,  and  confid'^red  as  one  day's  journey.  As 
there  was  no  probability  of  our  wood  and  water 
being  completely  on  boara  in  lefs  than  three  or 
four  days,  I  accepted  the  offer  of  Sen'  Sal  and 
the  reverend  fathers,  who  undertook  to  provide 
us  horfes  for  an  expedition  to  S'^  Clara  the  fol- 
lowing morning.     At  the   decline    of  day   wc 
took  our  leave,  and  concluded  a  vifit  that  had 
been  highly  interefting  and  entertaining  to  us, 
and  had  appeared  to  be  equally  grateful  to  our 
hofpitable  friends. 

On  my  return  to  Prcfidio,  I  was  favored  with 
a  polite  reply  from  Sen'  Quadra  ;  in  which  he 
informed  me,  that  neither  the  Chatham  nor  the 
Dasdalus  had  yet  arrived  at  Monterrey,  but  that 
on  their  reaching  that  port,  I  might  rely  on  their 
receiving  every  alTiftance  and  fervice  in  his  power 
to  bcftovv  ;  and  truftcd  it  would  not  be  long  ere 
the  Dlfcovery  would  rejoin  them  at  Monterrey. 
During  the  night,  the  wind  from  the  S.  W. 
blew  a  ftrong  gale,  and  continued  with   much 
rain   until  Tuefday  morning  the   20th ;  when 
the  weather  being  fercne  and  pleafant,  we  un- 
dertook our  journey  to  S'^  Clara.     We  called  in 
.mr  \\:\y  on  our  friends  at  the  Prcfidio  and  mif- 
fion,  with    whofc  company    we    were  to  have 
been  fa\ored ;  but  in  confcquencc  of  fome  dlf- 
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patches  received  by  Sen'  Sal  which  required  his 
immediate  attention,  and  of  the  indifpofition  of 
one  of  the  fathers,  they  begged  leave  to  decline 
the  engagement ;  wc  therefore,  agreeably  with 
the  fafhion  of  the  country,  fat  out,  attended  by 
a  drove  of  fpare  horfes,  more  than  double  the 
number  of  our  party,  under  the  guidance  of  the 
fcrjcant  of  the  Prcfidio,  who  was  accompanied 
by  fix  ftout  aftivc  foldiers,  fully  accoutercd  for 
our  protedion,  and  for  affording  us  fuch  aflift- 
ance  as  we  might  require. 

Wc  confidcred  our  route  to  be  parallel  with 
the  fea  coaft  ;  between  which  and  our  path,  the 
ridge  of  mountains  before-mentioned  extended 
to  the  fouth-eaftward ;  and  as  we  advanced, 
their  fides  and  fummits  exhibited  a  high  degree  of 
luxuriant  fertility,  interfpcrfcd  with  copfes  of  va- 
rious forms  and  magnitude,  verdant  open  fpaccs, 
and  enriched  with  ftately  forcft  trees  of  different 
dcfcriptions.  The  plain  on  which  we  rode 
ftretchcd  from  the  baic  of  thcfe  mountains  to 
the  fhores  of  the  port,  and  gradually  improved  as 
wc  proceeded.  The  holly-leaved  oak,  maple 
horfe-chefnut,  and  willow,  were  increafcd  from 
dwarf  llirubs  to  trees  of  tolerable  fize,  ha  vine 
fome  of  the  common  Englifli  dwarf  oak  fcat- 
tcrcd  amongfl  them. 

Our  journey  was  cftimated  at  18  leagues,  in 
which  dillancc  the  country  afibrdcd  no  houfe, 
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hut,  nor  any  place  of  fheltcr  excepting  fuch  as 
the  fprcadmg  trees  prefented.  About  noon,  hav- 
ing then  advanced  about  twenty-three  miles,  wc 
arrived  at  a  very  pleafant  and  enchanting  lawn, 
fituated  amidft  a  grove  of  trees  at  the  foot  of  a 
fmall  hill,  by  which  flowed  a  very  fine  ilrcam  of 
excellent   water.     This    delightful    pafture    was 
nearly  incloled  on  every  fide,  and  afforded  fuffi- 
cicnt  fpacc  for  refting  ourlclves  and  baiting  our 
cavalry.     The  bank  which  overhung  the  mur- 
muring brook  was  well  adapted  for  taking  the 
refreflimcnt  which   our   provident   friends    had 
fupplied  :  and  with  fome  grog  we  had  brought 
from  the  fliip,  (fpirits  and  wine  being  fcarce  ar- 
ticles in  this  country)  we  all  made  a  moft  excel- 
lent meal ;  but  it  required  fome  refolution  to 
quit  fo  lovely  a  fccnc,  the  beauty  of  which  was 
greatly  heightened  by  the  delightful  ferenity  of 
the  weather.     To  this,  however,  after  refting 
about  an  hour,  wc  were  obliged  to  fubmit,  when 
a  frefli  fupply  of  cavalry  being  fele(^ed  from  the 
drove  of  horfes,  we   mounted   and  purfued   our 
journey. 

Wc  had  not  proceeded  far  from  this  delight- 
ful fpot,  when  we  entered  a  country  I  little  ex- 
pelled to  find  in  thefe  regions.  For  about  twenty 
miles  it  could  only  be  compared  to  a  park,  which 
had  originally  been  clofely  planted  with  the  true 
old  Englifli  oak ;  the  underwood,  that  had  pro- 
bably 
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bably  attended  its  early  growth,  Lad  the  ap- 
pearance ot'  having  been  cleared  away,  and  had 
left  the  (lately  lords  of  the  foreft  in  complete 
poifeiUon  of  the  foil,  which  was  covered  with 
luxuriant  herbage,  and  beautifully  diverfjfied 
with  plcafing  eminences  and  vallies ;  which, 
with  the  range  of  lofty  rugged  mountains  that 
bounded  the  profped:,  required  only  to  be 
adorned  with  the  neat  habitations  of  an  induf- 
trious  people,  to  produce  a  fcene  not  inferior 
to  the  moll  ftudied  eftc(5l  of  taftc  in  the  dif- 
pofal  of  grounds;  efpccially  when  fcen  from 
the  port  or  its  confines,  the  waters  of  which  ex- 
tend fome  dillancc  by  the  fide  of  this  country  ; 
and  though  they  were  not  vifible  to  us,  I  was  in- 
clined to  believe  they  approached  within  about 
a  league  of  the  road  we  purfued.  Our  riding 
was  attended  with  fonie  inconvenience,  on  ac- 
count of  the  fox  earths,  and  burrows  of  rabbits, 
fquirrels,  rats,  and  other  an'muls  ;  but  our  fure- 
footcd  horfcs  avoided  every  danger,  notwith- 
ftanding  we  rode  at  a  brifk  rate.  Having  paiTed 
through  this  imaginary  park,  we  advanced  a  few 
miles  in  an  open  clear  meadow,  and  arrived  in  a 
low  fvvampy  country ;  through  which  our  pro- 
grefs  was  very  flovr,  the  horfcs  being  nearly 
knee-deep  in  mud  and  water  for  about  f  x  miles. 
The  badnefs  of  our  road  rendered  this  part  of  our 
journey  fomcwhat  unplcafant.     x\buut  dark  we 
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reached  better  ground,  and  foon  alter  the  night 
clofcd  in,  wc  arrived  at  the  miilion  ot*  S'*  Clara, 
which  according  to  my  clVimation  is  about  forty 
geographical  miles  from  St.  Francifco.  Our 
journey,  excepting  that  part  of  it  through  the 
morafs,  had  been  very  pleafantand  entertaining; 
and  our  reception  at  S'-'  Clara  by  the  hofpitablc 
fathers  of  the  miflion,  was  fuch  as  excited  in 
every  brcaft  the  mod  lively  fcnfations  of  grati- 
tude and  regard.  Father  Thomas  dc  la  Pcna 
appeared  to  be  the  principal  of  the  miflionaries. 
The  anxious  folicitude  of  this  gentleman,  and 
^hat  of  his  colleague  father  Jofeph  Sanchez,  to 
anticipate  all  our  widies,  unccjuivocally  mani- 
fertcd  the  principles  by  which  their  condu6l  was 
regulated.  Onr  evening  palled  very  pleafantly, 
and  after  a  mull  excellent  breakfaft  next  morning, 
the  lillt,  on  tea  and  chocolate,  we  took  a  view 
of  the  eftablilliment  and  the  adjacent  country. 

The  buiUllngs  and  offices  of  this  miflion,  like 
thole  of  St.  Francifco,  form  a  fqiiare,  but  not  an 
intirc  incloilirc.  It  is  fituated  in  an  cxtenfivc 
fertile  plain,  the  foil  of  which,  as  alfo  that  of  the 
j'urrounding  country,  is  a  rich  black  produdive 
mould,  iupcrior  to  any  I  had  before  feen  in  Ame- 
rica. The  particular  fpot  which  had  been  fe- 
Icdcd  by  the  reverend  fathers,  for  their  eftab- 
lilhmcnt,  did  not  appear  fo  fuitablc  to  their 
purpoJc  as  many  other  parts  of  the  plain  within 
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n  little  (llftancc  of  their  prelcnt  buildinf^s,  which 
are  crc<5lcd  in  ii  low  marfhy  fituatioii  lor  the 
fake  of  being  near  a  run  of  fine  water ;  notwith- 
llanding  that  within  a  few  hundred  yards  they 
might  have  built  their  houfes  on  dry  and  com- 
fortable cminctices. 

The  llream  of  water  paflcs  clofe  by  the  walls 
of  the  fathers  apartments,  which  are  upon  the 
fame  plan  with  thofc  at  St.  Francifco ;  built 
near,  and  communicating  with  the  church,  but 
appearing  to  be  more  extenfivc,  and  to  poliefs  in 
fome  degree  more  comforts,  or  rather  Icfs  in- 
conveniences, than  thofc  already  defcribcd.  The 
church  was  long  and  lofty,  and  as  well  built  as 
the  rude  materials  of  which  it  is  compofcd 
would  allow  ;  and  when  compared  with  the  un- 
improved ftate  of  the  country,  w'as  infinitely 
more  decorated  than  might  have  been  rcafon- 
ably  cxpedled 

Apartments  within  the  fquare  in  which  the 
priefts  refided,  were  appropriated  to  a  number  of 
young  female  Indians ;  and  the  like  reafons  were 
given  as  at  St.  Francifco  for  their  being  fo  fc- 
lc<^ed  and  educated.  Their  occupations  were 
the  fame,  though  fomc  of  their  woollen  manu- 
fadurcs  furpafled  thofc  we  had  before  feen,  and 
wanted  only  the  operation  of  fulling,  w ith  which 
the  fathers  were  unacquainted,  to  make  them 
very  decent  blankets.     The  upper  ftory  of  their 
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interior  oblong  fquare,  which  might  be  about 
one  liundred  and  feventy  feet  long,  and  one 
hundred  feet  broad,  were  made  ufe  of  as  grana- 
ries, as  were  Ibme  of  the  lower  rooms ;  all  of 
which  were  well  ftored  vrith  corn  and  pulfe  of 
different  forts ;  and  befide  thefe,  in  cafe  of  fire, 
there  were  two  fpacious  warehoufes  for  the  re- 
ception of  grain  detached  from  each  other,  and 
the  rell  of  the  buildings,  eredled  at  a  convenient 
diftance  from  the  miflion.  Thefe  had  been  re- 
cently finilhed,  contained  fome  ftores,  and  were 
to  be  kept  conftantly  full,  as  a  referve  in  the 
event  of  fuch  a  misfortune. 

They  cultivate  wheat,  maize,  peas  and  beans; 
the  latter  are  produced  in  great  variety,  and  the 
whole  in  greater  abundance  than  their  neccffities 
require.  Of  thefe  feveral  forts  they  had  many 
thoufand  bufhels  in  flore,  of  very  excellent  qua- 
lity, which  had  been  obtained  with  little  la- 
bour, and  without  manure.  By  the  help  of  a 
very  mean,  and  ill  contrived  plough  drawn  by 
oxen,  the  earth  is  once  (lightly  turned  over,  and 
fnioothed  down  by  a  harrow ;  in  the  month  of 
November  or  December,  the  wheat  is  fown  in 
drills,  or  broad  cafl  on  the  even  furface,  and 
fciatched  in  with  the  harrow ;  this  is  the  whole 
of  their  fyflem  of  hufbandry,  which  uniformly 
produces  them  in  July  or  Augufl  an  abundant 
harvtil.  The  maize,  peas,  and  beans,  are  pro- 
duced 
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duced  with  as  little  labour ;  thefe  are  fown  in 
the  fpring  months,  and  fuccced  extremely  welU 
as  do  hemp  and  flax,  or  linfeed.  The  wheat 
affords  in  general  from  twenty-five  to  thirty  for 
one  according  to  the  feafons,  twenty-five  for  one 
being  the  leatl  return  they  have  ever  yet  depo- 
fited  in  their  granaries  from  the  field ;  notwith- 
ftanding  the  enormous  wafle  occafioned  by  their 
rude  method  of  threlhing,  which  is  always  per* 
formed  in  the  open  air  by  the  treading  of  cattle. 
The  product  of  the  other  grains  and  pulfe  bears 
a  fimilar  proportion  to  that  of  the  wheat.  I  was 
much  furprifed  to  find  that  neither  barley  nor 
oats  were  cultivated  ;  on  enquiry  I  was  given  to 
underfland,  that  as  the  fupcrior  kinds  of  grain 
could  be  plentifully  obtained  with  the  fame  la- 
bour that  the  inferior  ones  would  require,  they 
had  fome  time  ago  declined  the  cultivation  of 
them.  The  labours  of  the  field  are  performed 
under  the  immediate  infpet^lion  of  the  fathers, 
by  the  natives  who  arc  inflrudled  in  the  Roman 
Catholic  taith,  aud  taught  the  art  of  hufbandry. 
The  annual  produce  is  taken  under  the  care  of 
thefe  worthy  pallors,  who  diflribute  it  in  fuch 
quantities  to  the  fevcral  perfons  as  completely 
anfwers  all  the  ufcful  and  neceffary  purpofes. 

Befides  a  tew  acres  of  arable  land,  which  w'c 
faw  under  cultivation  near  the  miffion,  was  a 
fmall  fpot  of  garden  ground,  producing  feveral 
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forts  of  vegetables  in  great  perfection  and  abun- 
dance. The  extent  of  it,  howxver,  like  the  gar- 
den at  St.  Francifco,  appeared  unequal  to  the 
confumption  of  the  European  rcfidents ;  the 
priefts,  and  their  guard  confifling  of  a  corporal 
and  fix  foldiers.  Here  were  planted  peaches, 
apricots,  apples,  pears,  figs,  and  vines,  all  of 
which  excepting  the  latter  promifed  to  fucceed 
very  A^ell.  The  failure  of  the  vines  here,  as 
well  as  at  St.  Francifco,  is  afcribed  to  a  want  of 
knowledge  in  their  culture  ;  the  foil  and  climate 
being  well  adapted  to  mod  forts  of  fruit.  Of 
this  we  had  many  evidences  in  the  excellence 
ot  its  natural  unafliflcd  produdions.  In  this 
country  the  oak,  as  timber,  appears  to  take  the 
lead.  A  tree  of  this  defcription  near  the  eftab- 
llfliment  meafured  fifteen  feet  in  girth,  and 
was  high  in  proportion,  but  was  not  confidered 
by  the  lathers  as  of  an  extraordinary  fizc  ;  and  I 
-am  convinced,  that  on  our  journey  w'c  palTed 
fcvcral  oaks  of  G;rcatcr  magnitude.  The  timber 
of  thefe  trees  is  reputed  to  be  equal  in  quality  to 
any  produced  in  Europe.  The  elm,  alli,  beech, 
birch,  and  fome  variety  of  pines,  grew  in  the  in- 
terior and  more  elevated  parts  of  the  country  in 
the  ffreateft  luxuriance  and  abundance. 

Our  attention  was  next  called  to  the  village 
of  the  Indians  near  the  miffion.  The  habita- 
tions were  not  fo  regularly  difpofcd,  nor  did  it 
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contain  fo  many,  as  the  vLlage  at  St.  Francifco; 
yet  the  fame  horrid  flate  of  uncleanlinefs  and 
lazinel's  fecmcd  to  pervade  the  whole.  A  fenti- 
merit  of  compaffion  involuntarily  obtruded  on 
the  mind  in  contemplating  the  natural  or  habi- 
tual apathy  to  all  kind  of  exertion  in  this  hum- 
ble race.  There  was  fcarcely  any  fign  in  their 
general  deportment  of  their  being  at  all  bene- 
fitcd>  or  of  having  added  one  fingle  ray  of  com- 
fort to  their  own  wretched  condition,  by  the 
precepts  and  laborious  exertions  of  their  religious 
inftru(^ors  ;  whofe  lives  are  facrificed  to  their 
welfare,  and  who  feem  entirely  devoted  to  the 
benevolent  office  of  rendering  them  a  better  and 
a  happier  people.  They  appeared  totally  infen- 
iible  to  the  benefits  with  which  they  were  pro- 
vided, excepting  in  the  article  of  food  ;  this 
they  now  find  ready  at  hand,  without  the  labour 
of  procuring  it,  or  being  firft  reduced  by  cold 
and  hunger  nearly  to  a  ftate  of  famine,  and  then 
being  obliged  to  expofe  themfelves  to  great  in- 
convenience in  queft  of  a  precarious,  and  often 
fcanty  means  of  fubfiftence.  Not  only  grain, 
but  the  domeftlc  animals  have  been  introduced 
with  fuccefs  amongft  them ;  many  of  che  na- 
tives have,  by  the  unremitted  labour  of  the  fa- 
thers, been  taught  to  manufadlure  very  ufeful 
and  comfortable  garments  from  the  wool  of 
their  Ihccp  ;  for  the  introdudlign  of  this  animal 
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they  ought  to  be  highly  grateful,  fince  by  the 
mildncfs  of  the  climcite,  and  the  fertility  of  the 
foil,  they  are  eafily  propagated  and  reared  ;  and 
"whilft  they  provide  them  with  comibrtablc 
clothing,  afford  them  alfo  nourifliing  and  deli- 
cate food.  Thefe  advanta«j!;es  however  feemed 
to  have  operated  as  yet  to  little  purpofe  on  the 
minds  of  thefe  untaught  ehildren  of  nature,  who 
appeared  to  be  a  compound  of  flupidity  and  in- 
nocence ;  their  paffions  arC  calm ;  and  rcgard- 
lefs  of  reputation  as  men,  or  renown  as  a  people, 
they  are  llimulated  neither  to  the  obtaining  of 
confequcnce  amongft  themfclves  by  any  peace- 
ful arts,  nor  fuperiority  over  their  neighbours  by 
warlike  achievements,  fo  common  amons^ft  the 
generality  of  the  Indian  tribes.  All  the  opera- 
tions and  fundilions  both  of  body  and  mind,  ap- 
peared to  be  carried  on  with  a  mechanical,  life- 
lefs,  carelefs  indifference  ;  and  as  the  Spaniards 
affert  they  found  them  in  the  fune  ftate  of  in- 
ac5tivity  and  ignorance  on  their  earllcft  vifits,  this 
difpofition  is  probably  inherited  from  their  fore- 
fathers. 

Further  efforts  are  now  maling  at  this  mif- 
iion,  to  break  through  the  gloomy  cloud  of  in- 
fcnfibility  in  which  at  prefent  thefe  people  arc 
inveloped,  by  giving  them  new  habitations ;  an 
indulgence  that  will  moft  probably  be  followed 
by  others,  as  their  minds  appear  capable  of  re- 
ceiving 
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ceivino:  them.     A  certain  number  of  the   moft 
intelligent,    traceable,   and   induftrious    perfons, 
were  fcleded  from   the  group,   and  were  cm- 
ployed  in  a  pleafant  and  well-adapted  fpot  of 
land  facing  the  miffion,  under  the  dire<H:ion  and 
inftrud:ion  of  the  fathers,  in  building  for  them- 
Iclves  a  range  of  fmall,  but  comparatively  fpeak- 
ing;    comfortable    and    convenient    habitations. 
The  walls,  though  not  fo  thick,  arc  conftru(5led 
in  the  fame  manner  with  thofe  defcrlbed  in  the 
iquare  at  St.  Francifco,  and  the  houfes  arc  formed 
after  the  European   fafhion,  each   confiding  of 
two  commodious  rooms  below,  with  garrets  over 
them.     At  the  back  of  each  houfe  a  fpace  of 
ground   is   inclofed,  fufiicient  for  cultivating  a 
large  quantity  of  vegetables,  for  rearing  poultry, 
and  for   other   ufeful   and    domeftic   purpofes. 
The  buildings  were   in   a  ftatc  of  forwardnefs, 
and  when  finiflied,  each  houfc  was  defigned  to 
accommodate  one  diftin(^  family  only  ;  and  it  is 
greatly  to  be  wirticd,  for  the   credit  of  the  ra- 
tional part  of  the  creation,  that  this  fupine  race 
of  our  fellow  creatures  may  not  long  remain  in- 
ienfible  to,  and  unconvinced  of,  the  fuperior  ad- 
vantages they  may  derive,  or  the  new  comforts 
they  may  poflefs,  by  this  alteration  in  their  mode 
of  living.     It  is  by  no  means  improbable,  that 
by  this  circumftancc  alone  they  may  be  roufed 
I'lom  their  natural  lethargic  indifference,  and  be 
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induced  to  keep  themfclvcs  clean,  and  to  exert 
themfelves  in  obtaining  other  bleflings  confc- 
quent  on  civilized  fociety.  This  once  efFed;ed, 
the  laborious  talk  of  their  worthy  and  charitable 
benefadors  will  wear  the  appearance  of  being 
accomplifhed ;  and  fhould  it  be  hereafter  at- 
tended with  a  grateful  fenfe  of  the  obligations 
conferred,  it  is  not  poffible  to  conceive  how 
much  thefe  excellent  men  will  feel  rewarded,  in 
having  been  the  caufe  of  meliorating  the  com- 
fortlefs  condition  of  thefe  wretched  humble 
creatures.  .        . 

Our  converfation  admitted  of  no  paufe  with 
thefe  fcemingly  happy  and  benevolent  prlefls; 
whilll  we  acquired  much  information  we  were 
highly  entertained ;  and  the  day  was  far  ad- 
vanced by  the  time  our  curiofity  was  thus  far 
gratified.  ,   . 

In  compliment  to  our  villt,  the  fathers  or- 
dered a  feaft  for  the  Indians  of  the  village.  The 
principal  part  of  the  entertainment  was  beef, 
furnifhed  from  a  certain  number  of  black  cattle, 
which  were  prefented  on  the  occafion  to  the  vil- 
lagers. Thefe  animals  propagate  very  faft,  and 
being  fufFcred  to  live  in  large  herds  on  the  fer- 
tile plains  of  S*^  Clara,  in  a  fort  of  wild  ftate, 
fome  fkill  and  adroitnefs  is  required  to  take 
them.  This  office  was  at  firfl  intended  to  have 
been  performed  by  the  natives,  but  it  was  over- 
ruled 
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ruled  by  Scn'^  Paries  an  cnfign  in  the  Spanilli 
army,  who,  with  one  of  the  priefts  of  Sen' 
Quadra's  vcfTcl,  had  joined  our  part)'  from  a 
miflion  at  fome  Uttle  diftance  called  S'*  Cruz, 
This  gentlemen  conceived  the  bufmefs  of  taking 
the  cattle  would  be  better  performed  by  the  fol- 
diers,  who  are  occaiionally  cavalry,  and  are  un^ 
doubtedly  very  good  horfemen.  We  mounted, 
and  accompanied  them  to  the  field,  to  be  fpec- 
tators  of  their  exploits.  Each  of  the  foldiers 
was  provided  with  a  ftrong  line,  made  of  borfe- 
hair,  or  of  thongs  of  leather,  or  rather  hide, 
ivith  a  long  running  noofe  ;  this  is  thrown  with 
great  dexterity  whilft  at  full  fpeed,  and  nearly 
with  a  certainty,  over  tl>e  horns  of  the  ani- 
mals, by  two  men,  gne  on  each  fide  of  the 
ox,  at  the  fame  inftant  of  time ;  and  having 
a  ftrong  high-peaked  pummel  to  their  faddles, 
each  takes  a  turn  round  it  with  the  end  of  the 
line,  and  by  that  means  the  animal  is  kept  com- 
pletely at  bay,  and  effcd;ually  prevented  from 
doing  either  the  men  or  horfes  any  injury,  which 
they  would  be  very  liable  to,  from  the  wildnefs 
and  ferocity  of  the  cattle.  In  this  fituation  the 
beafl  is  led  to  tlie  place  of  flaughter,  where  a 
third  pcarfon,  with  equal  dexterity,  whilfl:  the 
animal  is  kicking  iind  plunging  between  the 
horics,  entangks  its  hind  legs  by  a  rope,  and 
throws  it  down,  on  which  its  throat  is  immedi- 
ately cut.     Twenty-two  bullocks,  each  weigh- 
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ing  from  four  to  fix  hundred  wc'.f];ht,  were  killed 
on  this  occafion  ;  eighteen  were  given  to  the 
inhabitants  of  the  village,  and  the  reft  were  ap- 
propriated to  the  ufe  of  the  foldiers,  and  the 
miflion,  in  addition  to  their  regular  weekly  al- 
lowance of  twenty-four  oxen,  which  arc  killed 
for  their  fervice  every  Saturday  :  hence  it  is  evi- 
dent, as  the  whole  of  their  ftock  has  fprung 
from  fifteen  head  of  breeding  cattle,  which  were 
diftributed  between  this  and  two  other  miffions, 
eftablifhed  about  the  year  I  7r8  ;  that  thefe  ani- 
mals muft  be  very  prolific  to  allow  of  fuch  an 
abundant  fupply.  Their  great  increafe  in  fo 
fhort  a  time  is  to  be  afcribed  to  the  rigid  oeco- 
nomy  of  the  fathers,  who  would  not  allow  any 
to  be  killed,  until  they  had  fo  multiplied  as  to 
render  their  extirpation  not  eafy  to  be  efFe<Sed. 
The  fame  wife  management  has  been  obferved 
with  their  llieep,  and  their  horfes  have  increafed 
nearly  at  the  fame  rate. 

Although  this  village  did  not  appear  {o  popu-r 
lous  as  that  at  St.  Francifco,  I  was  given  to  un^ 
derftand  that  there  were  nearly  double  the  num- 
ber of  inhabitants  belonging  to  it ;  and  that  in 
confequence  of  the  many  unconverted  natives  in 
the  neighbourhood  of  S''^  Clara,  fcveral  of  the 
Chriftian  Indians  of  good  character  were  dif-? 
perfed  amongft  their  countrymen,  for  the  pur- 
pofe  of  inducing  them  to  partake  of  the  advan- 
tages held  out  to  them,  in  which  they  had  not 
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been  altogether  unfucccfstul.  All  who  liavc 
offered  themlelvcs  as  converts  have  been  ad' 
mitted  and  adopted,  notwithlbmding  the  arti- 
fices of  fevcral,  who  have  remained  in  and  about 
the  miffion  until  they  have  acquired  a  flock  of 
food  and  clothing,  with  which  they  have  de- 
camped. This  improper  condud  has,  however, 
had  no  fort  of  effect  on  the  benevolent  minds  of 
the  fathers,  who  have  not  only  uniformly  fup- 
plied  their  wants  on  a  iccond  vifit,  but  alfo  thofc 
of  many  wandering  tribes  that  would  be  at  the 
trouble  of  afking  their  alTiftance. 

Thus  concluded  our  morning's  entertainment, 
and  vvc  retired  to  dinner.  In  the  convent  a 
moft  excellent  and  abundant  rcpafl  of  the  pro- 
fiuctions  of  the  country  was  provided,  which 
were  in  the  greateft  perfection.  The  day  palTed 
to  the  mutual  fatisfaction  of  all  parties,  and  wc 
found  ourfelves  under  fome  difficulty  the  next 
morning,  Thurfday  2 2d,  to  cxcufe  ourfelves 
from  accepting  the  preffing  folicitations  of  thefc 
good  people,  to  prolong  our  ftay  at  S'*  Clara ; 
this,  however,  neceffity  and  not  inclination 
obliged  us  to  decline.  We  topk  our  leave  at  an 
early  hour,  highly  gratified  by  our  reception  and 
entertainment;  which  had  amply  compenfated 
for  the  fatigue  or  inconvenience  attending  {o 
long  a  journey,  performed  in  9,  way  to  which  wc 
were  fo  little  accuftomed, 
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The  mifTion  of  S'^*  Clara  is  iituatccl  at  the  ex- 
tremity ot'  the  S.  E.  branch  of  port  St.  Fran- 
cifco,  which  terminates  in  a  fhallow  rivulet  ex- 
tending fome  diftancc  into  the  country,  from 
■whence,  and  the  confines  of  the  port  in  its  vici- 
nity, S*^  Clara  is  well  fupplied  with  a  variety  of 
excellent  fifh. 

To  the  caftward  at  the  diftance  of  about  five 
leagues,   near   the  fca  coaft,  or  rather  on  the 
borders  of  the  bay  of  Monterrey,  is  the  miffion 
of  S''  Cruz,  very  recently  eftabliflied ;  and  hke 
thofe  before  dcfrribcd  governed  by  three  fathers 
of  the  order  of  St.  Francifco,  and  protcded  by 
a  corporal  and  fix  foldicrs.  As  this  cftabliiliment 
was  in  its  infancy  I  much  wiflied  to  have  fcen  it, 
but  as  my  leifurc  would  not  admit  of  extending 
our  excurflon,  we  loft  no  time  in  proceeding  to 
the  fhips.  Our  road  back  was  over  a  more  elevated 
country  than  that  of  the  morafs,  leading  through 
a  continuation  of  the  forell  of  oaks,  but  greatly 
inconvenienced  by  the  many  holes  in  the  ground 
before  noticed  ;  and  our  good  friend  and  guide 
the  fergeant,  apprehending  that  the  approach  of 
night  might  make  us  liable  to  accident,  was  in- 
duced to  conduct  us  through   a  lower  cx>untry, 
which  he  did  not  fufpcd  to  be  fo  wet  and  un- 
plcafiint  as  we  afterwards  found  it.     We  were, 
however,  very  fortunate  in  point  of  w^eather, 
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mild,  Tcrenc,  and  plcafant ;  and  on  our  arrival  at 
the  fhip  in  the  cvcninj:;,  I  had  the  plcalurc  to 
find  the  Chatham  near  us  at  anchor. 

Friday  23d.  From  Mr.  Broughton  I  had  the 
additional  happinefs  of  undcrllanding  that  all  \\  ere 
well  on  board  ;  and  that  during  the  time  ©f  our 
feparation  he  had  been  employed  in  profccuting 
the  examination  of  the  river  Columbia,  which  was 
found  to  extend  further  than  we  had  fuppofcd. 
The  particulars  of  this  furvcy,  top:etlier  with 
thofe  of  Mr.  Whidbey's  examination,  whom  wc 
cxpcded  to  meet  at  Monterrey,  and  fuch  infor- 
mation refpe<SinG;  a  duller  of  iflands  fecn  by  the 
late  Lieutenant  Hcrgeft  as  could  be  gained  from 
his  log-book  and  papers,  I  fliail  poftpone  for  fu- 
ture confideration  and  recital. 

The  arrival  of  the  Chathan  in  fome  meafure 
haftened  our  departure.  Having  by  a  very  tedi- 
ous procefs  completed  our  flock  of  water,  and 
taken  on  board  a  fmall  quantity  of  fire  wood, 
every  thing  was  received  from  the  fliore,  and 
the  vefl'els  unmoored  the  next  morning  m  order 
to  put  to  fea ;  but  the  wind  and  tide  proving 
unfavourable  we  remained  at  anchor  during  the 
day.  I  therefore  employed  this  interval  in  no- 
ticing the  following  circumllances,  which  oc- 
curred after  our  return  from  S'^  Clara. 

The  average  price  of  the  large  cattle  at  this 
port  on  my  arrival,  1  underftood  to  be  fix  Spanllh 
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dollars  each  ;  the  Ihcep,  in  proportion.  Havin£; 
received  as  many  of  thcfc  as  were  wanted  for  the 
ufe  of  both  vcflels,  with  fome  vegetables,  poul- 
try, &c.  I  presented  Sen'  Sal  with  the  amount 
o{  their  value,  as  our  fupply  had  been  princi- 
pally procured  from  him.  Much  to  my  fur- 
prize,  he  declined  accepting  the  money,  in  pay- 
ment ;  and  at  len2;th  acquainted  me,  that  he 
hfd  been  llridly  enjoined  by  Sen'  Quadra,  on  no 
pretence  whatever  to  accept  imy  pecuniary  re- 
compence  from  me  ;  as  every  thing  of  that  nature 
would  be  fettled  by  himfelf  on  our  meeting  at 
Monterrey.  Thefc  injun<^ionsfrom  Sen'  Quadra 
removed  my  difHcultics,  as  I  Ihould  ill  have 
known  liow  to  have  requited  fuch  generofity,  or 
to  have  accepted  fuch  obligation,  from  })crfons 
who,  in  every  refpedl  excepting  that  of  food, 
had  the  appearance  of  poverty,  and  of  being 
much  prclicd  for  the  moll  common  conveni- 
cncies  of  life. 

My  late  excurfion  into  the  country  had  con- 
vinced me,  that  although  its  productions,  in  its 
prefent  itatc,  afforded  the  inhabitants  an  abun- 
dant fupply  of  every  cfTcntial  requiilte  for  hu- 
man fublillence,  yet  the  people  were  nearly  def- 
titutc  of  thofc  articles  which  alone  can  render 
the  eircntials  of  life  capable  of  being  reliihed  or 
enjoyed.  On  this  occafion  I  experienced  no 
Imall  iiratification,  in  bein^;  able  to  relieve  their 
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wants  by  the  dlftrlbution  of  a  tcvv  ncccirary  arti- 
cles and  implements,  culinary  and  table  ntenlils, 
fomc  bar  iron,  vvitli  a  few  ornaments  lor  the 
decoration  of  their  churches ;  to  which  I  added 
one  hogflicad  of  wine,  and  another  of  rum;  and 
conligncd  the  whole  to  the  care  of  Sen'  Sal, 
with  a  rcqucll  that  an  equal  diftribution  fhould 
be  made  between  the  Prefidio  and  the  miflions 
of  St.  Francifco  and  S'-*  Clara.  This  was  punc- 
tually attended  to,  and  1  had  the  fatisfadion  of 
finding  the  feveral  articles  were  received  as  very 
acceptable  prefents. 

The  inclemency  of  the  weather,  and  the  lliort 
(lay  I  purpofed  to  make  on  our  arrival  in  this 
port,  prevented  my  ereding  the  obfcrvatory  on 
lliore  ;  fufficient  obfervations  were  however  pro- 
cured for  afcertaining  its  latitude  to  be  3/"  ■IS'' 
30",  and  its  longitude  23/" 52'  30".  The  varia- 
tion of  the  compafs,  by  fix  fets  of  azimutho, 
varying  from  12"  2''  to  13"  32',  gave  the  mean  of 
12"48'ealhvardly. 

The  morning  of  Sunday  the  25th  brought  a 
frefii  breeze  againft  us  from  the  N.VV.;  but  being 
prepared  to  depart,  and  having  a  (Irong  ebb  tide 
in  our  f^ivor,  we  turned  out  of  the  port  againft  a 
very  diiagrecable  irregular  fea,  produced  by  the 
oppofmg  elements.  After  entering  the  channel 
leading  out,  foundings  could  not  be  gained  with 
the  hand-line  until  we  were  about  two  miles  to 
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the  fouth- welt  ward  of  the  S.  E.  pohit  of  en- 
trance, when  we  fiuldenly  arrived  in  10,  7?  arid 
6  fathoms  water.  In  tliis  fituation  we  were 
about  two  miles  to  the  fouth  of  our  former  track, 
when  going  into  the  port :  where  in  five  fa- 
thoms water,  the  fame  difagreeable  agitation  of 
the  fea  was  experienced  :  hence  I  concluded  that 
it  was  occafioned  by  a  bank,  or  bar,  at  the  diftance 
of  near  four  miles  from  the  port,  extending  right 
acrofs  its  entrance.  This  bar  we  foon  pailed 
over,  and  again  loft  foundings  with  the  hand- 
line.  At  noon  our  obfcrvcd  latitude  was  36°  53'; 
the  outer  points  o^*  the  entrance  into  the  port  of 
St.  Francifco  bore  by  compafs  N.  10  E.  and 
N.  28  E. ;  and  the  extremes  of  the  coaft  in 
fight,  from  N.  W.  to  S.  28  E.;  along  which  our 
courfe  was  dircetcd  fouthcrly  at  a  little  diftanee 
from  the  Ihore,  towards  Monterrey. 

Thus  we  quitted  St.  Francifco,  highly  in- 
debted to  our  hofpitiibic  reception,  and  the  ex- 
cjllent  rcfrcfiiments,  which  in  a  few  days  had 
entirely  eradicated  every  apparent  fymptom  of 
the  icurvy. 

My  engagements  in  the  country  on  my  firfl 
arrival,  and  my  hafte  to  depart  from  St.  Fran- 
cifco, on  the  arrival  of  the  Chatham,  prevented 
mc  from  obtaining  any  precifc  informi^.tion  rc- 
fpecting  the  port ;  every  thing,  however,  that 
we  were  able  to  notice,  tended  to  confirm  the 
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original  opinion,  that  it  was  as  fine  a  port  as  the 
world  affords  ;    failing  only  in  the  convenience 
of  obtaining  wood  and  water.     It  is  however 
probable,    that,  on   due  CAuinination,  thcfe  ef- 
fential  articles  might  be  obtained  with  lefs  diffi- 
culty than  we  experienced.    So  far  as  we  became 
acquainted  with  its  foundings,  they  appeared  re- 
gular and  good  ;  the  bottom  excellent  holding 
ground  ;  and  though  we  paiTed  over  fome  that 
was  hard,  in  going  from  our  firfl  anchorage  to 
the  other,  it  was  not  in  a  fituation  where  velTels 
are  likely  to  remain  ftationary  ;  nor  do  I  con- 
fider  the  bank  or  bar  without,  as  any  detriment 
to  the  port,  though  an  unpleafant  fenfation  is 
frequently  occafioned  in  paffing  over  it.     I  have 
however  been  given  to  underfland,  that  the  port 
is  not  much  in  repute  with  the  maritime  Spa- 
niards, on  account  of  the  flrength  of  its  tides  ; 
this  difapprobation  is  eafily  accounted  for,  when 
the  manner  of  fecurina;  their  vcfTels  is  confidcred. 
This  is  done  invariably  by  mooring  them  head 
and  flcrn,  with  many  anchors  and  cables ;  never 
lefs  than  four,  and  feldom  lefs  than  fix ;  a  very 
injudicious  method  when  under  the  influence  of 
rapid  and  irregular  tides.     The  tides,  however, 
at  St.  Francifco,  to  perfons  unaccuflomed  to  na- 
vigate in  tidefways,  may  be  an  objection ;   but 
to  thofc  who  know  how  to  benefit  by  their  flream 
they  arc  amongfl  its  grcatefl  advantages,  fmce  the 
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prevailing  winds  are  from  the  w^eftward,  fre- 
quently continue  many  days  together,  and  blow 
directly  into  the  port,  which  would  render  its 
cgrcfs  difficult  at  thofc  times  without  the  af- 
fiftance  of  the  ebb  tide  ;  vvhichj  in  the  ilreain 
of  the  port,  takesi  I  believe,  a  regular  courfc 
with  the  floodj  nearly  fix  hours  each  way,  and 
is  hiiih  water  about  11*'  24'.  after  the  moon 
paffes  the  meridian  :  though  in  the  place  where 
we  anchored,  and  particularly  at  the  laft,  the 
tides  were  very  irregular  ;  nor  could  we  form 
any  true  judgment  of  their  rife  and  fall,  which 
appeared  to  be  very  inconfidcrable.  Our  firft 
place  of  anchorage  polleflcs  many  advantages> 
fupcrior  to  thofc  wc  found  at  the  fecond.  The 
tides  are  there  inftnitely  the  moft  regular,  and 
notwithftanding  the  bank  of  mud  prevented  our 
landing  in  fome  places,  it  does  not  extend  all 
round  the  cove  ;  for  its  fouth-wcftern  part  is  a 
llieep  fliore,  and  might  caiily  be  made  commo* 
dious  for  obtaining  fuel  and  water ;  the  lattef 
is  very  good,  and  there  is  an  abundance  of  the 
former  immediately  in  its  vicinity.  The  ancho- 
rage is  more  fccure,  by  being  completely  land- 
locked, and  further  removed  from  the  ocean. 
Itulepcndently  of  thcfe  places  of  fafcty,  there  is 
every  rcafon  to  conclude  that  the  northern  parts 
of  this  extenfive  port  would  afford  many  fitu-^ 
ations  prc:fcrable  to  either.  •        ..:        , 
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With  a  frcfh  gale  from  the  N.  W.  we  made 
great  progrels  to  the  fouthward  along  the  fca- 
coaft ;  having  the  range  of  mountains  which 
were  to  the  right  of  us  in  our  journey  to  S'*  Clara, 
now  on  our  left  hand,  and  prefenting  \is  a  very 
different  afped:.  Their  weftern  fide,  expofed  to 
all  the  Violence  and  changes  of  an  oceanic  cli- 
mate, was  nearly  deflitute  of  wood  or  verdure  ; 
ibme  grovelling  Hirubs  were  fcattered  in  the  val- 
lies,  and  fome  dwarf  folitary  trees  w^ere  fcen  on 
the  fides  of  the  mountains,  which  had  in  general 
a  very  naked  and  barren  appearance. 

Wifhing  to  delineate  the  coafl,  which  we 
found  to  extend  nearly  S.  14  E.,  from  the  en- 
trance f  St.  Francifco,  we  plied  during  the 
night  '  .  1 ;  the  next  morning  fhcwed  our  fitua- 
tion  to  be  ofi:'  the  entrance  of  the  bay  of  Mon- 
terrey, where  we  were  becalmed  until  noon, 
when  a  pleafant  breeze  from  the  weflward  al- 
lowed us  to  fleer  for  the  centre  or  bottom  of  the 
bay,  whofe  fliores  were  chiefly  compofed  of  low 
cqimpad:  land;  but  in  this  point  of  view,  the 
more  fouthern  and  weflern  parts  of  them  feemed 
to  be  very  much  elevated,  and  bore  the  appear- 
ance of  being  infular.  As  v/e  fleered  along,  I 
was  in  conftant  expectation  of  finding  a  proper 
place  of  anchorage,  which  was  not  difcovercd 
until  four  in  the  afternoon,  by  making  the  fignal 
I  had  fettled  with  Sen'  Quadra,  which  was  im- 
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mediately  anfwered  from  the  Preiidio.  Our  an- 
chorage was  diredlcd  to  be  nearly  under  the  high 
land  before  mentioned,  on  the  fouthern  fide  of 
the  bay.  About  feven  in  the  evening  Mr.  Whid- 
bcy  came  on  board  from  the  Daedalus,  which 
veflcl  had  arrived,  all  well,  on  the  22d,  after 
having  completed  the  fervice  on  which  flie  had 
been  employed.  Soon  after  we  were  met  by 
fomc  Spanifh  boats,  fent  by  Sen'  Quadra  to  our 
affiftancc  ;  and  in  about  an  hour  we  were  fafely 
moored  with  our  anchors  to  the  N.  W.  and 
S.  E,;  the  latter  lying  in  nine  fathoms  water,  good 
holding  ground.  Our  diftancc  from  the  neareft 
or  S.  W.  fliore  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile  ;  the 
points  of  the  bay  bore  by  compafs  N.  45  W. 
and  N.  52  W.;  the  former  point.  Anno  Nuevo, 
diftant  feven  or  eight  leagues ;  the  latter,  called 
point  Pinos,  was  about  a  mile  off. 

On  our  arrival  we  found  here  at  anchor,  be- 
fides  the  Daedalus,  the  following  veiTcls  belong- 
ing to  the  crown  of  Spain  ;  the  brig  Active,  on 
board  of  which  was  Sen'  Quadra's  broad  pen- 
dant, the  Aranfafu,  and  a  fchooner. 
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Tranfa^mis  at  Monterrey — Defcriptmi  of  the 
Million  of  St.  Carlos — Departure  of  the  Dada-* 
Ins  for  Port  Jacifon — Situation,^  and  Defrtp* 
tion  of  Monterrey  Bay — Account  of  the  Pre*> 
Jidio — r  Generous  Conduii  of  Sen''  Quadra — ^ 
Aftrommlcal  and  Jslaiiitlcal  Obfervations,    ,.    ,  , 

HAVING  arrived  in  the  famous  port  of 
Monterrey  (fo  diftinguifhed  by  the  Spa* 
niards)  on  Tuefday  the  20th,  I  waited  on  Sen' 
Quadra,  who  had  taken  up  his  reiidence  at  the 
governor's  houfe  in  the  Prefidio.  After  the  ufual 
compUments  had  pafled,  and  I  had  received  rcr 
peated  aflurances  of  friendfhip  and  hofpitality,  { 
returned  on  board,  and  at  fun- rife  the  next 
morning,  Wednefday  the  27th,  the  Prefidio  was 
faluted  with  thirteen  guns;  which  being  equally 
returned,  the  topfails  were  hoifted,  and  Sen' 
Quadra's  broad  pendant  f^lut(;d  with  the  ff\rpp 
number.  After  receiving  th^  return  pf  thip 
compliment>  Sen'  Quadra,  accompanied  by  thp 
afling  governor  Sen'  Arguello,  with  §cn'  Q^i^ 
mano,  and  feveral  Spanifti  olSeers,  f churned  i^y 
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vifit,  all  of  whom  were  received  or.  board  the 
Difcovcry  and  Chatham  with  fuch  marks  of  rc- 
fpc<^  and  ceremony  as  were  due  to  their  rank 
and  fituation.  When  thefe  formalities  were  over, 
I  accompanied  Sen*^  Quadra  on  (hore  to  par- 
take the  entertainment  of  this  hofpitable  table. 

In  the  courfe  of  convcrfation  Sen'  Quadra  in- 
formed me,  that  on  his  arrival  in  this  port  from 
Nootka,  he  found  orders  direiSing  him  to  cap- 
ture all  veffcls  he  ihould  find  engaged  in  com- 
mercial purfuits  on  this  coaft,  from  thefe  Pre- 
fidios  northward,  to  the  extent  where  the  gene- 
ral traffic  is  carried  on ;  excepting  the  veiTcls 
belonging  to  the  people  of  Great  Britain,  who 
"were  to  proceed  without  tlie  leaft  interruption 
or  moleftation.  Thefe  orders  from  the  court  ot 
Spain  induced  us  both  to  believe  that  our  re- 
fpe<5live'  fovereigns  had  adjufted,  and  finally  con- 
cluded, every  arrangement  with  rcfped:  to  the 
territories  at  Nootka. 

This  information  appeared  to  me  of  a  very 
important  nature,  and  in,  the  event  of  my  being 
able  to  procure  a  pafTage  to  England  for  an  offi- 
cer through  New  Spain,  would  induce  me  to 
relinquifli  the  defign  1  had  meditated  of  fending 
the  Chatham  home  this  feafon,  for  the  purpofe  of 
conveying  fuch  intelligence  as  I  had  now;  the 
power  of  communicating.  Although  I  might 
have  been  -  materially  incommoded  by  tlie  ab- 
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fence  of  bur  little  confort  in  the  further  profc- 
cution  of  my  voyage,  yet  the  informing  of  go- 
vernment how  far  Ihad  been  able  at  this  time 
to  carry  HisMajefty's  commands  into  execution, 
appeared  to  mc  fo  abfolutely  indifpenfible,  that 
Ihad  determined  to  fubmit  to  any  inconveni- 
ence rather  than  omit  fo  efTential  a  part  .cif  my 
duty  ;  efpecially,  as  in  addition  to  our  own  cxer-, 
tions  during  the  prce-^ '  g  fummer,  I  had,  ob- 
tained the  polleflio._  of  a  :he  charts  of  tl '  "^yar. 
nilh  difcoveric?  to  the  northward  of  our  own  r?r 
Icarchcs.  .■.  . ."-:     ,  . /^    ,.  ,-f..,y 

Thefe  furveys,  together  with  an  account  of 
our  tranfa<^ions  at  Nootl^a,  and  other  informal 
tion  I  had  acquired  refpcAing  thefe  countries,  I 
confidered  of  a  nature  top  important  to  withhold : 
as  it  was  only  by  fuch  a  communication  that 
any  juft  or  reafonable  conclufion  could  be  drawn, 
cither  in  refped;  of  the  national  advantages 
,"which  were  likely  to  refult  from  a  further  profe- 
cution  of  commercial  purfuits  in  thefe  regions, 
or  of  the  moll  proper  fituations  for  the  purpofe 
of  forming  permanent  cftablifliments  on  the 
coaft,  to  protcd:  and  facilitate  the  trade  if  carried 
further  into  execution.  This  intelligence,  on 
which  the  accomplifliment  of  one  of  the  prin- 
cipal obje<^s  of  our  voyage  might  depend,  toge- 
ther with  my  other  difpatches,  I  propofed  to  in- 
truft  to  the  care  of  Lieutenant  Brou<jhton  the 
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commandcf  of  the  Chatham,  who  had  been 

privy  to  the  whole  of  my  tranfadions  with  Sen' 

Quadra  at  Nootka ;  and  whofe  Jlbilities  and  ob- 

ftrvations  would  enable  him,  on  his  arrival  in 

England,  to  fktisfy  the  Board  of  Admiralty  on 

niatiy  points  of  inequity,  for  which  it  was  impof- 

fible  I  could  prbvide  in  nly  difpatchcs.     On  this 

o6ica(5otl  I  requefted  of  Scn*^  Quadra,  if  it  werb 

compatible  With  his  inclination  and  the  difpo* 

litibn  of  the  Spanifti  court,  that  Mr.  Broughton 

fliould  be  j^ermitted  to  take  his  paflage  by  the 

way  of  New  Spain  to  England.     To  this  Sen' 

Quadra  without  the  leafl:  hcfitation,  and  in  the 

Aloft  friendly  manner  replied,  that  Mr.  Brough"* 

ton  might  ac<!x)mpany  him  to  St.  Bias,  where  he 

would  fupply  him  with  money,  and  every  other 

requifitc  in  his  power,  which  could  contribute  to 

render  his  laborious  journey  acro/s  the  continent 

of  America  as  pleafant  as  could  be  expected  from 

the  nature  of  the  undertaking.     At  {o  obliging 

atid  generous  an  offer  I  teftified    every    fenti- 

imen*:  I  Was  capable  of  expreffing ;  and  ufed  my 

^tmoft  endeavours  that  no  time  ihould  be  loft  in 

preparing  for  Mr.  Broughton's  departure,  fmce 

ton  that  depended  not  only  the  failing  of  our- 

Iblves,  but  the  departure  <i(  Sen'  Quadra  and  the 

Veffels  under  his  orders.  •  ^     '.   ^'     '■<  ' 

-    After  having  obtained  permiffion,  the  obfrr- 

vatorjes  j^nd  tents  wct^  fent  on  ihore ;  an  *  on 

Wednefday 
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Wcdncfday  the  28th  I  began  to  make  the  ob- 
fcrvations  which  were  necclTarily  required. 

The  decks  of  the  Difcovery,  in  confequence  of 
the  late  inclement  weather,  were  found  to  be  cj^- 
ccffively  leaky,  and  to  require  caulking ;  many 
of  the  fails  wanted  material  repair  :  thcfc,  with 
various  other  fervices,  were  put  in  a  train  of 
execution.  On  board  the  Chatham  all  were 
bufily  employed,  particularly  in  recruiting  their 
ilock  of  provifions;  as,  in  confcquence  of  my 
former  intention,  no  more  had  been  received  on 
board  than  would  be  abfoiutely  neccflary  for  her 
paiTage  home  ;  it  now,  however,  became  requi- 
fitc  that  both  veffcls  fliould  receive  from  th« 
Daedalus  as  large  a  proportion  of  llores,  provi- 
fions, &c.  as  each  was  capable  of  flowing.     ,,;   , 

Having  given  proper  dircdions  for  carrying 
thefc  fcveral  fervices  into  efFedl,  on  Sunday  the 
2d  of  December,  in  confequence  of  a  very  po- 
lite invitation,  I  paid  my  refpeds  to  the  Million 
of  St.  Carlos,  accompanied  by  Sen^  Quadra,  Sen^ 
Arguella,  Sen"^  Caamano,  Mr.  Broughton,  and  fe» 
veral  other  Englifh  and  Spaniih  officers,    ..  ; ,,  r 

This  eilabliihmcnt  is  fituatcd  about  a  league 
to  the  fouth-eaftward  of  the  Prefidio  of  Mon- 
terrey. The  road  between  them  lies  over  fome 
fteep  hills  and  hollow  vallies,  interfperfed  with 
many  trees ;  the  furface  was  covered  over  with 
an  agr  :cablc  verdure ;  the  general  chara<£ler  o* 
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the  country  was  lively,  and  our  journey  altoge- 
ther was  very  pleafant. 

Our  reception  at  the  miflion  could  not  fail  to 
convince  us  of  the  joy  and  fatisfadlion  we  com- 
municated to  the  worthy  and  reverend  fathers, 
S^■ho  in  return  made  the  moft  hofpitablc  offers  of 
every  refrcftiment  their  homely  abode  afforded. 
On  our  arrival  at  the  entrance  of  the  Million 
the  bells  were  rung,  and  the  Rev.  Fermin  Fran- 
cifco  de  Lafuen,  father  prcfident  of  the  miffion- 
aries  of  the  order  of  St.  Francifco  in  New  Al- 
bion, together  with  the  fathers  of  this  miffion, 
came  out  to  meet  us,  and   conduct  us  to  the 
principal  refidence  of  the  father  prefident.     This 
perfonage  was  about  feventy-two  years  of  age, 
whofe  gentle  manners,  united  to  a  moft  vene- 
rable   and   placid    countenance,    indicated   that 
tranquillizecf  ftate  of  mind,  that  fitted  him  in  an 
eminent  degree  for  prefiding  over  fo  benevolent 
an  inftitution.       '■{-  ■'  ./  •  ^i  ■  ,  '  .3   -   ►.    -.v  ;;. 

The  ufual  ceremonies  on  introdu(5lion  being 
over,  our  time  was  pleafantly  engaged  in  the 
focicty  of  the  father  prefident  and  his  two  com- 
panions, the  j^^iefts  regularly  belonging  to  the 
miffion  of  St.  Carlos,  who  attended  us  over  their 
premifes.  Thefc  feemed  to  differ  but  little  from 
thofc  at  St.  Francifco,  or  S**  Clara;  excepting 
that  the  buildings  were  fmaller,  the  plan,  archi- 
X^^uiQf  and  materials  cxadly  corresponding. 

In 
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In  their  granaries  were  dcpofitcd  a  pretty  large 
quantity  of  the  ditiercnt  kinds  ot'  grain  before 
noticed  at  the  other  ellablilhrncnts,  to  which 
was  added  ibmc  barley,  but  the  whole  was  ot*  an 
interior  quality,  and  the  return  trom  the  toil  by 
no  means  equal  to  that  produced  at  S'*  Clara. 
Here  alio  was  a  Imall  garden  on  ihc  Ikme  con- 
fined fcale,  and  cultivated  in  the  iume  manner  as 
obfervcd  at  the  other  Itations.      ,''    '       f 

An  Indian  village  is  alfo  in  the  neighbourhood; 
it  appeared  to  us  but  fmall,  yet  the  number  of 
its  inhabitants  under  the  immediate  direction  of 
this  million  was  faid  to  amount  to  eight  hun- 
dred, governed  by  the  lame  charitable  principles 
as  thofe  we  had  before  vifitcd.  Isotwithttand- 
ing  thefe  people  are  taught  and  employed  from 
time  to  time  in  many  of  the  occupations  moft 
wfcful  to  civil  fociety,  they  had  not  made  them- 
fclves  any  more  comfortable  habitations  than 
thofe  of  their  forefathers  ;  nor  did  they  fccm  in 
any  refpc(^  to  have  benefited  by  the  inftrudion 
they  had  received.  Some  of  them  were  at  this 
time  engaged  under  the  direction  of  the  fathers, 
in  building  a  church  with  ftonc  and  mortar. 
The  former  material  appeared  to  be  of  a  very 
tender  friable  nature,  fcarcely  more  hard  than 
indurated  clay  ;  but  I  was  told,  that  on  its  being 
cxpofed  to  the  air,  it  foon  becomes  hardened, 
and  is  an   excellent  ftonc  for   the   purpofe  of 
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building.     It  is  of  a  light  llraw  colour,  and  prc- 
fcnts  a  rich  and  clcgiint  appearance,  in  propor- 
tion to  the  labour  that  is  bcftowed  upon  it.     It 
is  found  in  abundance  at  no  great  depth  from 
the  furfacc  of  the  earth  ;  the  quarries  are  cafily 
worked,  and  it  is  I  believe  the  only  (lone  the 
Spaniards  ha>  e  hitherto  made  ufe  of  in  building. 
At   S*"  Clara   I  was  iliewn   a  ponderous  black 
ftone,  that  father  Thomas  faid  was  intended  to 
be  fo  appropriated  as  foon  as  perfons  capable  of 
working  it  could  bo  procured.     The  lime  they 
ufe  is  made  from  fea  fhclls,  principally  from  the 
car-fhell,  which  is  of  a  large  fize  and  in  great 
numbers  on  the  Ihorcs;  not  having  as  yet  found 
any  calcareous  earth  that  would  anfwer  this  ef- 
fential  purpofc.     The  heavy  black  ftone  is  fup- 
pofcd  to  be  applicable  to  grinding,  and  fhould 
it  be  found  fo  to  anfwer,  it  will  be  a  matter  of 
great  importance  to  their  comfort,  fmce  their 
only  method  of  reducing  their  corn  to  flour  is  by 
two  fmall  ftoncs  placed  in  an  inclined  pofition 
on  the  ground  ;  on  the  lower  one  the  corn  is 
laid,  and  ground  by  hand  by  rubbing  the  other 
ftonc  nearly  of  the  fame  furface  over  it.     The 
flour  produced  by  this  rude  and  laborious  pro- 
ccfs  makes  very  white  and  well  tafted,  though 
heavy  bread,  but  this  defcdl  is  faid  by  the  Spa- 
niards to  be  greatly  remedied  when  mixed  with 
an  equal  proportion  of  flour  properly  ground.  ^; 
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After  wc  had  futisfied  our  curiofity  in  thcfc 
particulars  wc  rode  round  the  neighbourhood  of 
the  mifTiun.  It  was  plcafantly  fituatcd,  and  the 
country,  agreeably  broken  by  hills  and  vallics, 
had  a  verdant  appearance,  and  was  adorned  like ' 
that  in  the  vicinity  of  Monterrey,  with  many 
cluhips  and  fmglc  trees,  moflly  of  the  pine 
tribe,  holly-lcavgd  oak,  and  willows ;  with  a 
few  trees  of  the  poplar  and  maple,  and  fomc 
variety  of  Ihrubs,  that  rather  incommoded  our 
travelling,  which  was  ciiictly  confined  to  one  of 
the  Vallies,  and  withia  fsght  of  the  buildmgs. 
Through  this  vnllcy  a  fmall  brock  of  water  about 
knee-deep,  called  by  the  Spaniards  Rio  Carmclo, 
takes  its  courfe,  pafles  the  buildings  of  the  Mif* 
fion,  and  immediately  empties  itfelf  into  the 
ica.     •'     ''  •  ;    '  ■    '- ^    •■    •  •;•'-•*    ^       •■ 

In  this  valley,  near  the  fides  of  the  Carmelo, 
a  few  acres  of  land  exhibited  a  tolerably  good 
plant  of  wheat ;  but  as  the  foil  here,  as  well  as 
at  Monterrey,  is  of  a  light  fandy  nature,  its  pro- 
dudlons  arc  confcquently  inferior  to  the  other 
two  millions  I  had  vifited ;  yet  I  was  given  to 
underftand,  that  the  interior  country  h-^re.  likt 
that  at  St.  Francifco,  improves  in  point  oi  fcrti* 
lity,  as  it  retires  from  the  ocean. 

On  our  return  to  the  con^  ent,  wc  found  a  moil 
excellent  rcpaft  fcrvcd  with  great  neatness,  in  a 
ptcafaut  bower  confl:ru<5t  :d  for  that  purpofc  in 
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the  garden  of  the  miflTion.  After  dinner  we  were 
entertained  with  the  methods  pradifed  by  the 
Indians  in  taking  deer,  and  other  animals,  by  imi- 
tating them.  They  equip  themfelves  in  adrefs 
confiding  of  the  head  and  hide  of  the  creature 
they  mean  to  take  ;  with  this,  when  pitopcrly 
put  on  and  adjuftcd,  they  refort  to  the  place 
where  the  game  is  expelled,  and  there  walk  about 
on  their  hands  and  feet,  counterfeiting  all  the 
a6i:ions  of  the  animal  they  are  in  queft  of ;  thefe 
they  perform  remarkably  well,  particularly  in  the 
watchfulnefs  and  the  manner  in  which  deer  feed. 
By  this  means  they  can,  nearly  to  a  certainty 
get  within  two  or  three  yards  of  the  deer,  when 
they  take  an  opportunity  of  its  attention  being 
directed  to  fbme  other  objed,  and  difcharge  their 
arrows  from  their  fccreted  bow,  which  is  done 
in  a  very  {looping  attitude  ;  and  the  firft  or  fe- 
cond  feldom  fails  to  be  fatal.  The  whole  was  fb 
extremely  well  contrived  and  executed,  that  I  am 
convinced  a  ftranger  would  not  eafily  have  dif- 
covered  the  deception,   t-s-r.    />,»     ♦.,,,-. 

In  the  evening  I  returned  on  board,  and  was  on 
Monday  the  third  honoured  with  the  company  of 
moft  of  the  party  to  dinner ;  including  Sen"^"  Ar- 
guclla  tht  2^overnors  wife,  and  fome  other  ladies 
of  the  Prefidio ;  but  the  motion  of  the  Ihip, 
though  very  inconfidirable,  greatly  to  my  difap- 
pointment  obliged  the  ladies,  and  indeed  fome  of 
the  gentlemen,  very  foon  to  retire. 
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The  various  employments  which    conftantly 
engaged  my  time  when  on  board,  joined  to  my 
attendance  on  the  obfervatory  on  ihore,  left  me 
but  little  leifure  to  indulge  either  in  exercife,  or 
Ibcial  entertainment ;  nor  was  it  without  much 
difficulty,  that  I  now  and  then  fnatched  a  few 
hours  of  rslaxation,  to  partake  of  the  fociety  of 
.our  attentive  and  hofpitable  friends.        .  .    •  j  « 
.    It  was  not  until  Sunday  the  Qth  that  my  ar- 
rangements permitted  me  to  make  another  fhort 
cxcurfion  with  Sen"^  Quadra  and  our  numerous 
friends,  to  dine  at  the  garden  of  the  Prefidio.  This 
fpot  might  contain  about  four  acres  of  land,  fitu- 
taed  in  a  valley  about  a  league  to  the  eaftward  of 
the  Prefidio.      Its  foil,  like  the  generality  in  this 
neighbourhood,  when  compared  with  that  of  S''^ 
Clara,  could  be  confidercd  only  as  indiftcrently 
good  ;    it  is  however  greatly  benefitted  by  a  fine 
Itream  of  water  that  runs  clofe  pail  it,  and  enables 
the  gardener  to  keep  it  propeily  moift  in  dry 
weather,  and  In  the  rainy  feafon  of  December, 
January  and  February,  prevents  its  being  flooded. 
Withi  thefe  advantages  it  generally  produces  a 
great  abundance  of  the  fcveral  kitchen  vegetables 
with  fome  fruit ;    but   in  confequence  of  tber 
many  veflcls,  that  haye  been  employed  on  the 
coait  of  North  Weft  America  this  feafon,  refort^ 
ing  hither  for  refrefliments>  both  on  their  paiTage 
from  and  on  their  returji  to  St.  Bias,  the  pro- 
Jh  dudions 
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du<ftions  of  this  and  the  only  other  garden  at  St. 
Carlos  were  nearly  cxhauftcd.  Were,  a  little  la- 
bour however  beftowed  on  the  cultivation  of  an 
additional  fpacc  for  this  eiTential  purpofc,  a  fear** 
city  would  not  be  likely  to  happen  ;  as  the  foil 
feems  well  adapted  to  horti-culture,  and  the  cli-^ 
mate  produces  a  perpetual  Spring.  Of  this  we 
had  a  mauifell  proof,  by  feeing  peas,  beans,  let- 
tuces, cabbages,  and  various  other  efculent  plants, 
ibme  Springing  from  the  ground,  and  fome  in  per-* 
fe<$lion,  whilft  others  had  produced  their  fefcd  or 
were  fallen  to  decay. 

This  garden,  though  fituated  at  a  plcafant  dif- 
tance  for  an  excurfion,  was  not  provided  with 
any  fixed  accommodation  for  vifitors.     The  only 
places  of  (hclter  near  it  (for  they  could  fcarcely 
be  called  houfes)  were  a  few  mifcrabic  mud  huts, 
the  reiideflce  of  the  gardener,  and  a  few  foldiers 
-^vho  are  ftationed  there  for  its  protedion.     This 
deficiency  afforded  to  Sen'  Paries  a  fecond  oppor- 
tunity of  exercifmg  his  genius,  in  the  conftruc*" 
tion  of  another  temporary  bower  for  our  rccep-* 
tion,  fimilar  to  that  which  he  had  credcd  iji  the 
garden  of  the  milTion  at  St.  Carlos.     In  both  h(? 
had  fucceeded  much  to  the  approbation  of  all  his 
friends,  who  had  greatly  profited  by  his  kind  f©n 
licitude  for  their  comfort  and  happinefs. 

Few  objects  or  circumflances  occurred  in  thu 
courfe  of  this  excurfion  worthy  of  notice.     Th« 
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lurrounding  country  confifted  chiefly  of  a  fandy 
heath,  overgrown  with  a  naturally  impailable 
thicket  of  Ihrubs  about  four  or  five  feet  high, 
which  afforded  an  excellent  cover  for  deer,  foxes, 
hares,  rabbits,  quails,  &c.  fome  of  which  we  faw 
in  pailing  along  the  foads  cut  through  it. 

The  late  inconvenience  experienced  by  feme  of 
my  vifitors,  in  confequencc  of  the  Ihip's  motion, 
became  a  fubjed:  of  our  convcrfation ;  and  as  this 
was  impolliblc  to  be  provided  againfl,  I  folicitcd 
the  honour  of  my  Spanifh  friends  company  at  our 
encampment  on  fhore.      This  accordingly  took 
place  the  following  day,  Monday  the  1 0th,  when 
I  was  gratified  with  the  prefence  of  moft  of  the 
ladies,  as  well  as  the  gentlemen,  at  dinner.  A  dif- 
play*of  firc-works  was  exhibited  in  the  evening. 
Thefc,  flill  remaining  in  excellent  prelervation, 
afforded  a  very  high  degree  of  fatisfadion,  not 
only  to  our  vifitors,  but  their  dcpehdents  of  every 
dcfcription ;    the  w  hole  of  whom  in  the  neigh- 
bourhood, with  a  great  number  of  Indians,  were 
aifcmbled  on  this  occafion,  and  moil  probably 
partook  of  an  entertainment  to  which  mofl  of 
them  were  before  intire  lirangers.     The  evening 
was  concluded  by  a  dance  and  fupper,  which  was 
apt  ended  until  a  late  hour.  .     *  > 

-  The  Daedalus  having  delivered  fuch  proviiioiis 
^nd  Itores  as  could  be  taken  on  board  the  Difco- 
i^'ery  and  ChathiUT^,  on  Wednesday  the  12th,  her 
*...-*:.  hold 
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hold  was  reftowed,  and  our  carpenters  were  cm- 
ployed  in  fitting  up  commodious  flails  on  board 
of  her,  for  the  reception  of  live  cattle ;  Sen'  Quadra 
with  his  accuftomed  politenefs  and  liberality,  of- 
fered me  any  number  of  thofc  animals,  with  fuch 
other  productions  of  the  country  as  I  might  judge 
to  be  neceiTary,  for  the  fervicc  of  his  Majefty's 
infant  colony   in  New  South  Wales.      Twelve 
cows,  with  fix  bulls,  and  the  like  number  of  ewes 
and  rams,  were  received  on  board  the  Daedalus 
on  the  24th ;    but  the  fliip  was  detained  until  a 
fufficient  quantity  of  provender  for  their  mainte- 
nance could  be  procured.  The  country,  at  thisfea- 
ibn  affording  but  a  fcaiity  fupply,  furnilhed  em- 
ployment for  almofl  all  our  people  in  cutting  it 
wherever  it  could  be  found.    Water  alfo  wJb  not 
very  ea(ily  obtained,  fmce  it  could  only  be  had  in 
fmall  quantities  at  a  time,  from  a  number  of  Ihal- 
low  wells  dug  by  ourfelves.       It  was  however  ex- 
tremely good,  and  might  have  been  procured  in 
any  quantity  with  little  labour,  by  fmking  wells 
of  a  proper  conftruftion  to  a  moderate   depth ; 
notwithftanding  this,  the  Spaniards  are  content 
to  take  on  board  for  their  common  ufc  at  fcp, 
water  of  a  very  inferior  quality,  becaufe  it  is  pro- 
cured without  any  trouble.    That  which  is  drunk 
at  the  table  of  the  officers  is,  however,  very  "fine 
water,  and  is  brought  in  carts  from  the  river  Car- 
mclo.     But  to  return,  thefe  fcvcral  employments 
.  prevented 
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prevented  the  failing  of  the  Daedalus  until  Satur- 
day the  29th,  when  Ihe  departed  with  the  cattle 
in  very  high  condition. 

On  this  occafion  Lieutenant  James  Hanfon 
received  from  me  his  orders  to  proceed  to  New- 
South  Wales  ;  to  call  at  Hergeft's  iflands>  in  his 
way  thither,  for  a  fupply  of  water  and  food  for 
the  cattle,  and  any  rcfrclhments  for  the  crew  that 
could  be  procured  :  pafling  thence  to  the  North 
of  all  the  low  iflands,  to  proceed  to  Otaheite ; 
from  Otaheite  to  New  Zealand,  and  from  thence 
to  port  Jackfon,  where  I  was  particularly  anxious 
the  Daedalus  (hould  arrive  as  loon  as  poflible,  be- 
caufe  the  cattle,  fhcep,  &c.  in  the  event  of  their 
being  prefervcd,  could  not  fail  to  be  a  very  valu- 
able acquifition  to  that  country.     Befide  thefe,  it 
was  by  no  means  improbable  that  Mr.  Hanfon 
might  be  enabled  to  procure  a  confiderable  num- 
ber of  hogs  and  fowls,   at  the  fevcral  iflands  he 
might  touch  at :  thefe  I  alfo  conceived  would  be 
highly  acceptable  at  Port  Jackfon,  and  he  had 
my  dirc(^ion8  to  ufe  his  difcretion  in  thus  appro- 
priating fuch  articles  of  traffic  confign  .d  to  me, 
as  yet  remained  on  board  the  Daedalus. 

His  vifit  to  Otaheite  had  another  objedl  befide 
that  of  procuring  refrefliments,  which  was  to  re- 
ceive on  board  twenty-one  Englilh  feamen  who 
had  been  caft  away  in  the  iliip  Matilda,  of  Lon- 
don, on  the  25th  of  February,  1  792,  on  a  ledge 
Vol.  III.  F  ot 
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of  rocks,  not  within  fight  of  any  land,  and  faid  to 
be  fituated  in  latitude  ^2""  fouth,  and  longitude 
138"  3o'  weft.  After  this  unfortunate  accident 
the  crew  returned  in  their  boats  to  Otaheite  ; 
from  whence,  fix  days  before,  they  had  departed 
in  the  fliip.  From  Otaheite  the  fecond  mate  and 
two  of  the  fiilors  had,  in  one  of  their  open  whale 
boats,  proceeded  towards  New  South  Wales. 
The  reft  of  the  crew  remained  on  the  ifland,  ex- 
cepting Mr.  Matthew  Wcatherhead  the  com- 
mander of  the  veffel,  who,  w  ith  two  men  and 
two  boys,  had  taken  their  paflage  from  Otaheite 
on  board  the  Jenny  of  Briftol ;  and  on  their  ar- 
rival at  Nootka,  Sen'  Quadra  not  only  provided 
Mr.  Wcatherhead  with  a  paffage  towards  Eng- 
land through  New  Spain,  but  benevolently  fur- 
nillied  him  with  a  fum  of  money  to  defray  his  ex- 
pences  through  a  country  where  the  inhabitants 
would  neceiTarily  be  ftrangers  to  himfelf  and  all 
his  connexions. 

The  misfortune  of  this  fhipwreck  appeared  to 
have  been  attended  with  very  unplcafant  confe- 
quences  to  our  friends  at  Otaheite.  The  few  va- 
luable articles  which  thefe  unfortunate  people  had 
been  able  to  fave  from  the  wreck,  inftead  of  hav- 
ing been  fecured  and  properly  taken  care  of,  had 
been  indifcriminately  difperfed,  or  left  to  the  dif- 
pofal  of  the  natives.  This  had  produced  a  jea- 
loufy  between  the  chiefs  of  Matavai  and  thofe  of 
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Oparrc  ;  and  on  their  difagreement  concerning 
the  divifion  of  the  fpoil,  fomeof  the  Engliihmen 
had  iidcd  with  the  chiefs  of  the  one  party,  whilft 
others  had  taken  up  the  cauie  of  the  other.  A 
war  was  the  necelTary  confequencc  between  the 
two  diftridts,  which  had  terminated  very  difaf- 
troufly  for  Matavai.  Nearly  the  whole  of  that 
beautiful  diilridt  had  been  laid  wafle,  their  houfes 
burnt  down,  and  their  fruit  trees  torn  up  by  the 
roots,  and  otherwife  dcftroycd.  This  was  the 
fum  of  what  I  was  able  to  learn ;  but  the  very 
confufed  and  incoherent  detail  that  was  given  me 
of  all  thcfc  tranfa<flions,  prevented  my  acquiring 
any  fatisfador^  information  on  this  melancholy 
event. 

Having  now  pofitively  determined  on  the  mode 
to  be  purfued  in  the  execution  of  the  remaining 
objedls  of  our  voyage,  I  requefted  Commodore 
Phillips  would,  at  Port  Jackfon,  complete  the 
cargo  of  the  Dasdalus  to  a  year's  provifions  of  all 
fpccles,  and  fuch  ftores  as  I  judged  would  be  ne- 
ceflary  for  the  Difcovery  and  Chatham ;  and  to 
forward  them  by  this  veffel  to  me  at  Nootka, 
where  her  commander  ihould  iind  fufficient  m- 
ftrudions  for  the  regulation  of  his  condu(ft, 
Ihould  he  arrive  there  in  my  abfencc.  •    ' 

I  communicated  to  Commodore  Phillips  the 
few  difcoveries  we  had  made  in  the  South  Paci- 
fic Ocean,  and  tranfmitted  him  a  copy  of  my  fur- 
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vcy  of  that  part  of  the  fouth-wcft  coaft  of  New 
Holland,  which  we  had  vifitcd. 

We  had,  by  this  time,  procured  fuch  obferva- 
tions  as  were  nccelTary  for  determining  the  fitua- 
tion  of  this  place,  as  likewife  for  afccrtaining  the 
rate  of  the  chronometers,  and  for  corrcding  my 
furvey  of  the  coaft  of  New  Albion,  fouthward, 
from  cape  Mendocino  to  this  bay.  Thefe  feveral 
matters,  owing  to  the  very  unfavourable  paiTage 
we  had  had  from  Nootka,  not  being  yet  intirely 
completed,  produced  a  longer  delay  at  Monterrey 
than  I  could  have  wifhed ;  not  only,  becaufe  I 
was  anxious  that  our  time  fhould  be  othcrways 
employed,  but  alfo  that  Sen'  Quadra's  departure 
Ihould  not  be  poftponed  on  our  account.  I  was, 
however,  in  fome  degree  reconciled  to  his  deten- 
tion, by  the  repeated  friendly  afllirances  he  gave 
me,  that  his  time  was  mine,  earneftly  requefting 
that  I  would  not  hefitate  fo  to  employ  it,  as  to 
make  my  difpatches  as  complete  as  I  might  on 
the  prefent  occafion  deem  it  expedient. 

Every  hour  was  therefore  dedicated  to  this  pur- 
pofe,  which  ncceflarily  precluded  me  from  mak- 
ing more  than  a  few  curfory  remarks  on  Mon- 
terrey. Thefe,  with  the  aftronomical  and  nauti- 
cal obfervations  that  were  made  on  ihore  at  the 
obfervatory,  will  conclude  this  chapter. 

This  famous  bay  is  fituatcd  between  point 
Pinos  and  point  Anno  Nucvo,  lying  from  each 
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other  N.  72  W.  and  S.  27  E.  22  miles  apart. 
Between  thcfc  points,  this  fpacious  but  very  open 
bay  is  formed,  by  the  coaft  falling  back  from  the 
line  of  the  two  points,  nearly  four  leagues.  The 
only  part  of  it  that  is  at  all  eligible  for  anchoring, 
is  near  its  fouth  extremity,  about  a  league  fouth- 
callward  from  point  Pinos ;  where  the  Ihores 
form  a  fort  of  cove,  that  affords  clear  good  riding, 
with  tolerable  ilielter  for  a  few  veflels.  Thcfe, 
for  their  neceflary  protection  from  the  fea,  muft 
lie  at  no  very  great  didancc  from  the  fouth- weft 
fhore  ;  where,  either  at  night  or  in  the  morning, 
the  prevailing  wind  from  the  land  admits  the 
failing  of  veflels  out  of  the  bay,  which  othcrways 
would  be  a  tedious  tack,  by  the  oppofition  of  the 
winds  along  the  coaft,  which  generally  blow  be- 
tween the  N.  W.  and  N.  N.  W.  To  thcfe  points 
of  the  compafs  this  anchorage  is  wholly  expofed ; 
but  as  the  oceanic  fwell  is  broken  by  the  land  of 
point  Pinos,  and  as  thcfe  winds,  which  prevail 
only  in  the  day  time,  feldom  blow  ftronger  than 
a  moderate  gale,  the  anchorage  is  rendered  to- 
lerably fafe  and  convenient;  and  notwithftanding 
thefe  north-wefterly  winds  are  common  through- 
out moft  part  of  the  year,  I  have  not  heard  of  an 
inftance  of  their  being  fo  violent  as  to  afFedl  the 
fafety  of  vefl*els  tolerably  well  found  with  anchors 
and  cables.  The  foundings  :^re  regular  from  30 
to  four  fathoms ;  the  bottom,  a  mixture  of  Hind 
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and  mud;  and  the  ftiorcs  are  fufficicntly  ftci;p 
for  all  the  purpofes  of  navigation,  without  fhoals 
or  other  impediments.     Near  point  Anno  Nuc\  o 
arc  fomc  fmall  rocks,  detached  from  the  coaft 
at  a  very  little  dirtance;  the  fhores  6f  point  Pinob 
are  alfo  rocky,  and  have  fomc  detached  rocks  ly- 
ing at  a  fmall  diftance  from  them,  but  which  do 
not  extend  fo  far  into  the  ocean  as  to  be  danger- 
ous.    The  rocky  fliores  of  point  Pinos  terminate 
juft  to  the  fouth  of  the  anchoring  place,  where  a 
fine  fandy  beach  commences,  which  extends,  I 
believe,  all  round  the  bay  to  point  Anno  Nuevo. 
In  a  dire£lion  N.  42  E.  at  the  diftance  of  four 
leagues  from  point  Pinos,  is  what  the  Spaniards 
call  Monterrey  river;  which,  like  the  river  Carme- 
lo,  is  no  more  than  a  very  Ihallow  brook  of  frefli 
water,  that  empties  itfelf  into  that  part  of  the 
bay.     Here  a  fmall  guard  of  Spanifli  foldiers  arc 
generally  pofted,  who  refide  on  the  fpot  in  mifer- 
ably  wretched  huts.     Near  point  Anno-  Nuevo 
is  another  of  thefe  rivers,  fomething  lefs   than 
the  other,  in  whofe  neighbourhood  the  milTion 
of  S'^  Cruz  is  planted.     Such  arc  the  rivulets  to 
which  the  Spaniards  in  their  reprefentation  ot 
this  country,  as  well  by  their  writings  as  their 
charts,  have  given  the  appellation  of  rivers^  and 
delineated  them  as  fpacious  and  extenfive. 
•    The  anchorage  already  defcribcd,  is  the  only 
fituation  in  'the  bay  where  vciTels  can  ride  witl), 
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any  degree  of  faiety  or  convenience.  In  its 
neighbourhood  is  the  Spanilh  cftablilliment.  The 
Prelidio  is  about  three  quarters  of  a  mile  to  the 
fouthward  of  the  fpot,  where  the  fandy  beach 
before  mentioned  commences.  This  is  the  land- 
ing place,  where  they  have  creeled  a  mod 
wretched  kind  of  houfe,  and  for  the  reception  of 
a  guard  of  foldiers  generally  pofted  there. 

The  Prcfidio,  like  that  of  St.  Franc 'fco,  is  (itu- 
ated  in  an  open  clear  plain,  a  little  elevated  above 
the  level  of  the  fea;  the  fpace,  between  the  Pre- 
fidio  and  the  landing  place,  is  very  low  fwampy 
ground.  The  former  does  not  appear  to  be  much 
benefitted  by  its  vicinity  to  frcfh  water,  fmce  in 
the  dry  feafbn  it  muft  be  brought  from  a  con- 
Uderable  diftance,  as  the  Spaniards  had  not  been 
at  the  pains  of  finking  wells  to  infure  a  perma- 
nent fupply.  There  were  many  delightful  fitua- 
tions  in  the  immediate  neighbourhood  of  the 
Prefidio,  with  great  diveifity  in  the  ground  to 
favour  the  tafte  of  the  ingenious,  and  a  foil  that 
would  amply  reward  the  labour  of  the  induftrious, 
in  which  our  Spanifli  friends  might  with  equal 
cafe  have  fat  thcmfelves  down ;  more  comfort- 
able,  more  convenient,  and  I  fliould  conceive 
more  falutary  than  their  prefent  refidence  appear- 
ed to  be. 

The  moft  important  of  all  bleffings,  health,  is 
here  treated  with  great  indifference ;  fmce  not 
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only  the  climate  of  Monterrey,  but  the  whole  of 
the  lurrounding  country,  has  the  reputation  ol* 
being  as  healthy  as  any  part  o(  the  known  world. 
Other  objeds  of  a  fecondary  nature,  fuch  as  the 
place  of  their  abode,  convenience,  or  comfort, 
have  no  greater  influence  on  their  confideration, 
as  the  prefent  Prefidio  is  the  identical  one  that 
was  built  on  the  firil  cftabliflimcnt  of  this  port 
in  the  year  1 770,  without  having  undergone  the 
leaft  improvement  or  alteration  fmce  that  period. 
The  buildings  of  the  Prefidio  form  a  parallelo- 
gram,   comprehending  an  area  of  about  three 
hundred  yards  long,  by  two  hundred  and  fifty 
yards  wide,    making  one  intire  inclofure.     The 
external  wall  is  of  the  fame  magnitude,  and  built 
■with  the  fame  materials ;  and  except  that  the 
officers  apartments  are  covered  in  with  a  fort 
of  red  tile  made   in    the  neighbourhood,    the 
whole  prefents  the  fame  lonely  uninterefling  ap- 
pearance, as  that  already  defcribed  at  St.  Fran- 
clfco.  Like  that  eftablifliment,  the  feveral  build- 
ings for  the  ufc  of  the  officers,  foldiers,  &c.  and 
for  the  protection  of  florcs  and  proviiions,  arc 
creeled  along  the  walls  on  the  infide  of  the  in- 
clofure, which  admits  of  but  one  entrance  for 
carriages  or  perfons  on  horfeback ;  this,  as  at  St. 
Francifco,  is  on  the  fide  of  the  fquarc  fronting 
the  church,  which  was  rebuilding  with  flonc, 
like  that  at  St.  Carlos.     Befidcs  the  principal 
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gateway,  they  have  fmall  doors  that  communi- 
cate with  the  country,  nearly  in  the  middle  ot* 
the  fide  walls,  to  the  right  and  left  ot'  tlic  en- 
trance. One  of  thele,  on  the  right  hand,  is 
through  the  apartments  of  the  commanding  of- 
ficer. Thefe  are  much  more  extenfivc  than  tliofc 
at  St.  Francifco,  as  they  confill  of  five  or  fix  fpa- 
cious  rooms  with  boarded  floors,  but  under  the 
fame  difadvantage  of  wanting  glafs,  or  any  fub- 
(litute  for  it.  The  window  places  arc  open,  and 
only  on  that  fide  of  the  houfes  whieh  looks  into 
the  area  ;  as  no  apertures,  I  believe,  arc  allowed 
to  be  made  in  the  grand  wall  of  the  inclofure, 
excepting  for  the  doors ;  which  are  thofe  already 
mentioned;  with  one  at  each  of  the  officer's 
houfes  contiguous  to  the  governor's,  and  one 
other  on  the  oppoilte  fide.  Thefe  are  all  the 
apertures  in  the  wall,  which  when  fcen  at  a  dif- 
tance  has  the  appearance  of  a  place  of  confine- 
ment. At  each  corner  of  the  fquare  is  a  fmall 
kind  of  block  houfe,  raifcd  a  little  above  the 
top  of  the  wall,  where  fwivels  might  be  mount- 
ed for  its  protedion.  On  the  rutfide,  before 
the  entrance  into  the  Prcfidio,  which  fronts  the 
ihores  of  the  bay,  are  placed  feven  canon,  four 
nine  and  three  thrcc-poundcrs,  mounted  ;  thefe, 
with  thofe  noticed  at  St.  Francifco,  one  two- 
pounder  at  Santa  Clara,  and  four  nine-poundcrs 
ilifmountcd,  form  the  whole  of  their  artillery.

Thefe  gun*  a'-e  planted  on  the  open  plain  ground, 
without  any  breaft  work  or  other  fcrccn  for  thofe 
employed  in  working  them,  or  the  Icafr  cover  or 
protedion  from  the  weather.  Such,  I  was  in- 
formed, was  alfo  the  defencelefs  ftatc  of  all  the 
new  fettlements  on  the  coall,  not  excepting  St. 
Diego,  which  from  its  fituation  ftiould  fccm  to 
be  a  poft  of  no  final  I  importance. 

The  four  difmountcd  cannon,  togetlier  with 
thofe  placed  at  the  entrance  into  the  Prefjdio, 
are  intended  for  a  fort  to  be  built  on  a  frnall 
eminence  that  commands  the  anchorage.  A  large 
quantity  of  timber  is  at  prcfent  in  rcadincfs  for 
carrying  that  defign  into  execution ;  which,  when 
completed,  might  certainly  be  capable  of  annoy- 
ing velTcls  lying  in  that  part  of  the  bay  which  af- 
fords the  greateft  fccurity,  but  could  not  be  of 
any  importance  after  a  landing  was  accomplifhcd; 
as  the  hills  behind  it  might  be  eafily  gained,  from 
whence  the  aflailing  party  would  foon  oblige  the 
fort  to  furrender  ;  nor  do  I  confider  Monterrey 
to  be  a  very  tenable  poft  without  an  extcnfivc 
line  of  works. 

The  Prefidio  is  the  refidence  of  the  governor 
of  the  province,  whofe  command  extends  from 
St.  Francifco,  fouthward  along  the  exterior  fhore, 
to  cape  St.  Lucas ;  and  on  the  caftern  fide  of 
the  peninliila  of  California,  up  that  gulf  to  the 
bay  of  St.  Louis.    The  rank  in  the  Spanifh  fer- 

vice,

vice,  required  as  a  qualification  to  hold  this  ex- 
tenfive  command,  is  that  of  lieutenant  colonel. 
Whether  the  governor  interfered  in  the  common 
garrifon  duty  1  know  not.  A  lieutenant  and  cn- 
fign,  fergeants,  corporals,  &c.  refided  alio  in  the 
Prcfidio ;  the  cftablifliment  of  which  I  undcrftood 
was  fimilar  to  all  the  reft  in  the  province,  but 
was  then  incomplete  in  confequence  of  the  re- 
cent death  of  the  late  commandant.  By  this 
event.  Lieutenant  Arguello,  properly  the  com- 
mander at  St.  Francifco,  as  being  the  fenior  of- 
ficer, had  taken  upon  him  the  government,  and 
had  font  the  alferez,  or  cnfign,  Sen""  Sal,  to  com- 
mand at  St.  Francifco ;  which  polls  we  under- 
ftood  they  were  feverally  to  retain,  until  another 
lieutenant  colonel  fliould  be  appointed  to  the  go- 
vernment. '  -  L 
By  what  I  was  able  to  learn,  I  did  not  con- 
fider  the  number  of  foldiers  who  compofed  the 
garrifon  as  exceeding  one  hundred,  including  the 
non-commiflioned  officers.  From  this  body  de- 
tachments arc  drav/n  for  the  protedion  of  tire 
neighbouring  miffions  ;  the  remainder,  with  their 
wives  and  families,  refide  within  <^he  walls  of 
the  Prefidio,  without  feeming  to  have  the  leaft 
defire  for  a  more  rural  habitation  ;  where  garden 
ground  and  many  other  comforts  may  cafily  be 
procured,  at  no  great  diftance  from  the  feat  of 
the  eftablifhmcnt.    This  fecmcd  to  be  compofed 
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intircly  of  military  people,  at  Icaft  wc  did  not  fee 
amongft  them  thofe  of  any  other  defcription. 
The  few  moft  necelTary  mechanical  employments 
were  carried  on  in  an  indifferent  manner  by  fome 
of  the  foldiers,  under  permilfion  of  the  command- 
ing officer. 

I  muft  now  for  the  prefent  quit  the  intercfting 
fubjedl  of  thefe  cftablifhmcnts ;  in  which  we  un- 
cxpec^lcdly  not  only  found  an  afylum,  and  plea- 
fant  retreat  from  the  viciffitudes  and  labours  of 
our  voyage,  but  the  gratification  of  focial  intcr- 
courfe  with  a  fct  of  liberal-minded,  generous 
people,  each  of  whom  endeavoured  to  furpafs 
the  other  in  manifefling  an  intcreft  for  our  wel- 
fare, and  exprefling  on  every  occafion  the  hap- 
pinefs  they  felt,  in  relieving  our  wants  or  ren- 
dering us  any  kind  of  fcrvice.  Their  friendly 
and  hofpitable  behaviour  daily  proved  the  fmce- 
rity  of  their  profeffions,  by  making  our  reiidence 
whilft  among  them,  as  comfortable  and  agree- 
able as  their  circumftances  would  permit. 

With  the  moft  grateful  recollection  of  the  at- 
tentive civilities,  diftntereftedkindnefles,  and  be- 
nevolent afiiftance  received  at  the  hands  of  in- 
tirc  ftrangers,  I  fliould  very  infufficiently  requite 
their  goodnefs,  or  comply  with  the  dictates  of 
rny  heart,  were  I  to  omit  the  opportunity  which 
now  prefents  itfelf  of  making  this  record,  of  the 
weighty  obligations  conferred  upon  us  on  this 
occafion.  The 
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The  well-known  generofity  of  my  other  Spa- 
nifli  friends,  will,  I  truft,  pardon  the  warmth 
of  expreilion  with  which  I  muft  ever  advert  to 
the  conduft  of  Sen'  Quadra ;  who,  regardlcfs  of 
the  difference  in  opinion  that  had  arlfcn  between 
us  in  our  diplomatic  capacities  at  Nootka,  had 
uniformly  maintained  towards  us  a  charajfter  in- 
finitely beyond  the  reach  of  my  powers  of  enco- 
mium to  defcribe.  His  benevolence  was  not 
confined  to  the  common  rights  of  hofpitality, 
but  was  extended  to  all  occafions,  and  was  ex- 
ercifed  in  every  inftance,  where  his  Majcfly's  fer- 
vice,  combined  with  my  commiflfion,  was  in  the 
Icafl  concerned. 

lo  SgW  Quadra  we  were  greatly  indebted,  for 
waiting  our  arrival  at  Monterrey,  for  the  friendly 
and  hofpitablc  reception  we  experienced,  and  af- 
terwards for  remaining  there  for  the  Ible  purpofe 
of  affording  mc  an  opportunity  of  tranfmitting 
through  the  medium  of  his  kind  offices,  my  dif- 
patches  to  England  ;  when  his  time,  no  doubt, 
would  have  pafTed  infinitely  more  to  his  IrJ.iifac  - 
tion  at  the  town  of  Tcpic,  the  place  of  !;ib  -efi- 
dence  in  the  vicinity  of  St.  Bias.  Such  lacrificcj, 
did  not  however  fill  the  mcalure  of  Scn"^  Qui- 
dra's  liberality;  for,  on  my  rcqucltlng  an  account 
of  the  expcnccs  incurred  for  the  rcOclliments, 
with  which  the  three  vefTcls  under  my  command 
had   been  fo  amply  rLi])plicd,  here   and   at  St. 
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Friinclfco,  together  with  the  charges  attendant 
on  the  catde,  iheep,  corn,  &c.  &c.  put  on  board 
the  Dxdalus  for  His  Majefty's  infant  colony  in 
New  South  Wales,  he  not  only  revolted  at  the 
idea  of  receiving  any  payment,  but  gave  ftridil 
orders  that  no  account  whatever  fhould  be  ren- 
dered ;  nor  would  he  accept  of  the  moft  common 
voucher,  or  other  acknowledgment,  for  the  very 
liberal  fupply  we  had  received,  of  fuch  eflential 
importance,  not  only  to  our  health  and  comfort 
at  the  time,  but  to  our  fubfequent  welfare. 

On  my  firft  arrival  at  Monterrey  I  had  quef^ 
tioncd  Sen  Quadra,  as  to  the  fupply  of  rcfrefii- 
mcnts,  and  the  price  of  the  different  fpecies  we 
Ihould  require.     To  the  firft  he  afliired  me,  that 
every  thing  the  country  afforded  was  at  our  fer- 
vice  ;  and  as  to  the  laft,  he  faid   that   could  be 
cafily  Icttlcd  on  our  departure.     On  this  ground 
1  now  {troni:!;]y  urr^cd  his  compliance  with  his  for- 
mer  promife,  cfpecially  as  the  account  between 
us  was  of  a   public  nature  ;  but  all  my  remon- 
ftrances  were  to  no   effect ;  he   infilled   that  he 
had  fulfilled  his  promife,  cfpecially  as   the  ac- 
count between  us  was  of  a  public   nature  ;  but 
all  my  rcmonft-anccs  were  to  no  effect ;  he  in- 
filled that  lie  had  fulfilled  his  promife,  fince  the 
only  Jcftlch'icnt  in   which  he  could  poffibly  en- 
J!;a5rc,  was  tliat  of  fccinc;  we  were  accommodated 
to  the  extent  of  our  vviflic.s,  with  every  fupply 
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the  country  could  beftovv ;  adding,  that  repay- 
ment would  mod  amply  be  made,  by  the  pro- 
mifed  fuccefs  attending  every  creature  and  pro- 
duction, that  we  had  received  eithc/  for  our  own 
ufe,  or  for  other  purpofcs.  And  as  it  was  pro- 
bable our  refpective  courts  would  become  ac- 
quainted with  our  fevcral  tranfactions,  he  fliould 
fubmit  all  further  acknowledgment  to  their  de- 
termination. 

The  venerable  and  refpcctable  father  prefident 
of  the  Francifcan  miflionaries,  with  all  the  ex- 
cellent and  worthy  members  of  that  religious 
order,  together  with  Sen'^  Caamano,  Arguello, 
Sal,  and  the  whole  of  the  Spanilli  officers  with 
whom  we  had  the  honour  of  being  acquainted, 
demand  from  us  the  highell  fentiments  of  eftce^^ 
and  gratitude.  Even  the  common  people  were 
intitled  to  our  good  opinion  and  refpect,  as  they 
uniformly  fubfcribed  to  the  exemplary  conduct 
of  their  fuperiors,  by  a  behaviour  that  was  very 
orderly  and  obliging. 

To  the  reverence,  eftecm,  and  regard,  that  was 
Ihewn  Sen'  Quadra  by  all  perfons  and  on  all  oc- 
cafions,  i  muft  attribute  fome  portion  of  the  re- 
fpect and  fricndfliip  wc  received  ;  and  confider 
the  general  difpofition  in  our  favour  to  have  ac- 
quired no  little  energy,  by  the  noble  example  of 


that  difi:ingu\llied  character. 
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Captain  King,  when  fpcaking  in  his  plcafing 
language  of  our  benevolent  friend  Major  Behm, 
at  Kamfchatka,  pourtrays  with  jufticc  the  cha- 
rader  of  Sen'  Quadra,  whofe  general  conduct 
fccms  to  have  been  actuated  by  the  fame  motives 
of  benevolence,  and  governed  by  principles  of 
Similar  magnanimity.  ,^ 

The  parting  from  a  foclety  for  which  we  had 
juftly  conceived  a  very  fmccre  regard,  could  not 
take  place  without  fenfations  of  much  regret, 
T^fy  concern  on  this  occanon  was  increafed  by 
my  powers  of  adminiftcring  to  their  comfort  by 
a.  fupply  of  tlic  ncccllhry  utcnfils  which  they 
needed,  being  fo  much  limited.  Such  articles 
however  as  I  could  poflibly  fpare,  or  make  Ihift 
vv  ithout,  I  configned  to  their  ufe,  and  having  fe- 
leded  an  alfortmcnt  of  the  moll  necelfary  kind;, 
I  had  the  (Iitisfaction  to  underftand  that  they 
were  highly  valued  and  thankfully  received. 

The  following  are  the  rcfults  of  fuch  obferva- 
tions  as  were  made  for  afcertaining  the  fitua- 
tion  of  tlie  obfervatory  on  fliore  at  Monterrey. 
Whence  it  appeared  that  Mr.  Kendall's  chrono- 
meter on  the  28th  of  November,  allowing  the 
Nootka  rate,  Ibewed  the  longitude  to  be 
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Longitude  of  the  obfcrv'atory  at  Monterrey  by 
lunar  obiervations  taken  there.

Ihewetl  the  longitude  to  be  -  '  - 
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The  iong'.iadc  of  Monterrey,  deduced  from  the 
above  authority,  was  found  to  differ  lu'  30''  from 
that  fticwn  by  Mr.  Kcudairs  chronometer  on 
our  arrival.  On  the  beHef  that  this  difference 
arofe  from  an  error  in  the  chronometer,  com- 
mencing from  Uic  change  of  climate  about  the 
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time  we  paiTed  cape  Mendocino,  it  has  been  al- 
lowed and  corredcd,  both  in  the  foregoing  jour- 
nal and  in  my  chart  of  the  coaft  of  New  Albion, 
fouth  eaftward  from  that  cape  to  this  ftation. 

The  longitude,  thus  afccrtaincd,  is  found  to 
differ  likewife  from  that  affigned  to  it  by  Sen' 
Melafpina,  who  places  Monterrey  in  23/^  5  \', 
and  who  ahb  places  the  north  promontory  of 
cape  Mendocino,  20^  and  point  de  los  Reys, 
33',  further  to  the  weft  ward  of  their  Situations 
llicwn  by  our  obfcrvations.  By  thcfc  calcula- 
tions, the  whole  of  the  coaft  of  North  Well 
America  that  we  have  yet  vifited,  is  uniformly 
removed  to  the  eaftward  of  the  longitude  af- 
figned to  it  by  Captain  Cook  and  Sen"^  Melaf- 
pina ;  authorities  no  doubt  that  demand  the 
greateft  refped:  and  confidence ;  yet,  from  the 
uninterrupted  ferenity  of  the  weather  that  pre- 
vailed at  the  time  our  cbfervations  were  made, 
I  have  been  induced  to  adopt  the  meridian  ob- 
tained from  the  refult  of  our  own  obfcrvations, 
which,  at  noon  on  the  29th  December,  fliewed 
Kendall's  chronometer  to  be  faft  of  mean  time

This  moft  excellent  inftrument  was  ufcd  both 
at  Nootka  and  at  this  place,  for  the  purpofes  it 
is  intended  to  anfwcr,  in  making  fuch  obferva- 
tions  as  wc  required  ;  in  doing  which  its  excel- 
lence was  fully  proved,  and  Mr.  Ramfden  is  dc- 
ierving  of  great  commendation  for  its  accuracy, 
and  the  cafe  with  which  it  is  managed  and  kept 
in  its  adjuftments. 

The  variation  of  the  magnetic  needle  in  thirty 
fets  of  azimuths  by  three  compalTes,  differing 
from  nine  to  fifteen  degrees,  gave  the  mean  rc- 
fult  12^  22',  eaftwardly.

The  tides  appeared  to  be  irregular  and  of  little 
elevation  ;  by  their  general  motion,  they  feemed 
to  flow  but  once  in  twenty-four  hours,  and  it 
was  hi«;h  water  about  fevcn  hours  and  an  half 
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after  the  moon  paiTed  the  meridian  ;  the  rife  and 
fall  was  about  fix  feet  at  the  Spring,  and  four 
feet  at  the  neap  tides. 

Thus  conclude  the  tranfa<Sions  of  the  voyage, 
appertaining  particularly  to  the  Difcovery,  to  the 
end  of  the  year  17Q2.  The  tw^o  following  chap 
ters  will  contain  the  fcrvices  performed,  and  the 
infcrmation  acquired,  by  the  officers  under  my 
command  during  the  time  of  our  feparation.

/^N  reference  to  the  preceding  part  of  this 
narrative  it  will  be  found,  that  on  the  2lft 
of  Odober  we  ftood  to  fca  at  the  commence- 
ment of  a  heavy  gale  of  wind,  fr-  -^^  off  the  en- 
trance of  Columbia  river  ;  leaving  .  Chatham 
there  at  anchor,  in  full  confidence  that  her  com- 
mander, Mr.  Broughton,  would,  prior  to  his  de- 
parture, endeavour  to  gain  all  poiTiblc  infor- 
mation refpcding  the  navigable  extent  of  that 
inlet,  and  fuch  other  ufeful  knowledge  of  the 
country  as  circumftances  would  admit  of.  The 
implicit  reliance  I  had  on  Mr.  Broiighton's  zeal 
and  exertions,  will  be  found  to  have  been  wor- 
thily placed,  by  the  perufal  of  the  following  nar^ 
rative-of  that  officer's  tranfa^tions.  .,.,,  ., 

'The  fituatioa  the  Chatham  had.  gained  in  the 
entrance  of  Columbia  river  was  by  no  means 
comfortable  at  low  water,  when  the  depth  did 
n6t  exceed  four  fathoms,  and  the  Tea  broke  very 
heavjly  about  a  cable's  length  within  tie  veflel, 
ort-a  bank  of  two  and  a  half  fathoms,  which  ob- 
taiticd  the  name  of  Spit  Bank.     The  place  of 
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their  anchoriage  was,  by  obfervation,  in  latitude 
46°  18';  bearing  S.  50  E.  about  a  mile  and  a 
quarter  from  the  inner  part  of-  cape  Difappoint- 
mcnt,  from  whence  to  the  oppofitc  fliore,  acrofs 
the  channel  leading  to  fca,  tlfj?  brcakers^formed 
nearly  one  conneded  chain,  admitting  only  of 
one  very  narrow  paiTage,  which  lies  in  a  direc- 
tibn  about  W.  by  N.  from  a  point  Mr.  Brough- 
tob  called  Village  Point,  there  being  in  its  vici-

""The  Dilcovcry  having    put  to  fea  without 
making  any  fignal  to  the  Ghatharh,  Mr.  Broiigh- 
ton  very  judicioufly  conclud^il  that  I  was  defiroiis 
he  Ihould  explore  and  examine  this  opening  on 
the  eoaft ;  and  in  order  that  no  time  ihould  be 
Ibfl  in  carrying  this  Icrvice  into  execution,  hepro- 
cecfdcd  at  twd  in  the  afternoon,  with  the*  firfl  of 
the' flood  and  aftrong  gale  at  S.W.  upthe  ittlct, 
kccpfng  the^  Vittage  pbintv  which  liies  S.  7-0  E. 
£v6- hiiles  frbni' <^ape  Difappolntment,  w^ll  bj^en 
with   a  f6ittj!rkablc  prof^ding-  point,  thait^db- 
tained  the  nartre  of  ToNdilE  iS^iNT,  (^rt  the 
fbiithtrii  fliofc'apfjteanri^g  like  arf  illari<il)-    l^hc 
d^pth  of  water  hfere  Wits  ndt  left  th^-vn  four  fa- 
thoms, and  as  they  appJroac^hed  the  defcrtcd  vil- 
lage the  depth  tncr^afed  to  fiis,  feven,  and  ei^ht 
fkhoms.     The  wind  by  this  time  obliged  th^iti 
to  bring  to,  for  the  purpofc  of  double  reefing  the 
topfails ;  and  whiJft  thus  enga'ggd>  the  rajpidity 
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of  the  flood  tide  impelled  them  into  three  fa- 
thoms water,  before  fufficient  fail  could  be  made 
on  the  veflcl  to  render  her  governable.  By  this 
means  fhe  was  driven  on  a  bank  of  fand,  where 
the  ftrength  of  the  ftream,  preventing  an  anchor 
being  carried  into  deep  water,  fhe  remained 
aground  until  high  tide ;  when  they  hove  into 
ten  fathoms  with  the  greateft  ealey  and  there 
refted  for  the  night.  Mr.  Broughtoh  had,  for 
his  guidance  thus  far  up  the  inlet,  a  chart  by 
Mr.  Gray,  who  had  commanded  the  American 
Ihip  Columbia ;  but  it  did  not  much  refemble 
what  it  purported  to  reprefent.  This  ihoat, 
which  is  an  cxtcnfive  one  lying  in  mrd-channel, 
having  completely  efcaped  his  attention.   ^'^*^^ 

The  next  day,  being  the  22d  of  Odober,  the 
wind  blew  ftrong  from  the  eaftward,  and  there 
was  little  probability  from  the  appearance  of  the 
weather  of  foon  being  able,  with  any  degree  of 
fafety,  to  remove  the  vefTel  further  up  the  inlet. 
That  intention  being  laid  afide,  Mr.  Broughton 
proceeded  with  the  cutter  and  launch  to  exa- 
mine the  (liores  of  its  fouthern  fide.  He  iirft 
landed  at  the  deferted  village,  on  the  northern 
lliorc,  and  on  the  eaftern  fide  of  Village  point ; 
which  he  found  a  good  leading  mark  fot  clear- 
ing the  flioals  that  lie  between  it  and  tape  Dis- 
appointment, carrying  regular  foundirigs'  of  fou'r 
fathoms.     From   thi^  point  he  paffed  over  to 
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point  Adams,  the  ftarboard  or  S.  E.  point  of  en- 
trance into  this  inlet ;  and  in  his  way  crolTed  a 
Ihoai  bank,  fuppofed  to  be  a  continuation  of  that 
on  which  the  Chatham  had  grounded.  The 
leaft  water  found  upon  it  was  two  and  a  half 
fathoms,  and  the  fea  was  obferved  to  break  at 
intervals  in  fcveral  places.  Point  Adams  is  a 
low,  narrow,  fandy,  fpit  of  land,  projeding  nor- 
therly into  the  ocean,  and  lies  from  cape  Difap- 
pointment,  S.  44  E.  about  four  miles  diftant. 
From  this  point  the  coafl  takes  a  fudden  turn  to 
the  fouth,  and  the  ihores  within  the  inlet  take  a 
diredion  B.  74  E.  four  miles  to  another  point, 
which  obtained  the  name  of  Point  George. 
From  point  Adams  the  breakers  llretched  into 
the  ocean,  firft  N.  08  W.  about  a  league,  then 
S.  83  W.  about  four  miles,  from  whence  they 
took  a  rounding  courfe  to  the  fouthward,  ex- 
tending along  the  coaft  at  the  diftance  of  two

,.  Thefc  form  the  fouth  fide  of  the  channel 
leading  into  this  inlet,  which  is  about  half  a 
league  wide.  The  northern  fide  is  alio  formed 
by  the  breakers  extending  two  miles  and  a  half 
from  cape  Difappointment.  In  this  point  of 
\  icw,  the  breakers ,  were  fo  lliut  in  with  each 
Qthpr,as  to  prefent  one  entire  line  of  heavy  broken

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At  this  place  was  found  the  remains  of  a  dc- 
ferted  Indian  village,  and  near  it  three  large 
canoes  fujjported  from  the  ground,  each  contain* 
ing  dead  human  bodies.  Thcfe  canoe  coffins 
were  decorated  at  the  head  and  ftern  with  rude 
carved  wrork,  and  from  their  decayed  ftate  feemed 
to  have  been  thus  appropriated  for  a  great  length 
of  time.  Another  fcpulchre  was  difcovered, 
bearing  fome  affinity  to  our  mode  of  buriak 
The  body  was  rolled  up  in  deer  fkins,  after  theft; 
with  mats,  and  then  laid  at  full  length  in  a 
■vy.ooden  box^  which  exactly  fitted  it.  The  flefli 
of  the  body  was  preferred  quite  firm.  After  the 
party  had  fatisfied  their  curiofity,  every  thing 
that  had  been  difplaccd  by  their  examination  was 

reftored  to  its  original  fituation.  .  i 

u  The  (hoal  on  which  the  Chatham  had  ground- 
ed, was  found  to  extend  within  half  a  mile  of  the 
eaftern  fide  of  point  Adams.  The  fpace  between 
the  flioal  and  the  land  formed  a  fhallow  channel 
over  a  kind  of  bar,  on  which  was  found  little 
more  than  three  fathoms  water,  into  a  Bay  that  lies 
between  point  Adams  and  point  George ;  whi- 
ther Mr.  Broughton  direded  his  courfc,and  found 
on  each  fide  of  the  bar,  the  foundings  regular  from 
three  to  fcvcn  fatlioms.  The  Ihores  of  this  Bay 
were  low  land,  and  the  water  again  fhoaled  as  he 
advanced  to  three  and  two  and  a  half  fathoms.  Near 
the  fliorcs  on  either  fide  the  fea  broke  very  high, 
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and  on  tlie  water  were  fccn  many  pelicans.  As  the 
party  approdchcd  the  centre,  or  rather  the  S.  E. 
corner  of  the  Bay,  they  difcovered  a  fmall  river, 
whofe  entrance  was  about  two  cables  length  in 
width,  and  the  depth  of  water  five  fathoms,  gra- 
dually dlminlfliirig  to  two  fathoms.    By  the  ihores 
it  appeared  to  be  high  water,  yet  the  ilream  at- 
tended them  up  the  river,  which  now  took  afouth 
caftcrly  dircdion,  In  a  winding  form,  and  branch- 
ed off  into  feveral  creeks.     After  advancing  about 
ft^vcn  miles  thewldth  decreafed  to  1 9  fathoms,and 
it  being  then  high  water,  any  further  examina- 
tion was  deemed  unneceflliry.     The  evening 'at 
this  time  having  nearly  clofed  in,  the  party  re- 
turned about  a  mile,  and  took  up  their  refidence 
for  the  night  on  the  bank  of  the  river,  which, 
after  Sir  George  Young  of  the  royal  navy,  Mr. 
Broughton  diilinguiflied  by  the  name  of  Young's 
III  VEK ;  whofc  termination  was  fuppofed  to  have 
been  fccn  bv  feme  of  the  party,  but  Mr.  Brough- 
ton  was  of  opinion,  from  the  ilrength  of  the  tide, 
that  its  fourcc  was  at  fomc  diilance.     The  night 
was  windy,  and  it  rained  without  ceafing  until 
day-light  the  next  morning,    which  was  very 
plcafant,  and  greatly  inriched  the  profpedl  of  the 
beautiful,  furrounding  country.    From  the  banks 
of  the  river  a  low  meadow,   interfperfed  with 
fcattcrod  trees  and  flirubs,  extended  to  the  more 
elevated  hind.     This  was  of  cafy  afccnt,  and  was 
*•;.  ,  agreeably 
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agreeably  variegated  with  clumps  and  copies  of 
pine,  maple,  alder,  birch,  poplar,  and  fcveral  other 
trees,  befides  a  confidcrablc  number  of  ihrubs, 
greatly  diverfifying  the  landfcape  by  the  fcveral 
tints  of  their  autumnal  foliage.  The  marihy 
edges  of  the  river  afforded  flicker  to  wild  geefe, 
which  flew  about  in  very  large  flocks ;  ducks 
were  in  abundance,  as  were  the  large  brown 
cranes  before  noticed  in  the  more  northern  parts 
of  New  Georgia.   *>'/  ioibtj-MJo.  ■';::. -jjiij:  ^i 

n«  On  leaving  the  river,  as  they  proceeded  to 
point  George,  they  found  the  greateft  depth  oi 
water  at  about  two  thirds  flood  neap  tides,  was 
21  fathoms;  this  continuing  intirely  acrofs  the 
entrance  of  Young's  river,  renders  it  navigable  for 
fmall  vcfliels  only.  From  hence  the  launch  was 
fent  on  board,  with  orders  to  found  in  a  dire<ft 
line  to  the  Chatham,  then  at  anchor  off  the 
defcrted  village.  The  continuation  of  the  flioal 
in  this  paffage,  was  found  to  be  a  great  obfl:acle 
to  the  navigation  of  the  inlet.  •'* 

Mr.  Broughton  proceeded  in  the  cutter  at  a 
moderate  diftance  from  the  fliore,  with  found- 
ings of  3,  4,  5,  0,  and  7  fathoms  to  Tongue 
point.  On  the  eaftcrn  fide  of  this  point  the 
fliores  firft  fall  to  the  fouthward,  and  then  ftretch 
nearly  E,  N.  E.  From  this  point  was  feen  the 
centre  of  a  deep  bay,  lying  at  the  diftance  of  feven 
miles,  N.  26  E.     This  bay  terminated  the  re- 
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fcarchcs  of  Mr.  Gray  ;  and  to  commemorate  his 
difcovery  it  was  named  after  him  Gray's  Bay* 
Mr.  Broughton  now  returned  on  board,  in  the 
hope  of  being  able  to  proceed  the  next  flood  tide 
higher  up  the  inlet.  In  the  r.fternoon  he  reached 
the  Chatham,  finding  in  his  way  thither  a  con- 
tinuation of  the  fame  fhoal  on  which  (he  had 
grounded,  with  a  narrow  channel  on  each  fide, 
between  it  and  the  fliares  of  the  inlet ;  on  this 
middle  ground  the  depth  of  water  was  m  overfalls 
from  three  fathonis  to  four  feet.  Mr.  Broughton 
got  the  Chatham  immediately  under  weigh,  with 
a  boat  a-hcad  to  direct  her  courfc.  His  progrels 
was  greatly  retarded  by  the  ihallownefs  of  the 
water.  A  channel  was  found'  clofe  to  the  nor- 
thern Ihore,  where,  about  x!ark,  he  anchored  for 
the  night  in  fcven  fathoms  water,  about  two 
miles  from  the  former  place  of  anchorage.  Be- 
fore day-break  the  next  morning  (Odlober  24th) 
the  vcfl'cl,  in  tending  to  the  tide,  tailed  on  a 
bank  ;  this  however  was  of  lio  conlequenee,  a» 
on  heaving  fliort  Ihe  was  foon  afloat  again.  At 
day-light  Mr.  Manby  was  fcnt  to  found  the 
channel  up  to  Gray's  bay,  where  in  Mr.  Gray's 
Iketch,  an  anchor  is  placed ;  but  on  Mr.  Manby's 
return  he  reported  the  channel  to  be  very  intri- 
cate, and  the  depth  of  water  in  general  very 
lliallow.  This  induced  Mr.  Broughton  to  give 
up  the  idea  of  removing  the  Chatham  further  up 
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the  inlet,  the  examination  of  which  he  deter- 
mined to  purfue  in  the  boats.  After  afcertaining 
the  vefTers  ftation  to  be  in  latitude  40"  1 ;',  lon- 
gitude 230'  171',  he  departed  with  the  cutter 
and  launch,  with  a  week's  provifions,  to  carry  his 
determination  into  effedl.  A  flrong  caftcrly  gale 
attended  with  fqualls  was  againft  them,  but  the 
flood  tide  favoured  their  progrcfs  until  fix  in  the 
evening,  when,  on  tue  ebb  making,  they  took  up 
their  abode  for  the  night  on  the  wcftern  fide  of 
Gray's  bay.  They  rowed  acrofs  the  bay  the  next 
morning,  in  fqually  unpleafant  weather,  with 
regular  foundings  of  4,  5,  0,  7,  and  8  fathoms. 
The  depth  of  water  within  the  bay  was  not  more 
than  two  fathoms,  interfpcrfcd  near  the  bottom 
of  the  bay  with  frequent  overfals  of  four  fathoms. 
After  pafling  Gray's  bay,  the  continental  fhorcs 
became  high  and  rocky.  About  a  mile  S.  W. 
by  W.  from  the  eaft  point  of  the  bay,  which  lies 
from  its  weft  point  N.  78  E.  at  the  diftance  of 
foui*  miles,  commences  a  range  of  five  fmall  low 
fandy  iflets,  partly  covered  with  wood,  and  ex- 
tending about  five  miles  to  the  caftward.  The 
eaftcrnmoft,  which  was  alfo  the  largeft,was  nearly 
at  the  extremity  of  the  iliallow  fpace  they  had 
thus  examined.  Between  the  ocean  and  that 
which  fhould  properly  be  confidered  the  entrance 
of  the  river,  is  a  fpace  from  three  to  feven  miles 
wide,  intricjite  to  navigate  on  account  of  the 
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ihoals  that  extend  nearly  from  fide  to  fide ;  and 
ought  rather  to  be  confidered  as  a  found,  than  as 
conftituting  a  part  of  the  river,  fincc  the  entrance 
into  the  river,  which  they  reached  about  dark, 
was  found  not  to  be  more  than  half  a  mile  wide, 
formed  by  the  contrading  fhores  of  the  found. 
Between  the  points  of  entrance,  lying  from  each 
other  N.  50  E.  and  S.  50  W.  there  were  feven 
fathoms  water.  The  northernmoft  point  is 
fituatcd  in  latitude  -10°  18:',  longitude  236°  34f , 
from  whence  the  river  takes  a  dircdlion  about 
S.  45  E.  From  the  eaft  point  of  Gray's  bay  to 
this  ftation,  the  fliorc  is  nearly  ilraight  and  com- 
padl,  and  lies  in  a  dircdion  S.  87  W.  They 
flopped  to  dine  about  three  miles  from  the  call 
point  of  the  bay,  on  the  fide  of  a  high  ll:e«p  hill, 
on  the  northern  Ihore,  facing  one  of  the  above 
low  iflcts ;  from  whence  extended  a  long,  fandy, 
fhallow  fpit,  down  the  channel,  inclining  towards 
the  oppofite  or  fouthcrn  fhorc,  which  was  low, 
and  appeared  alfo  very  flioal.  From  this  ftcep 
hill  a  remarkable  pillar  rock  lies  S.  79  W.  about 
a  mile  from  the  fhorc,  on  the  ftarboard  or  fouth- 
crn iide  of  entrance  into  the  river.  Not  only 
within,  but  without  this  rock,  the  water  is  very 
Ihallow,  v^ith  overfals  from  2^  to  fix  fathoms ; 
but  by  keeping  the  northern  fhore  on  board  from 
Gray's  bay,  a  fufficient  depth  of  water  will  be 

foui;id.     The  two  points  of  entrance  into  the 
':-u-..-ui  river 
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river  arc  formed  by  low  marlhy  land,  the  (Jmth- 
crnmoft  leemed  to  be  an  iflaiid  ;  and  to  the 
N.  W.  of  the  moft  northern,  a  branch  took  a 
northerly  direction,  which  was  named  O  ii  c  h  a  k  d's 
KiVER  ;  in  one  of  thefe  the  party  paired  a  very 
uncomfortable  night,  owing  to  the  dampncfs  ot- 
their  fituation.  : 

At  day-light  the  next  morning,  2Gth  0(?lober, 
with  the  firft  of  the  flood,  Mr.  Broughton  pro- 
ceeded up  the  river,  whofc  width  was  nearly  half 
a  mile.  The  Ihores  on  either  fide  were  low  and 
marfhy;  on  the  N.  E.  were  from  8  to  lo  fathoms, 
but  on  the  oppofitc  fliorc  the  depth  of  water  did 
not  exceed  four  fathoms,  one  third  of  the  channel 
over.  After  advancing  about  two  leagues  the  land 
became  high  and  rocky  on  both  fides;  here  a  well 
wooded  illand,  about  a  league  and  a  half  long, 
divided  the  ftream,  and  afforded  a  good  paflagc 
on  each  fide  of  it;  the  deepeft  is  on  the  N.  E. 
fide,  in  which  was  found  10  and  12  fathoms 
water.  About  a  league  pad  the  S.  E.  point  of 
this  illand,  which  received  the  name  of  Puget*s 
Island,  the  river  continued  its  diredion  to  lati- 
tude 4G'*  lo',  longitude  236"  5o';  where  it  took 
a  fhort  turn  N.  50  E.  for  about  a  league;  at  this 
turn  a  fmall  river  prefented  itfelf,  which  Mr. 
Broughton  named  Swaine's  River.  In  this 
neighbourhood  they  were  joined  by  fome  of  the 
natives  in  four  canoes.  Their  clothing  was  chiefly 
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deer  fkins,  though  a  few  had  garments  made  of 
/ca  otter  (kins.  Thcfc  good  people  fold  the  party 
a  few  fiih,  and  then  took  their  leave.  Their 
language  was  fo  totally  different  from  that  of  the 
other  American  Indians,  that  not  a  fingle  word 
could  be  underftood.  The  fliores  abounded  with 
fine  timbers,  the  pine  predominated  on  the  higher 
lands,  but  near  the  banks  of  the  river  grew  alli, 
poplar,  elder,  maple,  and  feveral  other  trees  un- 
known to  the  party.  The  ebb  tide  rendered 
their  progrcfs  very  flow,  and  it  was  evening  be- 
fore they  arrived  at  the  end  of  the  above- men- 
tioncd  north-eallwardly  reach.  On  the  northern 
ihorc  was  loen  a  village  of  the  nati\  es,  who  evi- 
dently folicited  the  landing  of  the  party;  but 
choofnig  to  wave  their  civility,  they  proceeded 
up  the  river,  which  took  a  diredion  S.  02  E.  from 
the  village  palling  fomc  illands  lying  in  tlic  mid- 
dle of  it;  thefe  occupy  about  two  miles;  their  eaft- 
crnmoll:  point  is  about  a  league  from  the  above 
village,  and  after  the  fecond  lieutenant  of  the  Dif- 
coverv,  thev  were  named  Baker's  Islands.  The 
bold  northern  Ihore  now  became  low  near  the 
banks  of  the  river,  and  rofe  high  again,  at  a  dif- 
tmce,  in  a  gradual  afcent.  Mr.  Broughton  croflcd 
over  half  a  mile  to  the  eaftvvard  of  Baker's  iflands, 
to  a  high  bluff  point  named  by  him  Point  She- 
riff, where  good  fhelter  for  the  night  was 
found  on  y,  {dudy  beach.  At  this  time  they  had 
r.b  gained 
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gained  only  22  miles  after  rowing  twelve  hours. 
The  river  here  was  about  half  a  mile  wide,  and 
the  bcft  channel  from  point  Sheriff  was  found 
along  the  fouthcrn  Ihore. 

Nine  canoes,  with  a  number  of  Indians,  took 
up  their  lodging  in  a  fmall  creek  at  a  little  dif- 
tance  from  the  party.  This  circumftancc  ferved 
to  convince  Mr.  Broughton,  that  the  further  he 
proceeded  the  more  the  country  was  inhabited. 
At  firft  their  warlike  appearance  produced  fome 
imall  degree  of  caution  ;  but  this  was  afterwards, 
by  their  orderly  behaviour,  proved  to  have  been 
unneceiTary.  From  ten  in  the  morning,  when 
it  appeared  by  the  (bore  to  be  high  water,  the 
party  had  rowed  againft  the  ftrcam  to  their  land* 
ing  place,  where,  although  the  tide  continued  to 
rife  until  midnight,  the  flream  had  run  up  only 
two  hours. 

At  feven  the  next  morning  (0(flober27,)  with 
the  ftream  ftill  running  down  very  rapidly,  they 
proceeded  in  their  examination,  paffmg  to  the 
north  of  a  fmall  woody  illand,  which,  after  the 
furgeon  of  the  Chatham,  was  named  Walker's 
ifland.  The  foundings  were  from  four  to  feven 
fathoms.  About  ten  o'clock  the  tide  was  flow- 
ing faft  according  to  the  appearance  of  the  fhore, 
andy  for  about  two  hours,  the  ftrcam  favoured 
their  progrcfs ;  after  this,  great  delay  and  much 
&tigue  was  endured,  by  a  ftrong  ebb  tide  and  a 
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freih  cafterly  wind.  The  nine  canoes  attended 
them,  and  as  they  paiTed  fomc  fmall  creeks  and 
openings  on  the  fides  of  the  river  their  numbers 
kept  increaiing. 

Eaftward  from  Walker's  ifland  and  nearly  in- 
to mid  channel  a  bank  partly  dry  extends  for  two 
or  three  miles,  but  admits  of  a  clear  paffagc  on 
cither  fide ;  the  pafTage  to  the  fouth,  being  the 
wideft  and  deepeft,  has  five  or  fix  fathoms  water. 
After  paffing  this  bank,  the  channel  continued 
on  the  fouthern  fide,  with  foundings  from  iix  to 
ten  fathoms.  They  now  again  approached  high 
land,  and  on  the  northern  Ihore  was  a  remarkable 
mount,  about  which  were  placed  feveral  canoes, 
containing  dead  bodies  ;'  to  this  was  given  the 
name  of  Mount  Coffin.  About  a  mile  to  the 
eaftward  of  mount  Coffin,  their  Indian  attendants 
ftopped  at  a  (Ingle  hut,  but  Mr.  Broughton  con- 
tinued rowing  until  three  in  the  afternoon ;  when, 
having  increafcd  their  diftance  only  nine  miles< 
from  point  Sheriff,  the  party  ftopped  to  dine  on 
the  fouthern  fxiorc.  This  was  high  and  rocky, 
and  terminated  the  diredlion  of  this  reach,  in  la- 
titude 4G°  5',  longitude  237°  H ',  from  whence 
tlie  river  ran  S.  1 8  E.  and  the  fame  depth  of 
water  continued.  The  northern  ihore,  inftead 
of  being  the  ftecpeft,  now  confifted  of  low,  flat, 
fandy,  Ihorcs,  through  which,  nearly  oppofite  to 
their  dinner  ftation,  where  the  river  was  about 
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half  a  mile  wide,  two  other  ftreams  fell  into  it. 
The  wefternmoft  was  named  River  Poole,  and 
the  eafternmoft  Knight's  River ;  this  laft  is  the 
largeft  of  the  two ;  its  entrance  indicated  its  being 
extenfive,  and  by  the  figns  of  the  natives,  they 
were  given  to  underftand,  the  people  up  that 
river  poflefled  an  abundance  of  fea-otter  fkins. 
After  dinner  the  party  proceeded  up  the  reach, 
extending  S.  18  E.  paffinga  low  fandy  ifland  at 
its  entrance  againft  a  very  ftrong  ftream ;  and 
having  advanced  about  four  miles,  they  took  up 
their  refidence  for  the  night.  Several  of  their 
friendly  Indian  attendants,  as  ufual,  lodged  at  a 
fmall  diflance ;  it  was  low  water  at  half  paft  ten 
at  night,  and  high  water  about  two  in  the  morn- 
ing. 

About  fix  o'clock  on  Sunday  morning,  (Octo- 
ber 28)  Mr.  Broughton  continued  to  proceed 
againfl:  the  ftream,  and  foonpafled  a  fmall  rocky 
iilet,  about  twenty  feet  above  the  furface  of  the 
water.  Several  canoes  covered  the  top  of  this  iflet, 
in  which  dead  bodies  were  depofited.  About 
two  miles  from  hence  is  a  low  fandy  ifland, 
having  a  fpit  ftretchmg  from  each  end  to  fome 
diftance.  On  each  fide,  the  channel  is  clear,  the 
fouth  fide  is  the  deepeft,  having  three  or  four 
fathoms  water.  From  this  ifland  the  reach  takes 
a  more  caftwardly  courfe  about  four  miles,  to  a 
point  on  the  north  fhore,  in  latitude  45°  5(3', 
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longitude  2  3  7°  1 8 '.  The  foundings  to  this  point, 
which  is  high  and  rocky,  were  from  four  to  fe- 
ven  fathoms ;  the  fliorcs  of  the  oppofite  or  fouth- 
ern  fide  of  the  river  are  low,  and  produce  many 
willow-trees;  the  high  and  rocky  banks  were 
covered  with  pine-trees  down  to  the  water's  e^ge. 
From  hence,  with  little  variation,  the  river *s  di- 
redion  is  about  S.  5  E.  the  channel  is  narrow, 
and  on  the  eaftern  ihore  the  depth  of  water  was 
from  four  to  fix  fathoms. 

Here  were  three  openings  ftretching  in  an 
cafterly  dire^ion,  formed  by  two  fmaU  woody 
illands,  on  one  of  which  was  a  grove  of  tall  and 
ftrait  poplars.  Thefe  were  diftinguiihed  by  the 
name  of  Ur ii y' s  Isl  a n d s.  Abreaft  of  thefe  is  a 
ihoal  that  joins  the  fcuth  fide  of  the  river,  and 
renders  the  paflage  clofe  to  their  flior<;s  very  nar- 
row; beyond  them  the  iriv«r,  now  about  a  (juarter 
of  a  mile  wide,  is  free  from  obilrudion,  and  the 
general  depth  five  and  fix  fathoms  to  another 
point,  about  four  miles  to  the~fbuth  of  the  above 
mentioned  high  one,  where,  for  the  fii^fi:  time  in 
this  river,  fomc  oak-trees  were  feen,  ont3  of  which 
meafiired  thirteen  feet  in  girth ;  this,^  therefore*, 
obtained  the  name  of  Oak  Point.  Cloic  to  the 
fouth  of  it  was  a  fmali  brook  that  lan,  to  the  caft- 
ward,  off  which  a  bank  offand  diverted  the  chan- 
nel to  the  weftcrn  Ihore,  where  foundings  were 
found  from  five  to  eight  fathoms.     Aboitt  thrw 
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miles  and  a  half  from  Oak  point  Mr.  Broughton 
arrived  at  another,  which  he:i>3lled  Point  War- 
rior, in  confcquence  of  being  there  furrounded 
by  twenty-three  canoes,  carrying  from  three  to 
twelve  perfons  each,  all  attired  in  their  war  gar* 
xnents,  and  in  every  other  refpecft  prepared  for 
combat.  On  thcfe  ftrangers  difcourfing  with 
the  friendly  Indians  who  had  attended  our  party, 
they  foon  took  off  their  war  drefs,  and  with  great 
civility  difpofed  of  their  arms  and  other  articles 
for  fuch  valuables  as  were  prefented  to  them,  but 
would  neither  part  with  their  copper  fwords,  nor 
a  kind  of  battle-ax  made  of  iron. 

At  point  Warrior  the  river  is  divided  into  three 
branches ;  the  middle  one  was  the  largeft,  about 
a  quarter  of  a  mile  wide,  and  was  confidered  a$ 
the  main  branch ;  the  next  moft  capacious  took  an 
cafterly  diredion,  and  feemed  extenfive,  to  thii 
the  name  of  Rushleigh's  River  was  given; 
and  the  other  that  ftretched  to  the  S.  S.  W.  was 
diftinguiflicd  by  the  name  of  Call's  River. 

On  the  banks  of  Rulhleigh*s  river  was  feen  a 
very  large  Indian  village,  and  fuch  of  the  ftrang- 
ers as  feemed  to  belong  to  it  ftrongly  folicited 
the  party  to  proceed  thither;  and,  to  enforce  thcif 
requeft,  very  unequivocally  rcprefented,  that  if 
the  party  perfifted  in  going  to  the  fouthward 
they  would  have  their  heads  cut  off.  The  fame 
intreaties,  urged  by  fimilar  warnings,  had  before 
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been  experienced  by  Mr.  Broughton  during  his 
excurfion,  but  having  found  them  to  be  un- 
ncceffary  cautions,  he  proceeded  up  that  which 
he  confidered  to  be  the  main  branch  of  the  river, 
until  eight  in  the  evening;  when,  under  the  ihel- 
ter  of  fome  willows,  they  took  up  their  lodging 
for  the  night  on  a  low  fandy  point,  accompanied 
by  twelve  of  the  natives  in  a  canoe,  who  fixed 
their  abode  very  near  to  them.  During  the 
whole  of  this  day  little  afliftance  had  been  de- 
rived from  the  flood  tide,  the  ebb  had  flackened 
for  about  two  hours,  but  no  current  upwards 
during  that  time  was  perceptible. 
.  The  next  morning,  (Odober  29)  they  again 
proceeded  up  the  river,  and  had  a  diftant  view  of 
mount  St.  Helens,  lying  N.  42  E.  In  founding 
acrofs  the  river,  whofe  width  was  here  about  a 
quarter  of  a  mile,  from  three  to  twelve  fathoms 
water  was  found.  Owing  to  the  rapidity  of  the 
ftream  againft  them  they  were  under  the  necef- 
iity.  of  flopping  to  dine  at  not  more  than  four  or 
five  rniles  from  their  refting  place ;  here  it  was 
low  water  at  noon,  and  though  the  water  of  the 
river  evidently  rofe  afterwards,  yet  the  ftream 
continued  to  run  rapidly  down.  The  greateft 
perpendicular  fife  and  fall  appeared  to  be  about 
three  feet.  In  this  fituation  the  latitude  was  ob- 
ferved  to  be  45''  41  ,  longitude  237°  2o' ;  when 
mount  St.  Helens  was  fcen  lying  from  hence 
,-v.-t  -    '  N.  38 
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N.  38  E.  our  diftance  from  point  Warrior  being 
about  eight  miles. 

In  their  way  hither  they  had  paffed  two  Indian 
villages  on  the  weft  fide  of  the  river,  and  had 
been  joined  by  an  hundred  and  fifty  of  the  na- 
tives in  twenty- five  canoes.  To  avoid  any  fur- 
prize  they  dined  in  their  boats ;  this  precaution 
was  however  unneceflary,  for  on  fomc  trivial 
prefents  being  made,  a  trade  immediately  com- 
menced, in  which  the  Indians  condudled  them- 
felves  with  the  utmoft  decorum.  No  attempt^ 
were  made  to  pafs  the  line  drawn  on  the  beach^ 
excepting  by  two  who  appeared  to  be  the  prin- 
cipal chiefs,  aid  who  were  permitted  to  join 
the  party.  Theie  feemed  to  be  very  well  dif- 
pofed,  and  inclined  to  communicate  every  infor- 
mation ;  but,  unfortunately  for  our  gentlemen, 
a  total  ignorance  of  the  Indians'  language  pre- 
cluded their  profiting  by  thefe  friendly  intentions. 

At  one  o'clock  they  quitted  their  dinner  fta- 
tlon,  and  after  rowing  about  five  mites,  ftill  in 
the  direction  of  the  river  S.  5  E.  they  pafled  on 
the  weftern  fide  a  fmall  river  leading  to  the 
fouth-weftward  ;  and  half  a  mile  further  on  the 
fame  iliorc  came  to  a  larger  one,  that  took  a 
more  fouthcrly  courfe.  In  the  entrance  of  the 
latter,  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile  in  width,  arc 
two  fmall  woody  illets ;  the  foundings  acrofs  it 
from  two  to  five  fathoms.  The  adjacent  country, 
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extending  from  its  banks,  prefentcd  a  moft  beau- 
tiful appearance.  This  river  Mr.  Broughton  dif- 
tinguilhedby  the  name  of  River  Munninos.— 
Jts  fouthern  point  of  entrance,  iituated  in  latitude 
45°  39',  longitude  237°  21 ',  commanded  a  moft 
delightful  profpect  of  the  furrounding  region, 
and  obtained  the  name  of  Belle  Vue  Point  ; 
from  whence  the  branch  of  the  river,  at  leaft 
that  which  was  fo  coniidered,  took  a  direction 
about  S.  67  E.  for  a  league  and  a  half  A  very 
diftant  high  fnowy  mountain  now  appeared  rif*' 
ing  beautifully  confpicuous  in  the  midft  of  an  ex- 
tenfive  tratl  of  low,  or  moderately  elevated,  land, 
lying  S.  67  E,  and  feemed  to  announce  a  terrain 
n,ation  to  the  river.  From  Belle  Vue  point  they 
proceeded  in  the  above  direction,  paffing  a  fmall 
wooded  iflarid,  about  three  miles  in  extent,  litu- 
ated  in  the  middle  of  the  ftream.  Their  route 
was  between  this  ifland  and  the  fouthern  fhore, 
which  is  low  ;  the  foundings  between  its  north- 
weft  point  and  the  main  land  were  three  fathoms, 
incrcafing  to  four,  five,  and  fix,  off  its  fouth- 
eaft  point ;  from  whence  the  river  took  its  courfe 
S.  75  E.  This  obtained  the  name  of  Menzies* 
][sLAND  ;  near  the  eaft  end  of  which  is  a  fmall 
fandy  woody  ifland  that  was  covered  with  wild 
geefe.  l^iom  Belle  Vue  point,  a  fmall  ftream 
of  flood  had  attended  them  to  this  ftation  ;  but 
here  a  r?pid  downward  current  was  met,  though 
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At  the  feveral  creeks  and  branches  they  had 
paiTcd  they  loft  fucceffively  moft  of  their  Indian 
companions,  excepting  one  elderly  chief,  who, 
in  the  moft  civil  and  friendly  manner  had  accom- 
panied them  from  the  firft,  and  had  a  village 
ftill  farther  up  the  river.    Having  received  many 
presents  he  had  become  much  attached  to  the 
party,  and,  to   manifeft  his  gratitude,  he  now 
went  forward  to   provide  them  with  lodgings, 
and  whatever  acceptable  refrefliments  his  village 
might  aftbrd.     About  feven  in  the  evening  they 
reached  his  habitation,  where  he  much  wiftied 
them  to  remain  ;  but  preferring  a  more  fecluded 
rcfting  place,  they  reforted  to  a  fhallow  creek  a 
mile  further  up  the  river,  and  about  eight  miles 
from  Belle  Vue  point,   where  they  paiTed  the 
night.     Here  it  was  low  water  about  two,  and 
high  water  at  half  paft  five  o'clock  the  next 
morning.     At  feven  they  again  departed,  but 
were  obliged  to  retire  Ibme  diftance  to  clear  a 
fhoaly  fpit  that  lies  off  this  creek  ;■  after  this  they 
proceeded  to  the  northern  fhore.   This  Ihorc  was 
veil  wooded,  compofed  of  ftony  beaches,  and  the 
foundings  were  regular  from  two  to  feven  fa- 
thoms.    The  fouthern  fhore,  though  low  and 
fandy,  was  alfo  well  clothed  with  wood;   the 
breadth  of  the  river  was  about  a  quarter  of  a 
mile,  and  its  direction  was  the  fame  as  before- 
mentioned.  * 

The  wind  blew  frelh  frgm  the  eaftward,  which, 
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■with  the  ftream  againft  them,  rendered  their 
journey  very  flow  and  tedious.  They  paiTed  a 
fmall  rocky  opening  that  had  a  rock  in  its  centre, 
about  twelve  feet  above  the  furface  of  the  water ; 
on  this  were  lodged  feveral  large  trees  that  muft 
have  been  left  there  by  an  unufually  high  tide. 
From  hence  a  large  river  bore  S.  5  E.  which  was 
afterwards  feen  to  take  a  fouth-weftwardly  di- 
Acdion,  and  was  named  Baring's  River  ;  be- 
tween it  and  the  Ihoal  creek  is  another  opening  ; 
and  here  that  in  which  they  had  refled  ftrctched 
to  the  E.  N.  E.  and  had  fevcral  fmaH  rocks  in  it. 
Into  this  creek  the  friendly  old  chief  who  had 
attended  them  went  to  procure  fome  falmon, 
and  they  purfued  their  way  againft  the  ftream, 
which  was  now  become  fo  rapid  that  they  were 
able  to  make  but  little  progrcfs.  At  half  pail 
two  they  flopped  on  the  northern  fhorc  to  dine, 
oppofite  to  the  entrance  of  Baring's  river.  Ten 
canoes  with  the  natives  now  attended  them,  and 
their  friendly  old  chief  foon  returned  and  brought 
them  an  abundance  of  very  fine  falmon.  He 
had  gone  through  the  rocky  paflage,  and  had  re- 
turned above  the  party,  making  the  land,  on 
which  they  were  at  dinner  an  ifland.  This  was 
afterwards  found  to  be  about  three  miles  long, 
and  after  the  lieutenant  of  the  Chatham,  was 
named  Johnstojme's  Island.  The  weft  point 
of  Baring's  river  is  fituated  in  latitude  45°  28', 
longitude  23/°  41';    from  whence  the  main 
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branch  ;  ^vcs  rather  an  irrcgiilar  courfc,  about 
N.  82  E ;  it  is  near  half  a  mile  wide,  and  in 
crofling  it  the  depth  was  from  ilx  to  three  fa- 
thoms. The  fouthern  Ihore  is  low  and  woody, 
and  contracts  the  river  by  means  of  a  low  fandy 
flat  that  extends  from  it,  on  which  were  lodged 
fevcral  large  dead  trees.  The  beft  paflagc  is  clofc 
to  Johnftone's  llhmd  ;  this  has  a  rocky  bold  lliore, 
but  Mr.  Broughton  purfued  the  channel  on  the 
oppofitc  fide,  where  he  met  with  fome  fcattered 
rocks;  thefe  howevc  admitted  of  a  good  paflagc 
between  them  and  the  main  land  ;  along  which 
he  continued  until  towards  evening,  making  lit- 
tle progrefs  againft  the  ftream.  "  Having  now 
paiTed  the  fand  bank,"  fays  Mr.  Broughton,  •*  I 
landed  for  the  purpofe  of  taking  our  laft  bear- 
ings ;  a  fandy  point  on  the  oppofite  Ihore  bore 
**  S.  80  E.  diilant  about  two  miles  ;  this  point 
terminating  our  view  of  the  river,  I  named  it 
after  Captain  Vancouver  ;  it  is  fituated  in  la- 
titude 45"  2/',  longitude  237'*'50'."  The  fame 
remarkable  mountain  that  had  been  feen  from 
Belle  Vue  point,  again  prefented  itfelf,  bearing 
at  this  ftation  S.  O7  E ;  and  though  the  party 
were  now  nearer  to  it  by  feven  leagues,  yet  its 
lofty  fummit  was  fcarccly  more  diftindl  acrols 
the  intervening  land  which  was  more  than  mo- 
derately elevated.  Mr.  Broughton  honoured  it 
with  Lord  Hood's  name  ;  its  appearance  was 
magnificent ;  and  it  was  clothed  in  ihovv  from 
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its  fummit,  as  low  down  as  the  high  land,  by 
which  it  was  intercepted,  permitted  it  to  be  vi- 
fible.  Mr.  Broughton  lamented  that  he  could 
not  acquire  fufficient  authority  to  afcertain  its 
pofitive  fituation,  but  imagined  it  could  not  be 
lefs  than  20  leagues  from  their  then  flation. 

Round  point  Vancouver  the  river  feemed  to 
take  a  more  northerly  diredion  ;  its  fouthern 
ihores  became  very  hilly,  with  bare  fpots  of  a  red- 
diih  colour  on  the  fides  of  the  hills,  and  their 
tops  were  thinly  covered  with  pine  trees.  The 
oppofite  fhore  was  low,  well  wooded,  and  moftly 
compofed  of  ftony  beaches.  The  breadth  of  the 
river  here  was  a  quarter  of  a  mile  ;  it  afforded  a 
clear  good  channel  on  the  northern  (bore,  with 
foundings  acrofs  from  fix  to  two  fathoms,  (hoal- 
ing  gradually  to  the  bed  of  fand  that  ftrctches 
from  the  oppofite  fide.  During  this  day,  they 
had  conftantiy  rowed  againft  the  flream,  having 
increafed  their  diftance  only  twelve  miles  up  the 
river ;  and  notwithflanding  there  had  been  a 
ienfible  regular  rife  and  fall  of  the  water,  it  had 
not  in  the  leaft  degree  afFcdled  the  ftream,  which 
had  run  conftantly  down  with  great  rapidity. 

Mr.  Broughton  at  this  time  calculated  the  dif- 
tance, from  what  he  confidered  the  entrance  of 
the  river,  to  be  84,  and  from  the  Chatham,  100 
miles.  To  reach  this  ftation  had  now  occupied 
their  time,  with  very  hard  labour,  feven  days  ; 
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this  was  to  the  full  extent  for  which  their  provi- 
fions  had  been  furnifhed ;  and  their  remaining 
fupplies  could  not  with  all  poirible  frugality  laft 
more  than  two  or  three  days  longer.  And  as 
it  was  impolTible  under  the  moft  favourable  cir-* 
cumftances,  they  ihould  reach  the  velTcls  in  a 
lefs  fpace  of  time,  Mr.  Broughton  gave  up  the 
idea  of  any  further  examination,  and  was  recon- 
ciled to  this  mcafure,  becaule  even  thus  far  the 
river  could  hardly  be  confidcred  as  navigable  foi 
fliipping.  Prcvioufly  to  his  departure,  Jiowevcr, 
he  formally  took  polTclIion  of  the  river,  and  the 
country  in  its  vicinity,  in  His  Britannic  Majefty's 
name,  having  every  reafon  to  believe,  that  the 
iubje<fts  of  no  other  civilized  nation  or  ftatc  had 
ever  entered  this  river  before ;  in  this  opinion  he 
was  confirmed  by  Mr.  Gray's  fketch,  in  which  it 
does  not  appear  that  Mr.  Gray  either  faw,  or 
was  ever  within  five  leagues  of,  its  entrance. 

The  friendly  old  chief,  wha  ftill  remained  of 
their  party,  aflifted  at  the  ceremony,  and  drank 
his  Majefty's  health  on  the  occaiion  ;  from  him 
they  endeavoured  to  acquire  fome  further  infor- 
mation of  the  country.  The  little  that  could 
be  underftood  was,  that  higher  up  the  river  they 
would  be  prevented  pailing  by  falls.  This  was 
explained,  by  taking  up  water  in  his  hands,  and 
imitating  the  manner  of  its  falling  from  rocks, 
pointing,  at  the  fame  time,  to  the  place  ^v^here 
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the  fun  rifes  ;  indicating,  that  its  fourcc  in  that 
diredlion  would  be  found  at  a  great  diftancc. 

By  the  time  thcfe  ceremonies  and  inquiries 
were  finifticd,  the  night  had  clofed  in ;  notwith- 
ftanding  this,  Mr.  Broughton  re-imbarked,  and 
with  the  ftream  in  his  favour  fat  out  on  his  re- 
turn. All  the  Indians  now  very  civilly  took 
their  leave,  excepting  the  old  chief  and  his  peo- 
ple, who,  their  route  being  the  fame  way,  ftill 
bore  them  company.  Little  opportunity  had 
been  afforded,  cfpecially  at  the  latter  part  of 
their  journey  up  the  river,  to  afccrtaln  the  depth 
of  the  channels:  to  fupply  this  deficiency,  the 
two  boats  fpread,  and  founded  regularly  all  the 
way  down.  By  this  means  a  bank  was  found 
extending  intirely  acrofs  Baring's  river,  and  from 
thence  acrofs  the  main  branch,  which  they  had 
navigated,  to  the  rocky  paffage  at  the  weft  end 
of  Johnftone's  iiland  ;  the  greateft  depth  having 
been  only  three  fathoms,  Mr.  Broughton  was  con- 
firmed in  the  opinion  he  had  previouHy  formed, 
that  any  further  examination  of  this  branch 
would  be  ufelefs. 

After  paiTmg  to  the  weft  of  the  rocky  pafTagc, 
the  beft  channel  is  on  the  foutliern  Ihore,  but 
even  that  is  intricate,  and  the  greateft  depth  of 
its  water  is  only  four  fathoms.  They  took  up 
their  abode  for  the  nigkt  about  half  a  mile  from 
their  precedi^ng  night's  lodging  ;  having  returned 
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in  three  hours  the  fame  diflance  that  had  taken 
them  twelve  hours  to  alccnd. 

In  the  morning  of  the  3  lit  of  Odobpr  it  was 
low  water  at  four,  and  high  water  at  fix  o'clock  ; 
the  rife  and   full  of  the   water  did  not  appear 
generally  to  exceed   two  fcct,  and  the   ftrcam 
conftantly  ran  down.     Mr.  Broughton  departed 
early,  and  off  the  village  of  their  friendly  old 
chief  was  joined  by  him   and  his  whole  tribe. 
Soundings  were  pretty  regular,  until  the  party 
were  abreail  of  fome  barren  land,  off  which  is 
an  extenfive  bank.     On  this  there    were  only 
three  feet  water ;  this  depth  continued  nearly 
to  the  caft  point  of  the  iflet,  that  was  obferved 
before  to  be  covered  with  wild  geefe,  and  ob- 
tained the  name  of  Goose  Island.   The  chan- 
nel here  is  on  the  fouthern  fliorc,  until  the  paf- 
iagc  between  Menzies  ifland  and  the  north  ftiore 
is  well  open  ;  this  is  good  and  clear  with  regu- 
lar foundings  from  three  to  fcven  fathoms,  quite 
to  Belle  Vue  point,  where  a  fpit  lies  out  at  fomc 
fmall  diftancc.     The  land  in  the  neighbourhood 
of  this  reach,  extending  about  five  leagues  to 
Baring's   river,    is   on  the    fouthern   fide   low, 
fandy,  and  well  wooded.     On  the  north  fide  the 
country  rifcs  beyond  the  banks  of  the  river  with 
a  plcafmg  degree  of  elevation,  agreeably  adorned 
with  feveral  clumps  of  trees  ;  and  towards  the 
eaftcrn  part  of  the  reach,  it  finiihcs  at  the  wa.- 
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tcrs  edge  in  romantic  rocky  projecting  preci- 
pices. 

The  good  old  chief  here  took  his  leave  of  the 
party.     In  commemoration  of  his  friendly  beha- 
viour, and  his  refidence  being  in  the  neighbour- 
hood, this  part  of  the  river  obtained  the  name  of 
Friendy  Reach,  and  a  point  on  the  northern 
ihore,  bearing  from  Belle  Vue  point  S.  67  E„ 
Parting  Po[nt.     From  this  place  to  the  fta- 
tion  where  Mr.  Broughton  obferved  the  latitude 
on  the  2C)th,  the  foundings  were  from  fix  to  ten 
fathoms  ;  from  whence  a  bank  of  fand  extended 
along  the  weftern  fliore  about  a  league,  reaching 
over  two-thirds  of  the  channel,  leaving  a  very 
narrow  pafTage  of  the  depth  of  ten  to  twelve  fa- 
thoms.    This  bank  terminates  at  Willow  Point, 
from  whence  the  foundings  decreafcd  from  nine 
to  iix  fathoms.     About  three  miles  from   this 
point,  on  the  oppofite  or  eaftern  fide  of  the  river, 
an  opening  or  arm  was  paiTed,  leading  to  the 
N.  E.     This    was  named  by   Mr.   Broughton, 
after  the  mafter  of  the  Difcovery,  Wfiidbey's 
River.     The  weftern  point  was  flat,  and  pro- 
duced fomc  grafs  and  willow  trees.     The  op- 
pofite ihore  ftill  continued  more   elevated,  and 
from  Whidbey's  river  was  covered  with    pine 
trees.     At  the  entrance  into  this  river  the  depth 
of  water  was  fix  or  feven  fathoms ;  but  on  ap- 
proaching point  Warrior  for  about  two  miles,  Ic' 
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decreafed  to  three  and  four  fathoms,  and  again 
increafed  to  ten  and  twelve  fathoms  off  that 
point ;  from  thence  to  Oak  point  the  depth  was 
from  ten  to  five  fathoms,  here  the  party  refted 
for  the  night,  and  perceived  it  to  be  low  water 
at  half  pafl:  three,  and  high  water  at  five  in  the 
morning  of  the  ift  of  November.  In  this  fitu- 
ation  they  had  before  feen  many  of  the  natives, 
but  the  night  moil  probably  now  prevented  their 
appearance.  The  weather  had  the  preceding 
day  been  gloomy,  attended  with  fog  and  rain  ; 
this  morning  it  was  fair  and  pleafant,  with  a  fa- 
vourable caftwardly  breeze.  In  paffing  from 
Urry's  iflands,  the  foundings  were  firfl  from  fevcn 
to  three,  then  from  four  to  nine  fathoms ;  the 
depth  again  decreafed  as  the  low  fandy  illand 
■was  approached,  to  fix,  three,  and  four  fathoms; 
this  latter  depth  continued  between  the  ifland 
and  the  northern  fhore,  which  is  the  bcfl  chan- 
nel, paffing  clofe  to  the  main  land.  From  this 
ifland,  where  the  water  all  round  it  is  flioal,  a 
fpit  extends  fomc  diflance  to  the  weftward,  on 
which  there  was  no  more  than  three  fathoms; 
but  from  thence  to  the  rocky  iflec  where  the  ca- 
noes with  the  dead  bodies  were  depofited,  it  in- 
creafes  to  feven  and  twelve  fathoms ;  about  a 
mile  above  this  rock,  a  bank  extends  to  the  eafl- 
ern  fhore  nearly  into  mid-channci,  where  the 
depth  of  water  did  not  exceed  two  fathoms  and 
Vol.  III.  I  an 
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an  half,  all  the  way  to  Knight's  river.  The 
lliorcs  on  this  fide  are  low,  flat,  aad  fandy  ;  on 
the  weftern  fide  high  and  woody,  and  affording 
a  clear  though  narrow  channel,  with  foundings 
from  five  to  eight  fathoms. 

Knight's  river  is  about  the  eighth  of  a  mile 
in  width ;    and    from    its    entrance,    where    its 
depth  is  four  fathoms,  it  takes  a  diredion  S.  5 1  E. 
Leaving  Knight's  river,  the  foundings  increafed 
from    feven   to   twelve    fathoms^  until   mount 
Coffin  was  reached,  where  the  depth  of  water 
w  as  only  fix  fathoms ;  and  pailing  between  the 
northern  ihore,  and   the  dry  fand  bank,  from 
three  to  five  fathoms  only  were  found  ;  but  the 
foundings  increafed  from  fix  to  ten  fathoms  as 
the  party  advanced  towards  Walker's  ifland.  On 
the  wcflcrn  point  of  this  illand  they  made  a  late 
dinner,  and   had  an  opportunity  of  obferving, 
that  during  the  rifing  of  the  water  the  llream 
did  not  run  up,  the  lurface  of  the  water  being 
ftill  and  ftationary  ;  it  was  high  \\ater  at  five  in 
the  afternoon.     From  this  point  the  depth  conti- 
nued from  five  to  I'even  fathoms,  until  Baker's 
ifiands  were  approached.     A  flioal  fpit  extends 
from  the  longeft  and  largefi:  of  thcfe  iflands,  or 
that  which  was  fo  confidcrcd,  to  the  cafiward ; 
on  tins  VNas  found  only  two  and  a  half  or  three 
fathoms  water.    To  the  north  of  this  apparently 
hirgc  ifland  are  tlirce  fmaller  ones,  which  admit 
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a  clear  though  narrow  paflage  between  them 
and  the  riorthetn  Ihore.  On  one  of  thefe,  under 
the  flielter  of  a  grove  of  fitie  poplars,  Mr.  Btough- 
ton  refted  for  the  night.  At  day-light  the  next 
morning  their  journey  was  refumed >  and  in  pafs- 
ing  Swaine's  river,  which  takes  a  fouth-wefterly 
diredion,  no  bottom  could  be  found  with  fifteen 
fathoms  of  line ;  but  towards  its  weftern  point 
foundings  were  had  of  three  and  four  fathoms; 
About  a  league  to  the  weftward  of  this  is  Man- 
by's  river,  taking  a  courfe  S.  S.  W.;  from  hence 
the  depth  of  water  was  from  feven  to  nine  fa- 
thoms, until  they  approached  near  the  eaft  point 
of  Piiget's  ifland ;  from  whence  a  ihoal  extends 
about  a  mile  nearly  into  mid-channel ;  on  this 
there  were  only  two  fathoms,  but  on  croffing 
over  to  the  fouthern  lliore,  it  deepened  to  feven 
fathom^.  Mount  St;  Helen's  was  here  very  dif- 
tindlly  fcen  lying  S.  81  E.  Puget's  ifland  was 
pafl"cd  on  the  fouthj  and  obferved  to  produce  on 
that  fide  only  a  few  pine  trees  of  inferior  fize ; 
but  it  afforded  a  good  channel  of  feven,  ten,  and 
thirteen  fathoms  of  water  :  the  latter  depth  was 
off  its  wellcrn  extremity ,i  which  is  a  low  marfhy 
point  covered  with  reeds.  Soon  after  paffmg 
this  point,  another  branch  of  the  river  was 
opened,  which  appeared,  by  the  high  land  on 
the  fouthern  fide,  to  lead  into  the  found  in  a  di,- 
redion  N.  50  W.     But  as  in  its  entrance  the 
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depth  of  water  was  only  two  fathoms  and  an 
half,  Mr.  Broughton  was  induced  to  give  up  his 
intention  of  examining  it,  and  purfued  his  former 
courfe,  keeping  near  the  fouthern  (hore,  confift* 
ing  apparently  of  a  clufter  of  marfliy  iflands. 
The  north  wefternmoft  of  thefe  forms  the  fouth 
point  of  the  entrance  into  the  river ;  and  on  the 
weft,  or  found  fide  of  this  point,  the  low  marfliy 
land  takes  a  fouth-wefterly  dircdion,  whofe 
other  openings  appeared  to  communicate  with 
the  laft  mentioned.  Before  thefe  openings  lie 
the  (hoals  already  noticed.  On  the  northern 
fliore,  immediately  without  the  entrance  into 
the  river,  is  an  Indian  village  ;  a  part  of  it  only 
was  occupied  by  the  natives,  who  fupplied  our 
friends  very  liberally  with  falmon,  and  promifed 
to  follow  them  with  more  to  the  veflcl.  From 
hence  they  fteered  for  a  low  fandy  ifland,  partly 
covered  with  trees,  in  the  eaftern  part  of  the 
found,  with  foundings  from  fcvcn  to  five  fa- 
thoms, until  they  drew  very  near  to  it,  when  the 
water  became  fo  fliallow  that  they  were  obliged 
to  haul  off.  Towards  its  north- weft  part  two 
fathoms  and  an  half  were  found  clofe  to  it.  Mr* 
Broughton  liad  no  opportunity  of  examining 
whether  there  was  any  paffage  in  this  iituation 
towards  the  fouthern  fliore,  as  it  was  at  this  time 
dark ;  but,  by  its  former  appearance  from  the 
elevated  land  on  the  northern  fliore,  he  was  of 
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opinion  there  was  not.  •  A  bank  nearly  dry  con- 
tinued all  the  way  from  this  ifland  to  point 
Adams.  He  however  paiTed  fomc  diftance  along 
the  north  edge  of  the  bank,  towards  Tongue 
point,  in  three  fathoms  water,  until  nearly 
a-breaft  cf  Gray's  bay  ;  here  they  came  to  over- 
falls from  three  to  fevcn  fathoms,  and  found 
thcmfclves  within,  or  to  the  fouth  of,  a  dry 
bank,  which  obliged  them  to  pull  back  in  order 
to  clear  it ;  after  which  they  had  regular  found- 
ings in  croffing  Gray's  bay  from  four  to  fix  fa- 
thoms water. 

At  nine  in  the  evening  the  party  arrived  on 
board  the  Chatham  ;  having  employed  exadly 
half  the  time  in  returning,  that  had  been  occu- 
pied in  going  up  this  river,  in  confequence  of 
the  general  rapidity  of  the  dream  downwards, 
and  of  being  affiiled  fometimcs  by  a  favourable 
wind.  •         '  ■'.         "1 

Mr.  Broughton  had  now  loft  fight  of  the  Dif- 
covery  twelve  days,  and  though  he  had  received 
no  orders  for  the  invcftigation  he  had  under- 
taken, yet  he  was  convinced,  that  in  fo  doing 
he  would  ad;  agreeably  to  my  wlfhes  ;  and  hav- 
ing obtained  fo  much  information,  he  deemed 
it  expedient  to  join  the  Difcovery  with  all  pof- 
fible  difpatch. 

Much  to  his  fatisfadion,  he  found  the  Chat- 
ham ready  in  every  refpedl  for  fca ;  the  next 
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morning  (he  was  unmoored ;  but  the  wind  firom 
the  eaft  fhifting  fuddenly  to  the  fouthward,  and 
blowing  in  fqualls  very  hard,  attended  with  a 
heavy  rain,  they  remained  at  their  anchorage 
until  the  next  day,  when  the  weather  being 
more  moderate  they  got  under  weigh  ;  but  they 
had  fcarcely  filled  their  fails  when  the  wind,  as 
on  the  preceding  day,  came  round,  and  as  they 
had  a  very  narrow  fpace  to  work  in  between  the 
northern  fhpre  and  the  ihoals,  they  again  an- 
chored in  eight  fathoms  water,  to  wait  a  more 
favourable   opportunity.     This  prcfcntcd    itfelf 
in  the  afternoon;   but  by  the  time    they   had 
reached  the  large  defcrted  village,  it  again  be- 
came llormy,  with  a  heavy  rain  from  the  weft- 
ward,  which  compelled  them  again  to  ftop  in 
fix  fathoms  water,  a  little  below  the   deferted 
village  called  by  the  natives  Chenokc.     Cape 
Difappointment   bore  by  compafs  N.  84  W., 
Tongue  point  N.  04  E.,  one  mile  diftant ;  point 
Adams  S.  5 1  W.,  and  the  neareft  ihorc  north, 
at  the  diftancc  of  a  quarter  of  a  mile. 

The  fame  unpleafant  weather  continued  until 
the  next  morning,  November  6,  when,  with  the 
wind  at  E.  N.  E.  they  ftood  towards  cape  Dif- 
appointment. The  launch  founded  the  channel 
before  the  veiTcI,  and  the  furf  was  foon  feen  to 
break  acrofs  the  paiTage  leading  to  fci  with  great 
yiolence,  and  in  fvjch  a  manner  as  to  leave  no  apr 
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The  wind  at  this   time   alio 


parent  opening, 
veering  to  the  fouth,  induced  Mr.  Broughton  to 
bear  away  for  a  bay  that  is  fituated  immediately 
"vs'ithin,  and  on  the  eaftern  fide  of  cape  Difap- 
pointment ;  the  fouth-eaft  end  of  that  promon- 
tory forms  its  well:  point  of  entrance ;  its  eaft 
point  being  formed  by  the  weft  extremity  of  the 
fpit  bank,  lying  from  each  other  E.  S.  E.  and 
W.  N.  W.  about  three  quarters  of  a  mile  afun- 
dcr.     In  paffing  the  channel  a  fufficient  depth  ot 
water  was  found,  until  bordering  too  much  on 
the  fpit  bank  they  came  into  three  fathoms,  with 
a  very  confufcd  fca  that  broke  violently  on  the 
bank.     At  ten  in  the  forenoon  they  anchored  in 
five  tathoms  water ;  point  Adams,  by  compafs, 
bearing  S.  40  E.    Chenoke  point  S.  86  E.   the 
inner  part  of  cape  Difappointment  forming  the 
weft  point  of  entrance  into  the, bay  S.  4  E.  half 
a  mile  diftant ;  and  the  fouthernmoft  part  of  the 
coaft  in  fight  S.  20  E.  -  " 

Here  was  found  the  Jenny  of  Briftol,  the  fame 
vcflcl  that  had  been  paftcd  by  the  Chatham  on 
her  fir  ft  arrival.  Mr.  Broughton  was  informed 
by  the  mafter  of  this  vefliel,  Mr.  l3aker,  that  a 
conftant  fucceffion  of  bad  weather  had  prevented 
his  putting  to  fea ;  that  he  had  made  feveral  at- 
tempts, but  from  the  violence  of  the  ftirf  and  its 
brc.akina:  intirelv  acrofs  the  entrance,  he  had  not 
been  able  to  ctFe<fl  that  purpofc.     In  the  after- 

I  4  noon, 
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noon,  Mr.  Broughton  went  on  ihorc  in  order  to 
view  from  the  hills  the  ilate  of  the  channel  into 
the  ocean.  This  prcfented  one  intire  range  of 
heavy  breakers,  reaching  acrofs  from  fide  to  iidc. 

Frefh  gales  w  ith  fqually  weather  from  the  S.  E. 
on  the  7th.  The  Chatham,  with  half  a  cable 
only,  rode  very  eafy ;  and  the  Jenny  lying  within 
her,  in  three  fathoms  water,  at  low  tide,  with 
the  cape  bearing  by  compafs  S.  E.  was  intirely 
becalmed  under  its  high  land.  The  afternoon 
being  m(  re  moderate  the  feine  was  hauled,  but 
with  little  fuccefs.  The  weather  ftill  continuing 
unfavourable,  the  next  day  was  employed  in  re- 
plenifliing  their  ftock  of  wood  and  water,  and 
Mr.  Broughton  in  perfon  founded  the  bay,  and 
part  of  the  channel.  The  depth  of  water  be- 
tween the  Chatham  and  Jenny,  and  within  the 
fpit  bank,  towards  a  Tmall  river  in  the  northern 
part  of  this  bay,  was  from  5  to  3,  4,  5,  0,  7,  and 
then  overfalls  of  2  and  3  fathoms,  to  the  fpit 
bank ;  where  the  water  broke  very  heavily. 
•From  the  Chatham  acrofs  to  the  breakers  off 
point  Adams,  were  found  not  lefs  than  4i  fa- 
thoms, but  the  fea  broke  fo  violently  that  he  was 
prevented  founding  through  the  channel,  which 
was  not  diftingullhable  in  any  dire«flion. 

Mr.  Manby  and  fome  others  of  the  gentlemen, 
■who  with  Mr.  Barker  had  been  up  the  fmall 
river,   returned   in   the  evening  with  eighteen 
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geefe,  beddes  a  great  number  of  ducks,  and  fomc 
fmallcr  birds. 

The  morning  of  the  Qth  brought  fair  and  plca- 
iant  weather,   with   the  wind   at   S.  E.     Mr. 
Broughton  again  vifited  the  hills  of  the  cape  to 
take  fomc  angles ;  the  fea  was  too  much  agitated 
by  the  breakers  to  allow  the  appearance  of  any 
opening  through  them  towards  the  ocean.     In 
his  walk  he  killed  a  fine  deer.     The  weather  be- 
ing more  modeiate  than  it  had  been  for  man^ 
days,  induced  a  number  of  the  inhabitants  to  viiit 
the  Cliatham ;   thcie  brought  a  large  fupply  of 
fifh,   and   moofe-decr   fufficient  for   the   crcw- 
Amongft  the  Indians  were  feveral  who  had  fol- 
lowed them  up  the  river,  and  who  now  brought 
their  various  commodities  for  fale,  in  the  fame 
friendly  manner   they  had  done   before.     The 
latitude  obferved  this  day  was  40"  !(/.     In  the 
afternoon  Mr.  Sheriff  was  fent  to  found,  and 
view  the  channel  out  to  fea.     On  his  return  it 
was  reported  to  be  clear,  fmooth,  and  no  where 
Icfs  than  four  fathoms  water. 

The  next  morning,  with  a  moderate  breeze  at 
E.  N.  E.  the  Chatham  weighed  at  half  ebb  from 
Baker's  bay,  lo  named  by  Mr.  Broughton  after 
the  commander  of  the  Jenny,  whole  track  he 
followed ;  Mr.  Baker  having  obligingly  offered, 
as  his  was  the  fmallell  vcffel,  to  lead  out,  and 
having  been  here  in  the  earlier  part  ot  the  ytar, 

he 
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he  was  better  acquainted  than  Mr.  Browghton 
with  the  courfe  of  the  channel.  After  making 
two  (hort  trij^s,  the  Chatham  juft  weathered  the 
cape,  and  the  breakers  that  lie  off  it.  The 
foundings  were  from  0  to  [}  and  1 1  fathoms,  the 
fca  extremely  irregular  and  confufed.  On  (land- 
ing over  towards  point  Adams,  the  depth  dc- 
creafed  to  0,  5,  and  4f  fathoms.  Their  courfe 
was  now  directed  W.  -|  S.  clofe  to  the  fonthern 
iidc  of  the  channel.  Here  the  heavy  beakers 
rolled  with  impetuous  force  againft  the  wind  and 
tide,  and  greatly  retarded  their  progrcfs.  For, 
notwithflanding  the  frefh  favourable  breeze  that 
blew  right  aft,  there  was  much  difficulty  to  keep 
the  vefl'ers  head  the  right  way,  owing  to  the 
violence  of  the  fca,  that  made  her  pitch  fo  in- 
ceffantly  as  to  ihake  the  wind  out  of  her  fails. 

The  Jenny  appeared  to  get  out  without  flap- 
ping any  water;  the  Chatham  followed  her  track, 
but  the  fca  broke  feveral  times  over  her  from  ftem 
to  ftern  ;  due  precautions  however  having  bceiji 
taken,  none  of  the  water  ffot  bciow.  In  this 
tinpleaflint  fituation  little  progrcfs  w\is  made. 
Mr.  Eroughton  fufpeding  they  might  have  oc- 
cafion  for  the  boats,  had  kept  them  both  out  in 
readinefs  for  any  emergency.  Unfortunately  one 
of  thefc  tremendous  furgcs  ftove  the  launch, 
which  filled,  and  by  the  violence  of  the  jerk  broke 
the  tow-rope.  One  of  their  marines  was  unhap- 
pily 
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pily  the  boat  keeper,  and  it  was  impofliblc  at  the 
moment  to  afford  him  any  other  afTiftancc  than 
that  of  veering  a  buoy  a-ftcrn ;  this  expedient 
however  failed,  and  they  had  every  rcafon  to  fear 
that  the  poor  fellow  would  be  drowned.  After 
contending  with  three  other  fuch  violent  billows, 
the  wind  and  tide  carried  the  vcffel  out  with 
great  velocity  ;  and  on  their  arriving  in  fmoother 
water,  the  cutter  was  inftantly  difpatched  to  the 
afliftance  of  the  marine,  who  was  perceived 
amidft  thofe  violent  agitations  of  the  water,  ftill 
holding  faft  of  the  launch  ;  which,  having  been 
more  fenfibly  operated  upon  than  the  veflcl  by 
the  ftrength  of  the  tide,  had  drifted  clear  out ; 
and  thofe  on  board  the  Chatham  had  the  inex- 
prcffible  happinefs  of  feeing  the  cutter  bring  both 
their  fhip-mate  and  the  launch  fafcly  alongfidc, 
with  the  lofs  only  of  the  furniture  that  fhe  had 
contained.  Both  boats  were  immediately  hoiftcd 
in,  and  the  Chatham  made  liiil  to  the  S.  S.  E. 
with  a  fine  breeze  at  N.  W.  in  company  with 
the  Jenny. 

Soon  after  the  Chatham  was  out  a  fhip  was 
fcen  in  that  quarter,  which  Mr.  Broughton  would 
have  concluded  to  be  the  Dasdalus  (tore  fliip,  had 
not  Mr.  Baker  informed  him  that  flic  had  joined 
the  Difcovery  off  the  entrance,  the  day  after  he 
went  up  the  river ;  the  fcqucl  however  fliewed 
that  he  was  not  miflakcn,  this  veflel  proving  to 

be 
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be  the  Daedalus,  which  had  been  detained  by  the 
inclemency  of  the  weather  in  Gray's  harbour, 
until  within  a  few  hours  of  her  being  feen  by  the 
Chatham. 

Thus  the  Chatham  quitted  Columbia  river ; 
the  reft  of  the  time,  till  (he  joined  the  Difcovcry, 
was  employed  in  performing  a  very  boifterous 
and  unpleai'ant  pail'agc,  until  Ihe  pafled  cape 
Mendocino,  exadly  fimilar  to  that  which  we  had 
experienced.  I  Ihall  conclude  this  account  of 
Columbia  river,  by  a  few  fliort  remarks  that  Mr. 
Broughton  made  in  the  courlc  of  its  furvey,  iu 
his  own  words : 

"  The  difcovcry  of  this  river  we  were  given 
to  underftand  is  claimed  by  the  Spaniards,  who 
call  it  Entrada  de  Ceta,  after  the  commander  of 
the  veiTcl,  who  is  faid  to  be  its  firft  difcoverer, 
but  who  never  entered  it ;  he  places  it  in  -lO°, 
north  latitude.  It  is  the  fame  opening  that  Mr. 
Gray  ftated  to  us  in  the  fpring,  he  had  been  nine 
days  off  the  former  year,  but  could  not  get  in,  in 
confequence  of  the  out-fctting  current.  That  in 
the  courfe  of  the  late  fummer  he  had  however 
entered  the  river,  or  rather  the  found,  and  had 
named  it  after  the  fliip  he  then  commanded. 
The  extent  Mr.  Gray  became  acquainted  with 
on  that  occafion  is  no  further  than  what  I  have 
called  Gray's  bay,  not  more  than  1 5  miles  from 
cape  Difappointment,  though  according  to  Mr. 
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Gray's  (ketch  it  meafurci  30  miles.  Ey  his  cal- 
culation its  entrance  lies  in  latitude  -lO'  lo',  lon- 
gitude '237°  18',  difll-rlng  materially  in  thcfe  rc- 
ipc<fts  from  our  obfcrvations. 

*•  The  entrance,  as  already  (Inted,  lies  between 
the  breakers  extending  from  cape  Difappointmcnt 
on  the  north  fide,  and  thofe  on  the  fouth  fide 
from  point  Adams,  over  a  fort  of  bar,  or  more 
properly  fpcaking,  over  an  cxtenfive  flat,  on  which 
was  found  no  iefs  depth  of  water  than  four  and  a 
half  fathoms.  The  beil  leading  mark  is  to  bring 
the  Tongue  point,  which  looks  like  an  ifland 
near  the  fouthern  fliorc,  to  bear  by  compafb 
about  E,  by  N.  and  then  fleer  for  it ;  this  was 
obfervcd  in  the  paflagcs  of  the  Chatham  in  and 
out,  though  on  the  latter  occafion,  circumftances 
were  too  unpleafimt  to  allow  of  great  precifion. 

"  From  the  information  and  experience  dcriv  [ 
cd  by  this  vifit,  it  appears  to  be  highly  advifeable, 
that  no  veffel  fhould  attempt  entering  this  port, 
but  when  the  water  is  perfedly  fmooth  ;  a  paf- 
fage  may  then  be  effe(5ted  with  fafety,  but  ought 
even  then  to  be  undertaken  with  caution :  bor- 
dering on  the  breakers  otF point  Adams,  and  keep- 
the  Tongue  point  well  open,  with  Chenoke,  or 
Village  point,  will  avoid  the  Spit  bank,  and  give 
a  clear  channel  up  to  Chcnokc ;  but  in  cafe  of 
failure  in  the  wind  or  tide,  it  will  then  be  moll 
advifeable  to  anchor  in  tJaker's  bay,  bringing  its 
!  entrance 
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'entrance  to  bear  north,  and  keeping  clofe  round 
the  Cape  breakers,  where  the  depth  of  water  is 
from  eleven  to  nine  and  fix  fathoms,  clofe  to  the 
Cape  fhorc.  Within  the  Cape  are  three  rocky 
illcts  in  the  bay,  the  middle  one  being  the  largeft; 
jiill:  on  with  the  Cape  is  the  line  of  diredion 
going  in,  or  out ;  leading  along  the  fouthernfide 
of  the  fpit  bank  in  deep  water,  and  near  tWs  iflct, 
bringing  the  Cape  to  bear  between  S.  and  S.  E,j 
is  good  anchorage,  in  five  fathoms  water;  The 
latitude  is  40"  !(>',  longitude  23d'  7',  arrd  the  va- 
riation of  the  compafs  20"  ealtwardly.  The 
jrreatefb  rife  and  fall  of  the  tide  in  this  bay  ob- 
fervcd  by  Mr.  Baker  was  twelve  feet ;  high  wa- 
ter at  full  and  change  at  half  pad  one  o'clock. 
Mr.  Manby's  obfervations  on  board  the  Chatham> 
confirmed  thofe  of  Mr.  Baker,  as  to  the  time  of 
high  water  ;  but  the  rife  and  fall  of  the  tide  with 
hirn  did  not  exceed  fix  feet,  and  the  greateft 
ftren2;th  of  the  tide  was  about  four  knots. 

"This  bay,  bcfidc  affording  good  and  fecure 
anchorage,  is  convenient  for  procuring  wood  and 
water ;  and,  by  keeping  upon  good  terms  with 
the  natives,  who  iecmcd  much  inclined  to  be 
friendly,  a  fupply  of  filli,  and  other  refrefhments, 
may  eafily  be  obtained.  The  heavy  and  confufcd 
fwell  that  in  bad  weatlier  conltantly  rolls  in  from 
the  fea  over  its  fiiullow  entrance,  and  breaks  in 
three  fathoms  water,  renders  the  fpacc  between 
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Baker's  bay  and  Chenokc  point  a  very  indifferent 
roadilead.  Cape  Difappointment  is  formed  by 
high  fteep  precipices,  covered  with  coarfe  grafs, 
the  fides  and  tops  of  the  hills  with  pine  trees. 
Point  Adams  being  the  fouth-eaft  point  of  en- 
trance is  low  and  fandy,  from  whence  the  coun-  * 
try  rifes  with  a  gradual  afcent,  and  produces  pine 
and  other  trees.  Any  further  nautical  informa- 
tion that  may  be  required  will  be  better  obtained 
by  reference  to  the  Iketch. 

;  *'  With  refped  to  its  natural  produdions,  and 
other  interefting  matter  ;  the  weather  experienc- 
ed on  board  the  velfel  having  uniformly  been 
fimilar  to  that  afterwards  encountered  at  fea,  pre- 
cluded any  competent  knowledge  being  acquired. 
The  trees  principally  compofmg  the  foreft,  were 
pines  of  different  kinds,  growing  to  a  large  fize, 
but  were  unequal  to  thofe  of  Nootka-  Near  the 
water-fide  were  found  maple,  alder,  and  afli,  and 
at  fome  difttince  up  the  river,  bcfide  thefc,  the 
oak,  poplar,  and  oriental  ffrawljerry  tree  were 
produced,  with  many  other  forell  trees,  unknow  n 
to  the  gentlemen,  who  made  a  fliort  excurfioii 
into  the  country,  and  wdio  were  only  able  to 
judge  of  the  indigenous  quadrupeds  or  animals, 
by  the  Ikins  the  natives  wore  or  brouj"ht  to 
barter  ;  thefc  were  fimilar  to  thole  found  on 
other  parts  of  the  coaft.  The  birds  that  were 
procured  were  large  brown  cranes,  white  fwaus,

white  and  brown  gecfe,  ducks,  partridges,  and 
fhipcs  ;  a  variety  of  others  were  fecn  that  could 
not  be  taken.  All  that  were  brought  on  board, 
excepting  the  brown  cranes,  proved  excellent  at 
table.  The  river  fcemed  to  abound  with  fifli, 
from  the  fupply  the  natives  provided,  confiding 
of  two  forts  of  falmon,  both  very  good  ;  fturgeon 
of  a  large  fize  and  very  fine  flavor,  with  filver 
bream,  herrings,  flat  fifli,  and  foirdinias ;  of  thcfe 
four  laft  forts  fome  were  caught  in  the  feine. 
The  flcirts  of  the  woods  afforded  a  moft  excellent 
green  vegetable,  rcfembling  in  appearance  and 
tafte  the  turnip-top  when  young.  A  bulbous 
root,  about  the  ilze,  and  not  unlike  the  crocus, 
that  ate  much  like  mealy  potatoe,  wild  mint, 
ground  ivy,  and  wild  lavender,  all  thefe  the  na- 
tives make  great  ufe  of,  together  with  berries  of 
various  kinds,  particularly  the  cranberry,  of  a  moft 
excellent  flavor,  and  the  firft  we  had  feen  on  this 
coall:.  • '  '  ('•       i^  ■  u*  I    1 

*'  The  natives  differed  in  nothing  very  materi- 
ally from  thofc  we  had  vifitcd  during  the  fummcr, 
but  in  the  decoration  of  their  pcrfons ;  in  this  re- 
fpe(5l,  they  furpaifed  all  the  other  tribes  with 
paints  of  different  colours,  feathers,  and  other  or- 
naments. Their  houfcs  feemed  to  be  more  com- 
fortable than  thofe  at  Nootka,  the  roof  having  a 
greater  inclination,  and  the  planking  being 
thatched  over  with  the  bark  of  trees.  The  en- 
trance 
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trance  is  through  a  hole,  in  a  broad  plank,  cover- 
ed in  fuch  a  manner  as  to  rcfemble  the  face  of  a 
man,  the  mouth  ferving  the  purpofe  of  a  door- 
way. The  fire-place  is  funk  into  the  earth,  and 
confined  from  fpreading  above  by  a  wooden  trame , 
The  inhabitants  are  univerfally  addided  to  fmok- 
ing.  Their  pipe  is  fimilar  to  ours  in  iliape  ;  the 
bowl  is  made  of  very  hard  wood,  and  is  externally 
ornamented  with  carvings  ;  the  tube,  about  two 
feet  long,  is  made  of  a  fmall  branch  of  the  elder. 
In  this  they  fmoke  an  herb,  which  the  country 
produces,  of  a  very  mild  nature,  and  by  no  means 
unplcafant ;  they  however  took  great  pleafure  in 
fmoking  our  tobacco  ;  hence  it  is  natural  to  con- 
clude, it  might  become  a  valuable  article  of  traf- 
fic amongft  them.  In  mofi:  other  refpe(51:s  they 
refcmble  their  neighbours,  as  to  their  manners 
and  mode  of  living,  being  equally  filthy  and  un- 
cleanly. 

"  The  foil  of  the  low  ground  was  mofily  a  fi:ifF, 
rich  clay,  capable  to  all  appearance  of  being  made 
very  produd:ive ;  that  on  the  high  land  amongft 
the  pine  trees,  a  black  mould,  feemingly  com- 
pofcd  of  decayed  vegetables." 

Having  now  concluded  Mr.  Broughton's  very 
intercfting  account  of  the  river  Columbia,  and 
the  adjacent  country  ;  I  fhall  in  the  next  chapter 
proceed  with  the  tranfadioii3  of  the  Daedalus ; 
and,  in  the  firft  place,  notice  Mr.  Whidbey's  ac- 
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account  of  Gray's  harbour  ;  where,  although  he 
was  longer  detained  from  us,  he  had  not  an  op- 
portunity of  employing  his  time  to  fo  much  ad- 
vantage in  geographical  purfuits  as  Mr.  Brough- 
ton ;  the  regions  allotted  to  his  examination  hav- 
ing been  found  of  very  limited  extent. 
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CHAPTER  IV. 

Mr.  IF/udbeys  Accoimt  of  Grays  Harbour—  Tranf- 
aSilons  of  the  Dadalus  at  the  Marquefas,  and  at 
fome  newly-difcovered  Ifland^s— Murder  of  Lieu- 
tenant Hergefl  at  Woahoo— Arrival  of  the  Dada- 

Ii^s  at  Kootha. 

T  fun  fct,  on    the    1 8th  of  Odober,  the 
^  Daedalus  anchored  before  the  entrance  of 
Gray's  harbour,   in  fcvcn  fathoms  water,   about 
half  a  mile  from  the  reef  that  extends  from  the 
north  point  of  entrance  ;  a  boat  was  fcnt  to  exa- 
mine the  pa%c  into  this  harbour,  but  returned 
with  little  more  information  than  that  of  its  being 
very  intricate,  and  that  it  would  require  much 
time  to  become  acquainted  with  it.     At  day- 
light the  next  morning,  a  boat  was  again  fent  for 
the  fame  purpofe,  and  afterwards  the  fliip  wasgot 
under  weigh,  in  order  to  be  in  readinefs ;  but  the 
boat   not   returning,  another  was  difpatched  at 
noon,  and   at  three  o'clock  both  returned ;  the 
firft  having  been  detained  by  the  ftrength  of  the 
flood  tide.     From  their  report  the  fhip  immedi- 
ately bore  away,  and  pailed  a  bar  in  1 8  feet  wa- 
ter.    The  bar  extends  diredly  acrofs  the  entrance 
into  the  harbour,  which  is  about  a  mile  wide ; 
from   whence  they  proceeded  up  the  channel! 
formed  by  two  reefs  about  three  quarters  of  a 
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mile  afunder,  extending:  into  the  ocean  from  the 
points  of  land  which  form  the  entrance  into 
this  harbour.  Here  the  depth  of  water  rcgU'- 
larly  increafed  from  four  to  eleven  fathoms,  but 
the  ebb  tide  made  fo  ftron'.!:,  that  althoLii*;h  the 
fhip  went  nearly  at  the  rate  of  five  knots,  little 
progrefs  was  made ;  this  compelled  them  to  an- 
chor about  feven  o'clock  in  the  latter  depth,  hav- 
ing a  clear  fandy  bottom.  The  outer  breakers 
on  the  reef,  forming  the  northern  fide  of  the  paf- 
fagc,  bore  by  compafs  S.  58  W.  diftant  two 
miles;  a  dry  fand  bank  N.  81  W.  half  a  mile 
diftant ;  the  inner  breakers  on  the  fame  fide  N. 
34  E.  at  the  like  diflance  ;  the  outer  breakers  on 
the  fouthern  fide  S.  32  W.  diftant  two  miles; 
and  the  inner  breakers  on  that  fide,  N.  05  E, 
thefe  form  the  channel  within  the  bar :  there  is 
alfo  a  breaker  on  the  bar  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile 
from  the  S.  W.  point  of  the  northernmofi:  ledge 
of  breakers,  vv'hich  bore  S.  50  W. 

On  the  morning  of  the  L'oth  the  wind  blowing 
a  ftrong  gale  from  the  N,  E.  prevented  the  fliip 
moving  ;  but  whilll  the  flood  tide  lallcd,  the 
boats  were  profitably  employed  in  the  further 
examination  of  the  channel.  The  obferved  lati- 
tude w^as  found  to  be  46'^  58\' . 

Fair  weather  attended  the  N.  E.  gale,  which 
continued  until  the  next  morning,  when  the 
wind  veered  to  the  S.  E.  the  Daedalus  then  flood 
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into  the  harbour,  and  was  moored  about  noon  in 
4  fathoms  water,  off  the  north  point  of  entrance. 
This  is  a  rounding  point,  bearing  by  compafs 
from  N.  34  W.  to  N.  08  W.  the  former  diilant 
half  a  mile;  the  fouth  point  of  entrance  bore  S. 
20  W.  and  the  intermediate  fpace  was  fhut  in 
from  the  fea  by  the  reefs.     This  anchorage  was 
found  to  be  a  very  fnug  and  fafe  fituation,  and  it 
was  a  fortunate  retreat,  as  a  hard  gale  of  .wind  fet 
in  from  the  S.  E.  with  a  great  deal  of  rain,  which 
continued   until  the  next  morning,   when  Mr. 
Whidbey  began  his  examination  of  the  harbour. 
It  feemed  to  be  of  no  great  extent,  as  the  land 
appeared  to  be  clofely  conne(3:ed  on  every  fide; 
the  operation  however  proved  to  be  very  tedious, 
in  confcqucnce  of  the  very  bad  weather,  and  the 
difficulty  of  approaching  the  feveral  parts  of  the 
lliore  on  which  it  was  necclTary  to  land.     This 
furvey  was  not  finiflied  fo  far  as  the  boats  could 
proceed,  until  the  morning  of  the  20th.     The 
north  point  of  entrance,  named  by  Mr.  Whidbey 
after  Captain  Brown,  now  Rear  Admiral,  is  fituat- 
ed  in  latitude  4/°,  longitude  230''  T'\   the  vari- 
ation of  the  compafs  1 8   eafterly.     From  hence 
its  fouthern  point  of  entrance,    which  obtained 
the  name  of  Point  Hanfon  after  Lieutenant  Han- 
fon  who  commanded  the  Daedalus,  lies  S.  10  E. 
diftant  about  two  miles  and  a  quarter  from  the 
former :  the  breakers  of  the  northern  fide  of  the 
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channel  ftrctch  firft  S.  33  W.  lo*-  half  u  league, 
and  then  S.   72  W.  two  miles  ant'  three  quar- 
tcrs  further,  where  they  terminate  on  that  fide. 
Thofc  on  the  fouthern  fide  extend  firit  N.  50  W. 
for  a  mile,  and  then  S.  Oi    W.  two  miles  aiid 
three  quarters   further,  where  thefe  alio  termi- 
nate.    From  thefe  terminations  of  the  reefs,  the 
bar  ftretches  acrofs  from  point  to  point,  on  which 
at  high  neap  tides  there  is  only  twenty  feet  water; 
having  on  it  the  breaker  before  noticed,  contrad- 
ing  the  width  of  the  paiTagc,  which  can  only  be 
confidered  to  lie  betw^een  it  and  the  fouthern  reef. 
After  paffing  the  bar  the  channel  appeared  to  be 
uninterrupted,  the  northern  fide  being  the  deep- 
eft,  with  regular  foundings  from  four  to  fourteen 
fathoms;  the  latter  depth  was  found  in  the  nar- 
roweft  part,  not  more  than   half  a  mile   wide, 
between    the    two    firft    mentioned   projedtini; 
points  of  the  reef,  from  the  points  of  the  harbour. 
Thence  in  the  line  of  mid-channel  the  depth  dc- 
creafes  to  fix  fathoms  between  the  points  of  the 
harbour,  and  to  four  and  three  fathoms  towards 
the  fouthern  fide,  which  is  the  fhallowcft;    it 
however  increafes  to  ten  and  decreafcs  airain  to 
fix  and  three  fathoms  near  point  Brown:  this  is 
the  boldeft  ihore,  and  affords  a  fpace  of  near  two 
miles  in  extent  to  the  N.  E.  eaft  and  S.  E.  of  it, 
where  may  be  found  good  and  fecure  anchorage ; 
with  regular  foundings  from  ten  to  four  fathoms ; 
..:-'■':•-  to 
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to  the  north  is  excellent  anchorage  alfo  in  four 
to  fix  fathonn  water,  though  this  is  more  confined 
by  the  flioals.  From  point  Brown,  to  a  point 
up  the  harbour,  lying  from  it  N.  05  E.  at  the  dif- 
tancc  of  four  miles  and  a  quarter,  which  obtained 
the  name  of  Point  New  after  the  mafter  of  the 
ilorc  fliip,  the  northern  fhore  forms  a  deep  ba}', 
falling  back  near  a  league  and  a  half  from  the 
line  of  the  two  points.  This  bay  is  occupied  by 
flioals  and  overfalls  commencing  about  a  mile  to 
the  north  of  point  Brown,  ftretching  nearly  in 
an  eaftern  diredion,  and  pafling,  about  a  mile  to 
the  fouthward  of  point  New,  up  to  the  navigable 
extent  of  the  harbour,  which  terminates  in  an 
eaftern  diredlion  about  two  leagues  from  point 
Brown,  though  the  fliores  on  each  fide  retires 
about  half  a  league  further  back ;  but  the  inter- 
mediate fpace,  confiftingof  afhallow  flat,  (where 
was  the  appearance  of  a  fmall  rivulet)  prevented 
the  head  of  the  harbour  from  being  approached. 
From  this  ftation  the  Ihoals  on  its  fouthern  fide 
take  a  dire<5lion  nearly  S.  73  W.  until  they  reach 
within  about  one  mile  and  three  quarters  of  point 
Brown,  lying  from  that  point  S.  45  E. ;  there,  a 
point  is  formed  that  ftretches  to  the  fouthward, 
and  admits  of  a  narrow  channel  of  about  four  an4 
five  fathoms  water,  between  them  and  the  fhoal 
that  lies  on  the  eaftern  fide  of  point  Hanfbn, 
into  a  fmall  cove,  lying  from  that  point  S.  50  E. 
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two  miles  dlrtant.     Thcfc  ilioals,  extending  ni- 
tircly  round  the  harbour,  are  in  fomc  parts,  par- 
ticularly on  its  foLithcrn  lide,  dry  at  low  water, 
and  on  them  arc  lodged  great  numbers  of  dead 
trees  and   logs  of  drift  timber.     There  are  alfo 
two  other  flioals  fituatcd  at  the  diftance  of  two 
miles  to  the  caftward  of  point  Brown,  lying  near- 
ly in  a  north  and  fouth  dircdion.     The  eaftern- 
mofl,  which  is  the  largeft,  and  partly  a  dry  fand, 
nearly  conneds  the  two  flioal  banks,  admitting 
a  narrow  paiTage  to  the  north  of  it  with  five 
fathoms,  and  another  to  the  fouth  of  it  in  w  hich 
there  is  only  three  tathoms  water.     The  rife  and 
lall  ot  the  tide  was  here  found  to  be  about  ten 
feet,  and  it  is  high  water  about  50 '  after  the 
moon  palTcs  the  meridian.     The  only  leading 
marks  for  failing  into  this  harbour,  are  two  fmall 
red  cliffy  iflets  lying  to  the  N.  W.  of  point  New; 
the  outermofl  of  thefe,  having  the  refemblance. 
of  a  flower  pot,  in  a  line  with  point  Brown,  leads 
over  the  centre  of  the  bar;  as  alfo,  over  part  of 
the   northern  reef,   which  is  eafily  avoided   by 
keeping  in  the  depth  of  water  already  mentioned, 
after  croffing  the  bar.     Any  further  nautical  in- 
formation that  may  be  required,  will  be  found 
by  reference  to  the  iketch  of  this  furvey. 

This  port  appears  to  be  of  little  importance 
in  its  prefent  flate,  as  it  affords  but  two  or  three 
fituations  w  here  the  boats  could  approach  fuf- 
.     ;  ficicntly 
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iiciciitly  near  the  fliorcs  to  effect  a  landing ;  the 
moll  commodious  place   was  at  point  Brown ; 
another  near  point  Hanfon  ;  and  one  in  the  cove 
or  creek  to  the  S.  E.  of  that  point.     The  ihal- 
lowncfs  of  the  water  on  the  bar  alfo  renders  it  by 
no  means  a  dcfirable  port.     To  pafs  this  is  im- 
praclicablc  unlcfs  near  high  water,  even    with 
veffels  of  a  very  moderate  fize,  and  it  fliould  then 
be   attempted  with   the   utmoil  caution ;  fmcc 
Mr.  Whidhey  had  great  reafon  to  behcve  that  it 
is  a  fliifliiig  b:ir  ;  there  being  a  very  apparent  dif- 
ference  in   the   channel  on  their  arrival,  and  at 
their  departure,  when  it  feemcd  to  have  become 
much  wider  but  lefs  deep.      A  dry  fand  bank 
which  lay  near  their  anchorage  the  firft  evening 
on  the  north  fide  of  the   channel,  was  now  in- 
tlrcly  waflicd  away  by  the   violence  of  the  fea, 
whlchhad  incciTarrtiy  broke  upon  the  ilioals  and 
bar. 

Wood  and  water  are  at  too  2i;reat  a  diftance  to 
l>e  eafdy  procured,  particularly  the  latter,  which 
is  found  in  fmall  fprings  only,  running  through 
the  fand  near  point  Hanfon,  at  the  diftance  of  a 
mile  from  the  landing  place,  over  a  very  heavy 
fund., 

The  furrounding  (hores  are  low  and  apparently 
fwampy,  with  fait  marflies ;  the  foil  is  a  thin 
mixture  of  red  and  white  land,  over  a  bed  of 
ftoncs  and  pebbles.     At  a  fmall  diftance  from  the 
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water  fide  the  country  is  covered  with   wood, 
principally  pines  of  an  interior  Itiinted  growth. 

Both  the  D.cdalus  and  Chatham  had  greatly 
the  advantage  of  the  Difcovery,  by  being  detain- 
ed in  port  during  the  bolftcrous  weather  that  wc 
contended  with.  There  they  procured  a  moil 
abundant  Aipply  of  excellent  fifh,  and  wild  fowl; 
the  produdions  of  Gray's  harbour  being  fimllar 
t(3  thofe  found  in  and  about  Columbia  river.  Sal- 
mon, llurgcon,  and  other  fifli,  were  plentifully 
obtained  from  the  natives,  and  geefc,  ducks,  and 
other  wild  fowl,  lliot  by  themfelves  in  fuch  num- 
bers, as  fometimes  to  ferve  the  whole  of  their 
crews.  The  bell  fportlng  ground  in  Gray's  har- 
bour was  found  to  be  on  its  fouth  fide. 

Mr.  Whidbcy  cftimatcd  the  number  of  Indians 
inhabiting  this  place  at  about  one  hundred;  they 
fpoke  the  Nootka  language,  but  It  did  not  ap- 
pear to  be  their  native  tongue;  and  they  feemed 
to  vary  in  little  or  no  rcfpcS:  from  thofe  people 
we  had  occafionally  feen  during  the  fummer. 
Their  behaviour  was  uniformly  civil,  courteous, 
and  friendly.  In  Mr.  Whidbey's  cxcurfion  to 
the  head  of  the  harbour  he  was  vifitcd  by  nine- 
teen of  them,  who,  having  fatlsfied  their  curlo- 
fity  and  received  fome  trivial  prefcnts,  were  about 
to  depart,  when  the  boat  in  endeavouring  to  ap- 
proach a  fmall  rivulet  became  entangled  amongft 
ihoals,  {linken  logs  of  wood,  and  flumps  of  trees  ; 
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on  \\  Inch  tlific  hciiij;  Ionic  icii  occafioncd  tlic 
boat  tVciiiu'titiv  to  llrikc,  and  rendered  its  fitiui- 
tion  \cv\  difa^i^rceahlc  ;  the  friendly  Indians,  per- 
ceiving their  embarrafliiient,  very  kindly  by 
figns,  and  other  means,  afforded  thcni  fuch  aflfift- 
ancc  as  Toon  conduced  them  into  deep  water, 
when  they  took  their  leave  and  dcnartcd. 

Mr.  VV^iidbev  confidered  them  to  be  rather  a 
more  ilender  race  than  we  had  been  accuftomed 
to  ice,  and  that,  contrary  to  the  generality  of 
the  men  we  had  become  acquainted  witli  on  the 
coall  of  North  Well  America,  thefc  did  not  ap- 
pear to  be  jealous  of  their  women,  but  allowed 
them  to  repair  on  board  the  vcflcl,  where  they 
remained  many  hours  at  a  time  much  to  their 
fatisfaiilion.  They  appeared  to  be  divided  into 
three  diilinc^l  tribes,  or  parties,  each  having  one 
or  two  chiefs.  When  enquiries  were  made  of 
any  one  p;irty  refpcding  the  other  two,  they 
would  reply  that  the  others  were  bad  people,  and 
that  the  party  qucftioned  were  the  only  good 
Indians  in  the  harbour.  Hence  may  be  inferred 
that  they  were  at  this  time  at  variance,  and  that 
their  intereils  were  totally  feparate  from  each 
other.  Some  of  their  wnv  canoes  were  fecn  : 
thefe  had  a  piece  of  wood  rudely  carved,  perfo- 
rated, and  phiced  at  each  end,  three  feet  above 
the  gunwale  ;  through  thefc  holes  they  are  able 
to  difchargc  their  arrows,  without  expofing  their 
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perfons  to  their  advcrfarics,  cither  in  advancing 
or  retreating.  Each  canoe  held  twenty  people 
or  upwards ;  little  difFercnce  appeared  in  their 
bows  or  arrov/s  from  thofe  generally  met  with  ; 
the  former  were  fomevvhat  more  circular,  and 
the  latter  were  pointed  with  iron,  copper,  or 
flicHs,  fome  of  which  were  barbed  ;  thefc  feemed 
to  be  their  moll:  favourite  weapon,  and  were 
managed  with  great  dexterity.  One  of  the  In- 
dians defircd  the  mate  of  the  Dccdalus  to  llioot  a 
pelican  fitting  on  the  water  about  fifty  yards  off. 
The  niate  fired  twice  with  fmgle  ball  without 
hurting  the  bird,  wifich  kept  its  ftation.  The 
Indian  milfcd  it  with  tlie  firfl  arrow,  but  w^ith  the 
fecond  he  pierced  through  the  wing  and  body  of 
the  pelican,  to  the  great  exultation  of  all  the 
natives  prefent.  They  arc  v«^ell  verfed  in  com- 
mercial purfults,  and  dealt  very  fairly  and  ho- 
nellly.  For  fea-otter  Ikins  they  fomctimes  re- 
quired iron  in  exchange,  but  in  general  fold 
them  for  copper  and  woollen  cloth.  About 
thirty  or  forty  good  fea-otter  ikins,  with  many 
of  inferior  quality,  were  thus  purchafcd;.  for 
their  lefs  valuable  commodities  they  were  partial 
to  pale  blue  beads,  two  of  which  would  buy  a 
large  falmon.  They  appeared  to  be  a  hardy 
people,  and  inured  to  the  inclemency  of  the 
weather  ;  which,  when  at  the  worft,  did  not 
deter  them  from  \  ifiting  the  fliip,  though  the 
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fea  frequently  broke  intirely  over  tliem.  On 
fuch  occafions  they  bale  their  canoe,  and  paddle 
on,  without  the  leafl:  apparent  concern. 

This  is  the  fubftance  of  the   information  ac- 
quired by  Mr.   Whidbey  in   his  vifit  to  Gray's 
luirbour  ;  and,  as  the  oblervalions  made  on  the 
paiiage  of  the  Daedalus  from  thence  to  Mon- 
terrey, would,  like   thofe   of  the   Chatham,   be 
only  a   repetition  of  what  has  been  already  re- 
lated, I  fliail   now  proceed  to   ftate   fome  inte- 
vcfting  intelligence  colleded  from  letters  written 
off  Owhyhee  by  the   late  Lieutenant   Hergeft, 
agent  to   the  Diedalus  tranfport,  rcfpe6ling  his 
tranfadions  at  the  Marquefas,   and   the   difco- 
very  of  fome  iflands  to  the  N.  W.  of  them,  with 
an  extract  from  his  lo2;-book  on  the  fame  fub- 
je6ls  ;  together  with   the  account  given  by  Mr. 
Thomas  Tsew,  the  mailer,   of  the   unfortunate 
death  of  that  officer,  and  of  the  late  Mr.  Goocli 
the  aftronomcr.     As  the  preceding  part  of  Mr. 
Hergefh's  voyage  appeared  by  the  journals   on 
board  to  contain  no  very  intcrefting  intelligence, 
the  narrative  will   commence  on  the  arrival  of 
the  Diedalus  at  the  Marquefas. 

The   length   of  the   palfage   frorii  Falkland's 
iflands  into  this  ocean,  rendered  it  necelfi 
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tunity to  recruit  his  vratcr,  and  procure  refreili- 
jucnt?,  cfpec'ially  as  the  charadcr,  that  had  been

lately  publlflicd  in  England  of  the  inhabitants  on 
the  Sandwich  iflands,  made  it  uncertain  that 
any  ilippllcs  would  be  procured  from  that  quar- 
ter. Having  made  the  Marquefas,  Lieutenant 
Hcrgcft  direded  his  courfe  for  llcfolution  bay  in 
the  ifland  of  Ohetahoo  ;  where  the  Daedalus  an- 
chored on  the  evening  of  the  L'l'd  of  March, 
1792,  in  22  fathoms  water,  Ua<\y  bottom;  hav- 
ing worked  into  the  bay  againll  \ery  heavy 
fqualls  and  gulls  of  wind,  which  came  douu 
with  great  fury  from  the  hills  that  overlook  the 
Ihores. 

In  one  of  thefe  heavy  fqualls,  about  four 
o'clock  the  next  morning,  they  parted  from  theiy 
anchor  and  drove  out  of  the  bay.  The  veUci 
was  Scarcely  clear  of  the  points  when  Mr.  Her- 
gcll  difcovcrcd  the  fliip  to  be  on  fire.  They  had 
all  been  prevented  flceping  during  the  night  by 
the  Alio  having:;  been  full  of  fmoke  ;  thofe  who 
had  the  watch  on  deck  attributed  this  circum- 
{lancc  to  the  fmoke  having  come  from  the  fliorc; 
and  this  opinion,  very  inconfiderately  and  without 
refledlion  had  been  generally  adopted,  until  Mr. 
Hergeft,  after  the  fliip  had  cleared  the  points  of 
the  bay,  in  going  into  the  cabin  was  convinced 
that  the  fmoke  oriiirinated  from  a  nearer  and 
more  al arming  caufc.  On  lifting  up  the  gun 
room  fcuttle,  there  immediately  iflued  an  im- 
nicnfe  column  of  fmoke,  which   left  no,  doubt 
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of  their  perilous  fituation,  as  the  fire  was  clofe  to 
the  magazine.  Not  a  moment  was  loll  in  get- 
tiag  out  the  powder,  and  putting  it  into  a  boat 
alongfide,  but  this  was  no  eafy  talk  to  perform  ; 
as  the  gun-room  was  extremely  hot  and  full  of 
fmoke,  and  the  powder,  very  injudicioully,  hud 
been  promifciiouHy  llowed  amongft  the  fhip's 
provifions.  On  this  occafion  there  appears  to 
have  been  no  exertion  wantin::;  in  the  crew  of 
the  Diedalus,  to  whofc  credit  Mr.  Hergeft  ob- 
serves, that  in  that  trying  moment  every  man 
ftood  firm  to  his  duty,  without  fiifFering  fear  or 
panic  to  fvverve  them  from  its  execution ;  al- 
though on  fomc  other  occafions  they  had  given 
him  mix.'',  ^r()uble  and  ferious  concern.  At  firll 
the  fire  v  .  i  ppofed  to  have  been  occafioned  by 
Ibme  oakum,  flowed  in  the  forepart  of  the  gun- 
room, taking  fire,  by  accidentally  getting  wet ; 
fince  no  lights  had  ever  been,  near  it.  After  ai 
large  quantity  of  provifions  had  been  hoiftcd  up 
to  get  out  the  powder,  the  fmoke  was  ftill  found 
toafccnd  from  below;  this  circumftance,  with  that 
of  the  deck  being  fo  hot  as  not  to  allow  the  peo- 
ple keeping  their  hands  upon  fome  leaxl  that  was 
laid  upon  it,  convinced  them  that  the  fire  muft  be 
in  the  lazaretto  below,  where  fome  purfers  beds 
were  now  recollected  to  have  been  vciy  improperly 
ftovved ;  and  from  the  feas  they  had  Ihipped  dur- 
ing the  tcmpefluous   weather   which  they  had 
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experienced  in  their  pallage  round  cape  Horn; 
no  doubt  was  entertained  that   thcfc  beds   had 
got  wet  and  had  taken  fire.     Every  minute  con- 
firming Mr.  Hergeft  in  this  opinion,  care  was 
immediately  taken  to  ftop  every  avenue  and  cre- 
vice about  the*  after  hatch-way,   to  prevent  any 
communication  of  air  before   they   ventured  to 
fcuttle  the  deck  for  the  purpofc  of  extinguifli- 
jng  the  fire  by  pouring  water  over  it.     Happily 
they  had  day-lifflit  for  executino;  this ;  and  were 
fbon  convinced  that  the  fire  had  originated  as 
they  had  lafl  conjedured,  from  the  appearance  of 
the  afcending  fmoke,  on  fcuttling  the  deck,  as 
alfo  of  the  good  effed:  of  their  judicious  labours. 
Other  holes  were  now  bored  immediately  over 
the  beds,  and  after  pouring  down  large  quanti- 
ties of  water,  they  foon  had  reafbn  to  be  grate- 
.%lly  thankful  to  Divine  Providence  for  fb  timely 
and  critical  a  prefervation.     Some  of  the  beds 
were  entirely  confumed ;  a  cafe  on  which  they 
were  laid,  as  alfo    the   deck   over  them,    were 
burnt  fome  way  into  the  wood  to  a  black  cinder. 
Little  elfc  was  flowed  v>'ith  thcfc  beds  but  rum 
and  oil ;  fo  that  had  the  fire  once  broke  out  into 
a  blaze,  the  extinguifiiing  it,  or  preventing  its 
communication    with    thcfe    inflanimable    fub- 
ftances,  would  have  been  morally  impolfible,  and 
their  dcflruclion  would  have  been  Inevitable. 
The  fire  thus  providentially  difcovered  and 
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happily  extinguifhed,  all  the  bedding,  being 
either  burnt  or  rotten,  was  got  up  and  thrown 
overboard.  Fearful  of  drifting  too  far  to  lee- 
ward, they  were  obliged  to  make  fail  in  order 
to  work  into  the  bay,  although  the  decks  at  this 
time  were  very  much  encumbered.  Many  of 
the  natives  were  about  the  fliip,  employed  in 
picking  up  the  rotten  bedding  that  had  been 
thrown  into  the  fea.  At  eleven  in  the  fore- 
noon they  anchored  near  their  former  ftation. 
The  natives  had  taken  away  the  buoy,  but  had 
faftened  a  piece  of  wood  to  the  buoy-rope,  which 
anfwered  all  the  purpofes  of  recovering  their  an- 
chor ;  this  was  foon  efFedled,  and  the  ihip  ftea- 
died  with  the  kedge  anchor  to  the  fouthward  ; 
the  fouth  point  of  the  bay  bearing  by  compafs 
S.  W.,  the  north  point  N.  W.,  and  the  water- 
ing-place E.  by  N.  one  mile  diftant.  The  vil- 
lage in  the  fouth  cove  being  the  neareft  fhore, 
was  at  the  diftance  of  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile.   ' 

In  the  afternoon  Mr.  Hcrgeft  in  the  cutter, 
attended  by  the  fecond  mate  in  the  long  boat, 
went  to  procure  water,  and  landed  with  the 
mate  and  three  men,  though  not  without  much 
difficulty  on  account  of  the  furf.  This  did  not 
permit  them  to  put  more  than  iwo  calks  on 
fhore.  Many  of  the  natives  were  aflemblcd,  and 
in  confcqucnce  of  there  being  no  chief  amongft 
them  were  foon  found  to  be  very  troublefomc. 
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as  they  dole  every  thing  they  could  make  off 
with,  fo  that  not  a  bucket  was  left  them  to  fill 
the  cafks  with  water.  Mr.  Hergeft,  finding  that 
his  party  on  (liore  would  require  confiderable  re^ 
inforcement  to  cfFe<Iit  his  purpofe,  was  about  to 
embark,  when  one  of  his  people  claimed  his  at- 
tention. The  natives  had  amufed  themfelves 
by  pulling  the  hair  of  a  young  man,  and  other 
waggifli  tricks,  whilfl  his  endeavours  to  prevent 
this  rudenefs  afforded  the  reft  of  the  Indians  as 
high  an  entertainment  as  it  would  have  done  an 
^nglifh  rabble.  Thefe  indignities  were  fo  gall- 
ing to  the  poor  fellow,  that  no  longer  able  to 
endure  them,  and  not  being  in  a  fituation  to  re- 
fent  the  infults  he  received,  he  burlt  into  a  flood 
of  tears.  On  Mr.  Hergeft  reproaching  him  in 
rather  harfh  terms  for  cxpofing  fo  great  a  proof 
of  his  weaknefs,  he  found  himfelf  fuddenly 
turned  round  by  the  natives  who  were  behind 
him,  and  his  fowling  piece  forcibly  wrenched 
out  of  his  hand.  On  the  impulfe  of  the  mo- 
ment he  called  to  the  mate  to  fire  and  bring 
down  the  thief,  but  fortunately,  "I  fay  fortu- 
"  nately/'  repeats  Mr.  Hergeft,  **  his  piece  was 
**  not  cocked,  and  I  had  time  to  recolleft  that 
"  his  mufket  was  then  the  only  one  on  fhore  ; 
*'  and  there  is  no  faying  what  confequences 
**  might  have  followed  had  the  thief  been  fliot." 
Mr.  Hergeft  and  his  party  very  prudently  retired 
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immediately  to  their  boats,  which  they  effefted 
without  any  oppofition ;  but  on  rc-cmbarking, 
it  was  found  that  fome  of  the  Indians  had  dived 
under  water  and  cut  the  long  boat's  grapnel- 
rope,  by  which  means  they  loft  the  grapnel; 

Thefe  unprovoked  injuries  and  indignities 
were  not  eafily  to  be  put  up  with ;  and  Mr^ 
Hergeft  very  properly  refledf^,  that  palling  by 
fuch  infults  and  deprec'  ions  luld  only  enco  *- 
rage  the  iilanders  to  perfevere  in  thefe  unwar- 
rantable practices.  In  order,  therefore,  to  awe 
them  into  better  behaviour,  he  rowed  clofe  to 
the  beach,  and  difcharged  a  volley  of  mufkctoons 
and  fmall  arms  over  their  heads.  This  meafure 
had  the  good  efFe<ft  of  driving  them  all,  except- 
ing one  man,  from  the  beech  among  the  trees ; 
this  fellow  was  bold  enough  to  remain,  and 
throw  ftones  with  his  fling  at  the  boats.  Mr. 
Hergeft  however  took  no  notice  of  him,  being 
determined  to  fhew  them  the  efFed:  of  their  great 
guns,  four  of  which  were  fired  over  the  village 
on  his  return  to  the  Daedalus.  Thefe  produced 
ftich  confternation,  that  the  natives  were  feen 
making  the  beft  of  their  way  in  every  dire6lion 
towards  the  mountains. 

The  clearing  the  Ihip's  decks  and  putting  her 
to  rights  employed  all  hands  till  nearly  dark, 
when  one  of  the  natives  fwam  oft"  with  their  ufual 
cniigns  of  pence,  a  green  bough,  wrappcu  up  in 
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white  cloth ;  this  he  threw  into  the  fliip,  and  im- 
mediately returned  to  the  fhore.  By  this  adl  of 
humiliation  on  the  part  of  the  natives,  Mr.  Hcr- 
geft  had  great  rcafon  to  exped  that  he  fhould  be 
enabled  to  carry  into  execution  the  fcrvice  they 
had  to  perform  on  Ihore,  without  further  molef- 
tation  ;  and  to  hope  that  none  of  the  Indians  were 
killed  or  materially  hurt,  as  his  intention  was  only 
to  frighten  them,  and  by  the  fuperiority  of  his 
powers  to  flievv  them,  that  fuch  improper  beha- 
viour fliould  not  long  remain  unchaftifed.  In 
thefe  expectations,  the  next  morning  (October 
24th)  he  met  with  no  difappointment,  though  it 
was  not  poiTible  to  reftrain  intirely  the  cxercife  of 
their  thievilh  faculties,  even  on  board  the  lliip. 
The  aftronomer's  theodolite,  in  its  cafe,  happen- 
ing to  be  on  deck,  one  of  them  contrived  to  con- 
vey it  away,  but  being  difcoveredfwimming  with 
it  to  his  canoe,  a  mulkct  was  difcharged  by  the 
chief  mate,  and  it  had  the  good  effect  of  making 
the  Indian  abandon  his  prize,  which  was  re- 
covered, the  cafe  being  fufficientto  keep  it  afloat. 
After  this  the  natives  fupplied  them  with  bread 
fruit,  together  with  a  large  quantity  of  other  ve- 
getables, and  a  few  fmall  pigs. 

On  Mr.  Hergeil's  return  to  the  fliore,  with  a 

guard  well  armed,  for  the  purpofe  of  procuring 

water,  no  inconvenience  arofe  from  the  nat'--s; 

on  the  contrary ,  they  cheerfully  alliftcd  in  1.  am<- 
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ming  off  to  the  boats,  filling  and  rolling  down 
the  water  caiks,  and  in  other  fervices,  for  which 
they  Were  liberally  rewarded  with  fuch  trivial  ar- 
ticles as  they  moft  highly  eftecmed. 

One  pcrfon  only  had  been  iecn  bearing  the  ap- 
pearance of  a  chief,  whofe  name  was  Tu-ow,  and 
who  had  been  amongit  their  firft  vifitors  on  their 
arrival.  In  the  afternoon  he  brought  as  a  prefent 
fome  vegetables,  with  a  fmall  pig  or  two,  for 
which  he  received  a  fuitahle  reward  ;  and  was  al(b 
prefented  by  Mr.  Hcrgeft  with  the  only  Englllli 
fow  he  had  left,  for  the  purpofc  of  improving  the 
breed  of  thofe  animals  in  that  country.  Their 
operations  were  now  carried  on  in  a  very  ami- 
cable manner,  but  the  number  of  vifitors  greatly 
impeded  their  bufmcfs;  to  obviate  this  inconve- 
nience the  colours  were  hoifted,  in  order  to  fig- 
nify  that  the  Ihip  was  tabooed.  This  had  the  de- 
fired  effc6i  with  refpedl  to  the  men;  but  the  wo- 
men, who  probably  had  more  incitements  than 
bare  curiofity,  were  not  to  be  fo  eafily  rcftrained. 
They  ftill  continued  to  fwim  from  the  Ihore  in 
fuch  numbers,  that  they  were  obliged,  frequently, 
to  fire  muikcts  over  their  heads  to  deter  them  from 
advancing. 

A  tolerable  fupply  of  vegetables  was  obtained, 
but  fo  few  hogs,  that  it  was  noon  on  the  20th 
before  a  fufficient  number  were  procured  to  ferve 
the  fliip's  company  at  the  rate  of  one  pound  and 
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a  half  per  man  ;   and  thefe  were  purchafcd  with 
twelve  inches  of  bar  iron  for  each  fmall  pig. 

Two  chiefs,  who  vifited  the  Ihip  on  the  27th, 
reflored  the  grapnel  that  had  been  ftolen,  and 
promifed  to  bring  back  Mr.  Hergcft's  fowling- 
peace.  In  the  afternoon  Mr.  Hergeft  was  em- 
ployed in  furveying  and  founding  the  bay,  the 
depth  of  water  was  found  to  be  regular  from  30 
fathoms  at  its  entrBnce  to  nine  fathoms  towards 
the  fliore,  admitting  of  good  anchorage  within 
that  fpacc.  Round  the  Ihores  of  the  bay,  at  a 
very  fmall  diftance,  the  depth  of  water  was  from 
fevcn  to  five  and  four  fathoms. 

Having  completed  their  fupply  of  water  on  the 
29th  of  Odobcr,  and  having  finiihed  all  the  bufi- 
nefs  they  were  here  defirous  of  executing,  juft 
as  they  were  preparing  to  fail  the  two  chiefs  who 
had  returned  the  grapnel  rcvifited  the  (hip,  and 
repeated  their  promife  that  the  fowling  piece 
fhould  be  reftored.  In  confequence  of  their  for- 
mer good  behaviour  they  had  received  many  va- 
luable prefents  ;  and  as  they  were  now  in  Mr. 
Hergcft's  power,  and  as  he  v»as  well  alTured  that 
they  could  obtain  the  reftitution  of  his  gun,  he 
informed  one  of  the  chiefs  that  the  fliip  was  im- 
mediately going  to  fea,  and  that  if  the  fowling 
piece  was  not  inftantly  fcnt  on  board  he  fhould 
be  carried  away  from  his  ifland.  To  thefe  threats 
he  paid  little  attention,  until  an  armed  centinel 
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was  placed  to  guard  him  in  the  cabin  ;  when  his 
apprehcnfions  became  vifible,  and  were  not  a  Httlc 
augmented  by  the  alarm  of  the  Indians  on  board, 
moft  of  whom  quitted  the  Ihip.      Mr.  Hergeft, 
perceiving  his  agitation,  ufed  every  means  to  af- 
fure  him,  that  he  (hould  not  be  hurt,  but  yet  i^ 
the  gun  was  withheld,  that  he  would  on  a  cer- 
tainty proceed  with  him  to  fea.     Tliis  converfa- 
tion  had  the  dcfred  effcd;  a  mcflagc  was  fent  to 
the  chief  in  whofe  poflcirion  the  piece  was,  and 
in  about  half  an  hour  a  canoe  was  fccn  coming 
towards  the  (hip  displaying  the  ufual  emblems  of 
peace,  in  which  was  a  chief  who  had  brought 
back  the  gun,  and  to  whom  Mr.  Hcrgeft  deliver- 
ed up  the  prifoncr  unhurt.     The  tears,  eager  fa- 
lutation,  and  the  fond  delight  expreflcd  by  the 
chief  who  had  been  detained  on  again  embracing 
his  countrymen,  plainly  difcovercd  the  terror  of 
his  mind  under  the  apprehenfion  of  ibeing  them 
no  more.     They  now  parted  very  good  friends, 
and  both  the  prifoner  and  the  other  chief  fcomed 
perfectly  reconciled  on  receiving  fome  ufeful  pre- 
fcnts. 

Thus  the  Dardalus  quitted  the  ifland  and  its 
inhabitants  with  whom  they  fcemed  to  be  conti- 
nually on  the  eve  of  a  quarrel,  in  confcquence  of 
their  repeated  and  daring  thefts.  Mr.  Hcrgeft 
very  humanely  concludes  the  account  of  his  tranf- 
a^tions  at  the  Marquefas,  by  exprefling  much  hap-

pincfs  that  he  hiul  not  been  driven  to  the  melan- 
choly ncccf!]ty  ot  putting  any  ot"  the  natives  to 
death,  lor  the  fecurity  of  their  property;  and,  ex- 
cepting one  nil  n  tvho  was  dctedcd  in  ftealing 
a  bucket,  and  v\l,o  was  fuffcitd  to  reach  his  ca- 
noe before  a  inulket  was  fired,  with  the  inten- 
tion to  iVipliUn  him  by  pafliiig  the  ball  through 
his  CcULK,  hut  which  unintentionally  palTed 
through  the  calf  of  his  leg,  no  other  perfon  ap- 
peared to  have  received  the  lead  injury.  This 
was  a  very  fortunate  circumftance,  as  the  fliot 
fired  from  the  great  guns  went  far  up  the  valley, 
\vherc  were  many  of  their  habitations ;  and  their 
efcaping  unhurt  on  that  occafion  was  more  than 
could  well  have  been  expedcd.  It  is,  however, 
very  probable  tliey  may  not  fare  fo  well  on  the 
future  arrival  of  other  vclfcls,  fmce  their  inordi- 
nate propenfity  to  thieving  feems  l)eyond  all  re- 
ftraint  or  contrcul ;  and  there  did  not  appear  to 
jbeany  chief  amongfl  them,  who  poflelVed  either 
inclination  or  authority  fufhcicht  to  deter  them 
from  iuch  pradiccs. 

In  the  evening,  about  five  o'clock,  they  weigh- 
ed and  fleered  to  the  northward.  At  day-light 
the  next  morning  (soth  Odober)  they  came 
within  fight  of  fbmc  iflands,  which  appeared  to 
Mr.  Hergelt  to  be  new  difcoveries.  Thofe  firfl 
feen  were  three  n  number,  one  bearing  by  com- 
pafs  N.  by  E.  the  other  N.  by  W.  and  the  third 

s.  w. 
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S.  W.  by  S.  They  fetched  the  S.  W.  part  of  the 
caftcrnmofl;,  where  a  good  bay  was  found  with  a 
/andy  beach.  Some  rocky  iilcts  He  to  the  S.  E. 
of  it,  and  from  a  gully  in  the  X.  \V.  part  of  the 
bay,  there  was  an  appcanmcc  of  procuring  a  fup- 
ply  of  water.  To  the  eaft  of  the  fouth  point 
there  appeared  anotlicr  good  buy  ;  and  along  the 
vsollern  Ihorc,  Ihallow  broken  water.  But,  on 
rounding  that  point,  and  hauling  to  the  north 
along  the  wcil  lide,  the  biokcn  water  was  found 
to  extend  not  more  than  a  quarter  of  a  mile  from- 
the  fnore.  On  this  fide  there  is  neither  cove  nor 
inlet,  only  a  rocky  Ihore,  with  two  fmall  rocky 
iflets  off  its  N.  W.  point.  This  ifland  is  about 
fix  leagues  in  circuit,  and  is  in  latitude  8°  50' 
fouth;  longitude  220"  r)l'  eaft.  It  is  inhabited 
by  a  tribe  of  feemingly  friendly  Indians,  fome  of 
whom  vifitcd  the  Ihip  in  their  canoes.  In  the 
valHes  were  a  great  number  of  cocoa  nut  and  plan- 
tain trees,  and  the  whole  iiland  prefcnted  an  in- 
iinitely  more  verdant  and  iertilc  appearance  than 
thofe  they  had  juft  quitted.  From  hence  they 
ilood  over  to  the  fouthcrnmoil:  iiland  whir',  no- 
pears  at  a  dlllance  like  a  remarkably  high  rock, 
with  three  jjcakcd  rocks  clofe  to  it ;  thcfe  are 
about  the  middle  of  the  ifland.  The  night  was 
fpent  in  keeping  their  ftation  near  it,  and  in  the 
morning  their  courlc  was  diicdcd  towards  its  S. 
W.  point.     As  the  fliorc  was  approached,  the 
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land  was  fcen  to  be  well  cultivated  and  nume- 
rouily  inhabited.  More  than  one  hundred  Indi- 
ans were  foon  affembled  round  the  (hip  in  their 
canoes,  difpofmg  <f  cocoa  nuts,  plantains,  &c.  for 
beads  and  other  trifles,  and  behaving  in  a  very 
friendly  manner.  At  the  S.  W.  end  of  this 
ifland  is  a  very  good  bay,  with  a  Tandy  beach  in  its 
caftern  part.  Al.  ng  the  fouthcrn  fide  are  other 
bays;  one  in  particular  appeared  to  retire  deeply 
in  towards  the  fouth  eaft  end  of  the  iiland,  having 
an  illet  lying  off  it,  not  unlike  in  (liape  to  a  cathe- 
dral, and  other  rocks  and  iflets.  From  the  weft 
point  of  this  ifland,  forming  alfo  the  weft  point 
of  the  fincft  and  dcepcft  bay  it  affords,  its  ihores 
trend  round  to  the  N.  E.  and,  like  the  welt  fide 
of  the  ifland  they  were  at  the  preceding  day, 
(which  received  the  name  of  Riou's  Island) 
are  rocky,  and  bear  rather  a  ftcril'e  appearance. 
This  ifland  obtained  the  name  of  Tr even  en's 
Island;  it  is  fituated  in  latitude  Q''  14'  fouth, 
longitude  220"  21'  caft. 

In  the  forenoon  of  the  ift  of  April,  the  fouth 
fide  of  the  third  ifland  was  pai'ied,  which  was 
named  Sir  Henry  Martin's  Island;  imme- 
diately to  the  well:  of  its  S.  E.  point,  called  point 
Martin,  is  a  djcp  wcU-lhciteied  bay  bounded  by 
fandy  beaches,  this  obtained  the  name  of  Comp- 
troller's Bay  ;  it  was  not  exan'.ined,  but  on 
paffing  had  the  appearance  of  a  lafe  and  commo- 
dious 
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dious  port.  At  its  head  was  a  break  in  the  (liores, 
fuppofed  by  fome  to  be  the  mouth  of  a  rivulet, 
but  as  it  appeared  too  large  for  fo  fmall  an  iiland 
to  afford,  Mr.  Hergeft  was  rather  incliited  to  be- 
lieve it  only  a  deep  cove. 

They  were  here  vifitedby  many  of  the  natives 
paddling  and  failing  in  their  canoes;  who  be- 
haved in  a  very  civil  and  friendly  manner.  About 
two  leagues  to  the  weftward  of  point  Martin  is 
a  very  fine  harbour,  extending  deep   into  the 
ifland,  and  bounded  by  a  moft  delightful  and  fer- 
tile country.     Mr.  Hergeft,  accompanied  by  Mr. 
Gooch,  went  with  the  cutter  to  take  a  iketch, 
and  to  examine  the  port,  which  he  called  Port 
Anna  Maria.     It  was  found  to  be  very  eafy  of 
accefs  and  egrefs,   without  any  fhoals  or  rocks 
that  arc  not  fufficicntly  cc  nfpicuous  to  be  avoid- 
ed ;  the  depth  at  its  entraicc  24  fathoms,  gra- 
dually dccreafing  to   fcveu    tathoms,    within   a 
quarter  of  a  mile  of  itslliores ;  the  bottom  a  fine 
fand,  and  the  furrounding  land  affording  moft 
perfed.  fccurity  agalnlt  the  winds  ancf  fea  in  all 
diredlons.     An  excellent  run  of  fine  water  flows 
into  the  harbour,  which  poflefles  every  advan- 
tage that  could  be  defired. 

The  country  feemed  to  be  highly  cultivated, 
and  was  fully  inhabited  by  a  civil  and  friendly 
race  of  people,  readily  inclined  to  I'upply  what- 
ever refreihmcnts  their  country  afforded.     Our 
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people  were  Induced  to  entertain  this   opinion 
from  the  hofpitable  reception  they  experienced 
on  landing,  from   the  ohiefs  and  upwards  of  fif- 
teen hundred  of  the  natives  who  were  aflcmbled 
on  the  Ihori's  of  the  harbour.     On  their  return 
to  the  ih'ip  they  found  the  fame   harmony  fub- 
fifting  there   with  the  Indians,   who  had  carried 
off  and  fold  a  fbpply  of  vegetables  and  fome  pigs. 
They  renewed  their  route  along  the  fouth  fide 
of  the  IflanJ  to  its  S.  VV.  p  Ant,  when  they  haul- 
ed their  wind  along  the  wcilcrn  fide.     This  is  a 
rocky  iron  bound  llure  without  cove  or  bay.    It 
had  a  verdant  appearance,  but  no  great  fign  of 
fertility,  nor  \vcrc  any  habitations  or  natives  per- 
ceived.    About   fun-fet    they    difcovcred  what 
appeared  like  a  large  rock  to  the  north-weftw'ard, 
about  fix  or  Ccvcn  leagues  difi:ant,  and  during  the 
night  they  remained   near  Sir   Henry  Martin's 
ifland;  but  In   the   morning  not  being  able  to 
fetch  Its  N.  E.  point  they  quitted  It;   its  N.  W. 
fide  appeared  to  contain  fome  fmall  bays,  and 
towards  its  N.  E.  extremity  the  land  turned,  ap- 
parently, fliort  round,  forming  a  bay  l^)mething 
fimllar  to,  but  not  fo  deep  as  Comptroller's  bay. 
Another  rock  jufi:  above  water  now  fliewcd  its 
head  to  the  caftward,    and    to  the    northwa-d 
of  that  before  mentioned.     Thefe  Mr.  Hergell 
reprcfents  to  be  dangerous;  they  lie  nearly  W. 
by  N.  about  fix  leagues  from  the  weftern  fide  of 

Sir 
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Sir  Henry  Martin's  illand,  which  is  about  fixtccn 
leagues  in  circuit.  Its  centre  is  fituatcd  In  fouth 
latitude  8**  51',  longitude  220"  ig',  caft. 

After  leaving  this  ifland,  two  others  were  dif- 
covered  to  the  northward  of  them.  On  the 
morning  of  the  3d  of  April  they  bore  up  to  the 
fouthward,  along  the  cafl  fide  of  the  fouth-weft- 
ernmoft.  This  is  the  largeft  of  the  two,  its  fhores 
arc  rocky,  without  any  coves  or  landing  places, 
and  though  its  furface  was  green  it  produced  no 
trees,  yet  a  few  llirubs  and  bullies  were  thinly 
fcattered  over  the  face  of  the  rocks;  nor  did  it 
feem  to  be  otherwife  inhabited  than  by  the  tro- 
pical oceanic  birds.  Thefe  were  in  great  num- 
bers about  it,  and  it  feemed  to  be  a  place  of  their 
general  rcfort.  The  N.  W.  fide,  however,  had 
a  more  favourable  afped:,  and  although  its  fhores 
were  alfo  rocky  a  number  of  trees  were  pro- 
duced, as  well  on  the  fides  of  the  hills,  as  in  the 
vailies.  This  fide  atfordcd  fome  coves  where 
there  is  good  landing,  particularly  in  one  near  the 
middle  ;  this,  from  the  appearance  of  its  north- 
ern fide,  was  called  Battery  Cove.  A  little 
more  than  a  mile  to  the  north  of  this  cove  is  a 
bay,  which  Mr.  Hcrgeft  and  Mr.  Goocli  ex- 
amined. Good  anchorage  and  regular  found- 
ings were  found  i'rom  eighteen  to  five  i'athoms 
water;  the  bottom  a  fuic  dcctr^iiul.  An  excel- 
lent run  of  frclh  \'.ater  difch:ir,^!;ed  itl'clf  into  the 
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bay  near  a  grove  of  cocoa-nut  trees;  here  they 
landed,  and  found  a  place  of  interment,  and  a 
hut  near  half  a  mile  from  it  by  the  fide  of  a  hill; 
but  there  were  no  people,  nor  the  appearance  of 
any  having  been  recently  there ;  although  it  was 
manifeft  that  they  did,  on  fome  occafions,  rcfort 
to  the  ifland.  This  induced  Mr.  Hergefl  to  for- 
bear cutting  down  any  of  the  cocoa-nut  trees  as 
he  had  at  firft  intended  to  do  ;  and  he  procured 
by  other  means  as  many  of  the  fruit  as  ferved  the 
whole  crew,  with  five  to  each  perfon.      ,  „,        .. 

The  landing  was  but  indifferent  on  account  of 
the  furf;  but  water  is  eafily  obtained.    ,  '  .,  ^ 

After  afcertaining  the  lafl  mentioned  ifland  to 
be  eight  miles  long  and  two  miles  broad,  and  to 
be  fituated  in  fouth  latitude  7°  53',  longitude 
219°  47'  eafl,  they  took  leave  ofthcfe  iflands  the 
next  morning;  and  to  the  N.  E.  of  the  lafl,  at 
the  diflance  of  about  a  league,  they  difcovcrcd 
another,  nearly  round  and  much  fmallcr,  with 
two  illets  lying  off  its  S.  W.  point;  to  this  was 
given  the  name  of  Roberts's  Isla>'d. 

Mr.  Hergefl  flatcs,  that  during  the  time  he  was 
amongfl  thcfe  iflands  and  at  the  Marquefas,  they 
were  fubjedt  to  frequent  heavy  fqualls  and  much 
rain.  He  compares  the  inhabitants  of  this  group 
to  thofe  of  the  Marquefas,  in  colour  and  in  fize: 
but  in  manners,  behaviour,  drcfs,  and  ornaments, 
excepting  that  of  their  being  \c{^  punifturcd,  they 
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more  rcfembled  the  people  of  Otahcite  and  tl*c 
Society  iflands. 

On  the  firft  informjition  of*  the  Daedalus  hav- 
ing vifited  thcfe  iflands,  I  concluded  they  had  not 
been  feen  before,  and  to  commemorate  the  dif^ 
covery  of  a  very  w^orthy  though  unfortunate  frien4 
and  fellow  traveller  in  my  more  early  periods  of 
navigating  thefe  feas,  I  diftinguiflied  the  whole 
group  by  the  nameot  Hergest's  Islands.    But 
I  have  fmce  been  informed,  that  thcfe   iflands 
had  been  difcovered  and  landed  upon  by  /bme  of 
the  American  traders,  and  that  in  fine  weather 
the  fouthemmofl:  is  viflble  from  Hood's  ifland, 
the  mofl:  northern  of  the  Marquefas.     Hence 
they  arc  confidcred  by  fome  as  properly  apper- 
taining to  that  group,  although  neither  the  Spa- 
nifli  navigator,  nor  captain  Cook  who  vifited  the 
Marquefas  after  him,  had  any  knowledge  of  fuch 
iflands  exifl:ing. 

This  is  the  amount  of  all  the  information  I 
have  been  able  to  colled:  from  Mr.  Hergeil's  pa- 
pers refped;ing  his  voyage  thus  far;  the  imperfect 
arrangement  of  which  offers  an  additional  cauie, 
if  an  additional  caufe  could  be  wanting,  to  lament 
the  untimely  and  melancholy  fate  of  that  valuable 
officer;  who,  in  feveral  intercfting  particulars  in 
his  obfervations  oti  thcfe  iflands,  refers  to  docu- 
ments which  1  have  never  feen,  and  which  would 
gf  courfe   have  enabled  me  to  illufirate  many 
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points  and  defcriptions  which,  for  that  rcafon,  I 
have  not  been  able  to  hifert.  -   •'  ^ 

The  unfortunate,  as  well  ns  the  fuccefsful  ad- 
ventures of  pcrfons  employed  on  fervices  of  a 
public  nature,  being  generally  objeds  of  minute 
inquiry,  I  Ihall  conclude  this  chapter  with  the 
account  delivered  to  me  by  Mr.  New,  the  mafter 
of  the  Diedalus  tranfport,  of  the  melancholy  fate 
that  attended  Lieutenant  Hergeft  her  com- 
mander, Mr.  Gooch  the  aftronomer,  and  the 
unfortunate  feaman  who  was  murdered  with 
them. 

In  their  paiTage  from  Hcrgeft's  to  the  Sand- 
wich illands  there  did  not  appear  any  thing  wor- 
thy of  remark  except  a  ftrong  current  that  fet  at 
the  rate  of  30  miles  a  day,  and  obliged  them  to 
ftand  to  the  eaftward  left  they  ihould  fall  to  lee- 
ward of  thofc  iflands.  The  Daedalus  by  this 
means  arrived  ofFOwhyhee,  and  Mr.  Hergeft  re- 
ceived the  orders  I  had  left  there.  From  thence 
he  proceeded  to  the  N.  W.  fide  of  Woahoo,  not 
having  any  expectation  of  finding  the  Difcovery 
at  that  time  on  the  fouth  fide  of  the  ifland,  as  I 
had  appointed.  This  unfortunate  determina- 
tion, though  contrary  to  the  orders  I  had  given, 
appeared  to  him  at  the  time  to  be  right,  in  order 
to  infure  the  moft  expeditious  paflagc  towards 
Nootka. 

In  the  morning  of  the  7th  of  May,  the  Daeda- 
lus 
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lus  arrived  in  that  bay  where  the  Refblutlon  and 
Difcovery  had  anchored  in  1779;  but  Mr.  Her- 
geft  declined  anchoring  there,  as  he  confidered 
the  inhabitants  of  that  neighbourhood  to  be  the 
moft  favage  and  deceitful  of  any  amongft  thofe 
ifiands.     For  this  reafon  he  lay  to,  and  purchased 
from  the  natives  fome  hogs,  vegetables,  and  a  few 
gourds  of  water.     In  the  evening  he  flood  off 
ihore,  and  defired  that  the  inhabitants   would 
bring  a  further  fupply  of  water  and  rcfrelhment*- 
the  next  morning ;  but  it  falling  calm,  and  the 
current  fetting  the  Ihip  to  the  weftward,  it  was 
near  noon  on  the  1 1  th  before  they  regained  the 
fhore,  when  Mr.  Hergeft  receded  from  his  for- 
mer wife  determination,  and  unhappily  for  him- 
felf  arid  thofe  who   fell   with  him,  ordered  the 
Ihip  to  be  anchored.     The  cutter  was  hoifled  out 
and  veered  aflern  for  the  better  convenience  of 
purchafing  water  from  the  natives,  but  before 
three  cafks  were  filled,  which  was  foon  done,  he 
ordered  the  cutter  alongfide,  the  full  cafks  to  be 
taken  out  and  replaced  by  empty  ones ;  and  then, 
accompanied  as  ufual  by  Mr.  Gooch,  he  went 
on  fhore,  and  another  boat  was  hoifled  out  for 
the  purpofe  of  obtaining  water;  while  thofe  on 
board   continued  making  purchafes  until   near 
dark.     At  this  time  the  cutter  returned,  with 
only  five  perfbns  inflead  of  the  eight  who  had 
gone  oh  fhore  in  her,  from  whom  was  learned 
VojL.  III.  M  the 
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the   diftrefling    intelligence,  that  Mr.  Hcrgeft, 
Mr.  Gooch,  and  two  of  the  boat's  crew  having 
landed  unarmed  with  two  of  the  water  cafks  to 
fill,  their  defencelefs  fituation  was  perceived  by 
the  natives,   who  immediately  attacked  them, 
killed  one  of  the  people,  and  carried  off  the  com- 
mander and  the  aftronomer.     The  other  being 
a  very  {lout  active  man  made  his  efcape  through 
a  great  number  of  thefe  favages,  fled  to  the  boat^ 
and  with  two  others  landed  again,   w;ith  two 
muikets,  and  with  the  intention  to  refcue  their 
officers,  and  to  recover  the  body  of  their  meiT- 
mate.     They  foon  perceived  that  both  Mr.  Hcr- 
geft  and  Mr.  Gooch  were  yet  alive  amongft  a 
vaft   concourfc   of  the  inhabitants,   who  were 
Itripplng  them,  and  forcing  them  up  the  hills 
behind  the  village  :  they  endeavoured  to  get  near 
the  multitude,  but  were  fo  affailed  by  ftoncs 
from  the  crowd,  who  had  now  gained  the  fur- 
rounding  hills,  that  they  were  under  the  painful 
neceffity  of  retiring;  and  as  night  was  faft  ap- 
proaching, they  thought  it  moft  advifable  to  re- 
turn on  board,  that  more  efFecftual  means  might 
be  rcforted  to  on  this  unfortunate  occafion. 

Mr.  New  immediately  aflcmbled  all  the  ofii- 
cers,  to  confult  with  them  what  was  bcft  to  be 
done.  It  was  agreed  to  {land  off  and  on  with, 
the  fli'lp  during  the  night,  and  in  the  morning  to 
fend  the  cutter  well  manned  and  armed  onfliore,. 
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and  if  pofliblc  to  recover  their  unfortunate  com- 
mander and  fliipmates.  An  old  chief  belonging 
to  Attowai,  who  had  been  on  board  fince  the 
Daedalus  entered  the  bay,  and  had  been  promifed 
by  Mr.  Hergeft  a  palTage  to  his  native  illand, 
went  alfo  in  the  boat,  to  afTift  as  an  interpreter, 
and  to  employ  his  good  offices.  He  was  firfl 
landed,  and  went  towards  the  natives,  of  whom 
he  demanded  the  abfent  gentlemen ;  on  which 
he  was  informed  they  were  both  killed  the  pre- 
ceding night.  Having  delivered  this  meflage, 
he  wa«  fent  back  to  demand  their  bodies ;  but 
was  told  in  reply,  that  they  had  both  been  cut  in 
pieces,  and  divided  amongft  feven  different  chiefs; 
at  leaft  it  was  fo  underftood  by  thofe  in  the  boat 
from  the  language  and  figns  which  the  chief 
made  ufe  of. 

After  this  converfation  the  favages  came  in 
great  numbers  towards  the  fea  fide,  and  threw 
ftones  at  the  party  in  the  boat,  who  fired  feveral 
times  and  at  length  obliged  them  to  retire. 
Finding  their  errand  to  be  completely  fruitlcfs, 
the  boat  returned  on  board,  in  which  the  old 
chief  re-embarked,  and  the  vcfTel  bore  away  to 
land  him  agreeably  to  a  former  promife  at  At- 
towai ;  but  when  they  were  about  five  or  fix 
leagues  to  leeward  of  Woahoo,  about  five  in  the 
evening,  the  old  chief  made  a  fuddcn  fprii  g  over- 
board, and  fvy  am  from  the  fliip,  which  was  in- 
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ftantly  brought  to,  but  on  finding  that  he  ftiH 
continued  to  fwim  from  them,  without  the  leaft 
inclination  of  returning  on  board,  they  filled  their 
fails,  and  having  then  no  bufincfs  at  Attowai, 
they  made  the  beft  of  their  way  towards  Nootka, 
agreeably  to  my  diredlions. 

On  the  1 3th  of  June  they  made  the  Americai> 
coaft ;  the  wind  having  been  conftantly  in  the 
N.  W.  quarter,  they  were  not  able  to  fetch 
higher  up  than  the  latitude  of  41°  3o',  from 
whence  they  beat  to  windward  the  reft  of  the 
way  to  Nootka,  where  they  arrived  on  the  4  th 
of  July.  In  compliance  with  a  letter  of  inftruc- 
tions  left  by  the  late  commander  of  the  Dadalus 
in  his  bureau,  addrcfied  to  Mr.  Thomas  New  in 
cafe  of  his  death,  Mr.  New  opened  the  difpatches 
addreiTed  to  me  from  the  Lords  of  the  Admiralty, 
and  agreeably  with  the  directions  they  contained, 
he  delivered  to  Sen'  Quadra,  the  commanding 
officer  at  that  port,  the  letter  therein  inclofed, 
and  addrefied  to  him  from  the  Spanifh  minifter. 

Thus  conclude  all  the  matters  and  tranfadions^ 
of  our  voyage  up  to  the  end  of  the  year  1 7 92, 
In  the  following  chapter  I  fhall  refume  the  nar- 
rative of  our  proceedings  at  Monterrey.

Departure  of  Lieutenant  Broughtonfor  England — 
Progrejs  towards  the  Sandwich  JJlnnds — Fruit-^ 
hfs  Search  for  the  [/lands  of  Los  Majos — Arrive

THE  preceding  chapters  brought  to  a  con- 
cluiion  the  various  occurrences  of  our  voy* 
age  to  the  end  of  1  792 ;  the  beginning  of  the 
following  year  was  not  marked  by  any  thing  of 
very  particular  moment.  Se.n'  Quadra's  bene- 
volent difpofition  encouraged  me  again  to  ob- 
trude on  his  goodnefs  by  requefting  fome  black 
cattle  and  (hecp,  for  the  purpofe  of  cftablilhing  a 
breed  of  thofc  valuable  animals  in  the  Sandwich 
iflands.  A  dozen,  being  as  many  as  we  could 
poflibly  take  on  board,  were  immediately  pro- 
vided, confiding  of  four  cows,  four  ewes,  two 
bulls,  and  two  rams.  The  profpedl  we  had  of 
a  good  paflage  to  thofe  iflands  induced  me  to  lay 
myfelf  under  this  additional  obligation,  hoping 
by  fuch  an  importation,  to  accomplilh  at  once 
'  M  3  tho 
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the  purpofc  I  had  in  contemplation ;  which,  if 
efFeded,  could  not  fail  of  being  highly  beneficial, 
not  only  to  the  rcfident  inhabitants,  but  alfo  to 
all  future  vifitors. 

Notwithftanding  that  I  was  extremely  anxious 
to  get  away  from  Monterrey  that  the  further 
objeds  of  our  purfuit  might  re-commcncc,  and 
that  we  might  be  no  longer  the  caufe  of  Sen' 
Quadra's  detention,  yet,  with  our  utmoft  labours 
and  exertions,  it  was  not  until  Sunday  the  6th 
that  the  feveral  charts,  drawings,  letters,  and 
other  documents  were  in  readinefs  to  be  tranf- 
mitted  to  England. 

After  this,  having  no  further  occafion  for  our 
eftablifliment  on  ihore,  the  tents,  obfervatory, 
inllruments,  and  every  other  article  were  refliip- 
ped,  it  being  my  full  determination  to  fail  with 
the  land  wind  the  following  evening,  Monday 
the  7th :  in  the  interval  1  was  honored  on  board 
with  the  company  of  Sen"  Quadra,  Caamano, 
the  commandant  of  the  Prcfidio  with  his  lady, 
and  moft  of  our  Spanifli  friends. 

In  the  courfe  of  the  afternoon  a  very  material 
alteration  took  place  in  the  weather,  for  the  firil 
time  fmce  our  arrival  in  this  bay.  The  wind 
blew  a  hard  gale  from  the  S.  E.  attended  with 
heavy  fqualls  and  torrents  of  rain.  In  addition 
to  this  another  circumftance  concurred  to  detain 
us  fome   time  longer.     The   armourer  of  the 
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Chatham,  a  moft  incUiftrious  and  excellent  work- 
man, found  an  opportunity  in  the  courfc  of  the 
day,  with  one  of  the  Chatham's  bcft  marines,  to 
abfcnt  thcmfelvcs.  The  abilities  and  generally 
good  comiuc^t  ot*  the  armourer,  made  his  lofs  a 
matter  ot*  no  fmall  confcqucnce,  efpecially  as 
there  was  no  other  perfon  in  our  little  commu- 
nity that  was  competent  to  fill  his  poft.  The 
only  mode  to  be  purfued  for  their  recovery,  was 
to  make  a  proper  and  formal  application  to  Sen* 
Quadra,  and  to  Sen  Arguello,  the  commandant 
of  the  Prefidlo.  In  confcqucnce  of  this,  thefc 
gentlemen  took  funilar  fteps  to  thofe  which  on 
a  former  occafion  had  recovered  a  feaman  belong- 
ing to  the  Difcovery,  who  had  attempted  to 
make  his  efcape.  The  better  to  infure  fucccfs 
in  this  inftancc,  a  reward  of  twenty-five  dollars 
for  each  of  iue  dcferters  was  offered  to  the  fol- 
dicrs,  who  were  difpatched  in  every  diredion  in 
fearch  of  them.  The  like  fum  was  offered  by 
Sen'  Quadra,  by  the  commandant,  and  by  my- 
felf,  to  any  per  Ion  who  would  deliver  them  up, 
or  who  fliould  be  the  caufc  of  their  being  taken. 
The  lofs  we  had  thus  fuftained,  and  the  adive 
exertions  making  to  rcpiiir  it,  would  at  any  rate 
have  induced  me  to  wait  a  few  days  for  the  event 
of  our  refcarches.  The  S.  W.  and  foutherly 
winds  with  fuccecding  calms  continued,  how- 
ever, to  prevent  our  fiiiling  until   Sunday  the

13th,   when  in  the  morning  the  regular  fea* 
breeze  from  the  N.  W.  prevailed. 

During  this  interval  no  tidinr^s  had  been  gained 
of  the  abfentees,  and  the  foldiers  who  had  been 
{ent  in  queft  of  them  returned  unfucrefsful. 
Sen"^  Quadra  evidently  felt  much  diftrcflcd  that 
{o  unfortunate  an  occurrence  ihould  take  place 
juft  on  the  eve  of  our  Reparation,  and  iiTued 
orders,  that  on  their  being  apprehended  they 
lliould  be  imprifoned ;  that  they  might  be  for- 
warded to  me  at  Nootka,  during  any  period  of 
our  remaining  in  thefe  feas.  And  as  a  proof 
that  thefe  people  had  abfconded  without  the 
knowledge,  privity,  or  encouragement  of  any  of 
the  Spanifh  officers,  he  very  obligingly  offered  to 
replace  the  armourer  by  iubftituting  the  only 
fniith  in  this  eftablifhment ;  wTio,  being  reported 
to  be  a  very  good  workman,  was  an  artificer  of 
too  much  importance,  to  perfons  in  our  fituation, 
to  be  hallily  declined.  With  great  rcludance, 
and  though  contrary  to  my  willies,  I  was  induced 
to  accept  the  advantage  of  fo  friendly  an  offer, 
to  which  the  urgency  of  the  cafe  alone  could 
have  obliged  mc  to  affcnt.  He  was  accordingly 
received  on  board  the  Chatham,  and  Sen'  Qua- 
dra's veilels  as  well  as  our  own  being  in  rcadincfs 
to  depart,  it  was  agreed  we  fliould  fail  together, 
fp  long  as  our  fouthern  courfe  anfwcred  the  pur- 
pofe  of  our  rcfpcdive  routes,    that  we  might 
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continue  as  long  as  poffible  to  benefit  from  each 
other's  fociety.  .        • 

We  now  waited  only  for  the  favourable  land 
breeze  to  take  our  departure.  I  configncd  to  the 
charge  of  Mr.  Broughton  the  difpatches  I  had 
prepared,  with  orders,  as  far  as  it  might  depend 
upon  himlelf,  not  to  lofe  a  moment's  time  in  re- 
pairing to  England  ;  and  I  dired;ed  my  firll  lieu- 
tenant, Mr.  Pugct,  to  take  upon  him  the  com- 
mand of  the  Chatham,  during  the  abfence  of 
Mr.  hrougiiton. 

The  night  was  perfeAly  calm  ;  about  nine 
o'clock  on  Monday  morning  the  14th,  a  light 
breeze  fprung  up  from  the  eaftward,  with  which 
the  Difcovery  weighed ;  but,  as  neither  the  Chat* 
ham  nor  any  of  the  Spanifli  veifels  were  able  to 
move,  we  waited  for  them  off  point  Pinos,  this 
we  pafTed  at  the  diflance  if  two  or  three  miles^ 
and  had  foundings  from  38  to  55  fathoms,  blacl^ 
iand  and  muddy  bottom. 

The  next  morning  we  found  ourfelvca  more  ta 
the  fouthward,  and  further  from  the  (liorc  than 
wc  cxpedeu  -,  the  wind  blew  a  frefh  breeze  from 
the  land,  and  we  liood  to  the  northward  in  quefl 
of  our.  friends.  The  Chatham  joined  us  about 
nine  o'clock,  when  our  fituation  aiforded  a  good 
jopportunity  of  making  fuch  obfervations  as  were 
acquired  to  prove  the  rate  of  the  chronometers. 
At  noon  the  latitude  was  found  to  be  36°  23' ; 
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Kendall's  chronometer  flic  wed  238"  IS';  Arnold's 
No.  14,  238°  7i';  No.  17(5,238"  10^',  and  Earn- 
Ihaw's  pocket  watch,  238"  3'.     In  this  fituatlon 
the  fouthernmoft  land  in  fight  bore  by  compafs 
S.  56  E.  ;  and  an  apparently  detached  piece  of 
land  like   a  fmall  ifland,  S.  72  E. ;  and   point 
Pinos  N.  31   E.     This  point,   according  to  our 
obfervations  made  on  fhore  at  Monterrey,  is  fitu- 
ated  in  latitude  3fi"  38',  longitude  238"  22';  from 
which  it  appeared  that  the  chronometers,  fmce 
they  had  been  taken  on  board,  had  acquired  the 
following  errors,  (viz.)  Kendall's  13',  Arnold's 
No.  14,  2'  30";  Arnold's  No.   176,  5'  45",  to 
the  eaft  of  the  truth.     Earnihaw's  pocket  watch 
appeared   to  be  corre(5l.     By  thefe  obfervations 
Kendall's  had  acquired  the  greateft  error,  and 
Earnfhaw's  had  gone  perfectly  right.     The  great 
regularity  of  Kendall's  hitherto  made  it  difficult 
to  account  for  this  fuddcn  alteration,' which  colild 
be  attributed  to  nothinji;  but  the  change  that  had 
taken  place  in  the  climate  on  their  being  remov- 
al from  the  fliore  to  the  fhip.     The  tlicrmome- 
tcr  was  found  daily  to  vary  at  the  obfervatory  be- 
tween mid-day  and  the  evening,  from  about  72*^ 
to  40";  the  cxcefs  was  more  as  it  Would  fome-" 
times  rife  to  TO"",  and  fall  to  3 1";  but  this  did  hot 
frequently  happen,  tliough  early  in  the  mornings' 
it  was  not  unufpal  to  find  the  little  wells  we  had' 
duff  fkimmcd  over  with  thin  flakes  of  ice,  and  the 
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ground  covered  with  hoar  froft.     On  board  the 
fhip,  the  mean  temperature  of  the  air  in  which 
they  were  kept  was  between  5-t  and  Oo  degrees. 
This  opinion  appeared  to  be  particularly  corrobo- 
rated in  the  inftance  of  Kendall's  watch,  which 
•  evidently  went  nearly  at  its  Nootka  rate  during 
our  paflage  from  thence  to  Monterrey;    but  on 
its  being  there  landed,  the  increafe  and  continua- 
tion of  the  cold  appeared  foon  to  accelerate  its 
motion  from  that  of  gaining  1 1 1"  to  18|  per  day. 
On  allowing  its  rate  of  gaining  at  Nootka,  from 
the  time  of  its  laft  coming  on  board  at  Monter- 
rey, it   was  found  to  agree  very  nearly  with  the 
longitude  of  point  Pinos,  as  affixed  to  it  by  our 
obfervations ;  and  as  I  am  perfectly  fatisfied  of 
the  accuracy  of  our  obfervations,  the  difference 
can  furely  be  attributed  to  no  other  caufe,  thaa 
that  the  bed  of  thefc  delicate  pieces  of  mechanifm 
are  not  yet,  with  all  the  ingenious  and  v?H''nblc 
improvements  that  have  been  made  on  thctn, 
able  to  withlland,  for  any  length  of  time,  ihz 
tranfitions  and  viciffitudes  of  different  cli urates. 
Mr.   Arnold's   two  watches  on  board  tin  Difco- 
very,  being  of  later  date  by  fome  years  than  Mr. 
Kendall's,  appear  to  have  continued  their  rate  of 
going  more  corrc(5l:ly,  but  even  thcfe  felt  the  ef- 
fect of  their  altered  fituation  ;  Mr.  Earnlhaw's 
was  the  newcll,  and  was  the  leaft  fenfiblc  of  the 
phange  in  the  climate  to  which  it  was  removed. 
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Future  experience  may  however  enable  me  to 
form  other  conjectures,  w^hich  may  tend  to  elu- 
cidate more  fully  a  fubjedl  of  fo  much  importance 
to  nautical  fclence. 

In  refuming  the  narrative  of  the  proceedings  it 
is  neceilary  to  f:ate,  that  the  longitude  fhewn  by 
the  chronometers  will  in  future  be  inferted  ac- 
cording to  the  Monterrey  rate,  until  an  opportu- 
nity may  offer  of  making  further  obfcrvations. 

We  remained  off  point  Pinos  until  the  evening; 
when,  beingjoined  by  our  Spanifh  friends,  we  di- 
re6lcd  our  coall  to  the  fouthvsrard  with  fo  light  a 
northerly  breeze,  that  by  noon  of  Wednefday  the 
lOth  we  had  only  reached  the  latitude  of  3Go,  the 
land  bearing  by  compafs  from  N.  20  E.  to  S.  83 
E.  the  neareft  fliore  N.  E.  diflant  about  -1  leagues. 
The  Adive  brig  confiderably  outfailed  our  lit- 
tle fquadron,  and  the  Aranfafu,  the  worft  failcr 
of  the  whole  party,  was  by  fun  fet  nearly  out  of 
fight  aftern.     As  neither  Sen'  Quadra  nor  myfclf 
v'iihcd  to  experience  the  lead  delay,  we  agreed 
to  avail  ourfclves  of  the  favourable  gale  from  the 
north,  and  without  waiting  frr  Sen'Caamano  in 
the  Aranfafu,  to  make  the  bed  of  our  way.     By 
Friday  the  1 8th  at  noon  we  had  reached  the  lati- 
tude of  32^  30',  longitude  239"  14',  and  the  vari- 
ation of  the  compafs  1 2"  eaftwardly. 

From  this  ftation  the  tracks  we  each  had  to 
purfue  began  to  diverge,  {o  that  by  continuing  to- 
gether 
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gether  wc  fhould  not  only  have  drawn  each  other 
from  the  proper  line  of  diredion,  but,  in  confe- 
quence  of  the  fuperiority  which  the  Adive  had  ill 
point  of  failing,  have  neceiTarily  occafioned  a  fur* 
ther  detention  to  Sen'  Quadra ;  who,  with  Mr. 
Broughton,  and  fuch  of  our  Spanilh  friends  as 
could  be  fparcd  from  the  brig,  honored  me  with 
their  company,  to  partake  of  a  parting  dinner. 

The  wind  blew  a  gentle  breeze  from  the  north; 
the  ferenity  of  the  fky  and  fmoothnefs  of  the  lea, 
prolonged  my  pleafure  on  this  occafion  until  near 
midnight;  when  we  exchanged  our  mutual  good 
wifhes,  and  bad  our  friends  of  the  A<flive  farewel. 
Amongft  all  that  valuable  fociety,  there  was  but 
one  friend  who  we  could  rcafonably  hope  and  cx- 
pe(5l  to  fee  again,  whllft  the  profpeOl:  of  never 
again  meeting  Sen''  Quadra  and  our  other  friends 
about  him,  was  a  painful  confidcration.  To  the 
feelings  of  thofe  perufcrs  of  this  journal  who  have 
experienced  moments  like  this,  I  muft  appeal. 
Their  recolle<ftion  will  enable  them  to  conceive 
the  fenfations  which,  infpircd  by  the  grateful  re- 
collection of  paftkindnciTcs,  occurred  in  thus  bid- 
ding adieu  to  Sen'  Quadra ;  who  was  the  main 
fpring  of  a  fociety  that  had  produced  us  fo  much 
happinefs,  who  had  rendered  us  fo  many  cllential 
benefits,  and  whofe  benevolence  and  dlfmtcrefted 
conducl  had  imprefTed  our  minds  with  the  high- 
eft  efteem  and  veneration.     On  rcachin?  the  Ac- 

tive. 
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tive,  out  friends  took  their  leave  ;  we  faluted 
them  with  three  cheers,  which  they  cordially  re- 
turned ;  and  we  each  purfued  our  refpedivc 
voyages  with  all  fail  fet. 

Nothing  worthy  of  notice  occurred  until  Mon- 
the  2 1  ft  ;  when  Jofeph  Murgatroyd,  one  of  the 
carpenter's  crew,  was  in  the  fpacc  of  about  a 
quarter  of  an  hour  froui  the  time  he  had  been  laft 
feen  miffiiig.  He  was  laft  obfcrved  opening  the 
gun  room  ports,  and  whilft  fo  employed,  had 
prob  tbly  been  induced  to  feck  his  own  dcftruc- 
tion  bv  contriving  to  let  himfclf  down  into  the 
fca;  f-nce  it  was  fcarcely  poffiblc  he  could  have 
iTjet  h',^  fate  there  by  accident.  An  experiment 
was  '".cr wards  made,  by  much  fmiillci  men  than 
himfelf,  to  force  themfclves  out  of  the  port-holes, 
which  was  not  accompliflied  without  great  dif- 
ficulty and  trouble  ;  it  was  however  pretty  evi- 
dent that  he  muft  have  pcriflicd  that  way,  as  he 
was  never  feen  to  come  out  of  the  gun-room  : 
add  to  this,  that  as  he  was  a  good  fvvimmcr,  as 
the  wind  blew  only  a  gentle  breeze,  with  a  fmooth 
fea,  and  as  every  thing  was  very  quiet  ujjon  deck,, 
it  is  natural  to  conclude,  that  if  he  had  fallen 
overboard,  the  accident  ri\ii  \\\c  been  immedi- 
ately known,  and  that  he  aioft  likely  would  have 
been  preferved. 

The  weather  continued  dark  and  gloomy,  with 
frequent  Ihowcrs,  until  noon  of  Wcdncfday  the 
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23(i;  when  the  atmofphcre  became  Icfs  loaded  and 
more  pleafant ;  the  obfcrved  latitude  at  this  time 
was  25°  54',  the  longitude,  by  Kendall's  chro- 
nometer, 23/*^  37'.      Our  progrefs  was  fo  flow, 
that  on  the  24th  we  had  reached  only  the  latitude, 
of  24°  5o' .     The  true  longitude,  deduced  from 
fubfequent  oblervations,  and  corredled  back  to 
our  quitting  the  coaft,  was  at  this  time  230^  14'. 
Kendall's  chronometer  ihewed  230^53';  Arnold's  , 
No.  14,  230"  27/;  No.  176, 230"  31';  Earnfhaw's  . 
230<^  19';    and  Arnold's,  on  board  the  Chatham, 
230°  8':  from  whence  it  appeared,  that  their  re- 
fpc6live  errors  continued  nearly  in  the  fame  ratio 
as  our  obfervations  had  Ihewn  the  day  after  we 
quitted  Monterrey. 

The  wind,  though  favorable  between  the  N., 
N.  E.  and  N.  N.  W.  was  light,  and  frequently 
funk  into  a  calm,  attended  with  a  heavy  rolling 
fea  from  between  weft  and  N.  W. 

In  confequencc  of  my  intention  to  determine 
the  exiftence  or  non-exiftence  of  a  clufter  of 
iflands,  defcribed  in  the  Spanifli  charts  as  lying 
between  the  1  (jth  and  2 1  ft  degrees  of  north  lati- 
tude, and  between  the  221  ft  and  225th  degrees 
of  eaft  longitude,  I  had  been  induced  to  fteer  a 
very  eaftcrly  courfe ;  but,  fufpe6ling  that  the  light 
winds  we  had  experienced  were  occafioned  by  our 
vicinity  to  the  continent,  we  fteercd  a  more  weft- 
crly  coui'fe  during  the  two  l<jift  days,  with  the 
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hope  of  meeting  a  freflicr  trade  wind.  In  this  I 
tvas  difappointed,  for  inflead  of  having  a  more 
favorable  breeze,  the  wind  veered  round  to  the 
weft  and  S.  W.  and  fo  continued  until  Saturday- 
evening  the  26th,  when  our  latitude  was  22°  lO', 
the  true  longitude  230«  23'. 

To  this  ftation  the  variation  had  gradually  de^ 
creafed  to  8°;  and  for  fome  days  paft  we  had  re- 
gularly been  affedled  by  a  current  fetting  us  to  the 
fouth,  at  the  rate  of  feven  or  eight  miles  per  day; 
particularly  during  the  preceding  twenty-four 
hours  we  had  been  fet  twelve  miles  further  fouth 
than  the  log  file  wed. 

In  the  courfe  of  the  day  fome  tropic  birds  were 
about  the  ihip  ;  and  after  a  few  hours  calm  in 
the  evening,  a  light  breeze  fprang  up  from  the 
S.  E.  which  gradually  veered  round  to  the  N.  E. 
yet  the  N.  W.  fwell  ftill  continued  to  be  very 
heavv. 

The  N.  E.  wind,  proving  to  be  a  fteauy  trade 
wind,  foon  increafed  to  a  frefh  gale,  attended  with 
pleafant  weather.  On  Monday  morning  the  2  8th, 
being  nearly  in  the  latitude  affigned  to  the  eaftcrn- 
rtioii  of  the  iflands  before  mentioned,  the  Chat- 
ham was  fcnt  by  iignal  to  look  out  on  the  larboard 
beam.  At  noon  our  obferved  latitude  was  2 1  12^ 
true  longitude  234°  39^  and  the  variation  of 
the  compafs  5°  34'  eaflerly  :  Kendall's  chronome- 
ter Ihcwed  the  longitude  to  be  235°  22',  Arnold's 
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No.  1-1,  234^  r.<j',  Arnold's  No.  17(3,  23")"  l',  and 
Earniliaw's  23-lo  -18'.  The  north-wcllcrly  i'wdl 
illll  continued  to  be  very  hc;Lvv. 

On  Thurfday  tlic  3lfc,  \vc  paired  throiurh  a 
large  quantity  of  the  nicdufa  villilia,  like  thofc 
which,  in  our  vv?.v  to  the  north  the  preceding!; 
I'pring,  wc  hud  ibund  occup}  iiip;  a  raueh  larger 
fpacc  in  the  ocean  ;  thcfe  extended  only  a  lew 
iea2;ues  in  the  dire(:tian  we  were  llecrinff,  and 
were  bv  no  means  fo  nuni<.'rous. 

The  trade  wind  varvinir  between  thc-E.  ^>.  E. 
and  N.  N.  E.  incrcaletl  to  a  treili  gale,  and  brought 
with  it  fqually  and  unsettled  weather,  with  fomc 
palling  lliowcrs  of  heavy  rain.  Ha\lng  nearly 
reached  the  fituation  aiiigned  to  the  iOands  v. c 
were  in  quell  ot',  though  without  any  oitlie  uiliul 
indications  of  the  vicinity  of  land,  I  ^ct  judi^cd  it 
expedient  to  reduce  our  fail  at  niglit  to  prc\cut 
the  poflibility  of  pafling  any  land  that  might 
exiil  in  the  nei5i;hbourhood.  Our  latitude  at  ilin- 
f.-t  ]()"  r>\' ,  longitude  22;^^  •12'.  This  and  fevc- 
ral  following  nights  were  palfed  in  flich  a  manner, 
as  that  the  point  of  view  a-head  in  the  evening, 
and  that  a-ltern  tlie  next  morning,  Ihould  meet 
in  the  iiime  liorlzon  unleis  intercepted  by  land, 
though  e\en  very  modenitely  elevated.  Thus 
we  continued  to  proce.'d  in  fearch  of  thefe  illands 
at  night ;  and  in  the  day  time,  Ipreading  as  wide 
as  our  fignals  could  be  plainly  difcerncd. 
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The  weather  being  delightfully  ferenc  and  plea- 
fant  enabled  us,  on  Sunday  the  3d  of  February,  to 
make  the  following  obfcrvations  for  the  longitude.

At  this  juncture  we  were  paffing  over  the  pofition 
affigned  in  a  chart  I  had  received  from  Sen^ 
Quadra,  to  the  center  of  the  eafternmoft  of  the 
iflands  in  queftion.  Meflrs.  Portlock  and  Dixon 
alfo  had  fcarched  for  them  to  no  purpofe ;  but  as 
the  track  of  the/e  navigators  feemed  to  have  been 
on  the  northern  fide,  our's  was  directed  along  the 
fouthern  fide  of  this  fuppofed  clufter  of  iflands, 
until  Wednefday  the  0th,  when  the  latitude  at 
noon  was  obferved  to  be  19°  J  9',  the  true  longi- 
tude 219°  49'. 
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Dining  this  fcarch  the  trade  wind,  having  been 
moderate  between  the  S.  E.  and  N.  E.  attended 
with  tolerably  pleafant  weather,  afforded  us  dur- 
ing the  day  time  a  conftant,  cxtcnfive  and  dif- 
tinct  view  all  around,  but  no  indication  of  them, 
nor  of  the  vicinity  of  land,  was  dilbovered  ;    nor 
had  I  in  any  of  my  pailivges  acrofs  this  ocean* 
which  have  been  many,  ever  paiTed  over  fo  va- 
cant a  fpacc,  as  fmce  our  departure  from  '  'se  coall 
of  New  Albion.      No  bird,  fifli,  or  oth        'iie(5l 
occurred  to  attract  our  attention,  bcfide  v  wo  tro- 
pic birds,  one  booby,  about  as  many  petrels,  and 
tlirec  or  four  porpoifes ;  thefe  and  our  little  con- 
fort  excepted,  the  heavens  and  the  ocean  gave 
uninterrupted  limits  to  our  fight.      The  latter 
however  caufed  us  great  inconvenience,  by  means 
of  a  very  heavy  and  irregular  fvvell,  chiefly  from 
the  N.  W.  which  gave  the  (hip  fuch  a  labouring 
uncafy  motion,  as  to  render  the  tranfa6ling  of  all 
I'cdentary  bufmefs   almoft    impoffiblc.     At   the 
clofc  of  day  there  was  no  appearance  of  thefe 
iilands  fo  far  as  could  be  {ecn  a  head,  and  as  we 
had  now  paflcd  fome  diftance  to  the  weftward,  I 
concluded  they  could  have  no  exiftence  in  the 
neighbourhood  of  the  fpot  affigned  to  them,  and 
for  that  reafon  I  relinquilhcd  any  further  fearch, 
•  and  made  the  bcft  of  our  way  to  Owhyhee. 

On  this  occafion  it  is  but  juft  to  obferve,  that 
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the  Spanlfli  fca  officers  have  faith  in  the  exift- 
encc  of  thefe  illands ;  the  only  authority  which 
they  are  acquainted  with  for  their  inferticn  in 
the  Spanifli  charts,  is  their  having  been  fo  found 
in  a  chart  of  the  Pacific  Ocean,  conflrucflcd  many 
years  ago  by  an  old  pilot  who  had  frequently 
paflcd  between  South  America  and  the  Philip- 
pines, and  whofe  fl;ill  and  obfervation  had  ac- 
quired him  much  reputation  and  credit  in  his 
profcfTion  :  but  as  the  fpot  in  which  they  were 
placed  was  totally  out  of  his  path,  it  was  gene- 
rally believed  by  the  Spanilh  officers  that  lie  had 
laid  them  down  from  the  authority  of  others. 

The  variation  in  the  afternoon  had  been  ob- 
ferved  to  be  5"  eaflvyardly.  The  tiade  wind 
blew  only  a  gentle  breeze,  and  fo  continued  un- 
til Friday  the  8th,  when  we  had  a  fine  frefli 
gale  ;  but  were  reduced  to  our  topfails  lor  the 
purpofe  of  keeping  company  with  the  Chatham. 
The  obfervcd  latitude  on  Monday  the  1 1th  was 
19"  3-1',  and  the  true  longitude  207"  20';  the 
freili  gale  continued  from  about  the  N.  E ,  the 
weather  fqually  with  thick  mift  and  much  rain. 
Wc  hovvevTr  made  a  tolerable  progrefs  till  two 
the  next  morning,  Tuefday  the  12th,  when,  not 
wiihing  with  fuch  uncertain  weather  to  run  our 
obfcrvations  too  clofe,  we  hauled  to  the  win^ 
under  an  eafy  fail  to  wait  for  day-light,  when 
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\ve  ajrain  made  fail  ;  and  at  nine  in  the  forenoon 
faw  the  eaft  end  of  Owhyhee,  bearing  by  com- 
pafs  S.  ,0o  E.  diftant  ieven  leagues.        "■' -  •   ■ 

My  intention  was,  that  Mr.  Puget  in  the 
Chatham  fliould  examine  the  coall  of  this  ifland, 
from  its  caft  point  fouthward  round  to  Kara- 
kakooa  bay  ;  whilll  we  were  employed  on  the 
furvcy  of  ils  Ihores  in  the  oppofite  direction. 
By  thefe  means  the  whole  coaft  of  the  ifland 
would  be  afcertained,  with  all  its  bays,  harbours, 
or  roadfteads  ;  and  every  other  information  that 
circumftances  could  admit  of,  would  thus  be  ac- 
quired. The  Difcovery  was  brought  to,  for  the 
purpofc  of  communicating  thefe  directions  to 
Mr.  Puget ;  after  which  w^e  feparated  and  pur- 
fued  our  refpedtive  courfes. 

The  obfcrvcd  latitude  at  noon  w^as  1 Q"  40';  at 
this  time  the  caft  point  of  Owhyhee  bore  by 
compafs  S.  30  W.,  at  the  diftance  of  fcven 
miles,  and  was  placed,  by  our  chronometers  ac- 
cording to  Kendall's  per  Nootka  rate,  in  the 
longitude  of  205"  40^^;  by  the  Monterrey  rate 
2oO"  4(y;  Arnold's  No.  82,  on  board  the  Chit- 
ham,  per  Nootka  rate,  205°  45'';  per  Monterrey 
rate  205*^  18';  Arnold's  No.  14,  per  Monterrey 
rate,  205"  4]'  30'';  No.  1  7fi,  by  the  fame  rate, 
205°  3l'  3o'';  Earnlhaw's  per  Monterrey  rate, 
205"  13'  30';  and  my  own  kill:  lunar  obferva- 
tions  brought    lorward,    by  Earnlhaw's  watch, 
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205"  19'  13".  This  point  is  placed  by  Captain 
Cook  in  1205"  0',  which  being  efteemcd  by  mc 
to  be  the  true  longitude  Ibews  the  errors  of  the 
fcvcral  chronometers  during  this  paflagc. 

Our  courfc  was  now  direded  towards  the 
north-caftcrn  point  of  this  ifland,  which  forms 
the  caftcrn  point  of  a  very  deep  bay.  Into  this  wc 
fleered,  as  far  as  was  prudent,  to  avoid  being  im- 
Bayed,  as  the  wind  blew  a  frcfii  gale  dircdlly  on 
the  fliorc ;  and  though  we  were  fufficicntly  near 
its  fouthern  parts  to  fee  the  furf  break  with 
great  violence,  yet  fo  denfe  was  the  haze  in 
which  the  land  was  enveloped,  that  it  was  im- 
polTible  to  diflingui(h  any  objcd  on  fliorc.  A 
low  projcding  point  was  indilllndly  /ccn,  where 
the  breakers  appeared  to  fall  back  from  their 
northern  diredion  ;  beyond  this  point  they  were 
not  vifible  from  the  deck,  until  wc  drew  near  to 
the  northern  fide  of  the  bay  ;  here  wc  brought 
to,  about  four  o'clock,  within  two  miles  of  the 
north-eaftern  point,  in  the  hope  of  feeing  fomc 
of  the  natives,  but  being  difappointed,  we  made 
fail  off  the  fliorc,  and  plied  during  the  night.  The 
next  morning,  Wednefday  the  13th,  with  a  frefh 
gale  at  E,  S.  E.,  we  failed  along  the  N.  E.  fide  of 
Owhyhce,  within  two  or  three  miles  of  its  fhores; 
thefe  were  firm  and  compad,  terminating  moflly 
in  fleep  rocky  cliffs,  with  a  few  fmall  indented 
bays,  rendered  eafily  acccffible  to  their  canoes  hy 
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the  fandy  beaches  that  bounded  them.   From  the 
rugged  rocky  cliffs,  many  ftreams  of  water  fell,  . 
and  difchargcd  themfelves  into  the  ocean. 

The  country,  in  this  point  of  view,  had  a, 
very  dreary  afped;  perfectly  uncultivated,  and 
nearly  deftitute  of  habitations ;  thofc  which  were  . 
obferved  were  fmall,  and  thinly  fcattered  at  great 
diftanccs  from  each  other.  As  we  advanced  to 
the  weilward,  the  population  and  cultivation 
fccmed  to  incrcafe,  and  to  keep  pace  with  each 
other.  About  nine  o'clock,  a  canoe  was  feen 
coming  towards  the  Ihip  from  one  of  the  fmall 
bays  ;  we  immediately  brought  to,  in  the  hope 
that  others  would  follow  her  example,  but  we 
were  again  difappointed. 

On  the  arrival  of  our  vifitors  they  gave  us  to 
underftand,  that  a  general  taboo  had  prevented 
the  inhabitants  coming  off  to  us ;  they  however 
had  ventured  to  trefpafs  on  the  interdltStion,  at 
the  hazard  of  fuilering  death,  fhould  their  tranf- 
greffion  be  ever  known  to  any  of  the  pricfts  or 
chiefs.     The  taboo  had  now  exiftcd  lome  days, 
and  in  the  courfc  of  a  day  or  two  more  would 
ccafe.     Thefe  people  further  informed  us   that 
Tamaahmaah  was  then  refiding  at  Karakakooa, 
and  that  hogs,  and  the  other  refrefhments  of  the 
ifland,  were  prohibited  from  being  difpofe;!  of  to 
European  or  American  vifitors,  under  penalty  of 
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dcatli,  for  any  commodities  \\'hatcvcr  than  arms 
lUu^  am)nnn'iiwn.

This  is  the  baneful  confcqucncc  avifmg  from 
the  injudicious  conduct  of  unreiiraincd  commer- 
cial adventurers,  vvlio  have  thought  proper  to 
furniili  thefc  people,  naturally  a  warlike  and 
daring  race,  with  a  large  aflbrtmcnt  of  arms  and 
ammunition  ;  not  only  rendering  them,  by  thefe 
means,  a  form!dLd)le  nation ;  but  by  thus  ab- 
furdly  and  profulely  out-bidding  each  other. 
bringing  tlie  generality  of  other  European  com- 
modities into  contempt  and  low  eftimation. 
Oar  ^ihtors,  however,  re)j:ardlefs  of  the  taboo, 
difrofcd  of  their  carsro,  confiinDe;  of  one  hog;, 
two  or  tlnve  f,;\v] ;,  ibmc  foots,  and  broad-fruity 
icernin^rlv  ir.uch  to  tlicir  •iati^f\c':Vu)n>  for  fome 
iron  ;   \\\'i\\  which  tlicy  rctUrnc-d  to  the  Ihore. 

Towriids  noon  v.c  arrived  off  a  part  of  the 
northern  lidc  of  Ouhyhce,  where  the  coaft  is 
compofed,  of  a  cluiter  of  rem  ark  Lib!  y  high,  fteep, 
i-Qo-or;cd  and  romantic  clltts,  difchariii-ina!;  from 
their  naked  fummits  many  rapid  catarads  into 
the  (yjean.  The  rufiiing  of  thele  impetuous  tor- 
rents down  the  black  barren  furi'ace  of  the  rocky 
cliffs,  contnrfted  v.ith  the  enchanting,  cultivated, 
and  popidous  country  to  the  call:  and  ^vcft,  and 
behind  this  dreary  frontier,  for  a  confidcrablc 
dillanec  up  the  fides  of  the  lofty  mountains,  on 
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approaching  them  in  the  offing,  prefcilt  a  very 
beautiful  and  piL^urcfcjuc  appearance.  Nearly  in 
the  centre  of  thefe  cliils  is  a  tolerably  deep  fmall 
bay,  much  refcmbling,  in  appearan-^c  and  in 
moft  other  rcfpeds,  the  bay  in  the  ifland  of  St. 
Helena  ;  but,  unfortunately,  fcemed  too  much 
expoled  to  the  fca,  and  the  generally  prevailing 
winds,  to  be  an  eligible  iituation  for  Ibipping. 
OtF  the  weftern  extremity  of  thefe  clitfs  lie  fomc 
rocky  iflcts,  at  a  little  diftancc  from  the  land. 
WcHward  from  thefe  cliffs,  the  furf  was  ob- 
fcrvcd  to  break  with  great  violence  near  the 
lliore,  which  v;as  then  within  two  miles  of  us; 
at  thia  moment  we  fuddcniv  arrived  in  feven  fa- 
thoms  water,  the  weft  point  of  the  ifland  lying 
S.  70  W.,  at  the  diftance  of  nine  miles.  The 
trade  wind  blew  a  ftrong  gale,  attended  by  a 
very  heavy,  confufed,  irregular  ica,  probably  oc- 
cafioncd  by  the  violence  of  the  wind,  and  an  un- 
even bottom.  As  this  appearance  extended  all 
the  way  to  the  v.cft  end  of  the  ifland,  on  find- 
ing ourfelves  in  foundings  of  {<:.\c\\  fathoms  wc 
hauled  a  little  off  the  fhore,  and  did  not  again 
reach  the  bottom  ;  though  at  the  rate  we  were 
then  going  we  were  not  likely  to  have  gained 
foundings,  in  much  deeper  water. 

The  wcftern  part  of  the  land,  from  this  fitu- 
ation,  falls  in  a  irradual  defccnt  from  tlic  bafe  of 
the  mountains,  and  forms  an  cxtenfivc  plain  to- 
wards 
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wards  the  vvater-fidc,  which  fecmcd  to  be  in  a 
ftatc  of  high  cultivation,  and  abounded  w  ith  the 
habitations  of  the  natives.  We  paiTed  the  weft 
point  at  the  diftance  of  about  a  league,  cloic  on 
the  verge  of  the  agitated  water  ;  this  1  fufpeded 
to  arifc  from  a  very  fudden  decreafe  in  its  depth, 
but  could  not  afcertain  the  fa6t,  as  the  wind 
blew  with  too  much  violence,  and  the  agitation 
of  the  fca  was  too  great,  to  venture  on  a  more 
minute  cxciml nation,  either  with  the  fhip  or  the 
boats ;  and  as  the  adjacent  ftiorcs  afford  no  fliel- 
ter  for  vcil'els,  there  can  be  no  neceflity  for  ap- 
proaching within  a  league  of  them. 

Having  puded  this  point,  fituated  by  our  cor- 
rcded  furvcy,  in  latitude  20°  1 8',  longitude  204", 
wc  hauled  into  Toeaigh  bay,  and  at  feven  o'clock 
anchored  about  rc\'cn  miles  to  the  ibuth  of  the 
point  above  mentioned,  in  41  fathoms  water, 
brown  Tandy  bottom,  with  fmall  pieces  of  coral. 

The  night  proved  very  bolftcrous,  attended 
with  very  heavy  gulls  and  flurries  of  wind  di- 
it:dly  off  the  land  :  in  one  of  thefe,  about  three 
in  the  morning  of  Thurfday  the  14th,  we  drove 
from  the  bank,  but  as  it  was  my  defign  to  ac- 
quire every  information  that  could  be  obtained 
rcfpccfting  this  bay,  the  anchor  was  weighed,  and 
wc  turned  up  into  it,  againft  a  very  ftrong  S.  E. 
Oilc. 

Afj  the  day  advanced,  it  moderated^  and  the 

weather 
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weather  became  fcrcnc  and  pleafant.    The  adja- 
cent (horcs,  rorming  the  north-wedern  part  of 
the  bay,  feemcd  to  be  very  fruitful,  whilft  the 
number  of  habitations  indicated  them  to  be  well 
peopled  ;  yet  none  of  the  natives  ventured  near 
us.     As  we  confidered  the  taboo  to  be  at  an 
end,  I  began  to  be  apprehenfive  that  the  Ihynefs 
of  the  inhabitants  originated  from  fome  more  fe- 
rious  caufe  ;  about  ten  o'clock  however  a  canoe 
was  fecn  paddling  tov/ards  the  fliip  ;  we  imme- 
diately brought  to,  and  on  her  coming  along- 
fide,  vr2  were  informed  by  thofe  in  her  that  they 
belonged  to  Kahozvwcfco  ;  who  was  then  refiding 
at  a  village,  on  an  eflate  of  his,  in  the  bottom  of 
the  Bay,  named  Toeaigh  ;  off  which  there  was 
good  anchorage,  and  excellent  water  eafily  to  be 
procured.     Thefe  people,  without  the  Icaft  hcfi- 
tation,  faid  that  the  reafon  of  our  not  having 
been  vifitcd  before  was,  that  the  whole  of  the 
iilund  was  under  a  very  llricfl  taboo,  that  prohi- 
bited the  inhabitants  from  ufing  their  canoes,  or 
cjuitting  the  lliore  by  any  other  means ,  but  that 
the  rank  and  confccjucnce  of  their  mafter  Kalicji^- 
motoo,  authorized  him  to  difpenfe  with  the  rc- 
Ibldions  on  the  prcfcnt  occafion ;  as  he  enter- 
tained hopes  that  the  vcfTcl  in  fight  was  the  fame 
in  which  iiis  favourite  fervant  Teirhooa  had  em- 
barked ;  lie  hud  therefore   fcnt  them  to   make 
the  ncccirary  inquiries,  and  in  cafe  his  cxpcda- 
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tions  fliouid  be  conlirmcd,  a  prcicnt  of  a  ho<r' 
and  Tome  vegetables  was  in  the  canoe  lor  Tc- 
reJiooa  ;  whoie  gratitude  lor  fucli  a  mark  of  re- 
membrance was  inflantly  teftiried,  by  the  tear:! 
that  flowed  on  his  receiving};  the  meil'aarc.  This 
ivas  accompanied  by  a  prefllng  reqiiell,  that 
I  would  {land  in  and  anchor  olF  Kahowmotoos 
village,  where  I  fliould  be  fupplied  with  every 
refrefliment  the  illand  afforded,  as  fbon  as  the 
taboo  was  at  an  end  ;  which  had  now  exifted 
four  days,  bnt  would  intirely  ceafc  at  fun-rife 
the  day  after  the  next.  -  •'•    ^'  '•  -'  -   i- 

I  had  not  the  Icail:  objedion  to  accept  this 
invitation,  and  a  breeze  tavouring  my  defign  wc 
llecred  for  the  village  of  Toeaiii^h.  Mr.  Whid- 
bey,  who  was  in  the  cutter  founding  for  the  beft 
anchorage,  foon  made  the  fignal  for  an  eligible 
ilttiation,  where,  about  half  palt  two,  we  an- 
chored in  25  fathoms  water  on  a  botto^m  of  fine 
brown  fand  and  mud :  the  points  of  the  bay  bore 
by  compafs  N.  30  W.  and  S.  31  W.  the  morai, 
Avhich  is  alii.)  cenf[^iruous  in  pointing  out  this 
ftatiun,  N.  0?  E,  and  tlie  watering  place  at  the 
dillancc  of  a  mile  and  a  quarter,  being  the  neareft 
Ihore,  S.  8/  E.  On  founding  near  the  Ihip, 
about  half  a  cable's  len;ith  to  the  S.  W.  of  us 
i\as  f)und  a  very  fmall  patch  of  coral  rocks, 
wlierc  the  water  was  only  10  fathoms  in  depth, 
but  increaf:d  fuddcnly  to  20  fathoms  all  around 
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it.  On  the  oppofitc  lidc,  however,  was  clear 
p-ood  anchoraiic  for  near  a  mile,  where  many 
veflels  mia;ht  ride  withcjut  inconvenience  Ircjni 
the  bottom,  thongh  ncverthelrfs  expofed  to  the 
violence  of  the  winds  and  lea  between  the  Hmita 
above  mentioned,  comprehending  llo'in  tlic 
wcftcrn  quarter. 

Soon  after  the  fliip  had  anchored,  our  old  ac- 
quaintance KaliGivniGloo  paid  us  a  vi!i^,  and 
broua;ht  with  him  htdf  a  dozen  very  iinc  ho2;s, 
and  a  handfomcfupply  of  vcprctaljlc';.  Notwitli- 
ilanding  that  I  took  an  early  opportViUity  to  ac- 
quaint KaJiOivmotoo  that  arms  ai:cl  ammunition 
were  ftill  lahoocJ,  wlio  fecmcd  much  to  rec;ret 
the  continuance  of  thefc  rcftricrions;  yet  it  did 
not  appear  to  influence  his  hoibitality;  as  he 
aflurcd  me,  that  if  I  would  remain  a  few  days  at 
Tocaigh,  wc  fhould  be  fupplied  with  every  rc- 
fr.'llimcnt  in  his  power  to  procure,  and  that  the 
promifc  he  had  formerly  made,  fliould  now  be 
punctually  performed. 

After  dinner  1  went  with  him  on  fliorc,  to 
take  a  view  of  the  watering  place;  it  is  fituated 
in  a  fmaU  Tandy  bay,  where,  over  a  fpace  of 
twenty  yards  of  rugged  rocks  and  lloncb,  a  fine 
itream  empties  itfelf,  whofe  water  is  cafily  to  be 
procured  by  landing  the  caflcs  on  the  Tandy  beach, 
'  and  having  the  w  ater  brought  in  fmaller  veilels 
X9  iiH   them  ;  a  fcrvice  the  natives  will  readily 
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perform  for  a  trivial  reward.  This  made  me  re- 
gret the  abfcncc  of  the  Chatham  ;  as  in  the  im- 
mediate neighbourhood  of  the  water  the  country 
did  not  appear  to  be  very  populous,  wc  might 
each  have  fupplicd  our  wants  without  being 
tcazcd  and  peftered  with  a  numerous  throng  of 
the  natives,  whom  we  Ihould  moft  likely  meet 
with  in  the  more  inhabited  parts  of  the  illund, 
and  which  on  fuch  occafions  had  frequently 
proved  very  inconvenient. 

Kahowmoioo  ftrongly  urged  my  remaining  a  few 
days  at  Toeaigh  ;  where  he  would  fupply  us  with 
rcfrclbments,  and  would  afterwards  accompany 
us  to  another  place  of  his  called  Ti-ah-ta-tooa, 
lying  between  this  bay  and  Karakakooa.  This 
he  reprcfcnted  as  a  fmall  bay  affording  good  an- 
chorage; water,  according  to  his  account,  was  a 
fcarce  commodity  there,  but  all  kinds  of  refrelh- 
ments  were  in  the  greateil  abundance,  and  were 
pcrfedly  at  our  command.  To  thefe  folicitations 
I  in  fomc  mcalbre  confcnted,  by  promifmg  to 
ftay  the  next  day,  in  the  expectation  of  not  only 
deriving  fome  fnpplics  for  ouifclvcs,  but  of  pro- 
curing fomc  provender  for  tliC  cattle  and  lliecp; 
which,  in  confcquence  of  the  inferior  (puility  of 
the  hay  obtained  at  Monterrey,  were  almoft 
liarvcd.  To  this  caufc  1  attributed  the  unfortu- 
nate loflcs  v/e  had  fuffercd  in  our  paflage,  amount- 
ing to  three   rams,  two  cwcs,  a  bull  and  a  cow. 
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Thefc  were  ferious  misfortunes,  and   in  a  i^rcat 
mcafurc  difappointcd  the  hopes  I  had  entertain- 
ed, from  the  importation  of  thefc  valuable  ani- 
mals into  the  ievcral  idands  of  the  Pacific  Ocean. 
Still  however  I  flattered  myfelf  with  the  expec- 
tation of  fuccecding  in  Owhyhee,  by  leaving  the 
remaining  bull,  with  the  rell  of  the  cows,  under 
the  protcdlion  of  Tamanhmaah,  who  I  cxpcded 
would  meet  me  at  Karakakooa,  to  receive,  and 
infurc  as  far  as  pofTiblc,  the  prefervation  of  the 
animals  I  had  on  board.     To  Kaliowfnofoo,  who 
had  taken  the  created  care  of  the  goats  1  had  pre- 
fented  him  with  on  a  former  occafion,  and  of 
their  produce  fmce  my  laft  vidt,  I  gave  a  ram, 
two  ewes,  and  an  ewe  lamb  that  had  been  born 
on  our  paflage.     On  his  being  informed  that  all 
the  reft  were  defigned  for  Tamaahmaah,  he  ftre- 
nuoufly  recommended  their  being  landed  at  this 
place,  it  being  highly  necclTary  that  they  iliould 
have  pafture  as  foon  as  poflTible,  efpccially  as  T<7- 
tnaahmaah,  had  very  extenfivc  poflcffions  in  the 
immediate  neighbourhood,   where,  he  affirmed, 
great  care  would  be  tajcen  of  them.     I  fhould 
gladly  have  fubfcribed  to  his  judicious  advice, 
but  the  ftiortnefs  of  our  acquaintance  did  not  au- 
thorize me  to  place  implicit  confidence  in  all  the 
aiTertions  of  Kaliowmotco,  particularly  in  his  de- 
-  clarations  of  being  the  moft  intimate  and  fmcerc 
friend  of  Tamaahmaah-j  for  fliould  thcfe  hereaf- 
ter 
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ter  have  proved  to  be  Talk,  it  mi,i!;ht  p(jrribly  have 
caufcd  the  total  dcitriicciori  of  the  animal,;,  or 
have  been  the  occaricn  of  commotion^,  or  other 
unhappy  difputcs.  This  determined  mc  to  dc- 
Hver  them  myfeU'into  the  hands  o(  TcvniiaiLmaah, 
for  whom  thev  were  oriu'inallv  intended. 

Dnrinc!;  the  day,  a  jrcntle  refrefliinrc  breeze  blew 
into  the  bay  from  the  weftvv^ard;  but  foon  after 
fiin-fet,  a  gale  iliddenly  aroi'e  from  the  caftvvard, 
attended  v>'ith  very  heavy  g;u[1:s,  and  eontinued 
until  day-light  tlic  next  morning, Friday  the  1 .0th, 
when  it  fell  calm,  and  the  weather  refumed  a 
pleafant  degree  of  ferenity,  attended  as  before 
with  a  gentle  rcfrelliing  breeze  from  the  well- 
ward. 

This  morning,  agreeably  to  his  appointment, 
Kaho-ivwotoo  came  on  board,  ibr  the  purpofc  of 
accompanvin:^  me  to  his  liabitation  on  Ihore, 
His  vifit  was  rendered  ftill  more  acceptable  by 
his  pre.'Ciiting  me  with  fixtcen  very  iine  hogs,  a 
large  af.brtment  of  \-egetablcs,  and  a  ilipply  of 
green  lo:;d  [cr  the  cattle.  Arms  and  ammunition 
nov/  ceafed  to  be  fougiit  alter,  and  he  feemed 
very  higldy  pleafed  and  liilly  recompenied  on  re- 
ceivmg  abodt  two  yards  ot  red  ck>th,  and  a  imall 
piece  of  printed  linen,  vvith  a  lew  beads  and  other 
trivial  articles  for  his  llivourite  ladies.  Of  theic 
he  had  no  lefs  than  four,  in  the  charader  or 
wiveS;  who  (he  faid)  were  waiting  on  Ihore  with 
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much  anxiety  to  fee  mc;  as  the  tahoo,  though  at 
an  end  as  it  rcfpeded  fome  particulars,  was  ftill 
in  force  as  to  the  women  embarking  in  canoes; 
fuch  of  our  female  vifitors,  as  had  been  induced 
to  favour  us  with  their  company,  had  therefore 
been  obliged  to  have  rccourfe  to  fwimming  for 
that  purpofe.  ■     ■  -  •     i 

The  name  of  the  village  Toeaigh  was  by  us 
extended  to  the  bay,  (which  is  the  fame  that  had 
been  called  by  captain  King  Toeayahha  bay,) 
fmce  the  natives  give  no  dillindive  name  to  any 
part  of  the  ocean  that  wallies  the  ftiores  of  their 
i/lands.  Such  bays,  coves,  &c.  as  are  fo  diftin- 
guilhed,  having  been  named  by  their  European 
vifitors  from  the  contiguous  villages  or  diftrifts. 

Toeaigh  is  fituatcd  in  a  grove  of  cocoa-nut 
trees,  juft  behind  afandy  beach.  A  reef  of  coral 
rocks,  extending  thence  about  three  quarters  of  a 
mile  into  the  fea,  rendered  it  inacceffible  to  our 
boats  in  a  direct  line,  but  we  landed  veiy  com- 
modioufly  in  a  narrow  channel,  between  the  reef 
and  the  fhore,  near  the  moral,  to  the  S.  E.  of  the 
beach,  from  whence  we  had  about  two  miles  to 
walk  to  the  habitation  o{  Kahowmotoo. m    ..  'r.-; 

We  could,  I  believe,  have  gone  much  furthet 
with  the  boats  in  that  channel,  but  as  the  navi- 
gation was  intricate  and  tirefome,  1  preferred  th« 
walk,  and  attended  by  the  corporal  and  fix  ma- 
tines,  wc  proceeded  along  the  beach;  leav^igthtf 
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boats,  properly  manned  and  armed,  in  rcadinefs 
to  fupport  us  io  cafe  of  any  treacherous  or  hollilc 
behaviour.  Thcfe  precautions  however  appeared 
to  have  been  intircly  unneceffary,  as  nothing  but 
the  mod  civil,  attentive,  and  friendly  deport- 
ment was  experienced  from  all  claiTcs  of  the 
people.  The  village  confiftcd  only  of  ftraggling 
houfes,  of  two  claiTes ;  thofe  appropriated  to  the 
tefidcncc  of  the  inhabitants  were  fmall,  mean, 
miferablc  huts;  but  the  others,  allotted  to  the 
purpofcs  of  fhading,  building,  and  repairing  their 
canoes,  were  excellent  in  their  kind ;  in  thefe  oc- 
cupations feveral  people  were  bufily  employed, 
who  feemed  to  execute  their  work  with  srreat 
neatnefs  and  ingenuity.  In  about  the  middle  of 
the  village  is  a  refervoir  of  fait  water,  nearly  in 
the.  centre  of  a  large  inclofure,  made  by  walls  of 
mud  and  ftones.  Between  thefe  walls  and  the 
refervoir  the  whole  fpace  is  occupied  by  fliallow 
earthen  pans,  of  no  regular  fize  or  fhape,  nor 
placed  in  any  order  or  degree  of  elevation.  The 
relbiTolr  is  feparatcd  by  a  bank  or  fmall  portion 
of  the  fandy  beach  from  the  ocean,  and  had  no 
vifible  communication  with  ^t,  but  was  appa- 
rently a  ftagnatcd  flandmg  pool,  covered  with  a 
muddy  icuxn,  of  a  yellowilh  green  colour.  This, 
the  natives  fay,  it  always  bears,  and  without  be- 
ing repleniihed  by  them  from  the  fca  conftantl)^ 
affords  ; a  fufficicnt  quantity  of  cxccffively  fait 
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water,  for  fupplying  the  numerous  pans;  the  ex- 
pofure  of  which  to  the  influence  of  the  fun,  foon 
caufes    evaporation   and    cryftalUzation.      The 
cryftals  are  then  carefully  taken  up ;  and  if  found 
dirty  from  the  cracking  or  breaking  of  the  pans, 
which  frequently  want  repair,  or  by  the  falling  of 
rain  whilft  making,  they  are  waftied  clean  in  fea- 
water  and  dried.     This  is  their  procefs  in  mak- 
ing fait,  which  is  always  white  in  proportion  to 
.the  care  beflowed  in  gathering  it.     They  have 
large  quantities,  equal  in  colour  and  in  quality  to 
any  made  in  Europe,  but  the  cryftals  are  much 
larger.     The  quantity  of  fait  obtained,  might  be 
fuppofed,  from  the  appearance  of  this  falt-pond, 
to  be  produced  rather  from  the  faline  quality  of 
the  furrounding  earth,  in  which  it  is  contained, 
than  purely  from  the  fea- water.     Yet,  its  being 
not  more  than  thirty  yards  from  the  fca-fide, 
makes  it  probable  that  the  oceanic  water  pene- 
trates into  it,  through  the  loofe  fandy  bcatch  that 
fcparates  it  from  the  fca,  and  that  the  richnefs 
of  the  fluid  may  be  produced  from  both  thofe 
caufes. 

Paying  oiir  refpe(fts  to  Kahozvmofoo*s  wives, 
and  infpc<5ling  this  falt-pond,  occupied  moft  of 
our  time,  and  claimed  moft  of  our  attention. 
Having  rendered  our  vifit  pleafant  to  the  former, 
'  by  diftributing  fuch  articles  as  we  knew  they 
held  in  high  eftimatioUj  we  returned  towards 
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the  boats,  accompanied  by  the  chief  and  his  la- 
dies, and  attended  by  the  natives,  who  conduced 
themfelves  in  the  moft  orderly  and  refpedlful 
manner.  They  brought  us  cocoa-nuts  as  we  paf- 
fcd  along,  and  feemed  ftudious  to  afford  us  any 
little  fcrvice  or  civility,  without  being  the  lead 
troublefome;  and  ftridly  conformed  themfelves 
to  the  orders  of  their  chief,  who  direfted  that  few 
only  fliould  advance  near  us,  and  that  the  crowd 
fhould  be  fcated  at  a  diftance,  in  whatever  direc- 
tion wc  fhoutd  pafs. 

On  reaching  the  boatSy  I  requefted  that  Ka- 
'fiowmotoo  would  accompany  us  on  board  to  din- 
ner, but  in  confequence  of  the  taho&j  I  had  no 
idea  of  foliciting  that  favour  from  the  ladies; 
they  however  entertained  very  different  notions, 
particularly  Kaliowmotoo  s  favorite,  Na-ma-han" 
7ia,  who  contended,  that  although  the  taboo 
prohibited  their  embarking  in  canoes  belonging 
to  Owhyhcc,  it  could  not  poflfibly  extend  to  the 
boats  of  thofc  who  totally  difregardcd  their  law& 
and  reflriftions.  This  ingenious  mode  of  reafon- 
ing  fecming  to  meet  Kahowmotoos  concurrence, 
we  foon  embarked,  leaving  Mr.  Menzies,  who 
had  been  of  our  party,  on  fhorc,  in  purfuit  of 
new  vegetable  produdions.  He  returned  in  the 
evening,  after  receiving  much  hofpitable  civility 
from  the  natives. 

Kahowmotoo  went  on  ihorc  with  his  lady  ir»

one  of  our  boats.  On  its  return  a  meiTagc  was 
brought  from  Tlanna,  dcliring  to  be  informed, 
who  we  were?  adding,  that  if  wc  were  his 
friends,  he  would  make  all  poflible  hafte  to  vifit 
us;  but,  as  it  would  be  late  on  account  of  his 
diftancc  before  he  Ihould  be  able  to  arrive,  in  or- 
der that  he  might  be  admitted  on  board  in  the 
<lark,  he  would  carry  in  the  bow  of  his  canoe  a 
large  fire,  as  a  fignal  by  which  he  might  be 
known.  He  accordingly  arrived  about  four 
o'clock  next  morning,  Saturday  the  lOth,  jull 
as  we  were  getting  under  fail.  In  his  canoe  were 
half  a  dozen  fine  hogs,  thefe  he  defired  might  be 
taken  on  board,  and  faid,  he  had  many  others  on 
the  road,  that  would  follow  the  fliip  to  the  fouth- 
ward.  Kahowmotoo,  attended  by  his  favorite 
wife,  agreeably  to  a  preconcerted  fignal  with  him 
of  firing  a  gun  on  our  departure,  came  on  board 
to  fulfil  his  engagement  of  conducing  us  to  Tyca- 
ia-tooa.  The  wind  proved  very  variable,  not  only 
in  direction  but  force.  The  weather  fometimes 
was  perfed:ly  calm,  at  others  we  had  violent  gufls 
from  the  land,  fo  that  it  was  not  until  the  even- 
ing that  we  were  abreafl  of  the  fouth  point  of 
this  bay,  forming  the  weflern  extremity  of 
Ovvhyhee.  The  weather  continued  fqually,  with 
lightning,  thunder  and  rain.  A  little  before  it 
was  dark,  a  brig  and  a  floop  were  fecn  in  the 
offing.     From  the  natives  we  learnt  that  thefe 
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were  the  Chatham,  and  the  Jackall  trader,  un- 
der the  orders  of  Mr.  Brown  of  thcButtcrworth. 
We  immediately  made  towards  them,  and  as 
they  feemed  to  be  under  little  fail,  foon  expcdlcd 
to  join  our  confort.  But,  to  our  great  aftonifh- 
ment,  next  morning,  Sunday  the  1  7th,  notwith- 
ftanding  the  night  had  been  moftly  calm,  wc 
found  ourfelves  at  leaft  nine  or  ten  leagues  from 
the  land,  and  had  loll  fight  of  both  veflels.  A  frefli 
breeze  from  the  N.  E.  during  the  morning,  car- 
ried us  at  the  rate  of  three  or  four  miles  an  hour, 
dire<5lly  towards  the  land,  yet  we  did  not  appear 
to  approach  its  Ihorcs ;  and  at  noon  its  ncareft 
part,  being  about  the  fouth  point  of  Tocaigh  bay, 
bore  E.  by  N.  ten  leagues  diftant.  The  obferved 
latitude  was  19°  42'.  The  north-eaft  wind  was 
foon  afterwards  fucceeded  by  a  calm. 

The  morning  of  Monday  the  1 8th  brought  the 
two  veiTcls  again  in  light,  and  towards  noon  the 
Chatham  was  fufficiently  near  us  to  receive  a 
vilit  from  Mr.  Puget;  from  whom  I  learned, 
that  he  had  traced  the  Ihores  on  the  S.  E.  fide 
of  Owhyhee  from  its  call  to  its  fouth  point,  at 
the  dillance  from  one  to  three  miles  of  the  fliorc, 
without  finding  any  place  that  prefented  a  pro- 
bability of  anchorage ;  and  if  foundings  were  to 
be  had,  they  mufl  exill  upon  an  open  coall,  ex- 
poled  to  the  prevailing  winds,  where  fo  violent 
a  furf  broke  on  the  Ihores,  that  any  communi- 
cation 
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cation  with  the  land,  by  fuch  means  «s  wcpof- 
feflcd,  would  have  been  impoffible.     From  the 
fouth  point  of  the  ifland,  their  examination  was 
not  attended  with  that  minutenefs  which  was 
necelfary  to  determine  the  object  I  had  in  view. 
This  it  feems  had   been  occafioned  by  baffling 
winds,  and  a  current  fctting  the  Chatham  fome 
diftance  from  the  land  to  the  northward.     That 
part  which  required  the  moll  minute  furvey  lies 
between  the  fouth  point  and  Karakakooa,  where 
fome  of  the  traders  arc  faid  to  have  difcovered  a 
more  eligible  fituation  for  the  reception  of  (hip- 
ping than  Karakakooa  affords ;  on  this  report   I 
placed  little  reliance,  but  as  I  expected  to  have 
a  future  opportunity  of  afccrtaining  the  fact,  it 
was  of  little  importance  on  the  prefcnt  occafion. 
Mr.  Pugct  informed  me  alfo,  that  I  Ihould  find 
Karakakooa  a  more  formidable  place  than  I  ex- 
pected, as  he  had  underftood  from  thofe  in  the 
Jackall  who  had  vifited  it,  that  it  was  by  no 
means  a  defirable  flopping  place  for  fmall  veflcls ; 
fincc  TawaaJimaaJi  had  procured  from  the  feveral 
traders  a  number  of  cannon,  with  a  proper  af- 
Ibrtment  of  ammunition.     That  thefe  cannon 
were  planted,  and  in  fome  meafure  protected  by 
flone  walls,  thrown  up  by  the  natives  alpijg  the 
beach  in  the  bay  before  his  houfes ;  fituated  in 
the  fame   place  where   the   habitations  of  the 
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pricfts  were  dcllroyed,  after  the  unfortunate  death 
of  Captain  Cook. 

Calms  and  light  baffling  winds  detained  us  iii 
this  inactive  fituation,  which  was  rendered  ex- 
tremely unpleafant  by  a  heavy  irregular  fwell, 
and  by  oppreflivcly  hot  fultry  weather.  A  cir- 
cumllancc  now  occurred  that  contributed  to 
make  me  infinitely  more  diflatisficd  with  this 
irkfome  detention  from  the  fliorc.  The  only 
bull  that  remained,  and  a  cow  that  had  brought 
forth  a  dead  calf,  were  no  longer  able  to  {lan4 
on  their  legs,  and  it  was  evident,  that  if  a  fpcedy 
opportunity  did  not  offer  itfelf  for  relieving 
them  by  fending  them  on  fliorc,  their  lives  could 
not  poffibly  be  prefervcd.  The  lofs,  particu- 
larly of  the  bull,  would  have  been  a  cruel  difap- 
pointment  to  my  wilhes ;  but  as  favourable  cir- 
cumflances  often  take  place  when  lead  expeded, 
fo  it  was  on  this  occafion. 

In  the  afternoon  of  Tuefday  the  19th  we  were 
vifited  by  many  canoes,  though  at  the  diftancc 
of  eight  or  nine  leagues  from  the  land.  In  ono 
of  thefe  was  a  chief  named  CrymamaJioo,  Vialf 
brother  to  TamaaJitnaah,  and  chief  of  the  diftri(5l: 
of  Ahicdo.  To  him  and  to  his  friends  I  made 
fuch  prefcnts  as  were  confidered  by  Kahowmotoo 
highly  fuitable  to  his  rank,  and  which  were  ac- 
cepted with  marks  of  great  approbation  and  con-. 
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tent :  this  Induced  rue  to  hope,  that  by  his  good 
offices  I  fliould  be  enabled  to  get  theib  poor  ani- 
mals conveyed  to  the  fliore.     As  his  canoe  was 
fufiicicntly   large    and   roomy,    I    requcllcd   he 
would  confent  to  their  being  put  into  it,  but  to 
my  great  furprifc  a  thoufand  c\  afions  and  cxculcs 
were  immediately  llarted.     Anxious  for  the  fu- 
ture advantages  thcfe  people  would  derive  by  tlic 
propagation  of  thcfe  animals,  1  probably  difco- 
vered  much  earneftnefs,  whilft  endeavourin»i;  to 
prevail  with  Crymamahoo  to  lend  me  his  allill- 
ance,  in  fecuring  to  himfelf  and  countrymen  fq 
important  a  benefit.  This  he  certainly  perceived, 
but  poileffrng  no  defire  to  oblige,  nor  any  pa- 
triotic zeal,  he  was  only  fludious  to  turn  my  in- 
treaties  to  his  own  particular  advantage.     After 
KaJiowmotoo  had  anxioully  interfered,  but  with 
the   fame  fuccefs,  I   offered    Crymamahoo  (well 
knowing  that  avarice  is  a   predominant  palfioii 
w  ith  many  of  thcfe  iflanders)  a  moderate  recdm- 
pcnce,  only  for  allowing   his  canoe  to  perform 
this  fervice.     He  inllantly  waved  all  his  former 
n!)jcd:ions,  and  the  bull  and  cow  were  foon  com- 
fortably placed   in    his  canoe,    in    which  there 
were  fome  vecfetablcs  that  the  bull  ate,  fecm- 
ingly  with  much  appetite ;  this  gave  mc  great 
pleafure,  as  I,  v\  as  now  in  hopes  that  he  would 
Toon  recover  by  the  help  of  proper  nourilliing 
food,  which  tlic  fliorc  abundantly  fupplied. 
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The  next  morning,  W'cdncfikiy  the  L'oth,  vvc* 
had  lyr^n'm  incrcafcd  our  (hlhmcc  from  Osvhyhcc; 
hvit  towards  noon,  with  u  Yvsht  hrcczc  from  the 
ibnlh-vvcilward,  v,c  made  all  iiiil  for  the  iiluid. 
As  \vc  approached  we  were  met  by  leveral  hir.ij;c 
and  fmall  canoc.^,  laden  with  the  fevcral  produc- 
tions of  tlie  countrv,  which  were  exchanwd  bv 
the  natives  in  the  mofl  honeil  and  civil  manner, 
for  our  various  articles  of  tralnc  ;  amon^^,'!  thcfe, 
red  and  blue  woollen  cloths,  with  printed  linens, 
fecmed  the  commodities  in  the  hi'dielt  eftima- 
tion.  Beads  and  other  trinkets  were  accepted  as 
prcfents,  but  were  confidered  as  unworthy  any 
return. 

Amo"!zrt  our  numerous  vilitors  was  Tamaafi- 
maaiL\  eldell  fon,  and  prcfumptive  heir  to  the 
f^')vereignty  of  Owhyhee.  He  was  a  boy  about 
nine  years  of  age;  pollelling  a  Ihrewd  and  lively 
appearance, 

In  return  for  the  prcfents  I  had  made  him,  he 
prcfcnted  me  on  leaving  the  fiiip  with  three  or 
four  hogs,  and  promifcd  me  a  further  fupply  in 
the  morninr. 

\\y  this  time  \\c  had  nearly  reached  Tyahta- 
tooa.  Mr.  Whidbcy  was  dil'patchcd  in  the  cut- 
ttr  to  examine  the  anchorage,  as  in  the  event  of 
its  beinjz  found  funerior  to  that  of  Karakakooa,  I 
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fore  wc  proceeded  to  the  other  place,  where  la 
cafe  of  any  difiigrcement  with  the  inhabitants, 
we  might  be  much  inconvenienced  by  the  can- 
non, of  which  they  were  faid  to  be  poflelfed. 

A  calm  fuccccdcd  the  rifmg  of  the  fun.  This 
continuing  until  ten  in  the  forenoon  of  Thurf- 
day  the  2 1  ft,  wc  were  again  driven  a  confidcrablc 
diftance  from  the  land  ;  but  a  S.W.  breeze  then 
fpririging  up,  enabled  us  to  fteer  towards  Tyah- 
tatooa. 

About  noon  I  was  honoured  with  the  prefcncc 
of  Tamaahwaa/i,  the  king  of  Owhyhce,  whofc 
approach  had  been  announced  fometinii  before 
his  arrival. 

Not  only  from  Captain  King's  defcription, 
but  alfo  from  my  own  memory,  as  far  as  it 
would  ferve  me,  I  expected  to  have  recognized 
my  former  acquaintance  by  the  moft  favagc 
countenance  we  had  hitherto  feen  amontrft  thefe 
people  ;  but  I  was  agreeably  furprized  in  finding 
that  his  riper  years  had  foftened  that  ftern  fero- 
city which  his  younger  days  had  exhibited,  and 
had  changed  his  general  deportment  to  an  ad- 
drcfs  chara<^l:eriftic  of  an  open,  cheerful,  and  fcn- 
fiblc  mind  ;  combined  with  great  generofity,  and 
goodnefs  of  difpofitlon.  An  alteration  not  un- 
like that  I  have  before  had  occafion  to  notice  ii^ 
the  charader  of  romiu'rey  a|:  Otaheite. 
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TiimaaJiniaa/i  came  on  board  in  a  very  largo 
canoe,  accompanied  by  Jolm  Young,  an  Englifli 
ieaman,  who  aj^pearcd  to  be  not  only  a  great 
favourite,  but  to  poilcfs  no  fmall  degree  of  in- 
fluence vvitli  this  great  chief.  Tcrrchoii,  \\\\o 
had  been  feat  to  dciiver  the  bull  and  cow  to  the 
Jcing,  was  alio  ot  the  party,  and  informed  mc 
that  the  cow  had  died  in  her  palfage  to  the 
ifland,  but  that  the  bull  arrived  idi'c,  and  was 
lodtred  in  a  houfc  where  he  ate  and  drank  hear- 
tilv. 

m 

After  the  ufual  ceremonies  and  afiurances  of 
fricndfliip  had  palled  between  TiVuaaJuuaah  and 
myfelf,  he  faid  that  the  cjueen,  with  feveral  of 
liis  friends  and  relations  were  in  the  canoe  alone;-' 
fule,  and  requefted  they  might  be  admitted  on 
board.     This  was  inllantly  granted,  and  I  was 
introduced  to  her  majefty,  who  wc  had  previ- 
ouflv  undcrftood  was  the  dauG:hter  of  Ka/iow- 
mot 00 f  hy  his  favorite  wife  now  on  board,  Kama- 
hanna.     The  meeting  of  the  daughter  and  her 
parents  fufficiently  indicated   the   rehition,   and 
the  afFedion  that  fubfifted  between  them.     She 
appeared  to  be  about  fixteen,  and  undoubtedly 
did  credit  to  the  choice  and  tafle  of  Tamjah-' 
mnah,  being  one  of  the  fiueft  women  we  had 
yet  feen  on  any  of  the  illands.     It  was  pleafmg 
^0  oblcrve  the  kindnefs  and  fgnd  attention,  with 
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which  on  all  (r' nfions  they  fccmcd  to  regard 
each  other;  and  thoirzh  this  mode  of  behaviour 
in  public  would  be  confidcrrd  as  extravag'-tnt  in 
the  polillied  cirrlcs  of  foricty,  yet  to  iis,  fo  far 
removed  from  the  civilized  world,  the  profufion 
of  tcndcrnefs  was  very  admifliblc,  and  could  not 
be  regarded  without  a  warmth  of  fatisfadion  at 
thus  witnefllng  the  happlnefs  of  our  fellow  crea- 
tures ;  l}iouy;h  fo  far  behind  us  in  that  ftatc  of 
civilization,  from  which  alone  we  imagine  the 
ciTential  comforts  and  happlnefs  of  life  can  be 
derived. 

The  folc  ol)jc(^  of  this  vifit  was  to  invite  and 
intrcat  our  proceeding  to  Karakakooa  :  to  their 
folicitations  I  replied,  that  our  boat  was  exa- 
mining Tyahtatooa,  and  that  on  her  return  I 
fhould  determine.  With  this  anfwer  they  were 
perfcdly  fatisficd,  but  obfervcd,  that  I  fliould  not 
fmd  it  i*o  convenient  an  Karakakooa. 

I  was  much  plcafed  with  the  decorum  and 
general  condud:  of  this  royal  party.  Though  it 
confifted  of  many,  yet  not  one  folicited  even  the 
moll  inconfiderable  article  ;  nor  did  they  appear 
to  have  any  expectation  of  receiving  prefcnts. 
They  feemed  to  be  paiticularly  cautious  to  avoid 
giving  the  Icaft  caufe  for  offence  ;  but  no  onf 
more  fo  than  the  king  himfelf,  who  was  fb  fcra- 
•  pulous,  as  to  enquire  when  and  where  it  TvaS' 
proper  for  him  to  be  featcd.     The  inhabitants, 
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who  held  iiffcmblcd  round  the  fliips,  were  by  thk 
time  very  numerous ;  on  being  denied  their  re- 
quefts  to  be  admitted  on  board,  which  was  ob- 
served towards  all  but  the  principal  chiefs,  they 
remained  perfectly  quiet  in  their  canoes,  and  in 
a  moll  orderly  manner  carried  on  an  honeft  and 
friendly  intercourfe. 

The  demand,  amounting  to  clamour,  for  arms 
and  ammunition,  *vhich  on  our  firft  arrival 
feemed  at  that  time  to  be  {0  formidable  an  ob- 
ftacle  to  our  procuring  rcfrelhments,  appeared 
now  to  be  entirely  done  away,  whilll  the  cordial 
manner  in  which  we  had  been  received  and 
treated,  the  Drofufion  of  srood  things  we  had 
purchafed  at  an  eafy  rate,  and  the  value  attached 
to  our  articles  of  traffic,  imprefled  me  with  a 
more  favorable  idea  of  the  charadler  of  thcfe 
people  than  that  which  had  been  recently  given 
to  the  world. 

Being  determined  that  nothing  ihould  be 
wanting  on  my  part  to  preferve  the  harmony  and 
good  underftanding  that  feemed  to  have  taken 
place  between  us ;  and  having  learned  from 
Young,  thiit  our  royal  vifitors  did  not  entertain 
the  mofl  diftant  idea  of  accepting  any  thing  from 
mc  until  they  had  firft  fet  the  example  ;  I  con- 
fidered  this  a  good  opportunity  to  manifcft  our 
fiiendiy  difpofition  towards  them,  by  prefcnts 
fuitablc  to  their  rcfpcdivc  ranks  and  fituations ; 
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in  the  liope  that  by  Juch  an  early  complimcut  I 
ihould  confirm,  or  perhaps  heighten  the  lavor- 
able  opinion  of  us,  that  tliey  already  {ccmcd  to 
have  imbibed.     Accordingly,  fuch  articles  were 
ililtributcd  as  I  knew  were  likely,  and  (as  they 
nl'terw  ards  proved  to  be)  highly  acceptable  to  the 
whole  party.     Permiffion  was  now  rcqucfted  for 
the  friends  and  relations,  who  were  alongiide  in. 
their  canoes,  to  be  fuffcrcd  to  vifit  the  fliip.     I 
eafily  comprehended  what  was  the  real  objcdl  of 
tlie  rcqiieft,  which  foon  became  evident  by  the 
behaviour    of  the    new   vifitors,    who,  of  both 
foxes,  and  different  ages,   inilantly  found  their 
way  aft,  and  nearly  filled  the  cabin ;  until  Ta^ 
maahinaali  dcfircd  that  no  more  lliould  be  ad- 
mitted into  the  fliip  ;  and  then  demanded  of  mc, 
if  it  were  my  intention  to  make  thofe  now  on 
board  any  prcfcnts  ?  Oa  his  being  anfwered  in 
the    affirmative,  he   undertook   the   diflribution 
himfelf,  and  was  fo  occonomical  as  to  give  mc 
feveral  opportunities  to  make  fome  addition  to 
his  difpenfations,  which  were  more  bountifiilly 
bcftowed  on  fome  of  the  men,  thaii  on  the  ge- 
nerality of  the   women.     The    ladies    h()v\cver 
were  no  lofers  on  this  occafion.     The  dericlcncy 
of  TamaafimaaJi^,  attention  being  othcrways  am- 
ply fupplied,  produced  no  i mall  degree  of  mirth, 
ill  which  TamihiJnjuuih  bore  a  very  confidcrablc 
p:ut.     This  diflribution  being  fmilhcd,  and  the 
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whole  party  made  very  happy,  the  king,  in  addi- 
tion to  what  he  had  before  received,  was  pre- 
fented  with   a  fcarlet  cloak,  that  reached  from 
Ins  neck  to  tlic  ground,  adorned  with  tinfel  lace, 
trimmed  with  various  coloured  gartering  tape, 
with  blue  ribbons  to  tie  it  down  the  front.    The 
looking  glaifes   being  placed  oppofite    to   each 
other  difplayed  at  once  the  whole  of  his  royal 
perfon ;  this  filled  him  with  rapture,  and  fb  de- 
lighted him  that  the  cabin  could  fcarcely  con- 
tain him.     His  ccitafy  produced  capering,  and 
he  ibon  cleared  the  cabin  of  many  of  our  vifitors, 
whofe  numbers  had  rendered  it  very  hot  and  un- 
plcafant.     He  himfelf  foon  followed,  and  after 
ftrutting  fomc   little   time  upon   deck,   he   ex- 
j)ofed   hirnfelf  in  the  moft   conl'picuous  places, 
icemingly  with  the  grcateft  iridifferencc,  though 
in  reality  for  the  fole  purpofe  of  attra(!:"fcing  the 
admiration  and  applaufe  of  his  fabjcd:s.     The' 
acclamations  that  his  appearance  produced  froni 
the  llirrounding  multitude  were  evidently  grati- 
fyinc;  to  his  vanity  ;  yet  his  joy  and  fatisfadion 
were   incomplete   until   two   in   the    afternoon, 
V\  hen  Mr.  Whidbey  returned,  and  reported,  that 
although  the  anchorage  at  Tyahtatooa  fcemed 
con\tnlcnL,  yet  it  was  infinitely  more  cxpofed 
than  any  part  of  the  anchorage  at  Karakakooa. 

I  had  bv  this  time  undcrllood  that  the   ac- 
count  of  Tiiumalunaalii  cannon  and  fortification

"WSis  entirely  void  of  tmth ;  and  as  there  could' 
be  no  hefitation  which  of  the  two  (ituations  to 
prefer,  from  Mr.  Whidbey  s  reprefentation,  we 
fteered  immediately  for  Karakakooa.  Tanmah-^ 
maah  foon  became  acquainted  with  my  determi- 
nation. The  high  degree  of  fatiifa6lion  he  ex- 
prafTed  on  this  occafion  was  not  eafily  to  be  de- 
fcribed,  as  I  could  not  recolIe<ft  in  any  former  in- 
flance  ever  to  have  noticed  fenfations  like  his,  in 
the  countenance  or  behaviour  of  any  perfbn. 

The  breeze  was  too  gentle,  and  the  day  was 
too  far  advanced  to  reach  Karakakooa  before 
night ;  when  the  general  happinefs  of  our  party 
received  fome  fmall  degree  of  check. 

Notwithftanding  the  prefcnt  harmony,  and 
the  profpe<5l  of  its  continuance,  I  confidered  it 
highly  important  not  to  relax  in  any  of  the  pre- 
cautions  I  had  taken  on  former  occalions ;  but 
to  be  moft  vigilantly  on  our  guard,  and  to  watch 
with  a  jealous  eye  over  the  behaviour  of  thefe 
ambitious  chiefs.  Had  I  permitted  any  of  them 
to  have  ilept  on  board,  which  they  are  very  fond 
of  doing,  our  caution  would  naturally  have  lef- 
fencd,  by  a  continuance  of  their  then  docile  be- 
haviour, and  had  one  been  admitted  to  this  in- 
dulgence, many  others  could  not,  without  giv- 
ing great  offence,  have  been  refufcd.  Their 
numbers  might  thus  have  incrcafcd  beyond  ex- 
pedation,  and  by  diftribmting  themfclvcs  unob- 
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ferved  in  difFereat  parts  of  the  ihip,  a  favorable 
<)pportunity  might  have  been  feized,  had  they 
been  fo  inclined,  when  we  leaft  cxpefted  danger, 
to  carry  any  ambitious  projeds  into  execution. 
Having  uniformly  adhered  to  the  maxim,  that 
'*  prevention  is  better  than  puniftiment,"  I  de-* 
termined  in  no  inilance  whatever,  ib  far  as  it 
was  in  our  power,  to  fufFer  the  leaft  temptation 
to  be  laid  in  their  way,  either  in  and  about  the 
fhip,  or  in  any  of  our  tranfadlions  with  them  on 
Ihore.  On  this  occaiion  however  a  difficulty 
aroie,  by  Ka.  owmotoo  having  remained  on  board 
three  nights  fucceffively.  After  explaining  that 
this  would  not  have  happened,  had  not  the  (hip 
been  unavoidably  driyjpn  to  a  great  diftance  from 
the  land,  the  whole  party  appeared  pretty  well 
fatisfied,  and  about  dark  retired  to  the  ihore  in 
high  fpirits,  and  in  extremely  good  humour* 
fome  of  them  having  taken  their  grog  and  wine 
very  cheerfully.  '   *  ,   : 

By  feven  the  next  morning,  Friday  the  2 2d, 
we  were  abreaft  of  Karakakooa  bay,  from  whence, 
and  the  adjacent  (horcs,  we  were  vifited  by  a 
vaft  concourfe  of  people,  who  brought  in  their 
canoes  the  gfeateft  abundance  of  refreflimcnts, 
and  who  feemed  to  be  as  eager  t€>-  exchange 
them  for  our  articles  of  traffic,  as  on  the  firft  dif- 
covery  of  thcfe  iflands.  But  as  we  were  well 
ftored  ^ith  fuch  good  things,  I  direded  that  nQ 
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more  ftiould  be  purchafed  until  the  fhip  was 
properly  fccurcd.  This  was  cfFedled  by  nooh ; 
the  beft  bower  artchor  lying  to  the  S.  S.  W.  in 
22  fathoms,  and  the  fmall  one  £.  N.  £.  in  l  ^ 
fathoms  water,  foft  fandy  bottom.  The  points 
of  the  Bay  lying  S.  5  W.  and  N.  8^  W.  diftant 
from  Kakooa  the  neareft  fhorc,  about  the  length 
of  a  cable  and  half. 

This  village  As  already  ftatcd>  we  found  to  b« 
the  rciidcncc  of  Tamaahmaah ;  from  whence^ 
before  the  (hip  was  well  fccured,  eleven  large  ca- 
noes put  off  from  the  ihore  with  great  order, 
and  formed  two  equal  fides  of  an  obtufe  triangle. 
The  largeft  canoe  being  in  the  angular  point, 
was  rowed  by  eighteen  paddles  on  each  fide ;  in 
this  was  his  Owhyhean  majefty,  drefTed  in  a 
printed  linen  gown,  that  Captain  Cook  had  given 
to  Teneoboo ;  and  the  moft  elegant  feathered 
cloak  I  had  yet  fecn,  compofed  principally  of 
beautiful  bright  yellow  feathers,  and  reaching 
from  his  fhoulders  to  the  ground  on  which  it 
trailed.  On  his  head  he  wore  a  very  handfome 
helmet,  and  made  altogether  a  very  magnificent 
appearance.  His  canoe  was  advanced  a  little 
forward  in  the  proceifion,  to  the  a(5lions  of  which 
the  other  ten  flridly  attended,  keeping  the  mofl 
exa(ft  and  regular  time  with  their  paddles,  and 
inclining  to  the  right  or  left  agreeably  to  the  di- 
redions  of  the  king,  who  condit<flcd  the  whole 
♦  ^  P  2  bufmefs 
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bufincfs  with  a  degree  o{  adroitnefs  anji  uni- 
formity, that  manifefted  a  knowledge  of  fuch 
movements  and  manoeuvre  far  beyond  what 
could  reafonably  have  been  expected.  In  this 
manner  he  paraded  round  the  veflels,  with  a  flow 
and  folemn  motion.  This  not  only  added  a  great 
dignity  to  the  proceflion,  but  gave  time  to  the 
crowd  of  canoes  alongfide  to  get  out  of  the  way. 
He  now  ordered  the  ten  canoes  to  draw  up  in  a 
line  under  our  ftern,  whilft,  with  the  utmoft 
exertions  of  his  paddlers,  he  rowed  up  along  the 
ftarboard  fide  of  the  fliip;  and  though  the  canoe 
was  going  at  a  very  great  rate,  flie  was  in  an  in- 
ftant  flopped,  with  that  part  of  the  canoe  where 
his  majefty  was  {landing  immediately  oppofitc 
the  gangway. 

He  inflantly  afccnded  the  fide  of  the  fhip,  and 
taking  hold  of  my  hand,  demanded,  if  we  were 
fmcerely  his  friends  ?  To  this  I  anfwered  in  the 
affirmative ;  he  then  faid,  that  he  underftood  we 
belonged  to  King  George,  and  allied  if  he  was 
likewife  his  friend  ?  On  receiving  a  fatisfactory 
anfwer  to  this  queftion,  he  declared  that  he  was 
our  firm  good  frjcnd  ;  and,  according  to  the  cuf- 
tom  of  the  country,  in  teflimony  of  the  fmcerity 
of  our  declarations  we  faluted  by  touching  nofcs. 
He  then  prefented  me  with  four  very  handfome 
feathered  helmets,  and  ordered  the  ten  large  ca- 
noes that  were  under  the  flern  to  come  on  thq 
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ilarboard  fide.  Each  of  thefe  contained  nine  very 
large  hogs,  whilft  a  fleet  of  fmaller  canoes,  con- 
tainhig  a  profufion  of  vegetables,  were  ordered  by 
him  to  deliver  their  cargoes  on  the  oppofite  fide. 
This  fupply  was  more  than  we  could  poflibly  dif- 
pofe  of;  fome  of  the  latter  he  was  prevailed  upon 
to  referve ;  but  although  our  decks,  as  well  as 
thofe  of  the  Chatham,  were  already  encumbered 
with  their  good  things,  he  would  not  fufFer  one 
hog  to  be  returned  to  the  fliorc. 

The  remaining  live  ftock  1  had  on  board,  con- 
fifting  of  five  cows,  two  ewes  and  a  ram,  were 
'  fent  on  ihore  in  fome  of  his  canoes ;  thefe  were 
all  in  a  healthy  ftate  though  in  low  condition, 
and  as  I  flattered  myfelf  the  bull  would  recover, 
I  had  little  doubt  of  their  fucceedingto  the  utmoil 
of  my  wifties.  I  cannot  avoid  mentioning  the 
pleafure  I  received,  in  the  particular  attention  paid 
hyTamaahmaah  to  the  placing  of  thefe  animals  in 
the  canoes.  This  bufmefs  was  principally  done 
by  himfclf ;  after  which  he  gave  the  ilricteft  in- 
junftions  to  his  pt'oplc  who  had  the  charge  of 
them,  to  pay  implicit  obedience  to  the  dire6lions 
of  our  butcher,  who  was  fent  to  attend  their  land- 
ing. At  the  departure  of  thefe  canoes,  I  was  un- 
acquainted with  the  extent  of  Tamaahnaali  s  in- 
tended compliment.  In  addition  to  his  magnifi- 
cent prefent  of  provifions,  other  canoes  were  now 
ordered  aiongfide,  from  which  a  large  quantity  ot 
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cloth,  mats,  and  other  articles  of  their  own  ma* 
nufafturc*  were  delivering  into  the  Ihip ;  but  wc 
were  fo  much  incommoded,  that  there  was  no 
poffibility  of  taking  care  of  thcfe  valuables,  and 
on  promiiing  to  receive  them  on  a  future  day,  the 
l^Ling  permitted  them  to  be  returned  to  the  (hore, 
giving  particular  charge  to  one  of  his  attendants, 
to  whom  they  were  intruftcd,  to  be  very  careful 
of  them,  as  they  belonged  to  me,  and  not  to 
himfelf. 

This  prefent,  though  not  accompanied  by  the 
elegant  entertainments  that  followed  thufc  made 
by  Fenow  and  Fowlahow  to  Captains  Cooke  and 
Clerke  at  th?  Friendly  iflands,  was  however  highly 
worthy  of  a  generous  and  noble  mind ;  efpccially- 
when  the  manner  is  adverted  to,  in  which  it  was 
Jinade,  as  a  token  of  the  iincerity  of  the  king's 
wiihes  and  deilre  to  eflablifh,  upon  a  firm  and 
permanent  baiis,  our  mutual  good  underftanding 
^nd  harmony ;  and  poiTibly,  in  fome  mcafure,  as 
a  requital  for  the  fervice  I  had  rendered  his  coun- 
try in  the  introdutlion  of  the  Iheep  and  cattle. 
On  this  fcore,  however,  I  foon  convinced   him 
that  I  required  no  return  ;  as  in  fo  doing  I  only 
complied  with  the  dircdions  of  my  fovereign,  in 
his  humane  and  friendly  difpofition  towards  them, 
by  adding  as  much  as  was  in  my  power  to  their 
comfort  and  happinefs. 

Thefe  tranfadions  did  not  pafs  unobferved  t^y 
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Kahowmotoo,  who  ilri<Slly  attended  to  every  oc- 
currence.    He  appeared  to  be  much  rej*  'ccd  at 
the  introduction  of  the  (heep  and  cattle  on  the; 
ifland,  yet  he  could  not  refrain  from  obferving, 
that  he  confidered  it  a  very  unequal  diftribution,; 
to  give  all  the  large  cattle  to  Tamaahmaah,  and 
none  to  himiclf,  Tiamia,  or  other  principal  chiefs. 
In  reply  to  thefe  obfcrvations,  I  pointed  out  that 
I  had  already  done  Tamaahmaah  an  injuftice,  by 
giving  him,  Kahowmoioo,  the  (heep  originally  dc- 
figned  for  the  king.     That,  under  this  confidera- 
tion,  he  ought  to  be  perfectly  contented ;  and  as 
there  was  a  probability  of  my  returning,  that  I 
fliould  endeavour  to  bring  with  me  a  fupply  of 
thofe,  and  ver)  likely  fome  other  ufeful  animals, 
by  which  I  fhould  have  it  in  my  power  to  oblige 
him,  and  the  red  of  our  friends  in  Owhyhec. 
KahowmotoQ  paid  particular  attention  to  this  con- 
verfation  and  feemed  to  be  tolerably  well  fatisfied; 
which  gave  me  hopes  that  1  iTiould  be  able  to 
ftccr  a  middle  courfe  between  thefe  jealous  chiefs; 
but  whilft  we  were  at  dinner,  another  impedi- 
ment occurred  by  the  arrival  of  Tlanna. 

On  his  entering  the  cabin,  I  again  recognized 
the  identical  Tatnaahmaah  I  had  known  fome 
years  before,  by  the  favagc  aufterity  and  gloom 
that  was  now  diffuied  over  the  countenance  .of 
that  chief.  Tianna  was  neverthelefs  received  by 
me  with  due  civility  and  cordiality,  which  by  the 
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increaied  fullennefs  of  the  king's  countenance, 
fccmed  greatly  to  augment  his  diflike  to  the  pre- 
ience  of  our  new  vifitor.  Tlanna  prefentcd  me 
with  a  helmet,  and  deiircd  that  I  would  order 
fome  hogs,  which  were  in  the  canoes  that  had  at- 
tended him,  to  be  taken  into  the  fliip.  Thefo 
proved  to  be  fifteen  of  the  fineft  animals  of  this^ 
dcfcription  I  had  ever  fcen  at  any  of  thefe  iflands; 
but,  in  confequence  of  the  numbers  already  on 
board,  I  was  under  the  neceiTity  of  declining 
them,  which  could  only  be  done  under  a  promife 
of  receiving  them,  as  foon  as  our  ftock  on  board 
Ihould  be  exhaufted.  With  this  affurance  T/- 
amia  was  perfedly  contented ;  but  it  awakened 
the  envious  difpofition  o{  Kahowmqtoo,  who  con^ 
tended,  that  he  was  not  treated  with  the  friend- 
Ihip  I  had  profefTed  towards  h'm,  iince  twenty 
very  fine  hogs  of  his  had  been  returned  uncon- 
ditionally. \yhilfl  I  was  endeavouring  to  pacify 
him,  by  dating  that  I  had  no  other  intention 
than  to  accept  his  kind  and  friendly  prefent,  the 
inflant  the  animals  could  be  received  on  board; 
the  king,  who  fince  Tiannas  appearance  had  fat 
in  the  mofl  fullen  filence,  and  had  not  uttered  a 
fmgle  word,  replied  with  fome  warmth,  that  I  bad 
no  occafion  for  hogs,  or  other  produdions  of 
Owhyhec,  from  Kahowtnc/00,  Tianna,  or  any  other 
chief,  as  he  had  many  more  to  fupply  our  wants, 
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when  thofe  which  he  had  prcfentcd  were  cx- 
haufled.  Under  thefe  circumftances  of  rivallhip, 
it  became  no  ealy  matter  to  afcertain  and  purfue 
a  line  of  condud,  which  Ihould  be  equally  agree- 
able and  accommodating  to  the  bountiful  difpo- 
iitions  of  thefe  contending  chiefs.         •  '  • 

'  I  was  however  fully  determined  on  the  mea- 
fures  to  be  purfued  ;  to  pay  my  principal  court  to 
Tcimaahmaa/i,  as  the  king  of  the  whole  ifland, 
and  to  treat  the  other  chiefs  with  a  due  degree 
of  refpecft  and  attention.  And  though,  at  firft, 
this  fort  of  condud:  miglit  occailon  fomc  diflatif- 
faclion,  yet  I  entertained  no  doubt  that  it  would 
foon  wear  away.  <    >  ji.     ..     •  '  - 

After  this  difcuflion  on  the  fubjcd  of  pigs  and 
poultry  was  brought  to  a  conclufion,  the  king  had 
a  fhort,  though  fcrious,  converfation  with  Tianna; 
the  fubjed  matter  we  did  not  rightly  compre- 
hend, but  we  underftood  it  to  refped  his  coming 
from  the  north-weft  part  of  the  illand  without 
the  king's  knowledge  or  permiffiofi.  On  this 
being  fettled,  fome  jokes  paiTed  between  them, 
when  the  latter  gradually  refumcd  his  ufual  cheer- 
fulnefs,  and  harmony  feemed  to  be  again  re-cftab» 
liflied  on  all  fides.  i  ,    ;    •!      ;  .. 

Tamaahmaah  underftanding  that  I  intended  to 
cre6l  the  tents  and  obfcrvatory  on  Ihore,  gave  mc 
the  ftrongeft  aiTurance  that  no  injury  nor  offence 
ihoitld  take  place,  provided  we  would  fubfcribc 
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to  fuch  regulations  as  he  (hould  point  out,  tend- 
ing to  the  prefcrvation  of  that  harmony  which  i^ 
happily  exiiled  at  the  prefent  moment. 

In  confequence  of  the  convenience  with  which 
we  could  lie  near  to  that  part  of  the  iliore  where 
the  tents  and  obfervatories  of  the  Rcfolution  and 
Difcovery  wcrecreded  in  the  year  1  779,  on  their 
unfortunate  yifit  to  this  iHand,  I  preferred  that 
ilation  to  any  other  part  of  the  bay,  for  the  fer- 
vices  we  had  now  to  perform.  Here  thofe  whofe 
bufmefs  required  their  refjdence  on  (hore,  would 
be  fully  protcded  by  the  ihip  againft  any  furpri^c 
or  attack  from  the  natives  of  the  country.  But 
this  fituation  we  could  not  immediately  occupy; 
Its  it  was  part  of  the  confecrated  ground  of  the 
piorai,  which  it  was  unlawful  for  us  to  entci 
during  the  continunace  of  the  periodical  tahon 
that  was  to  commence  this  evening  at  fun-fct* 
tnd  to  eud  at  fun-rife  of  the  24th  ;  during  which 
interval  there  could  be  no  communication  be- 
tween the  fliore  and  fhip  :  but  as  foon  as  the  in- 
terdiction ihould  ceafe,  the  king  promifed  to  re- 
turn on  board,  after  ifluing  his  orders  and  injunc- 
tions that  our  party  Ihould  be  properly  received^ 
and  fufficiently  guarded.  >     -  -  - 

'  The  whole  of  Saturday  the  23d,  wc  remained 
in  the  moft  pierfe^  filence  ;  not  a  canoe  was  feen 
•float,  excepting  a  few  that  went  out  of  the  Bay 
to  take  fi(li»  This  degree  of  quiet  was  a  very 
r  .  agreeable 
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agreeable  change,  and  a  great  relief  to  us,  having 
the  preceding  day  been  almoft  dunned  by  the 
clamour  and  intolerable  noifc  of  near  three  thou- 
land  people  of  both  fexcs,  in  their  canoes,  or  fwini'* 
ming  about  the  veflels.  Much  to  their  credit^ 
however,  it  was  in  this  circumftance  cnly  thiit 
their  company  was  unplcafant ;  for  tlicy  condu^- 
cd  themfelvcs  with  great  honcfty,  and  in  cverj 
other  rcfpcdl  behaved  with  the  grcateft  civility  «n4 
good  humour.  *  .  .  .-_ 

On  our  palTuge  from  the  coaft  of  America,  wc 
had  reafon  to  believe  that  the  main  mail  was  ma- 
jterially  defedl/e;  a  filli  was  here  put  on,  that 
reaqhed  from  the  main  deck  to  the  upper  part  of 
the  check,  and  fuch  other  repairs  wereiindertakeia 
as  the  rigging,  fails,  &c.  required.     ,      ;    . 

Agreeably  to  his  promife  TatnaalLmaak,  at- 
tended by  Young,  repaired  on  board  immediately 
after  fun-rife  on  Sunday  24th.  He  informed  mc 
that  all  the  neccflary  dircd:ions  rcfpc^ing  our 
tents,  &c.  were  left  with  perfons  properly  autho* 
rized  to  take  charge  of  them,  and  that  they 
might  be  fent  on  Ihore  whenever  I  plcafed.  This 
was  inftantly  done  under  the  carcof  Mr.Whid- 
bey;  and  foon  after  breakfaft,  accompanied  by 
the  king,  Mr.  Puget,  and  fome  of  the  officers*  I 
went  on  ihore  with  a  guard  of  fix  marines  to  be 
left  for  the  protedion  of  our  party  there.  I  was 
made  very  happy  by  finding  that  the  prefence  of 
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fuch  a  guard  had  not  been  in  the  leaftnecelTary; 
fis  the  perfon  appointed  by  Tamaahmaahy  under 
the  immediate  diredions  of  Young  who  had  ac- 
companied Mr.  Whidbey,  had  conduced  himfelf 
with  the  greateft  propriety,  and  had  aded    in 
every  refpedt  fo  very  conformably  to  Mr.  Whid- 
bey *s  inllrudlions,  that  a  guard  on  Ihore  fcemed 
almoft  an  unneceflary  precaution.     In  point  of 
dignity,  however,  if  not  of  fecurity,  I  confidered 
fuch  formalities  as  indifpenfible;  but  being  well 
aware  of  the  avidity  with   which  mufkets  and 
ammunition  were  here  fought  after,  I  did  not  lead 
them  into  any  temptation  by  fending  on  fhorc 
any  fpare  fmall  arms,  or  the  field  pieces,  left  fuch 
a   valuable   booty    might  ftimulate    them   to  a 
breach  of  that  integrity,  which  at  prefent  feemed 
to  regulate  all  their  actions.     Yet,  as  I  did  not 
think  it  prudent  to  place  unlimited  confidence 
in  the  fmcerity  of  their  profeilions,  the  field  pieces 
were  mounted  on  the  quarter  deck  in  readincfs 
for  adioii,  either  in  that  fituation,  or  to  be  tranf- 
ported  to  the  fhore  at  a  moment's  notice.     The 
guns  were  all  (liotted,  plenty  of  ammunition  was 
at  hand,  and  a  fmall  anchor  and  hawfer  laid  out 
for  a  fpring  on  the  cable.     Four  centinels  were 
always  at  their  pofts,  with  a  certain  number  of 
fmall  arms  kept  conftantly  loaded,  and  every  man 
in  the  Ihip  was  at  all  times  ready  to  fly  to  quar- 
ters.    Thcfe  precautions  did  not  pais  unregarded 
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by  Tamaahmaah'j  who,  in  the  confidence  of  qui 
friendftiip,  inftead  of  being  difpleafcd,  or  apprc* 
Lending  any  danger  from  the  occafion,  highly 
applauded  the  meafures  that  were  taken  v  as  they 
would  efFecftually  prevent  the  ill  dlfpafcd  part  af 
his  people  from  planning  or  attempting  any  en- 
tcrprize  to  our  prejudice.  I  learned  fram  hira 
that  he  had  iffued  the  ftricfteft  injunctions  to 
prevent  any  offence,  or  caufe  of  complaint,  ariP 
ing  from  any  improper  conduct,  or  behaviour  in 
his  fubjects,  and  that  he  entertained  no  doubt  o£ 
their  being  punctually  attended  to  and  obeyed.' 

The  king  obferved,  there  were  perfons  in  the 
neighbourhood,  who  were  fcrvants  and  vaffals 
belonging,  not  only  to  the  chiefs  of  the  other 
iilands  who  were  his  inveterate  enemies,  but  alfo 
to  many  belonging  to  Owhyhcc,  who  were  not 
better  inclined;  and  conceiving  it  to  be  very  like- 
ly that  fome  of  thefe  might  think  proper  to  make 
depredations  on  our  property,  or  to  Infqlt  our 
perfons,  he  had  taken  due  precaution  to  prevent 
any  fuch  mifchievous  dcfign  ;  feiiring  kd  1  might 
be  impelled  to  fcek  fuch  rcdrefs  as  would  prove 
fatal  to  his  perfon  or  his  government,  or  probably 
to  both ;  although  he  aud  his  people  might  bq, 
perfectly  unconcerned  in  the  offence  committed. 

This  converliition  was  urged  by  TamaaUmaah 
in  the  cooled  manner,  though  in  the  moft  for-, 
cible  language,  and  concluded  by  hoping,  that  \ 
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tn>uld  caufe  fuch  meafures  to  be  purfued  for  the 
jegulation  of  our  conduct  towards  them,  as  would 
Avoid  all  poffible  chance  of  any  mifunderftand* 
ihg.  To  this  end  he  made  the  following  re- 
^uefVs ;  that  I  would  give  the  moft  pofitive  or- 
der* that  none  of  our  people,  on  any  account 
■f^hatfoevGr,  fhould  be  fufFered  to  enter  their 
jnorai's,  or  confecratcd  places,  or  be  permitted  to 
infringe  on  their  rights  or  facred  privileges ;  that 
Ao  perfon  IhOuld  be  allowed  to  ftray  about  the; 
country ;  and  that  I  would  fcrupuloufly  adhere 
to  my  practice  of  admitting  none  but  the  princi- 
pal chiefs  into  the  veffels ;  and  that  in  the  day 
time  he  ihould  be  frequently  on  board.  This, 
he  faid,  would  deter  the  lawlefs  from  any  im- 
proper conduct,  whilft  in  their  canoes  about  the 
veffels  for  the  purpofe  of  trading ;  that  when  any 
of  our  people  wilhed  to  travel  into  the  country, 
they  fhould  firft  apply  to  him,  and  he  wo\ild  ap- 
point a  proper  perfon  to  be  their  guide;  and  a 
number  of  others  in  whom  he  could  confide,, 
to  protcift  them,  carry  their  baggage,  and  render 
them  every  fervicc  of  which  they  might  fland  in 
need;  that,  under  thefe  regulations,  as  many  of* 
the  officers  and  people  as  were  inclined  to  make 
cxcurfions,  might  extend  their  travels  over  th© 
whole  ifland,  provided  they  committed  no  adt 
contrary  to  the  advice  of  their  guides,  and  he 
would  himfelf  be  accountable  for  their  fafety, 

and 
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and  alio  for  their  receiving  every  aCttention  of 
friendly  hofpitality;  that  if  any  of  the  natives 
were  daring  enough  to  commit  any  aAs  of  frauds 
or  were  guilty  of  other  irregularities,  the  offend-^ 
crs  (hould  be  delivered  over  to  him;  by  which 
means  a  more  public  example  would  be  made, 
and  they  would  receive  a  feverer  punifhment 
than  he  conceived  it  was  likely  I  ihould  caufe  to 
beinflifted.   ;     :  r  v 

Regulations  {o  well  concerted,  and  dictated  by 
fo  much  good  fenfe  and  found  policy,  could  not 
fail  to  meet  my  hearty  concurrence,  and  to  in- 
furc  my  utmoft  exertions  to  have  them  duly 
obeyed. 

Thelc  were  all,  Tamaahmaah  faid,  which  on 
his  part  he  had  to  propofc  ;  but  he  begged  that 
I  would  make  fuch  additions  to  them  as  cir- 
eumflances  might  hereafter  require. 

Convinced  of  the  advantage,  as  well  as  the 
neceffity,  of  prefcrving  peace  with  thefe  people, 
not  only  on  the  fcore  of  humanity,  but  as  it  re- 
fpedted  our  own  prefent  and  future  welfare ;  it 
tiecame  indifpenfibly  requifite  that  I  ihould  leave 
no  objedl  unattended  to,  that  was  likely  to  co- 
<Dperate  with  the  judicious  mcafures  the  king  had 
concerted.  ' 

k  Notwithftanding  that  the  fpot  on  which  our 
tents  and  obfervatorles  were  fituated,  became  con- 
fecratcd  from  its  vicinity  to,  or  rather  from  form* 
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ing  a  part  of,  the  moral,  yet  it  was  very  much 
confined,  and  afforded  but  little  room  for 'our 
people  to  aft  in  their  defence,  fliould  any  fudden 
change  take  place,  and  the  natives  be  hoftilely 
inclined.  In  the  event  of  any  mifunderftanding, 
I  was  by  no  means  certain,  that  the  fandlity  of 
the  place  would  render  facred  the  perfons  of  our 
party  redding  within  its  precinds ;  and  ihould 
they  be  unfortunately  cut  off,  the  lofs  of  our  in* 
ftruments  and  chronometers  would  certainly  fol- . 
low ;  many  important  objedls  of  our  voyage^ 
would  neceflarily  be  defeated  ;  and  confequcnces 
of  a  more  ferious  nature  might  enfue. 

Thele  important  confiderations  led  lAe  feri- 
oufly  to  reflect,  in  what  inftances  the  precautions 
of  Tamaahmaah  could  be  ftrengthened.     Little 
apprehenfion  exifted  with  me,  except  from  the; 
infatiable  defire  thefe  people  pofTefTed  for  arms* 
particularly  mufkcts  and  piftols.     Thefe    were 
apparently    the  only  temptations  to  a  breach  of 
the  fubfifting  cordiality  and  friendfhip.     To  pre- 
vent therefore  any  of  thefe  from  being  throwa 
in  their  way,  by  the  careleflhefs  of  thofe  who 
might  occafionally  be  permitted  to  amufe  then^- 
felves  on  fhore,  I  gave  directions  that  no  one 
fhould  take  on  thefe  occafions  any  arms,  except- 
ing a  fmall  pair  of  pocket  piftols ;  which  were  tfi 
be  kept  intirely  out  of  fight,  and  from  the  know- 
ledge of  the  Indians,  until  the  moment  when 
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felf-prefcfvation,  or  any  other  abfolute  rieceffity, 
ftiould  call  them  into  action.  This  reftriction 
was  fuggeftcd  by  my  own  experience  in  fevcral 
inftances  at  different  iflands  in  thcfe  feas ;  where 
I  have  feen  even  confiderate  officers,  as  well  as 
midihipmen,  when  on  fhorc  with  a  gun,  either 
fatigued  by  the  heat  of  the  climate,  or  difap- 
pointed  by  the  want  of  game,  intruft  their  fowl- 
ing pieces  to  an  attendant  native,  who  would 
watch  for  a  good  opportunity  to  make  off  with 
it;  or,  by  holding  fire  arms  carelefslyin  a  crowd 
of  the  natives,  have  them  wrenched  from  their 
hands,  and  inftantly  conveyed  out  of  fight. 
Amongft  a  much  more  docile  race  than  thofe  of 
the  Sandwich  iflands,  the  mod  unplcafant  con- 
fequences  haAC  followed  thefe  mifad ventures; 
not  only  all  fupplies  of  refrefhments  have  been 
flopped,  but  the  blood  of  innocent  natives  has 
been  filed  on  being  fired  upon  for  the  thief,  by 
the  companions  of  the  perfon  robbed;  but  amongft 
thefe  clever,  defigning,  refolute  people,  woife  re- 
fults  were  to  be  expeded,  efpecially  if  any  of  the 
diffutL-,ficd  and  turbulent  chiefs  fhould  chance  to 
be  concerned.  .    . 

This  was  by  no  means  unlikely  to  take  p^nce ; 
and  fliould  they  once  fucceed  in  any  trifling  at- 
tempt, they  might,  when  wholly  unexpcdled  by 
us,  in  order  to  delay  or  prevent  punlfliment, 
purfuc  their  objed  to  a  fatal  and  fciious  end.

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For  the  prcfervatlon  therefore  of  our  prefcnt 
happy  intcrcourfe,  I  deemed  it  expedient,  and 
coniequently  diredcd,  that  the  whole  of  thcfe 
regulations  fliould  be  moil  rigidly  obferved;  and 
though  they  caufed  fome  diiTatisfadion  to  in- 
confidcrate  individuals,  yet  for  the  faithful  dif- 
charge  of  his  Majefty's  fervice  entrulled  to  my 
execution,  and  for  the  fecurity  and  happinefs  of 
his  fubjeds  under  my  command,  I  demanded 
and  enforced  a  ftrii^  obedience  to  thefe  orders, 
as  well  as  thofe  formerly  iflued  rcfpe^ling  our 
traffic  with  the  Indians,  which  were  carried  into 
execution  on  our  firft  arrival.   '- 

This  morning  on  ihorc  I  met  with  two  fea- 
rtien,  one  an  Irifliman,  who  had  dcferted  from 
an  American  trader  about  three  months  fmce, 
named  John  Smith ;  the  other  whofc  name  was 
Ifliac  Davis,  had  been  unfortunately  captured  by 
thefe  illanders  in  the  fchooncr  Fair  American,  as 
was  noticed  on  our  former  vifit  to  Attowai.  But 
as  the  information  I  then  received  now  feemed 
to  differ  materially  from  the  truth,  and  as  the 
circumftances  of  this  tranfadtion,  together  with 
the  treatment  which  this  poor  fellow  and  Young 
have  lince  received,  refledl  not  lefs  credit  on 
themfclves  for  their  good  fenfe  and  propriety  of 
conduct,  than  on  Tamaahmaah  for  his  humanity 
and  julllcc,  I  Ihall  proceed  to  ftatc,  in  the  ab- 
ftract,  the  report  made  to  mcboth  by  Young  and 

•  ^  ..  •  Davis ; 
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Davis ;  and  as  I  have  not  any  doubt  of  the  ve- 
racity of  -either,  their  information  will  i'crve  in  a 
great  degree  to  illuftrate  the  dilfercnt  characters 
of  fomc  of  the  ruling  people  of  thcfc  iljands,  and 
prove  how  requifite  it  is,  that  every  precaution 
Ihould  be  taken,  by  vifitors  to  this  country  from 
the  civilized  world.  B'or  although  I  had  every 
reafon  to  be  fatisfied  of  TamaaJmaa'i  s  abhor- 
rence of  violence  and  injuftice,  yet  it  did  not  ap- 
pear that  his  authority  was  always  equal  to  re- 
ftraining  the  ambitious  defircs,  that  governed  the 
conduct  of  many  of  the  fubordinate  chiefs. 

John  Young  was  boatfwain  of  an  American 
fnow,  called  the  Eleanor,  mounting  ten  guns> 
navigated  bv  ten  Americans  and  forLy-five  Chi- 
ncft^  or  other  inhabitants  of  that  country,  and 
commanded  by  Mr.  Metcalf,  on  a  commercial 
voyage  to  the  coafl  of  North- Welt  America  ia 
the  fur  trade  ;  in  which  purfuitMr.  Metcalf  had 
likewife  embarked  his  i  jn,  a  youth  of  about 
eighteen  years  of  age,  in  a  fmall  fchooner,  called 
the  Fair  American,  of  about  twenty-fix  tons  bur- 
then, and  navigated  with  five  men,  one  of  whom 
was  Davis  the  mate. 

Thefe  two  veflTeb  had  failed  from  China,  and 
in  the  year  l  789  the  Fair  American  was  detained 
by  the  Spaniards  at  Nootka,  but  the  Eleanor 
came  on  in  the  autumn  of  that  year  to  the  Sand- 
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wich   iflands,  and  remained   principally   about 
Owhyhee  during  the  winter. 

Young  dated,  that  in  February  1  /QO,  they 
proceeded  to  Mowree,  where  a  boat  belonging  to 
the  fnow,  with  one  man  in  her,  was  ftolcn  by  the 
natives  from  the  ftern  of  the  vcflel ;  and,  on  a 
reward  being  offered  for  the  boat  and  the  man, 
Mr*  Metcalf  was  informed,  that  the  former  was 
broken  to  pieces,  and  that  the  latter  had  been 
killed.  The  bones  of  the  man  were  then  de- 
manded, which,  with  the  ftem  and  ftern-poft  of 
the  boat,  were  carried  on  board  the  fnow  in  about 
three  days.  The  natives  in  the  mean  time  had 
continued  to  trade  with  the  crew;  and  after  de- 
livering up  the  remains  of  the  man,  and  parts  of 
the  boat,  they  fuppofed  the  anger  of  thofe  on 
board  was  intirely  appeafed,  and  demanded  of 
Mr.  Metcalf  the  reward  he  had  offered.  This, 
Mr.  Metcalf  replied,  they  fliould  foon  have,  and 
immediately  ordered  all  the  guns  to  be  loaded 
with  muiket  balls,  and  nails ;  and  having  tabooed 
one  fide  of  the  fhip  in  order  to  get  all  the  canoes 
on  the  llarboard  fide,  next  the  (hore,  the  ports 
were  hauled  up,  and  the  guns  fired  amongft  the 
•canoes.  The  guns  between  decks,  being  nearly 
upon  a  level  with  the  canoes,  did  great  execu- 
tion, as  did  the  fmall  arms  from  the  quarter-deck 
and  other  paits  of  the  fliip.     On  this  occafion, 
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Young  reprcfcnted  that  upwards  of  an  hundred 
were  killed,  and  a  great  many  were  wounded. 

Having  thus  taken  fuch  revenge  as  he  con- 
fidered  equivalent  to  the  injury  received,  Mr. 
Mctcalf  quitted  Mowrce,  and  returned  with  his 
veflcl  to  Owhyhee  ;  where,  to  all  appearance, 
they  were  on  very  good  terms,  with  the  chiefs, 
and  the  inhabitants  of  that  iiland. 

On  the  1 7th  of  March,  Young  had  pcrmif- 
fion  to  be  on  fhore  until  the  next  day,  when  the 
fnow  ftood  clofe  in,  and  fired  a  gun  as  a  fignal 
for  him  to  return  on  board ;  but,  to  his  very 
great  aftonifliment,  he  found  the  canoes  all  ta- 
booed, and  hauled  up  on  the  fliore,  and  was  in- 
formed by  Tamaahffiaah,  that  if  he  attempted  to 
take  a  canoe  by  himfclf,  he  would  be  put  to 
death,  but  that  he  fhould  have  a  canoe  the  next 
day.  Having  no  other  refource.  Young  was 
obliged  to  fubmit;  and  in  the  evening  he  was 
informed,  that  the  fchooncr  Fair  American  had 
been  captured  by  Tamaahmoctoo,  to  the  fouth- 
ward  of  Toeaigh  bay ;  and  that  Mr.  Mctcalf 's 
fon,  and  the  four  men  compofing  the  crcu',  had 
been  barbaroufly  murdered. 

The  fnow  remained  two  days  off  Karakakooa, 
firing  guns,  and  (landing  in  fhore,  as  a  fignal  for 
it  after   the   news  was   confirmed  of 
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would  not  permit  him  to  leave  the  illand,  but 
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behaved  to  ?iim  in  the  kindeft  manner ;  telling 
him  that  he  fhould  not  he  hurt,  anu  that  he 
ihould  be  at  liberty  to  depart  in  the  next  fhip 
that  arrived  ;  but  that  he  would,  on  no  account, 
allow  a  canoe  to  go  off  to  tlic  fnovv,  left  his  peo- 
ple fhould  be  killed. 

,  Tamaahmaah^  who  had  been  on  the  ftri(5left 
terms  of  tViendftjip  with  Mr.  Mctcalf  and  his 
people,  took  Young  immediately  to  his  houfe, 
"where  he  was  treated  with  every  Uindnefs  and 
attention. 

The  kino;,  being  exceflively  concerned,  and 
"very  angry  at  the  late  inhuman  bulincls,  colleded 
a  very  confiderable  force  ;  and,  as  if  he  intended 
to  chaftife  thofe  who  fliould  be  found  the  perpe- 
petrators  of  this  barbarous  tranfadion,  he  fat  out, 
accompanied  by  Youn^.>:,  on  the  22d  of  the  fame 
month,  in  order  to  inquire  into  the  circumftances 
that  could  have  caui'cd  fo  great  a  breach  of  hof- 
pitality.  The  fchoor.er  was  found  in  the  fitua- 
tion  ;:h'cady  dcfcribcd,  deltitute  of  almoft  every 
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maii'^Ied  that  the  vclTel  Ihould  inftantly  be  deli- 
vered up  to  liim,  that  he  might  rcftore  her  to 
the  proprietor  Mr.  Kletcalf,  fliould  he  ever  again 
vifit  Owhyhce.  This  was  complied  with  by 
TaviaaJimool 00,  who  received  from  the  king  a  very 
fliarp  rebuke  for  the  great  impropriety  of  his  late 
conduct  in  the  capture  of  the  ilhooner,  and  his 

unpardonable 
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unpauioiKihlc  barbarity  in  murdering  the  com-' 
maiidcr  and  the  people  ;  in  cxcule  tor  vvliitl>,  he 
alled^ed  he  had  been  ftrnck  and  otherways  ill 
treated  by  the  father  of  the  unfortunate  young 
man.  i  ,,M    v    r  .  .   .  ./        :.'}Li 

Here  they  Tound  Ifaac  Davis,  the  mate,  ilill 
alive,  but  in  a  moft  deplorable  condition.  Ta- 
maahmaaJi  ordered  that  he  lliould  immediately  be 
taken  to  his  rcfidence,  and  fi;avc  particular  in- 
junctions that  he  fliould  receive  every  ailiftance 
in  their  power  to  bellow. 

From  Davis  I  learned,  that  he  had  been  treated 
by  Tamaahmaah  and  his  attendants  with  a  de- 
gree of  humanity,  kindnefs,  and  careful  atten- 
tion, that  he  co\dd  not  have  believed  thefe  people 
were  capable  of  iliewing. 

The  following  is  his  account  of  the  melancholy 
fate  of  the  younger  Metcalf  and  his  people,  on 
the  capture  of  the  Tchooner  by  Tcwiaalunootoo\ 
which  I  have  every  reafon  to  believe  is  a  true  and, 
fair  ftatement  of  that  unjullifiable  tranfaction. 

**  The  fchooner,  being  dole  in  with  the  land, 
and  nearly  or  intirely  becalmed,  flie  was  vifited 
by  TamaalimooioOf  a  very  powerful  chief,  who 
w^as  attended  by  a  itreat  number  of  the  inhabi- 
tants.  Many  of  thefe,  as  well  as  their  chief, 
made  confiderable  prcicnti  to  the  young  com- 
mander, and  others  fold  their  hogs  and  veireta- 
bles  for  little  or  nothing  ;  and  in  order  to  ingra- 
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tiatc  thcmfclves  further  in  the  good  opinion  of 
Mr.  Mctcair,  and  to  gain  his  permiflion  for  their 
cnterini;  his  veiTcl,  they  told  him  that  the  fnow 
was  b  !l  a  little  way  to  the  weftward,  and  that 
he  would  Qc  Win  latlici  before  night.  " 

Dav  is,  who  was  at  the  helm,  reprefented  the 
impropriety  of  this  mcafure  to  Mr.  Mctcalf,  and 
faid  that  he  thought  the  behaviour  of  the  na- 
tives had  a  very  fufpicious  appearance ;  but  all 
he  could  urge  was  to  no  effect ;  the  young  com- 
mander, perfectly  fatisfied  of  their  friendly  in- 
tentions, replied  that  they  would  do  them  no 
harm,  and  allowed  as  many  as  thought  proper  to 
come  on  Loard  his  vcflcl.     In  a  few  minutes  he 
was  fcized  by  Tatuaahmootoo,  thrown  overboard, 
and  was  no  more  ff  'n      Davis  having  a  piflol  at 
hand,  fnapj.cd  it  at  the  chief  on  his  fcizing  his 
commander,   but   it   unfortunately   miired    fire. 
He  was  then  thrown  overboard  himfclf,  and  moft 
inhumanly  treated    whilll    in    the  water ;    the 
women  f^rippcd  him  there  of  his  cloaths,   and 
the  men  end  avourc  I  rj  murder  him  with  their 
paddles,  being  otherways  all   totally   unarmed. 
But  Davis  being  a  good  fwimmer,  and   a  very 
ilrong  athletic  man,  cfcaped  from  one  canoe  to 
another  before  iiis  purfuers,  in  order  to  prcfcrvc 
his  life,  which  he  appeared  to  be  incapable  of 
prolonging  but  for  a  few  moments.     At  length, 
cxhaufted  by  fatigue,  and  the  lol's  of  bloocij  which 
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had  been  very  conlidcrablc  tVom  the  wounds  he 
had  received,  lie  was  hauled  into  a  large  double 
canoe  ;  and  as  they  had  no  weapon  or  inilrumcht 
with  which  they  could  put  him  to  death,  he  was 
held  with  his  throat  acrofs  the  rafter  that  unites 
the  two  canoes,  whilll  the  inhuman  wretches 
jumped  upon  his  neck  and  fhouldcrs,  w  ith  the 
intention  of  thus  depriving  him  of  life,  but  ftill 
without  efFed  ;  till,  being  tired  with  their  cruel- 
ties, they  ccafed  to  pcrfecute  him. 

After  a  Ihort  rcfpitc  he  recovered  a  little,  and 
looking  up  to  the  moll  adive  of  the  party,  faid 
"  ntytict  myth,''  fignifying  "  good ;"  the  man, 
inftantly  replied  **  arrowhah,''  meaning,  that  he 
pitied  him,  and  inftantly  (aluted  him,  by  touch- 
ing noles,  gave  him  fome  cloth,  and  afliftcd  him 
to  wipe  and  biud  up  iiis  wounds.  After  this  he 
had  no  other  injury  offered  to  him  ;  on  his  being 
taken  on  iliore  he  was  kindly  treated  by  I  Jumpy  ^ 
brother  to  Kij/iowniofoo,  who  nurfed  him,  and 
cxprcfled  gr^at  concern  for  his  deplorable  con- 
dition ;  but  Tamaalimootoo,  notwithllanding  the 
{late  he  was  in,  took  him  in  triumph  through 
the  village,  and  made  a  jell  of  him. 

Davis  further  ftated,  that  Tamaahniootoo  took 
every  thing  out  of  the  fchooncr  that  he  poilibly 
could,  before  the  arrival  of  the  king  and  Young; 
that  he  was  rejoiced  to  fee  the  latter,  and  thought 
he  had  come  from  the  Ihow  to  fetch  the  Ichooner ; 
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but  when  they  met,  and  he  had  heard  the 
fnow  was  gone,  and  that  Young  had  been  in- 
iormcd  ot'  the  particulars  of  the  late  cruel  tranl- 
adion,  they  were  both  fitthig  in  the  greateic  at- 
Hiction,  when  the  king  came  to  them,  caught 
them  in  his  arms  and  comforted  them  ;  and  faid, 
that  no  one  Ihould  hurt  them  whilfl:  lie  could 
protect  them.  The  king  then  gave  directions 
that  he  fliovild  be  properly  taken  care  of,  and  told 
him  he  was  very  f()rry  lor  what  had  happened,, 
but'that  he,  Dux  is,  ihould  live  with,  and  be  pro- 
tected by  him.       .      ':,.'.,        :    >:     !.    ..       .  _ 

After  this,  the  king  reprimanded  Tamaah' 
moGtoo  in  fuch  terms,  that  Davis  faw  tears  in  the 
eyes  of  the  latter.  Taiminhmaah  then  took  poi- 
icffion  of  the  fchooner  f  >r  t/u-  riij;;hc  owner." 

Although  there  *.  in  i;'„  no  pt)irible  excufe  of- 
fered in  viiiJication  ot"  the  unjaftifjable  conduct 
of  this  turbulent  and  anihitious  chief,  yet  it  ap- 
pears to  have  been  ahiioft  as  incxcufeablc  on  the 
part  of  the  elder  TVletcalf,  that  he  fliould  have- 
thrown  fuch  a  temptation  in  his  v»ay.  The  ^ef- 
fel  in  (}aetli(jii  had  ijccn  a  ])Ieafure  boat,  and  was 
leniitnencd  at  CLiriii  ;  her  aunv\ale  was  not  a 
k)ot  hiirhcrthaii  that  of  tlx:  douLle  canoes  of  tliis 
country,  aad  being  uavigabM  and  protected  by 
hve  perf  nis  only,  under  d.c  command  of  an  in- 
experienced young  m:in,  ihe  became  not  lels  a 
defira'dc    acquiiiticju    to    'Idiiuahmoijl'jo    than   a 
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prize  of  cafy  attainment.  To  rifk  therefore  a 
veffel  fo  circumftanced,  amongft  a  fet  of  In- 
dians, whofe  daring  and  ambitious  charafter  was 
fo  well  known  in  every  corner  of  the  civilized 
world,  muft  ever  be  regarded  as  highly  impru- 
dent and  inconfiderate. 

John  Young,  who  was  about  forty-four  years 
of  age,  born  at  Liverpool,  and  Ifaac  Davis,  then 
thirty-fix  years  old,  born  at  Milford,  have  from 
this  period  rcfidcd  intirely  with  Tamaalimaah ; 
are  in  his  molt  perfect  confidence,  attend  him  in 
all  his  excurfions  of  bufinefs  or  pJcafure,  or  ex- 
peditions of  war  or  entcrprizc  ;  and  arc  in  the 
habit  of  daily  experiencing  from  him  the  greateft 
refpe6l,  and  the  highcll  degree  of  efteern  and 
regard.  Near  the  bay  of  Whyeatea  the  king 
has  given  them  three  very  fine  eftatcs  ;  and  Ka- 
howtnotoo,  who  is  the  firm  friend  of  Tamaah' 
viaahy  not  only  from  connet^fion,  but  a  fmcere 
regard,  and  who,  from  his  atchievcments  in  war 
and  advice  in  council,  is  confidcrcd  as  the  ibcond 
chief  in  the  iiland,  has  likewife  lhev\  n  them,  on 
all  occafions,  the  greateft  marks  of  friendfliip  and 
refpet5t,  and  has  prei<"ntcd  each  with  a  very  fine 
cftate  near  the  eaft  point  of  the  ifland.  Kava^ 
heero  and  Commanowa,  who  are  confidered  the 
next  chiefs  in  pov\cr  and  authority  to  the  two 
former,  have  alfo  treated  them  both  in  tlie  moffc 
friendly   manner  j  but  neither   of  them   could 
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fpeak  of  Tianna  in  the  fame  favorable  terms. 
This  chief  eyes  them  with  great  jcaloufy,  and 
has  made  fome  attempts  on  their  lives ;  parti- 
cularly on  the  return  of  Captain  Colnett  from 
St.  Bias.  On  this  occafion,  Captain  Colnct,  un- 
derftanding  that  there  were  two  white  men  on 
the  ifland,  very  humanely  defired,  by  letter,  that 
they  would  repair  on  board  his  vefl'el,  and  that 
he  would  afford  them  all  the  prote<ftion  and  fer- 
vice  in  his  power.  Young  and  Davis  being  ex- 
tremely averfc  to  their  prcfent  way  of  life,  con- 
certed a  plan  for  efcaping  to  Captain  Colnett's 
veflel ;  a  meafure  very  contrary  to  the  wiflics 
and  inclinations  ol  Ti:maaJimaah  and  the  chiefs 
of  the  iiland  ;  ieit  revenge  for  the  capture  of  the 
fchooner  Ihould  follow  their  departure,  to  pre- 
vent which  they  were  always  very  narrowly 
watched,  and  ftrongly  guarded,  whenever  any 
veffel  was  in  fight. 

In  reply  to  Captain  Colnett's  letter  Young 
wrote  to  him,  and  ftatcd  how  he  and  Davis 
came  to  be  on  the  ifland,  what  had  happened 
with  refped  to  the  fchooner,  and  the  means  that 
were  ufcd  to  prevent  their  efcaping.  This  letter 
was  fent  off  by  one  of  their  attendants,  who, 
meeting  Tianna,  fliewed  him  the  letter.  This 
Tiamia  immediately  took  to  the  king,  and,  in 
confcquencc  of  his  voyage  to  China,  and  ha\  ing 
lived  io  long  in  the  focicty  of  Kngliilimen,  per- 

fuaded 
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liiaded  the  king  that  he  could  read  its  contents. 
He  pretended  that  Young  and  Davis  had  defired 
Captain  Colnett  to  get  the  king  into  his  poffcf- 
fion,  and  to  keep  him  until  the  fchooner  and 
they  were  delivered  up   to  him  ;  and  that   h^ 
then  lliould  kill  the  king  and  many  more  of  the 
liiandcrs.    To  prevent  this  calamity,  he  earncftly 
advifed  the  king  to  kill  Young  and  Davis ;  after 
which,  he  faid,  no  one  would  know  any  thing 
about  them  but  thcmfclvcs.  ■        ■       •      | 

Captain  Colnett  concluding  the    two    men 
were  prevented  by  the  natives  from  getting  off 
to  him,  very  kindly  wrote  them  another  letter, 
and  faid,  that  if  they  we  fo  circumftanced,  he 
begged    they   would  fend   for   any    thing  they 
wanted,  and  if  he  had  it,  it  (hould  be  fent  on 
fhore  to  them.     To  this  very  kind  letter  Young 
wrote  an  anfwer,  and  told  the  man  who  under- 
took to  carry  it  on  board  that  the  Captain  would 
make  him  a  handfome  prcfcnt  for  fo  doing.  The 
next   day  the  man  returned,  and  faid  he  was 
afraid  to  deliver  the  letter,  as  the  king  had  given 
orders,  that  every  man  iliould  be  puniHied  with 
<lt;ath,  who  (liould  carry  any  thing  from  either 
Young  or  Dxivis  to  Captain  Colnett.     This  dlf- 
appointment  determined  them  if  poirible  to  effect 
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pieces  and  fat  out,  but  before  they  had  got  near 
to  the  water  fide  oppofite  to  the  velfel,  they 
were  followed  by  a  great  number  of  the  inha- 
bitants, who,  being  fearful  of  their  guns,  did  not 
moleit:  them.     Some   of  the   natives  however 
endeavoured  to  prevent  their  reaching  a  point, 
that    was    nearly    furrounded   by   water,   fro.n 
whence  being  near  to  the  fhip,  they  were   in 
hppcs  of  effeding  their  purpofe.    In  accomplifh- 
ing  this,  Younsi;  was  obliged  to  ftrike  one  man 
with  the  but  of  his  piece,  (for  they  did  not  like 
to  fire)  and  unfortunately  broke  its  flock.    They 
had  not  long  been  here  betorc  the  king  arrived 
in  his  canoe,  attended   by  many   others.     Ta- 
nmahmaah   very  difpafiionately  advifed  them  to 
return  from  whence  they  had  come  ;  and  faid, 
that  he  would  do  any  <-,hing  they  could  wilh  to 
render  their  lives  more  comfortable,  but  that  he 
could  not  confcnt  they  (hould  leave  the  iiland  ; 
afluring  them  that  his  people  would  rebel,  and 
put  him  to  death,  the  inltant  they  took  their  de- 
parture.     T'lanuti,  who  was  prefcnt,  fcemed  to 
be  of  a  different  opinion  ;  and  offered   to  take 
Young  and  Davis  on  board   Captain   Colnett's 
veffcl,  in  his  own  canoe.     But  the  king,   well 
knowing  that  Tianna  only  wanted  to  accomplifli 
their  dcftruc'iHon,  immediately  intcrpofed;  and 
in  the  kindell  and   moll  perfuafive  manner  rc- 
cjueilcd  they  would  on  no  account  accept  77- 
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amtas  offer,  but  that  they  would  return  in  his 
canoe  with  him.  The  confidence  they  repofed 
in  Tamtuihmaah,  that  they  lliould  be  iubjed  to 
no  inconvenience  in  confequence  of  their  at- 
tempt to  efcape,  and  the  earneftnefs  with  which 
he  foUcited  them  to  go  back  with  him,  at  length 
had  the  dcfu-ed  effed:,  and  they  both  embarked 
on  board'  his  canoe.  Davis  was  in  the  tore  part, 
and  Young  in  the  after  part  of  the  canoe,  when 
they  were  boarded  by  many  others;  and  Ta- 
maahmaah,  oblerving  fome  violence  was  hkely 
to  hi  oticred  to  Davis,  went  forward  to  refcue 
him,  and  to  prevent  any  accident  took  Davi»!s 
mulket  away  from  him ;  in  the  mean  time 
many  of  the  natives  fell  upon  Young,  who  re- 
ceived leveral  wounds  before  the  king  could  re- 
turn to  his  affitlance,  who  was  obliged  to  ftrike 
ievcral  of  them  \\ith  his  pa,ddle  l^efore  they 
would  defilt.    ■••      -    •>    '         ■ 

After  this  projcd:  was  defeated,  Young  and 
Da\  is  were  never  fuiiered  to  be  both  afloat  at  the 
fame  time  until  our  arrival ;  and  they  were  given 
to  underflaiid,  that  the  efcape  of  the  one  would 
he  fata!  to  the  other.  This  icemcd  to  be  a  very 
poHtical  mcailirc,  as  the  intcrcil:.  they  had  in 
each  other's  happincls  and  welfare,  and  the  fni- 
cerc  fricnddiip  and  regard  that  fubfifted  between 
thf-m,  could  not  efcaf)e  tiie  obfcr^atio^  of  Ta- 
■Waj/iMJii/uwkio  would  readily  lu;i"£e'it  th'"  expc'^ 
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diency  of  fuch  an  interdidion.  Thus  have  Young 
and  Davis  fmce  remained,  obferving  that  fidelity 
towards  each  other,  which  the  true  principles  of 
honor  d ideate  under  fuch  circumftances. 

Young  and  Davis  had  now  been  rciident  in 
Owhyhec  nearly  three  years,  which  had  afforded 
to  each  of  them  frequent  opportunities  of  notic- 
ing the  charaders  of  the  principal  chiefs,  and 
leading  people  on  the  ifland.  I  derived  from  them 
fuch  information  refpeding  the  conduct  of  certain 
chiefs  as  may  be  confidered  important ;  at  lead  to 
thofe  whofc  purfuits  may  lead  them  into  thefe 
feas.        -'■'  •       ■   >-■..  •  .'>.  ■_.  :.        ■      ■    .....  ■ 

Tianna,  they  reprefentcd,  as  pofTefiing  the  moft 
turbulent  and  ambitious  difpofition,  with  great 
adivity  of  mind,  and  a  thorough  contempt  of 
danger.  Had  his  power  been  fufficient,  or  had 
his  plots  and  defigns  been  countenanced  and 
adopted  by  Tamaalunaah^  they  mud  have  prov- 
ed fatal  to  many  of  the  fmall  trading  velTels 
that  have  vifited  thefe  iflands.  Ever  fmce  Tia?ina 
had  been  fettled  on  Owhyhee  with  the  arms  and 
ammunition  he  had  brought  from  China,  his 
mind  had  conftantly  been  dircded  to  the  feizing 
of  every  fmall  veflel  that  had  arrived  amongft 
them ;  whilil  the  plans  he  had  repeatedly  concert- 
ed for  fuch  enterprizes  had  been  fcconded  by  his 
brolher  ISomatn/iaJi  and  TamaahmoottoOi  and  as 
uniformly  oppofcd,  and  over-ruled  by    Tamaah" 
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maahy  Kahowmotoo,  Cryniamahoi^  and  Cavahecro. 
The  chief,  Commanow,  was  of  the  king's  pacific 
party,  had  unltbrmly  rejedlcd  the  counfcls  of  Ti- 
anna,  and  was  adverfe  to  his  ambitious  projedls, 
excepting  in  one  inftancc  ;  that  of  the  capture  of 
the  floop  Princefs  Royal.  In  juftification  how- 
ever of  his  condudl  on  this  occafion,  he  fays,  the 
reafon  ♦^^  ,t  t...  '^ed  him  to  con  .  n  n  that  enter- 
prize,  was,  that  the  Spaniards  had  taken  the  Prin- 
cefs Royal  from  the  Englifh,  and  therefore  he 
thought  there  could  be  no  harm  in  taking  her 
from  the  Spaniards. 

NomatahaJi  and  Tamaahmootoo  are  artful,  de- 
figning,  and  rcftlefs  characters,  and  have  difpoii- 
tions  to  act  on  all  occafions  of  hazard,  or  unlaw- 
ful attempt,  in  conjunction  with  Tiamia.  One 
fmglc  inftance  may  ferve  to  Ihew  with  what  art 
their  projects  are  defigned,  and  with  w  hat  fuccefs 
they  arc  likely  to  be  attended. 

About  two  months  before  the  capture  of  the 
Fair  American,  whililMr.  Mctcalf  was  l}'ing  with 
his  fnow  in  Karakakooa  bay,  it  was  propofed  to 
Tamaalimaah  by  thcie  chiefs  to  feize  the  fnow, 
to  put  as  many  of  her  crew  to  death  as  they 
thought  neccflary,  but  to  rcfcrve  a  fufHcient  num- 
ber to  navigate  her,  and  to  inftrud:  them  in  the 
management  of  ibch  veflcls.     By  this  acquifition 
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of  them  all  very  cafy ;  for  under  the  power  that 
Tamaahmaah  would  then  have,  they  muft  inevi- 
tably be  reduced  to  fubjection. 

The  mode  propofcd  by  T/anna  for  the  accom- 
plifliment  of  this  project  was,  that  whilft  the  crew 
were  engaged  aloft  in  furling  the  fails  after  they 
had  been  loofed  to  dry,  which,  in  confequencc  ot 
the  then  rainy  feafon,  was  a  daily  practice  on  board 
the  veiTcl,  thcfc  chiefs,  with  others  on  whom 
they  could  depend,  being  affemblcd  on  board  for 
this  exprcfs  purpofe,  Ihould  murder  all  thofe  who 
remained  upon  deck,  and  put  as  many  of  the 
others  to  death,  as  they  confidered  neccifary,  on 
their  coming  down  out  of  the  rigging.  Tianna 
reduced  the  fucccfs  of  this  exploit  nearly  to  a  cer- 
tainty, as  he  had  been  two  or  three  times  on  board 
the  vcflel  whilft  her  fails  were  furling,  and  faw 
with  what  eafc  his  plan  could  be  carried  into 
effect. 

Notwithftanding  Tamaahmaah  revolted  at  the 
idea  of  this  barbarous  fcheme,  and  with  great 
abhorrence  rejected  the  propofals  of  Tiafma,  he 
very  fortunately  ftill  remained  in  the  neighbour- 
hood. For  when  the  projectors,  inftead  of  fub- 
fcribing  to  the  orders  of  their  king,  and  abandon- 
ing their  cruel  defign,  repaired  on  board  the  vef- 
fel,  Tamaahmaah  on  becom '<.  acquainted  that 
they  were  fo  aiTembled,  went  m  perfon  immedi- 
ately ga  board,  and  ordered  them  out  of  the  vcf- 
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fcl ;  adding  threats,  that  if  they  did  not  inftantly 
comply,  he  would  inform  Mr.  Metcalf  of  the 
danger  that  awaited  him.  They  denied  having 
vifited  the  (hip  with  any  hoftile  'intention ;  and 
Mr.  Metcalf  left  the  ifland  without  having  the 
leall  knowledge  of  the  confpiracy  that  had  been 
tbrmcd  for  his  deftruction  ;  and  which  had  been 
the  cafe  alfo  with  the  Princefs  Royal,  and  feveral 
other  veiTcls,  againft  which  their  plots  had  been 
equally  well  concerted  ;  but,  by  the  timely  inter- 
ference of  Tamaahmaah,  their  barbarous  projects 
had  been  defeated,  and  the  lives  of  many  civilized 
people  prefcrved. 

On  this  fubjed  I  had  queftioned  both  Tamaah' 
maah  and  Kahowmotoo^  who  confirmed  the  in- 
formation given  by  Young  and  Davis  ;  and  in  ad- 
dition to  it  they  ftated  to  me,  that  in  council  T/- 
aiina  was  always  for  war  and  coercive  meai'ures, 
by  which  condud  he  had  not  only  incurred  their 
difapprobation,  but  that  Tamaahmaah  had  obliged 
him  to  quit  his  former  refidence  in  the  neighbour- 
hood of  Karakakooa,  and  to  retire  to  the  north- 
weft  part  of  the  ifland. 
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,       CHAPTER  VI.  .    ,       :^ 

Trayifatitons  at  Karakaliooa  hay — Vijit  from  the 
Widoiv  nfTcrreeohoo — An  Indhm  Sham-Jight — 
Propojah  for  a  gciicral  Peace  aviongfi  the  In- 
lilans — Quit  O'lvhyhee — A/lronomkal  Ob/erva- 
tions. 

HAVING  now  opened  a  friendly  communi- 
cation vs  ith  the  chiefs,  and  adopted  mca- 
iures  for  cllablilhinji;  and  prefcrving  the  good  un- 
derftanding  that  had  taken  phice  between  the  in- 
habitants and  ourfelves,  one  thing  only  appeared 
neccfTary  to  make  onr  fitnation  perfedly  com- 
fortable :  this  was,  to  dilcovcr  fome  means  of 
recruiting  our  fupply  of  water,  which  Karakakooa 
does  not  naturally  furnini.  On  vifiting  the  well 
from  which  the  Rcfolution  and  Difcovery  had 
obtained  theirs,  1  found  that  it  contained  but  a 
fmall  quantity,  and  this  fo  exceffively  brackifli, 
that  I  was  fearful  of  its  bad  cfFed:s  on  the  health 
of  our  people  ;  and  as  there  was  no  better  within 
our  reach,  I  applied,  on  Monday  the  25th,  to 
Tamaahmaak  for  his  affiftancc  to  relieve  our 
wants.  The  vail  confumption  of  water  by  the 
cattle  on  our  paiTage  hither,  made  the  quantity 
we  now  required  very  confidcrable,  and  he  was 
;  :J^ :  for 
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for  feme  time  at  a  lofs  to  dcvife  the  bcft  means  for 
procuring  a  fufficiency.  At  length  he  propofcd 
that  a  certain  number  of  his  canoes,  each  taking 
one,  two,  or  three  puncheons,  according  to  their 
fize,  fliould  be  fcnt  to  different  places  on  this  fide 
of  the  ifland,  and  there  be  filled  with  water 
brought  by  the  natives  in  calabafhes  to  the  cailcs 
ut  the  fea  fide,  from  the  little  wells  in  their  plan- 
tations. 

Tills  plan  being  determined  upon,  a  dozen 
puncheons,  by  way  of  experiment,  were  put  Into 
the  canoes,  the  defHnatlon  of  fome  of  which  was 
at  that  diftance,  that  they  were  not  cxpedted  to 
return  in  three  dajs.  Six  of  the  calks,  however, 
were  brought  back  full  of  moft  excellent  water 
the  following  morning,  Tuefday  the  20th,  for 
which  fcrvlce  thoie  employed  feemed  amply  re- 
warded by  receiving  a  piece  of  iron  about  0  Inches 
long,  and  two  Inches  in  breadth,  being  the  price 
fixed  bv  the  king  for  filling  each  calk,  who  alio 
directed  that  the  people  of  the  neighbourhood 
fliould  briny:  dovNii  water  for  fale  ;  this  was  fur- 
nilhed  lij  tolerable  abundance,  and  they  aded  in 
this,  as  in  other  articles  of  traffic,  with  the  great- 
eft  honefty  and  proprlctyof  condud:. 

The   king   fpent  the   day  in  vifitlng  the  two 

■vefiels,  though  he  pafied  moft  of  his  time  on 

board  the  Dlfcover),  where  his  obfervatlon  was 

conllantly  awake,  and  few  of  our  moft  common 
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Operations  cfcapcd  his  notice ;  all  his  enquiries 
were  pertinent,  direded  to  uletul  objects,  and  cal- 
culated to  obtain  information  that  would  here- 
afier  anfwer  fomc  good  purpofc.      •     .  ., 

On  miirnig  his  early  vifit  the  next  morning, 
Wcunelday  the  27th,  I  received  a  mellagc  from 
him,  that  an  axe  and  fome  fmall  articles  belong- 
ing to  the  Chatham  had  been  ftolen  by  the  wo- 
men who  had  been  permitted  to  ilecp  on  board, 
and  who  imd  elcaped  to  the  Ihorc  undeteded. 
Our  firll  knowledge  of  the  theft  was  by  this  mef* 
fage  from  TamaaJimaah,  who  informed  me  that 
the  offender,  a  young  woman,  was  in  cuilody, 
and  that  the  inftant  the  llolen  goods  were  re- 
covered, they  fliould  be  returned  to  the  place  from 
whence  they  had  been  taken.  This  was  done 
about  breakfafl  time,  after  which  he  fpent  the 
remainder  of  the  day  with  me,  and  gave  me  the 
unwelcomx  intelligence,  that  the  bull  for  whofc 
Tccovery  I  was  fo  very  folicitous,  vvas  dead.  On 
this  mortifying  occafion  1  much  regretted  that  I 
had  not  followed  the'advice  o{ Ka/unvmotnu,  from 
whofe  connection  with  the  king  I  molt  probably 
might  have  relied  with  perfec^i  fccurity  on  big 
offers,  of  taking  charge  of  the  cattle  at  Toealgh. 
Two  of  the  young  cows,  however,  appeared  tt)  be 
in  calf;  this  encouraged  me  to  hope  that  hislofs 
would  be  repaired  by  one  of  them  bringing  forth 
a  male.     The  fineft  of  the  two  ewes,  I  was  now 

informed 
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informed  was  killed  by  a  dog  the  day  after  the 
cattle  were  landed  ;  whofe  life  was  inftantly  for- 
feited for  the  tranfgreirion. 
^  Our  plan  for  procuring  water  anfwered  very 
well ;  the  cafks  were  taken  the  greateft  care  of, 
and  were  punctually  and  regularly  returned  ;  fo 
that  by  this  evening  we  had  acquired  eight  tuns 
of  excellent  water.  '•      .    ^ 

On  Thurfday  afternoon  the  ^Sth,  Kcrneeci.  Ker- 
rey, the  unfortunate  widow  ot  the  late  Tcreeohoo, 
favored  me  with  a  vifit.  After  lameifting  the 
death  of  her  hufband,  and  witnefling  nearly  lae 
extirpation  of  his  whole  race,  flie  had  furviv.-vi  to 
this  time  in  a  flate  of  captivity,  ^.^nder  thefe 
melancholy  circumilanccs,  (he  had  met  in  Ta- 
maahmaah  not  only  a  humane  and  generous  con- 
queror, but  a  friend  and  a  protc(flor. 

During  the  conflid:  at  the  revolution,  he  was 
under  the  neceflity  of  ufmg  fome  violence  to 
llielter  her  from  the  revenge  of  his  neareft  rela- 
tions, and  the  fury  of  the  mob,  who  loudly  de- 
manded her  immediate  evecution,  and  the  lives 
of  all  her  hufl3and's  adherens  b.  Although  on  my 
vifit  to  thefe  iflands  in  the  year  177y  ilie  was 
then  advanced  in  life,  yet  I  perfectly  recolleded 
the  features  of  her  countenance.  The  high  de- 
gree of  feni^bility  and  vivacity  it  then  pofleffed, 
compared  with  her  prefent  appearance,  too  plainly 
bcfpokc  the  forrow  and  dejedion  flie  had  fmca 
experienced. 
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In  ?  very  feeble  faltering  voice  fhe  faid,  that 
we  had  been  formerly  acquainted,  that  fhe  had 
come  with  Tamaahmaah  to  pay  me  a  vlfit  and  fee 
the  Ihip,  prcfented  me  at  the  fame  time  with  a 
fmall  featiiercd  cap,  which  was  all  ihe  had  now 
in  her  pow  er  to  bcdovv.  My  name  was  perfectly 
familiar  to  her,  but  my  perfon  was  fo  altered, 
that  it  was  fome  time  before  flie  was  quite  recon- 
ciled to  the  change  that  fourteen  years  had  pro- 
duced. Curiofity  induced  her  to  vifit  moll  parts 
of  uhe  ihip ;  and  vvhilil  fhe  was  fo  engaged,  a 
flight  dep-rce  of  checrfulncfs  feemed  to  obtrude, 
and  for  a  moment  appeared  to  fulpcnd  the 
weighty  afflictions  that  her  declining  years  were 
Scarcely  able  to  fullaln.  Satisfied  with  the  fur- 
rounding  objedls,  and  gratified  in  her  inquiries 
after  many  of  the  officers  and  fbme  of  the  people 
of  the  Rcfolution  and  Difcovcry,  I  prefented  her 
with  an  aflbrtmt nt  of  valuables  fuitable  to  her 
former  dlftinguifhed  fituation,  and  obtained  from 
1  amaahmaah  a  nr^ofl:  folemn  promife  in  her  pre- 
fcncc,  that  the  article:- 1  had  given  her  fliould 
not  be  taken  from  her  by  himiclf  or  any  other 
perfon.  •..•..... 

Kahozvmotoo^  who  with  a  part  of  his  family  had 
been  our  conltant  vifitors  in  the  day  time,  and 
whofe  good  otFiccb  had  been  uniformly  exerted  to 
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March,  for  the  purpofe  of  colleding  fuch  things 
as  would  be  moft  acceptable  to  us  after  quitting 
Karakakooa  ;  it  being  my  intention  to  viiitToe- 
aigh  previoufly  to  my  departure  from  this  ifland. 
On  this  occafion  I  prefented  him  with  fome  ufcful 
articles  that  were  highly  acceptable  to  him,  parti- 
cularly a  fuit  of  falls  made  of  old  canvafs  for  his 
largeil  canoe,  and  a  cloak  of  fcarlct  cloth  made 
after  the  faihion  of  that  I  had  given  to  Tamaah- 
maah,  but  not  quite  fo  gaudily  decorated. 

Mr.  Menzies,  who  had  departed  on  Monday 
in  purfuit  of  botatiical  refearches,  accompanied 
by  one  of  the  midfliipmen  of  the  Difcovery,  on 
an  cxcurfion  into  the  country,  returned  to  the  flilp 
this  morning.  He  had  been  attended  by  a  guide 
and  eight  people  appohitcd  for  that  purpofe  by 
Tamaalimaah.  From  thefe  people  he  had  received 
the  greateft  attention  and  civility,  and  through 
all  the  inhabited  parts  of  the  country  they  had 
palled,  had  been  treated  with  the  utmoft  refpe(5t 
and  hofpitality. 

On  Sc'.turday  the  2d,  moffc  of  our  material  buil- 
ncfs  being  by  this  time  accomplifhed,  our  wood 
and  water  completely  replenilhed  ;  and  finding 
that  on  application  to  the  chiefs  a  fufficient 
quantity  of  refrefliments  were  inftantly  fupplied, 
I  annulled  the  order  prohibiting  a  general  barter, 
and  gave  permiffion  for  the  purchaCng  of  curio- 
fities. 
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Accompanied  by  Tamaahmaah  and  fomc  of  the 
officers,  on  Sunday  the  3d,  I  vifited  the  three  vil- 
lages in  this  bay  ;  and  firft  of  all  the  fatal  fpot, 
where  Captain  Cook  fo  unexpededly,  and  fo  un- 
fortunately for  the  world,  was  deprived  of  his  va- 
luable life.  This  melancholy,  and  ever  to  be  de- 
plored  event,  the  natives  are  at  much  pains  exadly 
to  rcprefent,  to  produce  reafons  for  its  taking 
place,  and  to  lliew  that  it  fulfilled  the  prophecies 
of  the  priefls,  who  had  foretold  this  fad  cataftfo- 
phe.  But  as  thefe  are  matters  that  require  fur- 
ther examination,  J  fhall  defer  them  to  future 
confideration. . 

At  this  place,  as  well  as  at  the  other  villages, 
the  inhabitants,  who  wTre  very  numerous,  be- 
haved with  the  utmoll  civility  and  decorum.  It 
may  not  however  be  unimportant  to  obferve,  that 
wx  repaired  on  fnorc  with  both  boats  well  armed, 
our  men  drelTcd,  as  was  the  ufual  pradice  on  a 
Sunday,  in  their  bcft  attire,  and  with  a  guard  of 
marines.  PoUibly  our  appearance  had  Ibme  in-, 
fluence  on  their  general  behaviour,  though  for 
I  entertained  not  the  leafl  fufpicion 
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that  fuch  protcdion  was  at  all  nccclli 
vanity  of  TauiaaJunaali  was  however  highly  gra- 
tified by  the  parade,  and  he  muth  regretted  that 
he  had  not  an  Englifh  drcls  to  wear  upon  this  oc- 
cafion.  For  this  he  had  fubltituted  a  garment 
I  had  given  him,  that  had  not  before  been  cx-^ 
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pofed  to  public  view,  which  much  attradlcd  the 
notice  and  applaufe  of  the  furrounding  multitude. 
Tigjma,  with  fcveral  other   chiefs, were  alfo  pre- 
fcnt ;  the  latter  had  every  appearance  of  a  cheer- 
ful and  happy  difpofition ;  but  the  countenance 
of  the  ambitious    Tianna  could  not  conceal  the 
envy  he  felt  in  not  being  treated  with  the  fame 
degree  of  refped  that  was  fliewn  to  his  fovereign. 
His  jealoufy  became  confpicuoufly  evident  in  our 
walk  through  the  village,  by  his  aflving  in  a  furly 
tone  of  voice,  why  I  gave  that  man  fo  many  things 
and  himfelf  fo  few  ?  This  I  endeavoured  to  ex- 
plain, though  poffibly  not  intirely  to  his  fatisfac- 
tion.  ,  ,.«  , 

Nothing  worthy  of  notice  occurred  during  our 
perambulation  on  Ihorc ;  which,  being  ended,  we 
returned  on  board  to  dinner.  . 

Notwithftanding  we  had  completely  finilhed 
the  principal  bufniefs  of  refitting  the  veffels,  yet 
as  I  confidered  the  meridian  of  this  place  to  have 
been  accurately  and  unalterably  fixed  by  Captain 
Cook  and  Captain  King,  for  the  better  regulation 
of  our  chronometers,  I  much  wiflied  for  the  fur- 
ther obfervations  of  a  day  or  two  at  the  obferva- 
tory  ;  and  having  promifed  to  give  the  king  an 
entertainment  with  fire-works,  that   exhibition 
was  fixed  for  Monday  evening;  and  that  he  might 
contribute  to  the  pleafures  of  the  day,  he  pro- 
pofed  to  have  a  (liam-battle  on  (horc  in  the  after- 
noon 
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noon,  between  fuch  of  his  beft  warriors  as  could 
be  affembled  on  fo  (hort  a  notice. 

On  ]\'„onday  the  4th,  as  foon  as  dinner  v/as 
over,  we  were  fummoned  to  this  re  vie  v/,  and  as 
Tamaahnuiah  confidered  all  ceremonies  and  for- 
malities on  my  part  as  adding  to  his  confcqucncc, 
Jie  requeued  that  I  would  be  attended  on  fliorc 
by  a  guard.  '"'  '  ' 

We  found  the  vrarriors  aflcmblcd  towards  the 
north  corner  of  the  beach,  without  the  limits  of 
the   hallowed  ground.     The  party  confided  of 
about  an  hundred  and   fifty  men   armed  with 
ipcars ;    thefe    were   divided  into    three  parties 
nearly  in  equal  numbers,  two  were  placed  at  a 
little  diftance  from  each  other  ;  that  on  our  right 
was   to   rcprefent   the    armies   of  Titecrec   and 
J'ii'io,  that  on  the  left  the  army  of  Tamaahmaali. 
Their  fpears  on  this  occafion  were  blunt  pointed 
ilicks,   about  the  length  of  their  barbed  ones ; 
W'hilfl,  on  each  wing,  we  were  to  fuppofea  body 
of  troops  placed  to  annoy  the  enemy  with  ftones 
from  their  fl'ngs.    The  combatants  now  advanced 
towards  each  other,  feemingly  Avithout  any  prin- 
cipal leader,  making  fpeechcs  as  they  approached, 
which   appeared  to  end   in  \aunts  and   threats 
from  both   parties,   when   the  battle  began   by 
throwing  their  fham  fpears  at  each  other.     Thelc 
were  parried  in  moft  inftanccs  with  great  dexte- 
rity, but  fuch  as  were  thrown  with  eircct  pro- 
duced 
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duced   contufions  and  wounds,   which,  though     , 
fortunately  of  no  dangerous  tendency,  were  yet     i 
very   confiderable,   and  it  was  admirable  to  ob- 
fcrve  the  great   good  humour  and  evennefs  of    { 
temper  that  was  prelerved  by  thofe  who  were    \ 
thus  injured.     This  battle  was  a  mere  Ikirmilh, 
neither  party  being  fupported,  nor  advancing  in 
any  order  but  fuch  as  the  fancy  of  the  indivi- 
duals directed.     Some  would  advance  even  from 
the  rear  to  the  front,   where  they  would  throw 
their  fpears,   and  inftantly  retreat  into  the  midft 
of  their  allociates,  or  would  remain  picking  up 
the  fpears  that  had  fallen  without  effedt.     Thefc 
they  would  fometimes  hurl  again  at  the  foe,  or 
haftily  retreat  with  two  or  three  in  their  pof- 
fcffion.     Thofe,   however,   wdio   valued   them- 
felves  on  military  atchievements,  marched  up  to- 
wards the  front  of  the  adverfc  party,  and  in  a 
vauntiuLT  manner  bid  defiance  to  the  whole  of 
their  advcrfarics.     In  their  left   hand  they  held 
their  fpcar,  with  which  in  a  contemptuous  man- 
ner they  parried  fome  of  thofe  of  their  opponents, 
whilft  with  their  right  they  caught  others  in  the 
ad  of  flying  immediately  at  them,  and  inftantly 
returned  them  with  great  dexterity.     In  this  cx- 
ercifc  no  one  fecmed  to  excel  his  Owh)  hean  ma- 
jcfty,  who  entered  the  lifts  for  a  iliort  time,  and 
defended    himfclf  with   the    grcatcft   dexterity, 
yiuch  to  our  furprizc  and  admiration;  in  one  in- 
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fiance  particularly,  againft  fix  fpears  that  were 
hurled  at  him  nearly  at  the  fame  inftant;  three 
he  caught  as  they  were  flying,  with  one  hand, 
two  he  broke  by  parrying  them  with  his  fpear 
in  the  other,  and  the  fixth,  by  a  trifling  inclina- 
tion of  his  body,  paiTed  harmlefs. 

This  part  of  the  combat  was  Intended  to  re- 
prefent  the  king  as  having  been  fuddenly  dif- 
covered  by  the  enemy,  in  a  fituation  where  he 
was  leaft  expcAed  to  be  found ;  and  the  Hiower 
of  darts  that  were  inllantly  dire^ied  to  that  quar- 
ter, were  intended  to  fliew  that  he  was  in  the 
moft  imminent  danger;  until  advancing  a  few 
paces,  with  the  whole  body  of  his  army  more 
clofely  conneded,  and  throwing  their  fpears  with 
their  utmofl  exertion,  he  caufed  the  enemy  to 
fall  back  in  fome  little  confufion,  and  he  himfelf 
rejoined  our  party  without  having  received  the 
Icaft  injury. 

The  confequences  attendant  on  the  firft  man 
being  killed,  or  being  fo  wounded  as  to  fall  on 
the  difputcd  ground  between  the  contending  ar- 
mies, were  next  exhibited. 

This  event  caufes  the  lofs  of  many  lives  and 
much  blood,  in  the  conflid  that  takes  place  in 
order  to  refcue  the  unfortunate  individual,  who, 
if  carried  off  by  the  adverfe  party  dead  or  alive, 
becomes  an  immediate  facrifice  at  the  moral. 
On  this  occafion  the  wounded  man  v/as  fuppofed 
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to  be  one  of  T/V^^r^^'s  foldiers,  and  until  this  hap- 
pened, no  advantage  appeared  on  either  fide;  but 
now  the  difpute  became  very  ferious,  was  well 
fupported  on  all  fides,  and  vidory  ftill  fecmcd  to 
hold  a  level  fcale,  until  at  length  the  fuppofed 
armies  of  Ta'w  and  Titeeree  fell  back,  whilfl  that 
of  Tamaalimanh  carried  off  in  triumph  feveral 
fuppofed  dead  bodies,  dragging  the  poor  fellows, 
(who  already  had  been  much  trampled  upon)  by 
the  heels,  fome  diftance  through  a  light  loofc 
fand;  and  who,  notwithftanding  that  their  eyes, 
ears,  mouth,  and  noftrils  were  by  this  means  fil- 
led, were  no  fooner  permitted  to  ufe  their  legs, 
than  they  ran  into  the  fea,  wafhed  themfelves, 
and  appeared  as  happy  and  as  cheerful  as  if  no- 
thing had  happened. 

In  this  riot-like  engagement,  for  it  could  not 
poffibly  be  confidered  any  thing  better,  the  prin- 
cipal chiefs  were  confidered  to  bear  no  part ;  and 
on  its  being  thus  concluded,  each  party  fat  quiet- 
ly down  on  the  ground,  and  a  parly,  or  fome 
other  fort  of  converliition  took  place.  '  The  chiefs 
were  now  fuppofed  to  have  arrived  at  the  theatre 
of  war,  which  had  hitherto  been  carried  on  by 
the  common  people  only  of  both  parties  ;  a  very 
ufual  mode  of  proceeding,  I  underftood,  among 
thefe  illanders.  They  now  on  both  fides  came 
forward,  guarded  by  a  number  of  men  armed 
with    fpears   of  great   length,    called  palJahos'. 
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Thcfc  weapons  are  never  rcl'inquKhed  but  by 
death,  or  captivity  ;  the  former  is  the  mod  com- 
mon. They  arc  not  barbed,  but  reduced  to  a 
fmall  point,  and  though  not  very  fliarp,  yet  arc 
capable  of  giving  deep  and  mortal  wounds  by 
the  force  and  manner  w  ith  which  they  are  ufed. 
The  miffive  fpears  arc  all  barbed  about  fix  inches 
from  the  point,  and  are  generally  from  fevcn  to 
eight  feet  long. 

The  warriors  who  were  armed  with  the  pal- 
laloos,  now  advanced  with  a  confiderable  degree 
of  order,  and  a  fcene  of  very  different  exploits 
commenced  ;  prefenting,  in  comparifon  to  what 
before  had  been  exhibited,  a  wonderful  degree  of 
improved  knowledge  in  military  evolutions.  This 
body  of  men,  compofmg  feveral  ranks,  formed  in 
clofe  and  reiz.ular  order,  conllituted  a  firm  and 
compa^l  phalanx,  which  in  aditual  fervice,  I  was 
informed,  was  not  cafily  to  be  broken.  Having 
reached  the  fpot  in  conteft,  they  fat  down  on 
the  ground  about  thirty  yards  afunder,  and  point- 
ed their  pallaloos  at  each  other.  After  a  fliort 
interval  of  filence,  a  converfation  commenced, 
and  Ta'io  was  fuppofcd  to  ilate  his  opinion  re- 
fpccling  peace  and  war.  The  arguments  feemed 
to  be  urged  and  fupported  with  equal  energy  on 
both  fides.  When  peace  under  certain  ftipula- 
tions  was  propofed,  the  pallaloos  were  inclined  to- 
wards the  ground,  and  when  war  was  announced, 
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their  points  were  raifed  to  a  certain  degree  of 
elevation.  Both  parties  put  on  the  appearance 
of  being  much  upon  their  guard,  and  to  watcli 
each  other  with  a  jealous  eye,  whilil  this  nego- 
ciation  was  going  forward  ;  which,  however,  not 
terminating  amicably,  their  refpective  claims  re- 
mained to  be  decided  by  the  fate  of  a  battle. 
Nearly  at  the  fame  inftant  of  time  they  all  arofe, 
and,  in  clofc  columns,  met  each  other  by  How 
advances.  This  movement  they  conducted  with 
much  order  and  regularity,  frequently  lliifting 
their  ground,  and  guarding  with  great  circum- 
fpection  againil  the  various  advantages  of  their 
opponents ;  whilil  the  inferior  bands  were  fup- 
pofed  to  be  engaged  on  each  wing  with  fpears 
and  flings.  The  fucccfs  of  the  co'ntell,  however, 
feemed  to  depend  intircly  on  thofc  with  the  pal" 
laloos,  who  firmly  difputcd  every  inch  of  the 
ground,  by  parrying  each  other's  lunges  with  the 
2;rcateft  dexterity,  until  fome  to  the  left  of  Titee^ 
recs  centre  fell.  This  greatly  encouraged  Ta 
maahmaali  s  party,  who,  rulhing  forward  with 
fliouts  and  great  impctuofity,  broke  the  ranks  of 
their  opponents,  and  victory  was  declared  for  the 
arms  of  Ovvhyhee,  by  the  fuppofcd  death  of  fc- 
veral  of  the  enemy ;  thcfe  at  length  retreated ; 
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Talo ;  and  thofe  who  had  the  honor  of  perfo  - 
natins;  thcfc  chiefs,  were,  hkc  thofe  before,  drag- 
ged in  triumph  by  the  heels  over  no  fmall  extent 
of  loofe  fandy  beach,  to  he  prefented  to  the  vic- 
torious TiiwiiahmaaJi,  and  for  the  fuppofed  pur- 
pofe  of  being  facrificed  at  his  morai.  Thelc 
poor  fellows,  like  thofe  before  mentioned,  bore 
their  treatment  with  the  grcatcft  good  humour. 

The  firft  exhibition  appeared  to  be  extremely 
rude,  difordcrly,  and  incffeelual,  though  much 
dexterity  was  certainly  Ihevvn;  but  from  the 
manner  in  which  the  paJlaloos  were  managed,  it 
would  feem  that  they  are  capable  of  fullaining  a 
very  heavy  aflault. 

Thefe  military  exploits  finifhed  towards  fun- 
fct,  and  as  foon  as  it  was  dark  we  entertained  the 
king  and  a  large  concourfc  of  his  people  with  a 
difplay  of  fiic  works.  TamaaJimaah  and  fomc 
of  the  chiefs  recolledled  to  have  feen  a  few  in- 
different ones,  that  wxre  fired  by  captain  Cook- 
on  his  being  \ifited  by  Terreeohoo;  but  ours,  be- 
ing in  higher  prefervation,  of  greater  variety,  and 
in  a  larger  c[uantity,  were  viewed  by  the  fevcral 
chiefs,  w  ho  were  the  only  perfons  admitted  witli- 
in  our  tabooed  prccinds,  with  the  greateft  mix- 
ture of  fear,  furpri/.e,  and  admiration;  and  by 
the  repeated  burfts  of  acclamation  from  the  nu- 
merous body  of  the  inhabitants  allembled  on  the 
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occafion,  it  was  hard  to  determine  which  of  thefe 
paffions  mofl  generally  preponderated. 

The  following  morning,  Tuefday  the  5th, 
Cavahei'o,  the  chief  of  Kowrooa,  who  was  of  our 
party  the  preceding  evening,  informed  me,  that 
on  his  return  home,  the  inhabitants  ot"  that  village 
at  firft  confidered  vvhatt^^ey  beheld  as  a  diverfion 
only,  but  from  the  time  it  lafted,  and  the  con- 
tinual clamour  that  they  had  heard,  they  had  be- 
come very  much  alarmed,  and  fufpcded  that 
fome  mifunderllanding  had  taken  place  between 
ns  and  Taumalimaah  ;  and  that  v>  e  were  dcilroy- 
ing  him,  with  all  his  people  and  houfeL>,  on  tlii^ 
fide  of  the  country.  The  fame  opinion  had  pre- 
vailed with  mofl  of  the  women  who  were  on 
board  the  vclTels,  and  who  were  not  eafily  per- 
fuaded  to  believe  otherwife. 

Thefc  intimations  afforded  me  an  opportunity 
which  I  did  not  fuli'er  to  efcapc,  to  imorefs  on 
their  minds  the  very  great  fuperiorlty  wc  pofTef- 
fed,  ihould  vvc  ever  be  obliged  to  sidi  towards 
them  as  enemies.  The  flcy  and  water  rockets, 
balloons,  hand  grenades,  &c,  &c.  [  rcprefented  to 
be  like  guns  fired  without  fliot,  v.lien  defigned 
for  entertainment ;  but  li]:e  them  capable  ot" 
being  rendered  formidable  and  deftru6tive  wea- 
pons, when  occafion  might  require.  Or'  this 
they  feemed  to  entertain  no  doubt,  and  were 
anxious  beyond  meafure  to  be  provided   v%ith  a 
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i\'\\,  for  their  protc6lion  againft  Tuto  and  Fltceree. 
On  this  fubjc<fl  the  king  was  {o  cxcciTively  prcf- 
fing,  that  I  was  induced  to  indulge  him  bycom- 
plying  witli  his  requeft.  I  gave  to  the  charge  of 
Young,  who  with  his  comrade  Davis  had  fo  con- 
du(^lcd  theniielves  as  to  be  intitled  to  our  con- 
fidence, a  dozen  Wy  rockets,  and  half  that  number 
of  efFe(5live  hand  grenades,  for  the  fole  purpofe  of 
Tamaahmaali  s  protedion,  and  with  the  Itrideft 
injundions,  that  they  (liould  never  be  ufcd  but 
with  this  defign.  I  likevvife  exhorted  them  on 
no  pretence  to  attend  Tamaahmaah,  or  afiift  him, 
in  any  ambitious  fchemes  lor  the  conqueft  of  the 
neighbouring  iflands ;  but  to  fupport  him  to  the 
utmoft  of  their  power,  not  only  in  the  defence  of 
his  illand  againft  foreign  invafion,  but  in  main- 
taining his  authority  againll  domcltic  infurrec- 
tion. 

I  had  embraced  every  opportunity,  and  had 
met  with  no  little  difficulty  to  convince  Tamaa/j- 
fruiiih,  and  the  chiefs  who  hud  been  our  conftant 
vifitors,  that  a  peaceable  mode  of  life  was  infi- 
nitcly  to  be  prelerrcd,  and  more  cond'icive  to 
tliclr  rcLil  happincfs,  than  the  continued  ftate  of 
warfare  tliat  had  fo  long  difpTaccd  their  iflands; 
without  any  other  motive  that  could  be  urged 
as  an  excufe  for  defpuiling  each  other's  lands,  or 
dcftroying  their  fellow  creatures,  than  a  wild  and 
inordinate  ambition  to  pollefs  themfelvcs  of  each 
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Other's  territories,  which  experience  had  flicvvn 
them  they  were  incapable  of  retaining  alter  ':on- 
(jueft. 

Tliefe  and  fimilar  arguments  I  had  repeatedly 
made  uic  of,  for  the  dellrable  purpolc  of  bringing 
about  a  general  pacification  with  the  contending 
fovcrcigns  of  thcfe  iiJands ;  and  had  at  length  fuc- 
cecdcd  fo  far,  as  to  induce  the  king,  and  moll 
of  the  chiefs,  to  give  the  macter  their  fcrlous 
confideration.  One  obftaclc,  however,  fecmcd 
to  be  inliirmountable.  The  w  ant  of  confidence 
in  all  the  ruling  parties.  Such  a  ncgociation 
could  only  take  place  by  perfonal  confjience,  and 
were  a  chief  to  be  fent  from  hence  to  Mowee, 
w ith  full  powers  to  enter  upon  fo  defirable  a  bu- 
fuicfs,  it  was  allcdgcd  the  people  there  would  have 
no  good  opinion  of  his  intentions  ;  and,  confider- 
ing  him  as  a  fpy,  would  inflantly  put  him  to 
death. 

I  endeavoured  to  do  away  this  objecflion,  by 
offering  to  take  any  chief  fo  empowered  on  board 
the  fliip,  and  to  tow  his  canoe  to  Mowee,  where 
I  would  protect  him,  and  remain  until  the  ncgo- 
ciation was  at  an  end.  This  was  not  confidcred 
as  a  fufficient  protection,  as  the  ambairador  would 
be  fafe  no  longer  than  I  Ihould  remain  on  the 
fpot.  The  bulinefs  however  did  not  reft  here  ; 
for  being  on  fliorc  the  d:iy  before  Kaliowinotoo's 
departure,  I  was  folicited  to  attend  a  council  of 
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the  chiefs  at  Tamaahuiaali^  houfe.  Here  much 
was  fald  on  the  fubjcd:  of  the  peace  I  had  {q 
earncftly  recommended.  The  king  and  fcveral 
of  the  chief?  feemcd  to  be  well  convinced  of  the 
benefits  with  which  a  peace  would  be  attended; 
on  this  part  of  the  difcourfe  little  was  faid  by 
KaJiowniotoo  or  T'lunna,  but  that  tlicy  vs'cre  con- 
vinced that  little  confideiicc  could  be  placed  In 
T'lteerce.  They  were  however  of  opinion,  that  the 
heft  method  of  infurlng  fucccfs  would  be,  that 
I  lliould  take  a  chief  of  Owhyhce  to  Mo  wee, 
and  havinc;  fliewn  to  Tiicerec'  and  Tdh  the  ad- 
vantages  of  making  peace,  and  convinced  their 
minds  of  tiiC  propriety  of  lb  doing,  and  of  the 
inclination  of  Tamaa/unaah  to  accomplifli  this 
happy  objet"^,  that  I  rtionld  return  with  Ta'io  to 
Owhyhce,  where  they  would  immediately  enter 
heartily  into  the  bufmcfs  with  him,  and  leave  all 
difputed  points  to  be  adjufted  by  me,  as  the 
mutual  friend  of  both  parties. 

There  was  doubtlefs  a  G;reat  deal  of  folid  fenfe 
in  this  mode  of  arguing,  and  probably  there  was 
no  other  mode  fo  likely  to  have  been  attended 
with  ilrccefs ;  but  I  was  lb  much  prelfed  for 
time,  that  it  was  impolfiblc  for  me  to  have  made 
the  experiment.  On  my  ftating,  that  the  want 
of  time  put  it  totally  out  of  my  power  to  com- 
ply with  this  arrangement,  which  I  fhould  other- 
wife  have  cheerfully  acceded  to,  fomc  conver* 
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verfation,  that  I  did  not  underftand,  pafled  in  a 
low  voice  between  the  king;  and  Kahozvmotoo; 
after  which  the  former  requefted,  as  I  fecmed  fo 
dehrous  of  efFeding  a  peace  between   the   two 
illands,  that  I  would  ufc  my  endeavours  when  I 
went   to  Mowee    to  bring  this   matter    about, 
and  that  on  my  return  next  autumn  to  thefe 
iflands,  I  fhould  vifit  Mowee  firft,  and  if  1  then 
found  the  bufmefs  unaccomplilhed,  fhould  bring 
Taw  under  my  protection   to  Owhyhee,  where 
every  thing  Ihould  be  adjuiled  and  fettled  in  the 
manner  before  propofed.  To  this  I  gave  no  pofi- 
tiveanfv/er,  wilhing  firft  to  know  on  what  terms 
Tamaahmaah  would  agree  to  peace  ;  to  this  it  was 
replied,   that  Mowee,  Morotoi,  and  the  neigh- 
bouring ifiands,  fliould  be  ceded  to    his   fove- 
reignty  of  Owhyhee,  in  right  of  his   laft  con- 
qucft  ;     md  that  Titeerce  and    Ta'io  fliould  re- 
main   in   the  quiet  pollelTion  of  Woahoo,  At- 
towai,  and  the  reft  of  the  fraall  '.flands  to  lee- 
ward. 

This  exorbitant  demand  I  was  confident  would 
never  be  liilencd  to,  and  I  therefore  declined 
having  any  thing  more  to  do  in  the  bufmefs, 
until  terms  fliould  be  cftercd  that  might  incline 
the  oppofite  party  to  be  dcfirous  of  an  accommo- 
dation. 

After  much  convcrfation  rcfpecling  the  ning- 
ifitudc,  population,  and   fertility   of  Owhyhee, 
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which  was  ftatcd  to  be  equal  if  not  fuperior  to 
all  the  iflands  colledively  taken,  the  right  which 
Titeeree  held  in  the  fovercignty  of  Mowee  and 
its  neighbouring  iflands  was  next  difcuffed.  As 
the  pofl'eflion  of  thefe  territories  appeared  to 
have  been  in  the  fiimily  of  Titeeree  for  many 
ages,  1  llatcd  that  it  was  not  likely  he  fliould 
eafily  rclinquifh  his  pretenfions  ;  and  though  he 
might  be  tempted  to  do  fo  on  certain  conditions, 
at  the  moment,  yet  after  he  had  rc-ellablifhed 
his  power,  and  recruited  his  ftrcngth  in  men  and 
canoes,  there  could  not  be  a  doubt  but  he  would 
endeavour  to  re-aflume  the  dominions  of  his 
forefathers,  and  then  the  fame  devaftation  and 
warfare  would  be  again  re\  ivcd. 

Thefe,  and  other  arguments  to  the  fame  cfFed, 
induced  the  kinc;  and  his  counfellors  to  liften  to 
the  conditions  1  propofed.  They  were  founded 
on  the  fpirit  of  their  original  laws,  and  the  an- 
cient cuftom  of  governing  Ov\  hyhee  and  Mowee, 
with  the  iflands  in  their  imfnediate  vicinity;  at 
which  time,  according  to  their  own  account, 
they  lived  in  great  harmony  and  fricndiliip  with 
each  other.  My  firll  proportion  was,  that  Owhy- 
hee  fliould  remain  a /eparate  and  diftincH  govern- 
ment of  itfelf,  under  the  authority  of  'TiWiaah' 
^naaJi  and  his  heirs;  that  T'lleeree  and  Ta'to  fliould 
remain  in  the  fcjvereignty  of  the  other  iflands,  as 
diftind  or  foreign  dominions ;  and  that  the  king 
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of  Owhyhee  fhould  furrender  all  claim  or  pre- 
tenfions  to  thofe  territories ;  experience  having 
already  demonftrated  his  inability  of  retaining 
conquered  countries,  without  endangering  his 
authority,  and  dilturbing  his  peace  at  home. 
After  due  confidcration,  it  was  agreed  that  I 
Ihould  on  my  arrival  at  Mowce  ufc  my  endea- 
vours to  eftablifh  a  permanent  peace  on  my  own 
principles ;  and,  by  a  letter  to  Young  from 
thence,  inform  Tamaalimaah  with  the  progrefs 
of  my  ncgociation,  which  they  promifcd  to  con- 
clude and  ratify,  if  a  chief,  properly  authorized, 
brought  the  letter  from  Mo  wee. 

I  avoided  noticina;  this  bufmefs  whilft  it  was 
pending,  in  the  order  of  my  iiairrative,  under  the 
idea  that  new  objc(^tions  would  arifc  from  after 
confidcrations,  and  additional  confultations  on 
the  fubjccl ;  all  matters  however  now  feemed 
finally  adjulled,  and  it  mjy  not  be  unintcrelling 
to  Hate  the  circumllunccs  :hat  tvll  ga\c  rife  to 
this  difpofition  towards  peace,  as  I  do  not  claim 
the  merit  of  the  thought  havinir  03  Vinated  with 
myfelf. 

The  kins;  and  fcveral  of  the  chiefs  folicitcd 
my  affillancc  in  the  cc^nqueft  they  meditated  of 
all  the  iflands  to  leeward.  They  entertained 
great  hopes  of  my  concurrence  fron  the  friend- 
Ihip  I  had  uniformly  maniteflcd,  and  from  the 
utter  abhorrence  1  had  as  uniformly  exprelfed  of 
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the  cruel  and  honid  murder  ot  our  countrymen 
at  Woahoo,  belonging  to  the  DasdaUis.  This 
veifcl  they  confidcred  as  belonguig  to  me,  and 
ibr  LUC  ;juip(>ic  c^  exciting  my  revenge,  and  in- 
ducing .;y  cornpiiancj  with  tlicir  vviihes,  they 
allcdiicd,  liidL  Lhii  laiiicnLablc  oiitra^ie  was  com- 
.mitteil  in  the  ]-)refencc,  and  by  the  poiitive  or- 
<ic,s  ot  'I'.licrces  brother  This  alTertion  however 
iecmcd  to  be  intended  for  no  olher  purpofc  than 
to  ajii^ravate  the  crime  of  tlieir  ncii/Sibours,  and 
to  increalc  our  n"ii>lort;une  :  and  xXv^y  were  not 
lefs  difappointed  thaii  iiirprl  ;  ,1  CawU  n;jt\vith- 
fi'anding  the  ibreibic  ren'onj^  ihev  iicsa  liiged,  I 
peremptorily  rcf'ui(^'J  •.  ;!:'i;t  .,i_^  alixitance..  In- 
ftvad  of  COCO'  -ag.iig  {uvililities  I";cts\eeii  ihem,  I 
pointed  fill  th(i  man)'  imp"'"t.i)v  advantages  that 
would  refult  from  a  friencilv  mtercourfc  with 
each  otlier  ;  and  recommended,  that  a  perma- 
nent peace  fliould  be  elhiblidied  with  tlic  inha- 
bitants of  all  the  liiands.  Still  they  endeavoured 
to  prevail  upon  me  to  liilrn  to  their  folieitations, 
and  difregar<'i'';cr  Uic  pacific  mcalurcs  I  had  re- 
commended, thoiudit  to  inHuencc  my  conduc^l 
by  reprcfenting,  that  Mr.  Ingraliam,  command- 
ing the  American  bri;!  lIot)e,  on  fbme  mifun- 
derftandinc;  witi)  Tiftwce  and  7b/V;,  had  fired  fe- 
vcrai  Ihot  at  them  as  they  went  from  his  veiTcl 
to  the  iliore  ;  a!id  that  in  confequence  of  this 
treatment,  tliofc  chiefs  liad  given  direc'tions  to 
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the  inhabitants  of  all  the  iflands  under  their  au- 
thority, to  kill  every  white  man  they  Ihould 
meet  with,  whether  Englifli,  American,  or  of 
any  other  nation.  What  impreiTion  this  intelfw 
gence  might  have  made  at  any  other  time  I  can- 
not fay,  but  on  t\m  occafion  it  did  not  in  the 
leaft  tend  to  affeft  my  determination,  founded 
on  the  caufe  of  humanity,  and  many  weighty 
political  confidcrations. 

A  general  periodical  taboo  was  to  take  place 
this  evening,  Tucfday  the  5th,  and  as  mofl  of 
the  chiefs  our  friends  had  dlipofcd  of  fuch  mat- 
ters as  they  had  brought  for  our  fevvice,  they 
took  their  leave,  knowing  our  departure  was 
nigh,  and  returned  to  their  rcfpcctive  places  of 
abode  ;  well  fatished  with  their  vilit,  and  in- 
treating  us  to  return  again  loon  to  Owhyhee. 

The  taboo  demanded  the  removal  of  our  tents, 
obfervatorv,  &:c.  thefe  of  courie  were  duly  re- 
ccived  on  board ;  and  1  acquainted  TiimaaJunaah 
that  it  was  my  intention  t(.)  fail  on  Wcdnefday 
night,  or  the  following  morning.  The  king 
carnellly  recjucited  tliai;  we  ihould  not  depart 
until  Friday,  as  he  fliould  then  be  able  to  accom- 
pany us  fome  diftance  along  the  illand  to  the 
northward  ;  but  as  the  ieafon  was  faft  advanc- 
ing, 1  entered  into  no  engagement,  but  left  our 
ftav  to  the  event  of  circumllances. 

TamaaJuiiaaii  conceiving    this    might  be   his

lafl  Tiflt,  prcfcnted  me  with  a  handfomc  cloak 
formed  of  red  and  yellow  feathers,  with  a  fmall 
colledion  of  other  native  curiofities ;  and  at  the 
fame  time  delivered  into  my  charge  the  fiiperb 
cloak  that  he  had  worn  on  his  formal  vifit  at  our 
arrival.     This  cloak  was  very  neatly  made  of 
yellow  feathers;  after  he  had  difplayed  its  beauty, 
and  had  fliewn  me  the  two  holes  made  in  differ- 
ent parts  of  it  by  the  enemy's  fpears  the  firft  day- 
he  wore  it,  in  his  laft  battle  for  the  fovcrelgnty 
of  this  ifland,  he  very  carefully  folded  it  up,  and 
dcfired,  that  on  my  arrival  in  England,  I  would 
prefent  it   in   his  name   to  His   Majclly,  King 
George ;  and  as  it  had  never  been  worn  by  any 
pcribn  but  hinifelf,  he  ftriditly  enjoined  mc  not 
to  permit  any  perlbn  whatever  to  throw  it  over 
their  fhoulders,  faying,  that  it  was  the  moft  va- 
luable thing  in  the  iiland  of  Ovvhyhce,  and  for 
that  rcafon  he  had  fent  it  to  fo  great  a  monarch, 
and  fo  [iood  a  friend,  as  he  confidcred  the  Kintr 
of  England. 

This  donation  I  am  well  pcrfuaded  Vv^as  dic- 
tated by  his  own  gratciul  heart,  without  having 
received  .:  :  liait  hint  or  afl'v  ice  from  any  perfbn 
whatever,  ;  nd  wa.-  the  liiIoI  of  principles,  highly 
honorable  to  more  civilized  minds.  The  cloak 
I  received,  and  ga\e  lilm  the  motl  pofitivc  allur- 
ance  ot'ading  agreeably  with  hi:>  diredlons. 
Altlioufm  'l\miaalimaafi  confidcred  himfclf  to 
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be  amply  rewarded  by  the  dilFercnt  articles  I  had 
from  time  to  time  prefented  him  with,  yet,  the 
very  cilcntial  ferviccs  he  had  rendered  us,  his 
Heady  triendfhip,  and  the  attachment  he  had 
fliewn  to  our  welfare,  demanded,  I  thought, 
fome  additional  tcllimony  of  our  general  appro- 
bation. For  this  purpofc  I  fcledicd  a  number  of 
ufeful  as  well  as  ornamental  tu'ticles  ;  amongfb 
the  latter  were  two  cloaks  fimilar  to  thofe  I  had 
before  prefented  him,  and  a  quantity  of  plain 
and  coloured  gartering  tape  ;  this  was  held  in 
great  cillmation,  cfpccially  w^hcn  two  or  three 
forts  were  fewn  together  to  form  that  part  of 
their  drefs  called  the  maro,  about  three  yards  long, 
and  fix  inches  broad.  Tlie  ufeful  matters  con- 
fillcd  of  a  variety  of  culinary  utenfils  and  imple- 
ments of  hu{l)andry,  with  fomc  fmiths  and  car- 
penters tools.  With  this  acquifition  he  was 
greatly  delighted,  and  exprcficd  much  furprifc  at 
the  liberality  of  the  prefent,  * 

He  then  in  the  nioft  affcc.HonaLC  manner  took 
his  leave,  not  only  of  luylclf  and  all  the  oftiNxrs, 
but  ot  CNcry  peri'on  he  lliw  on  deck  ;  and  rc^ 
(juefiiinjj!;  that  I  would  remain  until  Friday 
ing,  whicii  hov. c\er  1  did  not  think  advite^ok  Lu 
promife,  he  left  the  Ihlp  \\,t\i  confidcrajle  re- 
luctance. 

Aniongft  thofe  who  had  accompanied  the  kii:^ 
on  this  vifit,  were  tvvo  chiefs,  oiie  named  Cryrnu- 
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koo,  the  Other  Quoti,  but  more  commonly  called 
Kook'mneyi  which  in  their  language  means  quick' 
nefs.  To  the  care  of  thcJe  clncf,  Mr.  Whidbey 
and  the  obfervatory  had  been  entrufted,  with  an 
additional  guard  of  fomc  natives  of  the  order  of 
the  priefthood,  each  of  v\  horn  llrove  to  furpafs  the 
other  in  a6ts  of  fervicc  and  civility.  The  fituation 
that  the  two  chiefs  filled,  and  the  fuperiority  they 
poiTeifed,  afforded  them  more  frequent  opportu- 
nities than  the  refl  ofmanifefting  their  friendly 
intentions,  in  a  uniform  liieadinefs  deferving  the 
higheft  commendation. 

As  an  acknovN  ieugment  for  their  fervices  and 
fidelity,  I  rcqucftcd  that  Tamaahmnah  would  point 
out  to  me  fuch  articles  as  would  be  moft  worthy 
of  their  acceptance ;  thcfe  were  prcfented  to  them, 
and  they  were  highly  gratified  by  this  compli- 
ment to  their  intciiritv. 

There  were  none  of  the  chiefs  who  feemed  to 
feel  fo  much  regret  on  our  departure  as  thefetwo 
young  men.  They  had  been  conftantly  with  Mr. 
Whidbey  in  the  marcjuce,  and  had  acquired  fuch 
a  taftc  for  our  mode  of  living,  that  their  utmofl 
endeavours  were  exerted  to  imitate  all  our  ways, 
and  they  feemcd  fo  pcrt'e6tly  happy  and  pleafed 
with  our  fociety,  tliat  they  were  fcarcely  ever  ab- 
fent  unlcfs  when  lent  tor  by  the  king.  Their 
attachment  was  by  no  means  of  a  ehildifli  nature, 
or  ariling  only  from  novelty ;  it  was  the  ef- 
fect 
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fed:  of  rcrte6lion;  and  the  confcioiifncrs  of  their 
own  comparutivc  inferiority.  This  diredcd  their 
minds  to  the  acquirement  of  ufetul  inltruction, 
from  thofe  whom  they  acknov/ledged  to  be  fo  in- 
finitely their  fuperiurs.  Their  converfation  had 
always  for  its  objedt  important  information,  not 
frivolous  inquiry  ;  and  their  qucHions  were  of  a 
nature  that  would  not  lur.e  difcrcdited  much 
more  enlightened  obfcrvers.  Their  vivacity  and 
fenfibility  of  countenance,  their  modcft  behaviour, 
cvennefs  of  temper,  quick  conception,  and  the 
pains  they  took  to  become  acquainted  with  our 
language,  and  to  be  inllruded  in  reading  and  writ- 
ing, befpokc  them  to  have  not  onlv  a  genius  to  ac- 
quire, but  abilities  to  profit  by  iuihuclion. 

It  appeared  to  iis  very  fin-iialar  that  thefc  tv^o 
young  men,  who  were  nearly  allied  to  the  moll 
ins'ctcratc  enemies  of  Taniaahmaa/i,  fliould  have 
been  ielecled  by  him  irorn  the  numcioiis  train  of 
favorites  attend! mr;  on  hi.^  ncrii;;!,  to  be  his  mofc 
intimate  and  conlldcntial  fricn:]-..  Vrvmaho,  \\  h.o 
vv'as  about  tuent-v-four  yc:irs  of  aire,  was  Ton  to 
a  chief  of  the  firil  confequcncc  in  Muwce,  and 
one  of  T/Vi'-.vv/.v  |)rincipal  \v;irrion>.  la  hiseaiiv 
infancy  he  was  t.ikv-n  up<!er  tlic  cvre  o\  Taviiiiii:- 
maah.^  brouulit  iir-  bv  him  aiid  h;id  for  fome  vears 
pait  polfelVcd  the  connden;c,  an:!  been  the  con- 
liiant  com!)anion,  of  the  kin;^,  icr  whole  intciclc 
ai:d  pro/|.)critA-  \x  K'\\\<:i^i.\\\\^i\  the  y;rc:itcli:  regard; 
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and  in  return,  he  was  invcfted  by  his  prince  with 
an  authority  ah-noft  equal  to  his  own.  Quoti, 
though  not  pofTefling  at  this  time  power  and  au- 
thority ccjAial  to  that  of  Crymakoo,  yet  fcemcd  to 
divide  with  him  the  affedlion  and  cftecm  of  the 
king.  He  was  about  the  age  of  eighteen  ;  and 
notwithftanding  that  he  was  inferior  in  point  of 
figure  and  addrefs  to  Crymakoo^  whofc  perfon  and 
deportment  excelled  in  a  gmt  degree  any  of  the 
iflanders  we  had  fecn,  yet  lue  had  a  very  engaging 
manner,  and  a  plcafnig  mode  of  condudling  him- 
felf.  In  his  intellectual  endowments  he  feemed 
to  pofTefs  a  great  fuperiority  over  Crymakoo.  This 
youth  was  the  reputed  fon  of  Terrecohoo  by  Na" 
malianuay  tlie  favorite  wife  of  Kuhowmoioo,  but 
report  whifpered  that  he  was  a  much  nearer  re- 
lation than  that  of  coufm  to  TamaaJimaah. 

All  our  external  buhnefs  being  completely 
finirhed,  little  eife  remained  to  be  done  but  to  bend 
the  falls,  and  get  the  vedc'ls  ready  for  fea  ;  this 
fervice  was  performed  the  next  day,  Wednefday 
the  0th,  when  all  our  friend;^  who  continued  or 
refided  in  the  neighbourhood  were  in  facrcd  re- 
tirement This  'ahoo  was  not  obiervcd  by  the 
lower  orders  of  the  people  with  the  lame  degree 
of  ftrictnefs  as  that  mentioned  in  the  preceding 
chapter.  Many  of  the  men  were  bufily  employed 
in  their  traffic  alongfidc,  but  no  woman  was  per- 
mitted to  be  uiloat. 

On 
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On  this  occafion  I  think  it  important  to  ftate, 
ti»at  ever  fincc  permilTion  had  been  granted  for  a 
general  traffic  with  the  illanders,  I  had  attentively 
watched  its  efFcct,  and  could  not  have  had  a  bet- 
ter opportunity  to  be  convinced,  how  abfolutely 
requiiitc  it  is  that  a  prohibition  on  a  general  trade, 
between  the  crews  and  the  natives,  fliould  take 
place  on  board  all  European  or  American  vefTels, 
until  the  more  importar  ^mfuicfs,  of  procuring 
the  neceflary  fupplies  of  limcnts,  wood  and 

water,  be  uccomplilhed.  VVHiilfl:  the  prohibition 
was  in  force  on  board  the  Difcovery,  all  the  eflen- 
tial  articles  were  brought  to  market,  and  pur- 
chafed  by  us  as  fait  as  they  could  conveniently 
be  received ;  and  any  number  of  hogs,  or  quantity 
of  vegetables,  might  have  been  procured  during 
that  period.  But  no  fooner  were  thefe  reftric- 
tions  difcontinucd,  and  our  people  at  liberty  to 
indulge  themfclvcs  in  the  purchafe  of  what  at 
the  moment  they  eftcemcd  to  be  curlofities,  than 
almoft  all  our  ellcntlal  fupplies  ceafed  to  be 
brought  from  the  Ihore,  and  the  few  articles  of 
that  defcription  which  did  appear  alongfide,  were 
increafed  in  price  four  or  five  hundred  per  cent, 
even  at  that  rate  I  endeavoured  to  purchafe  our 
daily  confumption  of  water,  but  could  not  fucceed. 
The  depreciation  in  the  value  of  our  own  com- 
modities was  alfo  the  confequence  of  the  permif- 
fion  for  a  general  trade,  from  the  extravagant 
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prices  given  by  the  crew  in  outbidding  each  other 
for  infignificant  articles,  which  were  no  fooner 
pofleiled  than  they  were  negle<5led,  and  often  in  a 
few  days  were  thrown  overboard. 

The  weather  became  cloudy  with  fbme  rain  in 
the  afternoon,  and  the  wind  was  unftcady,  blow- 
ing in  fqualls  very  hard  from  the  northern  quar- 
ter.    This  continued  all  night,  and  in  the  morn- 
ing of  Thurfday  the  7th,  brought  a  very  heavy 
fwell  into  the  bay,  that  obliged  us,  much  to  the 
fatisfadlion  of  Tamaahmaah  and  our  friends  on 
iliore,  to  remain  ftationary.     Soon  after  fun-rife 
they  all  flocked  round  us  with  their  ufual  affability 
and  friendfliip  ;  the  king  however  was  not,  ac- 
cording to  his  general  pradice,  amongfl  the  ear- 
liefl.   A  delay  had  been  occafioned  by  his  waiting 
to  come  off  in  great  flate  in  one  of  hislargcfl  ca- 
noes, that  we  had  rigged  for  him  with  a  full  fuit 
of  canvas  fails,  floop  fafhion,  to  which  I  had  added 
a  union  jack  and  a  pendant;  but  thefe  not  having 
been  placed  according  to  his  directions,  required 
alteration  ;  and,  that  they  might  be  quite  in  pro- 
per order,  he  cruized  for  fome  time  about  the  bay, 
before  he   came  alongfide.       On  his  arrival  v/c 
found  him  highly  delighted  with  his  man  of  war, 
but  he  obferved  that  fhe  would  make  a  much  bet- 
ter appearance  with  a  few  fwivels  properly  mount- 
ed ;  I  agreed  with  him  in  this  opinion,  but  the 
-words  **  Tahoo  King  George"  were  fufficient  to 
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prevent  a  Syllable  more  being  urged  on  that  fub- 

jea. 

Tamaahmaah,  knowing  my  intention  of  vifiting 
Kahowmotoo  in  my  way  to  Mowee,  informed  me, 
that  he  had  fent  dired:ions  to  the  pcrfons  on  his 
ellates  at  Tocaigh  to  fupply  us  with  a  full  (lock  of 
hoofs  and  vegetables,  and  any  thing  elfe  the  coun- 
try afforded  ;  and  that  he  might  be  certain  that 
his  orders  would  be  duly  executed,  he  requefled 
that  Young  and  Davis  might  attend  us  thither  i 
as  it  was  impofliblc  for  him  to  abfent  himfeif 
from  Karakakooa  until  certain  ceremonies  had 
taken  place,  in  confequence  of  his  having  cele- 
brated the  feftival  of  the  new  year  in  this  diftridl ; 
and  of  his  having  tranfgrefled  the  law  by  living 
in  fuch  foclal  intercourfe  with  us,  who  had  eaten 
and  drank  in  the  company  of  women. 

On  the  evening  of  our  departure,  Tamaahmaah 
was  to  refign  himfeif  to  the  ftrict  obedience  of  a 
taboo  that  was  then  to  commence.  On  this  oc- 
cafion,  all  his  people  who  had  been  in  commer- 
cial intercourfe  with  us,  were  to  lay  before  him 
the  whole  of  the  treafure  they  had  acquired,  and 
to  render  to  him  the  cuftomary  tribute.  The 
prefents  that  the  king  himfeif  had  received  would 
alfo  be  expofcd  to  public  view,  when  certain 
pricfls  would  perform  prayers,  exhortations,  and 
Other  functions  of  their  office.  Thefe  ceremo- 
nies frequently  continue  without  flopping,  near 
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half  a  day,  and  arc  fometimcs  repeated  ten  days 
fuccelTivcly. 

On  the  morning  of  Friday  the  8th,  the  weather 
being  plcafant,  with  a  gentle  breeze  from  the 
land,  we  failed  from  Karakakooa,  and  ll:ood  along 
ihore  to  the  northward  ;  about  four  miles  from 
our  laft  llation  wc  pafTcd  a  fmall  creek,  where  wc 
faw  the  captured  fchooncr  laid  up,  and  a  houfc 
built  over  it  to  protect  her  from  the  fun.  About 
this  time  T.\imaahmaah  with  his  queen  and  moft 
of  his  attendants  had  overtaken  us.  I  took  this 
opportunity  of  rcfuming  this  unfortunate  fubject, 
and  underftood  from  Tamaahmaah,  that  it  was 
his  intention  to  return  the  fchooner  to  Mr.  Met- 
calf  her  owner.  This,  Tamaahmaah  promifcd  to 
do;  either  to  Mr.  Mctcalf  himfelf,  or  to  the  com- 
mander of  any  veflel  authorized  by  Mr.  Metcalf 
to  receive  her.  Young  bore  witnefs  to  the  king's 
fincerity,  and  faid  that  this  had  been  hisconftant 
language,  from  the  moment  he  became  acquaint- 
ed with  the  melancholy  caufe  of  her  detention. 
From  Young  we  learned,  that  the  fchooner  was 
now  of  little  value,  having  nearly  fallen  to  pieces . 
for  want  of  the  neceflary  repairs. 

The  royal  party  remained  on  board  until  about 
ten  in  the  forenoon,  when,  after  taking  an  afFec- 
tiovu'.te  leave  of  us  all,  and  expreflfing  the  greateft 
concern  at  the  ihortnefs  of  our  vifit,  they  return- 
ed to  Karakakooa. 
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With  a  favorable  breeze  from  the  fouth-weft 
we  continued  our  route  to  the  northward,  within 
about  two  miles  of  the  land.  Some  rocks  and 
breakers  were  i'cen  lying,  about  half  way  from  the 
Ihorc,  off  the  weft  point  of  the  ifland,  and  extend- 
ing two  or  three  miles  from  thence  towards 
Tocaigh.  To  the  north  of  thefe  the  bottom  is 
free  from  rocks,  where  vefl'cls  may  anchor,  but 
the  fituatiun  docs  not  afford  any  frefh  water ;  and 
it  is  befides  objectionable,  on  account  of  its  being 
expofed  to  the  north  winds,  which,  with  thofc 
that  blow  from  the  north-weilward,  are  the  moll 
violent  and  dangerous  known  in  this  country, 
Towards  the  evening  we  were  pretty  far  ad' 
vanced  in  the  bay,  where,  with  a  moderate  breeze 
from  the  land,  we  plied  during  the  night. 

Oar  friend  Kahowmoloo,  agreeably  to  his  pro- 
mill,  vlfited  us  the  next  morning,  Saturday  the 
l)th,  and  prcfented  me  with  twenty  line  hogs, 
and  a  large  alTortmentof  vegetables ;  to  thefe  he 
was  pleufed  to  add  a  very  handfome  feathered 
cloak.  •     i 

The  fervants  of  the  king  were  vei'  alert  in 
obeying  their  mailer's  orders,  and  brought  eighty 
very  fine  hogs  for  the  Difcovery,  and  half  that 
number,  equally  good,  for  the  Chatham ;  with 
large  fupplics  of  vegetables  for  both.  They  be- 
haved with  the  utmoft  decorum,  and  inquired  if 
^    :    .  .        T  3  any 
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any  more  of  thefe,  or  any  other  articles,  would 
be  wanting,  adding,  that  if  fo,  they  fhould  be 
immediately  provided.  This  abundant  fupply 
"was  however  far  beyond  what  we  could  poffibly 
require,  one  third  being  fully  fufiicient  for  all 
our  purpofes;  the  remainder  was  therefore  di- 
reded  to  be  returned  to  the  fhorc. 

During  the  forenoon  we  received  a  vifit  from 
Tianna,  who  brought  as  a  prefcnt  to  me  about 
half  a  dozen  fmall  ill-fed  hogs,  for  which  we  had 
neither  room  nor  occafion.  He  was  not  how- 
ever difmifled  without  a  farewcl  prefcnt,  and 
fuch  a  one,  as  in  my  opinion  he  ought  to  have 
been  extremely  well  contented  with ;  fmce,  on 
no  one  of  his  vifits,  which  had  been  very  frequent, 
excepting  on  the  firft,  had  he  offered  us  any  re- 
frefhments ;  yet  he  had  received  from  me  prc- 
fents  nearly  equal  to  thofe  I  had  made  to  other 
chiefs,  who  had.  been  inftrumental  in  fupplying 
our  wants,  and  anxious  on  all  occafions  to  render 
us  fervice.  Although  Tianna  could  alTume  no 
merit,  either  for  his  fupplies,  or  ferviccs  beftowed 
upon  us,  yet,  fuch  was  his  envious  pride,  that  in- 
ftead  of  being  thankful  for  what  he  had  not  de- 
ferved,  he  could  not  refrain  from  exprcilions  of 
difTatisfaction,  that  he  had  not  been  Ihcwn  the 
fame  attention  and  refpec^,  and  complimented 
with  articles  of  (Imilar  value  to  thofj,  that  had 
been  offered  to  Tamaahmaah.     In  fliort,  his  con- 

verfation 
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vcrfation  was  in  fo  haughty  a  ftile,  and  fo  unlike 
the  general  conduct  of  all  the  other  chiefs  of 
Owhyhee,  that  I  was  induced  to  requefl  that  he 
would  return  the  fcarlet  cloak,  axes,  and  a  variety 
of  other  ufcful  articles  I  had  juft  before  given 
him;  obferving,  that  as  thefe  things  were  in  his 
opinion  fo  inadequate  to  his  claims,  they  could 
not  poflibly  be  worthy  his  acceptance.  Vv^ith 
this  requeft  however  Tianna  did  not  think  proper 
to  comply,  but  departed,  afFedingto  be  perfectly 
fatisfied  and  contented,  though  his  countenance 
proclaimed  thofe  defigning,  ambitious,  and  (I  be- 
lieve I  may  with  juftice  add)  treacherous  prin- 
ciples, that  apparently  govern  his  turbulent  and 
afpiring  difpofition. 

KahowmotoOt  who  was  pre/ent,  cxprefled  the 
higheft  difapprobation  of  Tianna  s  conduct;  fay- 
ing, that  if  any  one  could  be  diflatisfied,  he  had 
caufe  to  complain,  that  fuch  valuable  prefents 
had  been  beftowed  on  a  man  who  had  appeared 
totally  indifferent  to  our  welfare,  and  who  had 
never  even  endeavoured  to  render  us  any  fervice. 
This  obfervation  was  extremely  well  timed,  and 
was  immediately  followed  by  the  moft  grateful 
acknowledgments  for  the  valuable  articles  him- 
felf  and  family  had  received.  Thefe,  he  faid, 
had  far  exceeded  the  ■utmoft  limits  of  his  expec- 
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•  I  was  not  lefs  plcafed  with  the  gratitude  ct 
KahoivmotoOi  than  with  the  aflurance  of  his  be- 
ing fo  well  contented  with  the  felection  of  things 
I  had  given  him,  as  they  were  on  our  part  tri- 
butes very  juftly  due  to  his  ftcady,  uniform,  and 
friendly  attention. 

Amongft  other  points  of  information  that  I  ' 
collected  at  Owhyhce,  I  learned  that  Tamuah' 
maahy  having  obtained  fomc  intimation  of  our 
intended  vifit,  had  been  exceflively  impatient  for 
our  arrival,  that  he  might  obtain  an  opportunity 
of  difplaying  his  real  and  true  character ;  which 
he  underflood  had  been  mod  unjuftly  traduced, 
by  fome  of  the  traders  who  had  vifited  this  ifland 
fince  he  had  acquired  its  government.  Inllruc- 
tions  had  been  given  to  fcveral  of  the  mafters  of 
the  trading  veffels  by  their  owners,  directing  them 
to  be  exccffively  cautious  of,  and  vigilantly  on 
their  guard  againft,  the  treacherous,  villainous, 
and  dcfigning  arts  of  Tamaahmaali ;  thcle  unne- 
ceflary  admonitions  had  been  explained  to  him ; 
and  being  confcious  of  his  own  innocence,  his 
concern  was  exceflive,  and  he  impatiently  looked 
forward  to  an  opportunity  of  refcuing  his  cha- 
rader  from  fuch  imputations,  by  exhibiting  his 
real  difpofition  to  his  more  candid  viators. 

If  what  I  have  here  had  occafion  to  ftate,  re- 
fpcdling  the  condu<5l  and  liberal  fentiments  of 

this 
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this  chief,  be  not  fuificicnt  to  wipe  away  the  af- 
perlions  that  have  detra<^led  tVom  his  good  name, 
I  doubt  not  ot"  liaving  yet  a  further  opportunity 
of  producing  fuclt  fact^,  as  will  etFedually  accom- 
pliilh  that  purpofe.  /    i-       .... 

Tiaiina  vv[\b  not  ignorant  of  our  prepoiTeflion 
for  TamaaJimanli'i  virtues,  and  goodnefs  of  heart; 
this  prompted  his  envy,  to  let  no  occafion  cfcape 
for  faying  fotncthing  to   his  prejudice  and  dif-^- 
honour,   fo  lono;  as  any  one  would  liften  to  this 
favourite  topic  of  his  ccnverfation:  and  it  is  by 
no  means  unlikely,  that  when  he  had  fucccfsfully 
implicated  the  king  by  his  artful  contrivances,  in 
his  crimes  and  mifdem.eanors,  he  entertained  the 
ambitious  hopes  to  undermine  our  good  opinioa 
by  the  continual  repetition  of  his  calumnies,  and 
to  engage  us  to  aiTill  him  in  the  dcflruction  of 
Tamaa/imaah,  and  the  aflumption  of  the  govern- 
ment.    But,  on  finding  that  his  wilhes  for  roy- 
alty and  power  were  not  to  be  gratified  by  our 
means,  he  experienced  a  difappointment  that  he 
had  neither  prudence  to   coii'.x  al,  nor  fortitude 
to  lupport.  ;  ,;:         :    •  '    >■    r.'-'.t 

As  wc  had  now  no  further  bufmels  at  Owhy- 

hee,  we   made   the  befl  of  our  way  out  of  the 

bay ;  but  calms  and  light  bafRing  winds  rendered 

our  fituation  nearly  ftationary.     This  afforded 

"ibme  of  the  natives  an  opportunity  of  ihewing 
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their  dexterity  in  catching  a  fmall  kind  of  bo- 
netto ;  not  only  an  amufing  but  a  profitable  em- 
ployment.    A  fmall  canoe  is  paddled  as  quick 
as  pollible  by  three  or  four  people,  -vvhilll  another 
is  in  the  ftcrn  with  a  fifhing  rod,  a  very  fine  line, 
and  a  neat  fmall  hook ;  this  hook  paffing  fwiftly 
through  the  water,  is  taken  by  the  bonctto  for  a 
fmall  fifli,  and  to  increafe  the  deception,  the  ang- 
ler is  conftantly  throwing  water  about  his  hook 
with  his  hand,  in  order  that  it  may  be  the  lels 
didinctly   feen;  fo  that  almoft  the   inilant  he 
throws  it  into  the  fea,  it  is  taken  by  the  bonctto. 
This  mode  of  fifhing  was  conducted   with  fo 
much  dexterity,   that  we   faw   great   numbers 
taken,   but  did  not  obferve  one  that  had  been 
hooked  to  efcape.     Wc  were  not  only  entertain- 
ed with  the  fport,  but  it  furniflied  an  explana- 
tion of  the  general  and  rigid   taboo  all  over  the 
ifland  at  the  time  we  arrived  on  the  coaft.     It 
now  appeared  to  have  been  in  confequence  of  the 
ieafon  having  commenced  for  the  taking  of  thcfc 
fifli,  which  are  exceedingly  good  to  eat  when 
frefh,  and  being  caught  in   abundance,  make  a 
very  confiderable  part  of  the  food  of  the  inhabi- 
tants when  prefcrved  and  falted. 

In  the  evening  Kahowmotoo  with  all  the  na- 
tives took  their  leave,  after  alTuring  us  of  a  con- 
tinuance of  their  friendlhip,  and  exprclling  the 
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liighcfl  fatlsfaction  and  happinefs  at  our  viflt. 
Our  two  countrymen,  Young  and  Davis,  bid  us 
alfo  farewel  with  a  degree  ot*  reluctance  that  did 
credit  to  their  feelings. 

It  may  not  be  improper  to  ftate  in  general 
terms,  that  I  became  perfcdly  convinced  that 
the  caufc  of  thefc  two  men  being  left  on  fhorc  nt 
Owhyhee  was  not  defertion,  nor  their  own 
choice ;  nor  did  it  arife  from  their  having  been 
difmilfed  by  the  commanders  of  veiTels  ulider 
whom  they  had  ferved,  for  improper  condudt 
and  unruly  behaviour ;  but  from  a  fcries  of 
events  impoflible  to  forefce  or  provide  againft. 
Their  behaviour  on  the  ifland  had  been  merito- 
rious in  the  higheft  fenfc  of  the  word  ;  fupporting 
by  their  charader  (for  they  poflcHc'd  nothing  elfe) 
fuch  a  degree  of  confcquence,  that  whilll  it  iii- 
furcd  them  the  refpcd:,  it  engaged  the  affections 
and  regard,  of  the  natives ;  and  of  no  one  more 
than  of  the  king  himfelf,  who  did  not  tail  to 
liften  to  their  counfcl  and  advice  ;  and  I  am 
well  pcrfuadcd  we  had  been  mu*:h  indebted  for 
our  very  friendly  and  hofpitable  reception,  as 
alfo  for  the  orderly  and  civil  behaviour  we  expe-^ 
rienced  from  the  generality  of  the  inhabitants, 
by  their  attention  to  the  inilrudlions  and  ex- 
ample of  thefe  our  countrymen. 

That  they  might  be  encouraged  to  continue 
in  the  exercife  of  thofe  virtuous  principles  which 
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tcfti- 


thcy  had  taught,  I  gave  them  a  written 
monial  of  their  j:;ooc1  condud  ;  and  in  the  molt 
ferious  manner  enjoined  them  to  pcrfcvcrc  in 
the  path  that  their  own  good  underftandiiig  had 
pointed  out ;  and  at  all  times  to  be  ufetul  and 
aflifting  to  the  fubjedls  of  every  civilized  power, 
who  might  rcfort  to  Owhyhee.  From  the  king 
and  the  principal  chiefs  I  obtained  a  promifc  of 
the  continuance  of  their  protection,  not  only  to 
theii*  perfons,  but  to  their  property  alfo  ;  parti- 
cularly, a  large  aflbrtmcnt  of  ufeful  and  nccef- 
fary  articles  that  I  had  given  them,  as  well  for 
their  own  comfort,  and  for  the  fuppori;  of  the 
confequcnce  they  had  hitherto  maintained,  as  for 
the  purpofe  of  introducing  fuch  things  into  ufc 
amongft  the  inhabitants. 

I  appointed  to  meet  the  king  and  his  friends, 
with  Young  and  Davis,  on  my  return  to  the 
iflands  from  the  coaft  of  America,  in  the  bay 
between  the  caft  and  north-eaft  points  of  Owhy- 
hee;  where  I  had  been  given  to  undcrrtand  there 
was  a  comrnodious  bay  or  port,  that  atibrded  lb- 
cure  and  good  anchorage.  '■ 

The  following  aftronomical  obfcrvations  made 
at  Karakakooa,  will  conclude  the  narrative  of 
our  tranfa<!5tions  during  our  {lay  at  Owhyhee, 
This  illand  we  quitted  about  eight  in  the  even- 
ing, ai>d  dircdi  J  our  courfe,  clofc  hauled,  to- 
wards the  call  end  of  Mowee.

BY  day-light  in  the  morning  of  Sunday  the 
10th  of  March  wc  were  well  in  with  the 
caftcrn  fhores  of  Mowec,  extending  from  S.  80 
W.  to  N.  1 0  E.  the  ncarcft  Ihorc  bore  by  com- 
pafs  N.  ()2  W.  about  a  league  diftant.  I  was  not 
certain  whether  the  northernmoft  land  thus  fcen 
formed  the  eaftern  extremity  of  Mowce  or  not, 
from  the  dircdion  of  the  coall:  it  fo  appeared,  but 
its  dillance  to  windward  of  us  was  fo  great,  that 
it  would  have  required  fome  time  to  have  afcer- 
tained  the  faft,  and  as  we  could  not  accompllHi 
the  examination  of  both  fides  of  the  ifland  on  this 
occafion,  I  availed  myfflf  of  the  prevailing  favor- 
able breeze,  and  bore  away  along  the  coaft  about 
two  miles  from  the  fliore.  This  took  a  direftion 
S.  72  W.  diftant  lO|  miles  from  hence  to  the 
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fou*-h  point  of  the  ifland  ;  which  is  according  to 
our  obfervations  fituated  in  latitude  20"  34',  lon- 
gitude 203'*  30'.  ,  .  ,     >  V 

Notwithilanding  that  the  appeafance  of*  Mo- 
wee  at  a  diftance  has  been  very  accurately  rcpre- 
fented  by  Captain  King  ;    yet,  as  we  had  an  op- 
portunity of  being   better   acquainted  with  this 
part  of  the  ifland  than  thofc  on  board  the  Refo- 
lution  or  Difcovery  on  that  voyage,  it  may   be 
ufeful  to  remark,  that  the  part  we  were  abreaft  of 
at  day-light  in  the  morning,  though  terminating 
very  abruptly  in  the  ocean,  and  though  its  furfacc 
was  very  uneven,  had  yet  a  verdant  and  fertile 
appearance,   and  was  feemingly  in  an  advanced 
ftate  of  cultivation.     From  the  number  of  villages 
and  diflind:  houfes,  we  were  led  to  confider  it  as 
tolerably  well  inhabited.       This   pleafant   fcene 
was  fliortly  changed  on   our  advancing   a  few 
miles  to  the  weftward.     The  fliceof  the  country 
became  totally  different,  the  fliores  and  fides  of 
the  hills  had  no  indications  of  being  inhabited 
and  were  almoft  deftitute  of  vegetable  produc- 
tions.   They  appeared  to  be  a  rude  mafs  of  rfaked 
barren  rocks,  broken   into  many    deep   gulleys, 
that  extended  from  the  mountains  to  the  water 
lide.       Befide  thefe,  were  many  fmall  circular 
hills  that  appeared  to  be  compofed  either  of  fand 
or  ftones,  and  had  acquired  a  very  fmooth  furface 
of  a  light  brown  colour.       Perpendicular   veins 
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icparatcd  the  different  ilrata,  and  defcended 
down  the  mountains ;  thefe,  {o  tar  as  our  glaffes 
enabled  us  to  diftinguifli,  betokened  this  part  of 
the  ifland  to  have  undergone  fome  violent  cfFedls 
from  volcanic  eruptions. 

-,  We  pafTed  the  foi^th  point  before  mentioned 
at  the  diftancc  of  about  half  a  mile  ;  it  is  formed 
by  rugged  craggy  rocks,  and  the  fea  breaks  at  a 
little  diftance  to  the  north  weft  of  it.     On  ap- 
proaching thefe  breakers  we  gained  foundings, 
and  fuddenly  decreafed  the  depth  of  water  from 
25  to  10  fathoms  rocky  bottom  ;  but,  on  haul- 
ing off  fliore,  we  almoft   infcantly  reached   no 
bottom  with  80  fathoms  of  line.    Whllft  in  this 
fituation,  we  were  vifited  by  a  few  of  the  poor 
natives  from  a  fmall  fandy  cove,  where  they  had 
fome  miferable  habitations.   The  poverty  of  thefe 
people  was  apparent,  by  their  bringing  only  a 
few  fmall  packages  of  fait  to  difpofc  of,  and  by 
their  canoes  being  very  fmall  and  out  of  repair. 
Two  miles  to  the  north-weft  of  this  point  wc 
were   greatly  inconvenienced    by   light  baffling 
winds  and  calm  weather,  whilft  without,  or  to 
the  eaftward  of  us,  the  trade  wind  blew  ftrong. 
We   continued  to  make  a  flaw  progrefs,  and 
palTed  between  Morokinney  and  Tahowrowa. 

In  the  afternoon,  we  were  vifited  by  a  chief  in 
the  only  decent  canoe  we  had  yet  feen  at  Mo- 
Avce.     From  him  I  learned,  that  he  was  fent  by 
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Theeree  to  inquire  who  we  were,   and  if  we 
had  friendly  intentions  towards  the  ifland.     On 
his  firft  queftion  being  anfwered,  he  feemed  in- 
ftantly  to  become  fufpicious  of  the  motives  of 
our  vifit,  in  confequence  of  the  late  murders  at 
Woahoo.     The  reports  that   had   been  propa- 
gated  refpefting  this  unfortunate  melancholy  bu- 
fmefs,  made  me  defirous  of  feeing  Tkeeree  and 
Ta'w,  in  order  to  obtain  from  them  the  real  cir- 
cumftances  of  this  fad  affair.    This  I  communi- 
cated to  the  chief,  and  told  him  further,  that  if 
the  offenders  flaould  prove  to  have  been  natives^ 
thofe  who  were  concerned  fhould  be  given  up  to 
juftice;  but  that  neither  Tkeeree  nor  Taio  fhould 
receive  the  lead  injury,  if  I  found  that  they 
were  innocent ;  and,  as  a  pledge  of  my  pacific 
difpoiition  towards  Tkeeree,  I  returned  by  the 
chief  fuch  a  prcfent  as  I  knew  would  be  worthy 
his  acceptance,  and  would  be  mofl  likely  to  in- 
fure  his  confidence  in  my  fincerity.     I  was  not 
deficient  in  due  acknowledgments  to  the  mef- 
l^:ngcr,  in  order  to  fecure  the  faithful  difcharge 
of  his  embafTy.     He  informed  me,  that  the  beft 
anchorage  was  near  the  north- weft  part  of  the 
ifland,  called  Raheina,  and  that  if  I  would  pro- 
ceed thither,  Tkeeree  would  not  hefltate,  under 
this,  and  my  other  afTurances  of  friendfhip,  to 
pay  us  a  vifit.    Thefe  I  repeated  again,  and  after 
telling  him  that  I  purpofcd  to  anchor  near  the 
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fpot  he  had  pointed  out,  the  chief  departed,  ap- 
parently much  gratified  with  the  execution  of 
his  commiflion.      ...  ' 

Towards  fun-fet  we  paiTcd  to  the  fbuth-weft 
of  Morokinncy,  and  meeting  there  a  hght  breeze 
from  the  N.  E*  we  worked  up  into  a  large  bay 
on  the  fouth-weft  fide  of  Mowee,  lying  before 
the  low  ifthmus  that  unites  the  two  large  lofty 
bodies  of  land  which  compofe  the  ifland.  Here, 
about  midnight,  we  anchored  in  39  fathoms 
water,  muddy  bottom ;  and  at  day- light  on, 
Monday  morning  the  1 1th,  found  we  had  taken 
a  ftation  towards  the  eaftern  fide  of  the  bay, 
Morokinney,  and  the  S.  E.  point  of  Tahowrowa 
in  a  line,  bearing  by  compafs  S.  11  E.;  the  fouth 
point  of  Mowee  S.  39  E.;  the  nearcft  fliore  E. 
by  N.  two  miles,  and  the  wefternmoft  part  of 
Mowee  in  fight  N.  50  W. 

The  appearance  of  this  fide  of  Mowee  was 
fcarcely  lefs  forbidding  than  that  of  its  fouthern 
parts,  which  we  had  palled  the  preceding  day. 
The  fliores,  however,  were  not  fo  fleep  and 
rocky,  and  were  moftly  compofed  of  a  fandy 
beach  ;  the  land  did  not  rife  fo  very  abruptly 
from  the  fea  towards  the  mountains,  nor  was  its 
furface  fo  much  broken  with  hills  and  deep 
chafms ;  yet  the  foil  had  little  appearance  of 
fertility,  and  no  cultivation  was  to  be  feen.  A 
few   habitations   were   promifcuoufly   fcattered 
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near  the  water  fide,  and  the  inhabitants  who 
came  off  to  us,  like  thofe  feen  the  day  before, 
had  little  to  difpole  of.        ^  - 

The  weather  was  cloudy,  and  the  wind  at  the 
ftation  we  had  taken  was  very  unpleafant,  in 
confequence  of  the  trade  wind  from  the  N.  E. 
reaching  us  at  intervals  in  furious  fqualls,  over 
the  low  land  of  the  ifthmus.  A  ftroag  current 
fetting  to  the  S.  E.  at  the  fame  time,  obliged  us 
to  remain  at  anchor,  and  wait  for  a  more  favor- 
able opportunity  to  proceed. 

About  noon  we  had  the  company  of  a  chief 
named  Tn-mo-ho-mo-ho,  who  faid  he  was  younger 
brother  to  Titeeree,  and  that  he  had  come  by  his 
orders  to  condud:  us  to  the  beft  anchorage  at 
Raheina,  where  Titeeree  himfelf  would  fhortly 
meet  us.  Tomohomo/io  produced  a  certificate 
from  Mr.  Brown  of  the  Butterworth,  recom- 
mending him  as  a  very  ufeful,  friendly,  and  ho- 
ned man.  His  canoe  was  a  very  fine  one  ;  this 
he  rcquefted  might  be  towxd  a-ftern  of  the  iliip, 
which  he  recommended  Ihould  get  under  fail 
that  we  might  arrive  before  dark  at  Raheina ; 
but  in  the  event  of  any  delay,  directions  had 
been  given  for  fires  to  be  made  in  fuch  fitu- 
ations,  as  would  enable  him  to  place  the  ihip 
with  fecurity.  "  ;      - 

As  the  wind  and  weather  were  more  fettled, 
thefc  requefts  were  complied  with ;  and  thus, 
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provided  with  a  pilot,  the  Chatham  and  our- 
felves  flood  acrofs  the  bay  under  double  reefed 
topfails,  until  we  had  fhut  in  the  ifthmus  ;  when 
the  high  land  intercepting  the  current  of  the 
trade  wind,  the  gale  was  fucceedcd  by  light  baf- 
fling airs.  With  thefe,  and  the  afTiflance  of  the 
lights  on  the  fhores,  we  arrived  at  our  deflina- 
tion  about  half  pafl  eight  in  the  evening,  when 
we  anchored  in  25  fathoms  water,  on  a  bottom 
of  fand,  Hones,  and  coral. 

The  next  morning,  Tuefday  the  12th,  we  dif- 
covered  our  fituation  to  be  in  the  place  pointed 
out  in  our  former  vifit  to  thefe  iflands  by  Mr. 
Broughton,  who  then  mentioned  another  an- 
choring place  in  Mowee,  a  little  to  the  fouth- 
ward  of  a  remarkable  round    hill,   on    a  fandy 
beach,  proje6ting  its  rocky  bafe  into  the  fea.    Its 
top,  having  the  appearance  of  a  crater,  acquired 
the  name  of  Volcano  Hill.  It  lies  N.  20  W., 
about  a  league  from  the  fouth  point  of  Mowee, 
directly  oppofite  to  the  barren  and  uninhabited 
illet  of  Morokinney,  which  lies  fomething  more 
than  two  miles  from  the  fhore  of  that  bay.  Here 
Mr.  Broughton  had  found  regular  foundings  from 
25  to  3  5  and  7  fathoms,  within  half  a  mile  of 
the  beach,   fandy  bottom.     The  beach,  about 
half  a  mile  long,  appeared  very  convenient  for 
landing  upon;  but  I  was  given  to  underfland, 
by  our  pilot  and  others  of  the  natives,  that  good 
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water  was  not  to  be  procured  even  in  fmall 
quantities  within  a  confidcrable  diftancc,  and 
that  its  neighbourhood  was  very  barren  and  thinly 
inhabited. 

In  this  roadftead  we  were  pretty  well  protcdcd 
by  the  furrounding  land,  excepting  toward  the 
S.  S.  W.;  in  which  dircd^ion  the  wind  feldom, 
if  ever,  blows  violently.  The  Volcano  hill  bore 
by  compafs  S.  54  E.;  Morokinncy  S.  4f)  E.;  Ta- 
howrowa  from  S.  35  E.  to  S.  7  E.;  Rannai  from 
S.  54  W.  to  N.  78  W.;  the  wefternmoft  part  of 
Morotoi  in  fight  N.  00  W.;  and  of  two  low 
projecting  points  of  land  from  the  lliore  of 
Mowee  forming  the  points  of  the  roadftead,  the 
northcrnmoft  bore  N.  20  W.,  diftant  four  miles 
and  a  half;  the  fouthcrnmoft,  S.  04  E.  diftant 
five  n.iles ;  and  the  neareft  ftiore  N.  E.  by  E., 
half  a  league  diftant.  '    '     • 

The  village  of  Raheina  is  of  fome  extent  to- 
ward?  the  north-weft  part  of  the  roadftead  ;  it 
fccmed  to  be  pleafantly  fituated  on  a  fpace  of 
low,  or  rather  gently  elevated  land,  in  the  midft 
of  a  grove  of  bread-fruit,  cocoa-nut,  and  other 
trees ;  to  the  eaftward,  the  country  fcemed 
nearly  barren  and  uncultivated,  and  the  ftiorcs 
were  bounded  by  a  reef,  on  which  the  furf 
feemed  to  break  with  fo  much  force  as  to  pre- 
■  elude  any  landing  with  our  boats.  In  the  vil- 
lage, the  houfcs  fccmed  to  be  numerous,  and  to  be 
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well  inhabited.  A  tew  of  the  natives  vifited  the 
fliips ;  thcfe  brought  but  little  with  them,  and 
mod  of  them  were  in  very  fmall  miferable  ca- 
noes. Thefe  circumftances  ftrongly  indicated 
their  poverty,  and  proved  what  had  been  fre- 
quently alTcrted  at  Owhyhee,  that  Mowcc,  and 
its  neighbouring  illands,  were  reduced  to  great 
indigence  by  the  wars,  in  which  for  many  years 
they  had  been  engaged. 

Our  native  pilot  feemed  very  proud  of  the 
confidence  we  had  repofed  on  his  Ikill,  in  con- 
ducing the  Ihip  to  this  anchorage  ;  and  that  the 
iituation  he  had  chofen  in  the  night  now  met 
our  approbation.  From  the  moment  of  his 
coming  on  board,  he  had  pleaded  the  caufe  of 
Titecree  and  Taio  with  all  his  eloquence,  and 
gave  a  pofitive  coiitradidion  to  the  reports  in 
circulation,  of  the  murders  having  been  preme- 
ditated by  them  at  Woahoo,  and  committed  by 
their  exprefs  orders,  for  the  fole  purpofe  of  re- 
venging a  difference  that  had  happened  between 
them  and  Mr.  Ingraham.  Thefe  reports,  he 
faid,  he  was  well  aware  prevailed  at  Owhyhee ; 
but  he  denied  them  in  the  moil  pofitive  terms, 
and  afferted,  that  the  condudl  of  the  people  at 
Woahoo,  inilead  of  being  fandioned  by  their 
chief,  had  incurred  his  higheft  difpleafure  ;  and 
that  Jlteeree  on  being  informed  of  the  event, 
fcnt  immediate  orders  that  the  offenders  fliould 
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put  to  death  ;  and  that  in  confcqucncc  of  thcfc 
orders  three  men,  who  were  principally  con- 
cerned, had  been  executed. 

This  led  me  to  inquire  oiKomohomoho,  if  three 
people  only  had  been  implicated  in  that  barba- 
rous tranfadion  ?  To  this  he  replied,  that  there 
were  three  or  four  more  confidered  as  equally 
guilt}  ;  but  that  thcfe  had  found  means  to  efcape, 
and  had  fled  to  the  mountains,  where  they  had 
eluded  their  purfuers  for  fuch  a  length  of  time, 
that  any  further  fearch  had  been  difcontinued, 
and  the  offence  had  blown  over,  and  was  nearly 
forgotten. 

I  had  underftood  at  Owhyhec,  tliut  three  of 
the  principal  offenders  concerned  in  the  murder 
had  been  put  to  death  by  the  orders  of  Tilccrce ; 
and  if  we  revert  to  tlic  circumffanccs  attending 
our  viiit  in  lad  March,  fcveral  months  fubfcqucnt 
to  the  difpute  with  Mr.  Ingraharn,  it  is  more 
than  probable,  that  had  any  fuch  fanguinary  di- 
red:ions,  as  have  been  already  mentioned,  been 
iffued  by  Ttieercc,  they  Iniift  have  been  equally 
in  force  at  the  time  we  were  there,  as  on  the 
arrival  of  the  Daedalus  not  long  after  our  depar- 
ture. And  though  I  muff  confefs,  that  our  re- 
ception at  Woahoo  did  not  imprefs  me  with  the 
moft  exalted  opinion  of  their  friendly  and  hof^ 
pitablc  intentions,  yet,  they  did  not  appear  to 
ufe  any  means  for  carrying  fuch  orders  into  ef- 
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fed;  although  they  had  frequent  opportunities 
in  the  courfe  of  our  walks  through  the  planta- 
tions, where  they  could  cafily  have  interrupted 
our  retreat.  But,  admitting  that  the  people  of 
Woahoo  were  under  fuch  injuntl^tions,  as  fomc 
have  pretended,  and  that  we  were  indebted  for 
our  prefervation  to  the  fmall  force  that  attended 
us,  or  bccaufc  that  day  was  "  taboo  poory,"  or  a 
day  of  reft  and  prayer;  yet  thefe  arguments 
would  be  infufficient  on  many  accounts ;  for 
they  could  not  be  reconciled  with  the  friendly, 
trurty,  and  honorable  conduct  purfucd  by  the 
chiefs  and  people  en  our  vifit  to  Attowai,  parti- 
cularly on  -he  evening  of  our  departure.  Such 
behaviour  towards  us  could  not  poffibly  have 
been  obfcrved  by  a  people  who  were  under  orders 
from  their  king,  to  kill  every  white  man  who 
might  come  within  their  power.     * 

Thefe  clrcumllanccs  duly  confidered,  render  it 
more  than  probable,  that  Titcerce  and  Taio  were 
innocent  of  the  contrivance,  and  not  concern'**d 
in  the  perpetration  of  the  murders  at  Woahoo. 
•  The  different  mercantile  people  who  had  vi- 
fited  thefe  iflands  fmce  that  unfortunate  period, 
had  taught  the  natives  to  apprehend  the  horror 
and  detcllation  with  which  we  regard  unpro- 
voked aflaflination.  They  had  apprized  them 
of  the  difference  between  our  (hips,  and  the  trad- 
ing vcflels  that  had  touched  here  for  refrefli- 
. .  ments ; 
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mcnts  ;  that  vnc  a<Slcd,  not  trom  the  orders  of 
any  pri  ate  individual,  but  under  the  fpcciid  au- 
thority of*  our  fovcrcign,  who  had  given  mc 
power  to  take  cognizance  of  all  fuch  circum- 
Hanccs,  and  to  requite  the  barbarity  of  the  na- 
tives with  the  feverell  punifliment. 

No  hint  whatever  of  this  nature  had  ever 
efcaped  my  lips,fincc  the  moment  I  had  to  deplore 
the  melancholy  tranfaCtion.  I  was  ncverthelefs 
fully  determined  in  my  own  mind  n^^t  to  omit 
making  every  enquiry,  nor  to  llii^cr  the  crime  to 
pafs  unnoticed  ;  and,  at  the  fame  time,  to  pur- 
fue  fuch  meafurcs,  as  might  appear  moft  likely 
to  prevent  in  future  fuch  unpardonable' and  fa- 
vage  proceedings. 

To  the  minds  of  the  natives  it  now  appeared 
a  matter  of  great  national  concern ;  and  in  that 
point  of  view  it  was  confidcred  of  fuch  impor- 
tance, as  to  demand  from  me  the  moft  particular 
inveftigation,  and  the  moft  ferious  attention. 

Being  thus  fortunately  pofleired  of  fo  much 
cflential  information  from  TomohomoJio,  1  con- 
ildered  myfelf  to  be  fully  provided  to  meet  T/- 
teeree  on  this  diftrefbful  fubjed,  efpecially  as  I 
had  heard  w^ith  great  fatisfadion  from  Totnoho- 
moho,  that  the  unfortunate  commander  of  the 
Daedalus  and  his  party  had  been  guilty  of  no 
.  offence  whatever,  to  provoke  the  untimely  fate 
they  had  fo  unjuftly  met.     • 
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I  now  came  to  a  determination  of  infifting 
with  Titeeree,  that  the  remaining  offenders  fhould 
be  brought  to  juilice  :  not  by  any  meafures  of 
force  in  our  power,  but  by  their  own  means. 
That,  on  their  convid:ion  the  caufe  of  their  pu- 
nifiiment  fliould  be  clearly  and  fatisfacftorily 
made  known  to  the  iflanders,  with  aflurances 
that  no  diftance  of  time  would  in  future  fecure 
any  from  detection,  or  prevent  the  punifliment 
which  fuch  crimes  demand. 

A  pufillanimous  condud:  on  an  occafion  of  this 
nature,  could  not  fail  to  fmk  the  charad:er  of 
Europeans  into  the  loweft  contempt ;  and  atro- 
cities would  become  more  frequent,  either  to 
fatisfy  the  pailions  of  the  avaricious  or  licentious, 
or  the  revenge  of  any  individual,  who  might 
think  proper  to  take  umbrage  if  not  indulged  in 
every  whim  that  his  fancy  might  didatc  ;  to  the 
di/grace  of  human  nature,  and  the  deftruttion  of 
the  adventurers  engaged  in  the  commerce  of  tne 
North  Pacific  Ocean. 

In  undertaking  to  negociate  a  peace  on  a  firm 
and  broad  bafis,  between  Owhyhce  and  all  the 
contiguous  iflands,  my  views  were  direded  to 
the  advantage,  as  well  as  to  the  general  happi- 
nefs,  of  the  inhabitants  on  all  the  iilands.  The 
new  impreffions  my  mind  had  received,  tended 
to  convince  me  of  the  important  necefiity  for 
iuch  a  meafure,  were  it  only  to  recover   the 
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people  of  Mowce  from  the  deplorable  condition  to 
which  they  had  been  reduced  by  an  eleven  years 
war ;  and,  notwithftanding  that  they   had  not 
fought  a  fingle  battle  during  the  laft  two  years, 
yet  the  detriment  fuflained  by  the  contending 
parties  was  almoft  equally  great.  To  guard  their 
refpedive  dominions,  TiWiaahmaah  on  the  weft- 
em  parts  of  Owhyhee,  and  Ttteerec  on  the  eaft- 
ern  fide  of  Mowee,  had  each  aflemblcd  a  large 
body  of  men.     By  thefe  means,  not  only  thofe 
parts  were  greatly  impoveriflicd  and  exhaufted  of 
fupplies  for  the  maintenance  of  thofe  forces,  but 
the  inhabitants  being  drawn  from  their  homes  in 
the  different  diftrids  of  the  country,  the  land 
was  neceffarily  ncgleded,  and  the  produce  of  the 
foil  was  loft  for  want  of  people  to  carry  on  its 
cultivation.     The  war,  and  the  vaft  ftipplics  that 
the   half  fami(hcd  trading  veflels  had  recently 
drawn  from  fome  of  thefe  iflands,  had  left  a  very 
fcanty  portion  for  the  remaining  inhabitants  of 
Mowee,  and  the  other  iflands  under  the  autho- 
rity of  Titeerce  and  Talo.     This  information  was 
communicated    to    me   by   feveral    rcfpedablc 
chiefs  at  Owhyhee,  and  was  now  fully  confirmed 
by  TomohomohOf  particularly  as  to  Mowce  and 
Morotoi ;   he  ftated   thefe  as   having  been   the 
principal  feats  of  Tamaahmaali'i  wars,  and  that 
Kannai  and  Tohowrowa,   which  had  formerly 
been  confidercd  as  fruitful  and  populous  iflands, 
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were  nearly  over-run  with  weeds,  and  exhaufted 
of  their  inhabitants  ;  nor  had  Owhyhee  efcaped 
the  devaftation  confequent  on  her  foreign  and 
inteftine  difputcs,  which  had  been  numerous  and 
feverc. 

Every  hour  produced  fome  new  intelligence, 
to  convince  me  of  the  neceffity  of  bringing,  if  it 
were  poffible,  to  an  immediate  conclufion,  the 
ambitious  pretenfions  of  thefe  fbvereigns ;  being 
now  decidedly  of  opinion,  that  a  continuation 
of  fuch  commotions  would  foon  defolate  thefe 
iflands,  and  render  them  incapable  of  affording 
thofe  abundant  and  excellent  fupplies  we  had 
conftantly  derived,  and  without  which  the  Eng- 
lifli  traders  would  be  ill  qualified  to  maintain  the 
commerce  of  north-weft  America.  Whereas,  if 
peace  could  be  happily  eftablifhed,  and  the  inha- 
bitants be  prevailed  upon  to  be  fatisfied,  and  to 
live  in  harmony  and  good  fellovvfliip  with  each 
other,  they  wovild  readily  return  to  their  habita- 
tions, and  to  their  former  employments,  of  cul- 
tivating the  land,  and  the  other  arts  of  peace. 
Thefe  occupations  would  be  immediately  re- 
fumed  with  great  energy  ;  and  the  ability  of 
procuring  European  commodities,  for  the  pur- 
pofe  of  imitating  our  manners  and  fafliions,  by 
the  produce  of  their  own  labour  and  ingenuity, 
would  ftimulate  them  to  an  induftry  and  exer- 
tion, that  would  be  attended  with  fo  abundant 
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an  increafe  of  produ(^lons,  as  would  render  the 
fupplles  of  thefe  iflands  almoft  inexhauftiblc ; 
efpecially,  as  the  breed  of  black  cattle,  flieep,  and 
goats,  already  introduced,  when  eflabliflied  under 
fuch  happy  circumftances,  would  foon  greatly  in- 
creafe. 

Thefe  ideas  I  communicated  to  Tomohomoho, 
who  liftened  to  them  with  greateft  attention, 
and  exprelfed  much  pleafure  in  looking  forward 
to  fo  happy  an  event ;  and  affurcd  me,  that  Ti- 
tceree  and  Taio  would  gladly  accede  to  the  mea- 
fures  I  had  to  propofe,  but  that  Taliowmotoo  and 
Tlanna  were  not  to  be  trufted. 

In  the  forenoon  we  were  vifited  by  a  young 
man,  a  citizen  of  the  American  ftates,  who  faid 
that  he  had  deferted  about  three  months  before, 
from  the  flime  American  vefTel  that  Smith 
(wliom  we  found  at  Owhyhee)  had  left,  in 
confequence  of  the  ill  treatment  received  from 
his  commander.  That  he  was  now  in  the  fer- 
vice  of  T'ltecrce,  and  his  principal  bufmcfs  was  to 
vlfit  fuch  fliips  as  might  arrive  at  the  ifland,  and 
to  order  them  fuch  fupplles  of  wood,  water,  and 
refrcfliments,  as  they  might  have  occafion  for, 
without  their  commanders  having  the  trouble  of 
bartering  with  the  natives ;  and  that  on  the  de- 
parture of  fuch  veilcls,  fome  fmall  acknowledg- 
ment to  T'ltecrce  the  king  only  was  expeded. 
That  in  virtue  of  Ills  appointment,   he  had  done 
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US  the  favour  of  iffuing  his  dirccllons  to  this 
cffecft.     We  afterwards  found,  however,  that  his 
authority  as  purveyor  had  been  unjullly  aiTumed, 
and  that  his  orders  were  iffucd  to   no  purpole* 
He  likewife  Hated,  that  he  was  dired.ed  by  T/- 
ieeree  to  acquaint  me,  that  he  was  on  his  way 
tovvards  the  lliip  ;  but  that  his  age  and  infirmi- 
ties  prevented   him    from   traveUing   otherwife 
than  very  flovvly.     This  mclTage  made  me  en- 
tertain fome  fufpicion  that  the  king  had  doubts 
of  my  fmcerity  ;  and  I  therefore  defired  that  To- 
mohomoJio  would  either  go  himfelf,  or  fend  fome 
trufty  perfon,  to  difpel  any  groundlefs  apprehen- 
iion  that  Titcerce  might  be  under.     To  this  re- 
queft  he  inftantly  repUed,  with  a  fmile,  that  Ti- 
teeree,  confcious  of  his  own  innocence  with  re- 
fpe6l    to  the  ofFencc   committed    at   Woahoo, 
would  have  no  fort  of  objedion  to  truft  himfelf 
in  our  power ;  and  that  he,  Tomohomohoy  bad  re- 
ceived pofitive  dircdtions  to  remain  with  us  until 
the  arrival  of  the  king,  to  prevent  any  improper 
behaviour  of  the  natives.     All  this   was  corro- 
borated  by   a  chief  named    Tamahaitna,  who, 
with  his  wife,  were  far  the  handfomeft  couple 
we  had  feen  on  thcfe  iflands.     He  was  next  in 
confequence  to   Titcerce,   and   poflcfled  at  that 
time  in  Mo  wee  almoft  the  fovereign  power  over 
its  inhabitants.     Of  thcfe   but  few  vifited  us, 
who  brought  nothing  to  difpofe  of,  excepting 
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fuch  Jlrticles  as  our  people  deemed  curiofities. 
They  conduced  themfclves  with  great  propriety, 
and  the  little  traffic  that  was  entered  into,  was 
carried  on  with  the  grcateft  honefty. 

On  Wednefday  afternoon  the  1 3th,  we  were 
honoured  with  the  prcfcnce  of  Titeeree,  who  I 
was  given  to  undcrftand  was  confidered  as  the 
king  of  all  the  iflands  to  leeward  of  Owhyhec ; 
and  that  from  him  Tato  derived  his  authority. 

There  fcemed,  however,  nothing  in  his  cha- 
raiftc**  or  appearance  to  denote  fo  high  a  ftation, 
nor  was  his  arrival  attended  by  any  accumula- 
tion in  the  number  of  the  natives  on  the  Ihores, 
or  in  the  canoes  about  the  veflcls.  He  came 
boldly  alongfide,  but  entered  the  Ihip  with  a 
fort  of  partial  confidence,  accompanied  by  fe- 
veral  chiefs  who  conftantly  attended  him  ;  his 
age  I  fuppofed  muft  have  exceeded  fixty ;  h** 
was  greatly  debilitated  and  emaciated  ;  and^ 
froui  the  colour  of  his  fkin,  I  judged  his  feeble- 
ncfs  to  have  been  brought  on  by  an  exceflive  ufe 
of  the  ava.  His  faultering  voice  befpoke  the 
decline  of  life  ;  and  his  countenance,  though 
furrowed  by  his  years  and  irregularities,  ftill  pre- 
fcrved  marks  of  his  having  been,  in  his  juvenile 
days,  a  man  of  plcafmg  and  cheerful  manners,  with 
a  confiderable  degree  of  fenfibility,  v\hich  the 
iron,  hand  of  time  had  not  yet  entirely  obliterated. 
Amongft  the  articles  1  prcfcntcd  to  Titcercc  on 
Vol.  III.  X  this 
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this  occafion,  was  a  cloak,  rimilar  to  thofe  I  had 
given  TamaahmaaJiS't  this  highly  delighted  him; 
and  he  was  alfo  well  plcafed  with  the  other  pre- 
fents  he  received.  In  proportion  to  their  rank, 
and  the  fituations  they  held,  his  whole  fuite  were 
complimented,  and  all  fecmed  well  fetisfied  with 
their  vifit. 

After  a  fliort  converfation  rcfpe<5ling  the  flay 
I  purpofed  to  make  at  Mowee,  and  iflands  to 
leeward,  with  other  mifcellaneous  matters,  I  in- 
troduced the  fubjc6l  of  a  peace  with  Owhyhec, 
and  was  attended  to  with  great  carneftnefs  ;  not 
only  by  the  king,  but  by  the  whole  of  his  attend- 
ants, who  feemed  unanimoufly  defiroua  for  the 
accompliflimcnt  of  fo  beneficial  an  obje<5l,  and  a 
meafure  fo  important  to  their  future  happinefs 
and  tranquillity.  They  appeared  to  be  perfeftly 
convinced  of  my  good  intentions  as  a  mediator  ; 
but  the  fame  want  of  confidence  prevailed  here 
as  at  Ov/hyhee.  They  all  agreed,  that  no  faith 
could  be  repofed  in  the  integrity  of  the  Owhy- 
hcan  chiefs;  and  that  if  peace  was  again  re- 
ftorcd,  the  feveral  chiefs  who  had  been  aflem- 
bled  in  Mowee  for  their  general  protcdion,  would 
retire  to  their  refpcdive  iflands  ;  and  Mowce 
and  its  dependencies  would  be  again  left  open 
to  the  invafion  of  Tamaahmaaht  whofe  uncon- 
querably ambitious  fpirit,  they  faiJ,  would  not 
allow  him  to  negledl  fo  favoruLIc  an  opportunity.

I  endeavoured  to  combat  thcfc  prejudices  by 
every  argument  I  could  make  ufe  of,  and  aflurcd 
them,  that  I  firmly  believed  that  Tamaahniaak, 
and  the  people  of  Osvhyhec,  v^cre  as  delirous  of 
peace  as  they  could  poffibly  be ;  that  the  king 
was  fincerc,  and  that  I  was  convinced  he  would 
moft  religioufly  abide  by  fuch  conditions  as  might 
be  mutually  approved.  Our  deliberations  how- 
ever drawing  to  no  conclufion,  it  was  agreed  to 
adjourn  the  fubjcdl  until  the  arrival  of  Tah  from 
Morotoi,  who  was  expelled  in  the  courfe  of  the 
following  day. 

The  royal  party  appearing  to  be  perfe<Slly  fa- 
tisfied  of  our  friendly  intentions,  I  demanded  of 
Titeeree,  what  offence  had  been  committed  by 
the  late  Mr.  Hergcft,  and  Mr.  Gooch,  to  occa- 
fion  their  having  been  put  to  death  ?  To  this 
queftion  they  all  replied,  that  neither  of  thofc 
gentlemen,  nor  any  other  perfon  belonging  to 
the  Daidalus,  had,  to  their  knowledge,  been 
guilty  of  any  offence  whatever.  I  then  rcqueflcd 
to  know,  what  was  the  rcafon  of  their  having 
been  murdered  '  ithout  any  provocation  on  their 
part ;  and  who  was  the  chief  that  gave  orders 
for  that  purpofe,  or  that  was  by  any  other  means 
the  caufe  pf  their  lofing  their  lives  ?  This  quef- 
tion  was  alfo  anfwered  by  the  folemn  declaration 
of  the  whole  party,  that  there  was  no  chief  pre- 
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fcnt  on  that  melancholy  occafion  ;  nor  was  any 
chief  in  the  Icaft  degree  concerned ;  but  that 
the  murder  was  committed  by  a  lawlefs  fet  of 
ill-minded  men  ;  and  that  the  inflant  Titeerce 
had  become  acquainted  with  the  tranfaftion,  he 
had  ordered  all  thole  who  had  been  principaUy 
concerned  to  be  put  to  death ;  and  in  confequencc 
of  his  dire<ftion,  three  of  the  offenders  had  fuffered 
that  puniflimcnt.  I  then  defired  to  know  if  three 
people  only  had  been  concerned  ?  The  king  then 
replied,  that  many  were  prefent  at  the  time,  but 
that  only  three  or  four  more  were  concerned  in 
the  murder  ;  who  would  likewifc  have  fuffered 
death,  had  they  not  found  means  to  efcape  to 
the  mountains,  where  they  had  fecreted  them- 
fclves  for  fomc  time ;  but  that  he  underftood 
they  had  returned,  and  were  now  living  on  or 
near  an  cllatc  belonging  to  Tomohotuoho.  Thefc 
proteftations  corrcfponding  with  the  evidence 
brforc  related,  induced  me  to  give  credit  to  the 
affcrted  innocence  of  the  chiefs,  and  the  guilt  of 
the  perfons  criminated  by  them.  As  puniflimcnt 
ouo;ht  to  fall  on  thofe  alone,  I  demanded  that 
three  or  four,  who  were  known  to  have  been 
principals  in  the  horrid  aft,  fliould  be  fought, 
and  puniflicd  according  to  the  heinoufnefs  of 
their  crime ;  not  by  us,  but  by  thcmfelvcs,  with- 
out the  leciil  interference  on  our  part.  And  that 
:   i;  /•*  as 
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the  punlflimcnt  of  the  murderers  might  be  made  ' 
as  pubhc  and  imprcflive  as  pofTiblc,  I  recom- 
mended that  it  fhould  take  place  a!  glide  of  the 
fliip,  in  the  prefcncc  of  the  natives ;  and  that 
the  fpecSators,  as  well  as  all  the  abfcnt  inhabi- 
tants of  the  ^v«ral  iflands,  under  the  jurifdidioii 
of  Titceree,  or  tlvc  inferior  chiefs,  lliould  be  made 
thoroughly  acquainted,  that  the  criminals  had 
been  punifhed  for  having  been  guilty  of  murder, 
or  for  aiding  and  affifting  therein,  and  for  that 
crime  only :  and  that  in  future,  neither  chiefs, 
nor  private  individuals,  who  might  commit  fuch 
a£ls  of  barbarity,  fliould  be  c.^oufcd,  or  efcape 
fjmilar  punifhment,  be  the  diftancc  of  time  ever 
fo  great,  fo  long  as  the  offending  parties  had  life, 
or  the  Englilh  continued  to  vifit  tlicfe  iilands. 
-  Tlicfe  proportions  met  no  the  fmallcft  oppo- 
fition,  but  on  the  contrary,  much  to  the  credit 
and  honor  of  the  whole  party,  were  readily  and 
cheerfully  agreed  to  in  every  particular.  This 
being  the  cafe,  I  dcfircd  that  a  chief  might  be 
appointed  to  attend  us,  for  the  purpofc  of  carry- 
ing thefc  rcfolutions  into  cffcdl,  and  caufmg  juf- 
tice  to  be  properly  executed.  After  a  (liort  con- 
fultation,  Tileercc  nominated  T^ovioJiomolic,  and 
iliveftcd  him  with  due  authority,  not  only  for 
this  function,  but  for  the  fupplying  of  our  wants, 
US  fir  ['s  the  country  might  be  able  to  afford. 
Being  defirous  that  a  more  minute  furvey  ot 
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this  fidc  of  Mowcc  fhould  be  made  in  the  boats, 
I  acquainted  Titeerce  with  my  wilhcs ;  and  in 
order  that  thefts,  or  other  improper  behaviour, 
might  not  be  experienced  from  the  different 
iflanders  they  might  meet,  I  requefted  that  a 
chief  fhould  be  appointed  to  attend  the  expedi- 
tion. Titeeree  replied,  that  the  orders  he  had 
iflued  were  fufficicnt  to  anfwer  every  purpofe ; 
but,  that  if  I  was  particularly  defirous  of  the  at- 
tendance of  a  chief,  Tomohomoho  fhould  under- 
take the  charge.  Matters  being  thus  arranged, 
Mr.  Whidbey  received  my  diredlions  to  proceed 
on  this  fervice  in  our  cutter,  accompanied  by  that 
of  the  Chatham  ;  which  took  place  accordingly 
early  the  next  morning. 

In  the  forenoon  of  Thurfday  the  14th,  we 
were  again  favored  with  the  company  of  Titeerce 
and  his  party.  Whilfl  ')ur  boats  were  engaged 
in  the  furvey,  Mr.  Menzies  wiflied  to  make  an 
cxcurfion  into  the  country;  and  on  his  dcilre 
being  made  known  to  the  king,  together  with 
mine,  that  a  chief  might  be  appointed  to  accom- 
pany him  who  fliould  be  anfwcrable  for  the  be- 
haviour of  the  natives,  Tomowha,  the  chief  of 
the  diflri<5l,  with  a  young  chief  called  Tea-ow* 
whan-nee,  were  accordingly  nominated  for  his 
guides  and  protestors. 

This  young  chief  was  one  of  the  king's  fons ; 
he  appeared  to  be  about  fifteen  years  of  age,  was 

well 
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Tvcll  made,  and  had  a  plcafmg,  k.  .,1c,  aii'  jpcn 
countenance.  If  the  American  lailor's  intorma- 
tion  could  be  depended  upon,  this  young  prince 
was  inveftcd  with  very  confidcrablc  power  and 
authority.  Thus  guarded,  Mr.  Menzics,  with 
two  or  three  of  the  gentlemen  and  the  American 
failor,  fet  out,  relying  with  confidence  upon  the 
declaration  of  the  king,  for  experiencing  every 
civility  and  attention  they  could  poiTibly  require. 
Titeeree,  confidcring  himfelf  under  an  obliga- 
tion to  make  fbme  return  for  the  handfome  pre- 
sent he  had  received,  brought  me  four  fmall  lean 
hogs,  with  a  few  vegetables;  accompanying  them 
with  many  apologies,  ftating  that  his  poverty 
prevented  him  from  making  fuch  acknowledg- 
ments, as  his  inclination  direded,  or  his  iituation 
demanded.  The  prcfent  reduced  condition  of 
the  ifland,  and  conicquently  of  his  wealth,  had 
been  wholly  occafioned,  he  faid,  by  the  ravage  of 
TamaahmaaJi  s  forces,  who,  not  content  with  the 
vaft  quantity  of  provilions  confumed  during  their 
ftay  in  thefe  iflands,  nor  with  loading  their  ca- 
noes with  the  producftions  of  the  foil,  had  laid 
wafte  the  lands  on  all  fides,  broken  the  fences  of 
the  plantations,  thrown  down  the  banks  of  the 
little  canals  made  for  watering  the  crops,  which 
were  torn  up  by  the  roots  ;  and  that  all  the  hogs, 
dogs,  and  fowls,  that  could  not  be  carried  away, 
were  killed,  or  dlfperfed  over  the  country. 
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Such  was  the  deplorable  account  he  related  of 
the  diftrcfTcd  fituation  of  Movvec,  and  the  neigh- 
bouring iflands.     This  had  hitherto  fo  humbled 
and  broken  the  fpirit  of  the  people,  that  little 
exertion  had  been  made  to  rellorc  thefe  iflands 
to  their  accullomed  fertility  by  cultivation;  and 
they  were  at  that  time  under  the  neceiTity  of 
collcdling  provifions  from  Woahoo  and  Attowai, 
for  the  maintenance  of  their  numerous  army  on 
the  eallern  parts  of  the  ifland.     I  cxpreiTed  my 
concern  for  the  calamitous  ftatc  of  his  domi- 
nions, and  took  that  opportunity  of  again  point- 
ing out  the  beneficial  confcquences  that  would 
refult  from  a  peace  with  TamaaUmaah\  and  that 
nothing  fhort  of  this  could  remove  or  repair  thofc 
fcrious  difafters  of  which  he  fo  juftly  complained. 
And  as  I  confidcrcd  that  the  prefent   he   had 
brought  me,  though  in  itfclf  fmall,  might  pof- 
fibly  have  put  him  to  inconvenience,  I  defired  it 
micrht  be  returned ;  but  at  the  fame  time  I  af- 
lured  the  king,  that  his  inability  to  afford  me  a 
greater  quantity  of  refrcflimcnts,  would  not  in 
the  Icaft  degree  influence   my  conduct   in  pro- 
motirkg  the  welfare  of  himfclf  and  his  people,  or 
induce  me  to  withhold  fuch  articles  as  would  be 
of  real  utility  to  him.  "  '  ' 

In  the  afternoon  we  were  vilitcd  by  Tato^  who 
prcfentcd  me  with  a  feathered  cloak  ;  and  in  re- 
turn, iimongft  other  valuables,  I  prcfcnted  him 

■    ,  with 
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with  one  of  fcarlct  cloth,  which  in  a  very  (hort 
time  he  gave  to  his  cMcft  brother  and  fovcrcign, 
Titccrec.  On  my  afking  the  rcalbn  ibr  fo  hally 
a  difpoial  of  it,  he  replied,  that  the  old  king  was 
only  taking  care  of  it  for  Taio ;  but  I  afterwards 
underftood,  that  it  was  a  fort  of  care  that  would 
free  Taio  from  any  further  trouble  in  the  pof- 
fciTion.        ,  '    .  ..     .  ,.,... 

The  day  was  too  far  advanced  to  enter  at  large 
on  the  intcrclling  ncgociation  I  had  fct  on  foot. 
I  briefly  pointed  out  to  Taio  the  outline  of  the 
bufincfs,  and  was  happy  to  find,  that  the  idea  of 
a  peace  with  Owhyhce  fecmed  to  atfurd  him 
more  plcafure   and  fatisfadtion,  than  had  been 
cxpreiTed  by  any  other  chief  to  whom  this  pro- 
pofal  had  been  communicated.     After  a  Ihort 
convcrfation,  he  obfcrvcd,  that  wc  had  formerly 
been  sQTy  great  friends  when  I  was  at  Attowai 
with  Captain  Cook  and  Captain  Clcrkc,  that  he 
ftill   retained  a  very  great  regard  for  mc,  and 
hoped  we  fnould  both  remain  in  the  fame  fcnti- 
mcnts  towards  each  other.     That,  as  a  proof  of 
the  fincerity  of  his  friend(hlp,  he  had  ftill  in  his 
poUdlion^a  lock  of  my  hair,  which  I  had  given 
him  at  that  period,  when  at  the  fame  time  I 
rcfufcd  a  fwnilar  pledge  to  Enc7no,  and  fevcral 
gthcr  chiefs,  vsho  were  prefcnt  on  that  occafion. 
,  This  ilory,  corrcfponding  exactly  with   what  I 
had  heard  hom  Tianna  and  Jlncmo  the  preceding 
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year,  Induced  me  to  aik  where  the  lock  of  hair 
To  this  Taio  replied,  that  it  was  onihore, 


was 


with  fome  other  valuable  tefti monies  of  frlend- 
iliip,  that  conftantly  attended  him  in  his  travels 
or  campaigns  ;  and  that  he  would  bring  it  with 
him  in  the  morning. 

The  circumftance  of  the  hair  having  before 
been  frequently  mentioned  to  me,  had  made  me 
endeavour  to  recal  the  pcrfbn  of  this  former 
friend  to  my  remembrance;  and  on  recollection, 
I  fufpected  that   Tah  muft  have  been  a  young 
chief,  at  that  time  about  eighteen  years  of  age, 
who  had  made  me  fcveral  prefents,  and  who  had 
given  me  many  other  inftances  of  his  friendly  at- 
tention.    But,  to  my  great  furprlzc,  on   his  en- 
tering the  cabin,  I  beheld  him  far  advanced  in 
years,  feemingly  about  fifty;  and  though  evi^ 
dently  a  much  younger  man  than  Titeeree,  yet 
nearly  reduced  to  the  fame  ftate  of  debility.     If 
he  were  in  reality  the  perfon  I  had  confidered 
him  to  have  been,  I  mull  have  been  much  mif- 
takcn  with  refpcct  to  his  age  on  our  former  ac- 
quaintance; or  the  intemperature  of  that  perni- 
cious intoxicating  plant  the  ava,  which  he  took 
in  great  quantities,  affiftcd  by  the  toils  of  long 
and  fatiguing  wars,  have  combined  to  bring  upon 
him    a   premature  old  age.      Notwithftanding  ' 
thcfe  appearances  of  the  decline  of  life,  his  coun- 
tenance was  animated  with  great  quickncfs  and 
'      •  fcnfibility, 
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fcnfibility,  and  his  behaviour  was  affaLlc  and 
courteous.  His  inquiries  were  of  the  moft  fa- 
gacious  nature,  refpecting  matters  of  ufcful  in-» 
formation.  The  Ihrcwdncfs  of  his  underftand--  - 
ing,  his  third  to  acquire  and  wifh  to  communi- 
cate, ufeful,  intercfting,  or  entertaining  know- 
^dgc,  fufficiently  indicated  a  very  active  mind, 
and  did  not  fail  to  imprefs  us  with  a  very  favour- 
able opinion  of  his  general  character.  Taio  and 
his  party  remained  on  board  until  near  dark, 
when  they  took  their  leave  for  the  night,  cany- 
ing  with  them  fuch  prefcnts  as  were  fuitable  to 
their  feveral  ranks  and  fituations. 

The  bottom  of  the  Chatham  having  been  ex- 
amined by  diving,  it  was  difcovered  that  fome  of 
the  copper  had  been  torn  off  when  flic  acciden- 
tally got  on  ihore,  failing  out  of  Nootka.  On 
this  rcprefcntation  from  Mr.  Puget,  I  deemed  it 
expedient  that  no  time  fliould  be  loft  in  replac- 
ing the  copper,  and  having  the  bottom  thoroughly 
examined,  left  fome  more  important  damage 
might  have  been  fuftaincd.  For  this  fpecific 
purpofc,  I  gave  orders  that  the  inftant  her  fup- 
plics  of  wood  and  w^ater  were  completed,  flic 
fiiould  proceed  to  Nootka,  and  I  directed  Mr. 
Puget,  on  his  departure  from  hcncci  to  examine 
the  north  fide  of  Morotoi ;  as  it  was  my  defign, 
.  in  vifiting  the  other  iflands  belonging  to  this 
group,  to  pafs  along  its  fouthern  fide.

The  next  morning,  Friday  15th,  my  old  friend 
Taio  was  amongll  thccarlicft  of  our  vifitors,  and 
brought  with  him  the  lock  of  hair.  It  was  tied 
carefully  round  at  the  bottom,  where  it  was  neat- 
ly decorated  with  fomc  red  feathers,  and  appeared 
to  have  been  well  preferved,  and  held  in  fome 
degree  of  eftimation.  The  colour  correfpondina 
with  that  of  my  own,  tended  to  prov<;  its  iden- 
tity.  ...^  ,:„    ^,1  ,...  ,  ..  ..,,;. 

The  prefervation  of  this  memorial  exhibited  a 
flriking  inftance  of  fimilarity  in  the  human  mind, 
by  fhewing  the  fame  pledge  of  fricndflilp  that 
cxifts  in  the  civilized  and  polifhed  ftatcs  of  the 
-world,  to  be  held  equally  in  eftimation  by  the 
untaught  inhabitants  of  thefe  diftant  regions. 
Thcfe  cuftoms  muft  certainly  arlfc  from  princi- 
ples innate  and  common  to  the  fpecics;  fii^cc,  at 
the  time  that  Talo  folicitcd  and  received  that 
token  of  my  regard,  it  was  not  poiTiblc  that  he 
iliould  have  acquired  the  idea  from  any  European 
or  other  civilized  perfbn.  This  was  one  amongft 
innumerable  inftances,  that  occurred  in  our  ac- 
quaintance with  the  uncultivated  world,  which 
fcrvcd  to  fhcw  the  analogy  of  the  fcveral  paflions 
and  affections,  that,  under  every  colour,  clime, 
or  in  every  ftagc  of  civilization,  govern  the  hu- 
man heart.  •  .  » "       r 

On  this  occafion,  I  could  not  help  feeling  fome 
internal  humiliation  at  the  fupcrlority  which  the 
.  .  ,  ftcudinefs 
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ftcadixicfs  of  Taws  fricndfliip  had  gained  over 
me;  by  prefcrving  the  lock  of  my  hair;  by  re- 
taining, after  an  abfencc  of  fourteen  or  fifteen 
years,  a  perfect  recollection  of  my  name;  and  by 
recounting  the  various  incidents,  and  the  fcveral 
acts  of  reciprocal  kindnefs  and  friendlhip  that 
had  taken  place  in  our  former  acquaintance.  All 
thefe  he  feemed  to  remember  with  the  greateft 
pleafure;  but  all  thefe  had  been  long  oblitered 
trom  my  memory.  ■    -  . 

*  I  truft,  that  my  vvifli  to  pay  fome  tribute  to 
Tdws  unfhakcn  fricndfliip,  will  be  my  excufc 
for  the  infcrtion  of  this  otherwife  unimportant 
fubject.    ' 

In  the  forenoon,  the  king,  with  Taio,  Kama- 
hamui,  and  fuch  other  chiefs  as  were  nccelTary 
to  the  occafion,  being  aff^nibled  in  the  cabin, 
the  ncgociation  for  peace  was  again  refumed, 
nnd  the  fubject  was  difculfed  with  much  warmth 
amongft  themfelves.  All  their  arguments  tended 
to  prove,  that  peace  was  an  object  of  their  moil 
earneft  defire,  but  that  they  doubted  the  poffibi- 
lity  of  obtaining  its  blcffings,  becaufe  they  could 
place  no  confidence  in  the  fidelity  of  Tamaah" 
inaah.  This  prejudice  I  endeavoured  to  do  away 
by  all  my  former  arguments;  and,  in  addition, 
1  pointed  out  that  peace  was  an  object  as  impor- 
tant, and  as  much  defircd  in  Owyhcc  as  in 
Mowec  and  its  dependencies :  that  this  cculd  not 
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be  difputed,  as  the  king  and  chiefs  of  Owyhee 
would  not  have  folicited  my  interference  and 
good  offices  to  accompli fli  this  happy  undertak- 
ing, had  they  not  been  inftigated  by  thcfc  w^cighty 
Tcafons. 

Taio  however  was  decidedly  of  opinion,  that 
peace  could  not  be  obtained,  unlcfs  I  would  re- 
turn to  Owhyhee ;  being  convinced,  that  Taniaah- 
maali  would  place  no  reliance  on  any  mefllige, 
that  lliould  be  fent  from  them  by  any  of  their 
chiefs.     I  told  them,  it  was  impoffible  for  me  to 
accede  to  their  wifhes  in  tliis  refped,  but  that  I 
would  adopt  other  meafiires  which  would  in  ef- 
fect anfvvcr  the  fame  purpofc,  provided  they  were 
in  earneft,   and  would  faithfully  abide  by  the 
ftipulations  I  had  made  with  Taviaahmaah,  and 
the  chiefs  of  Owhyhee.     Thefe  I  had  commu- 
nicated to  them,  and  in  addition  had  recom- 
mended that  they  fhould  by  all  means  forget,  if 
poffiblc,  but  certainly  forgive,  all  pad  enmities^ 
and  the  occafions  of  them ;  all  injuries  and  in- 
fults;   and  difcourage,  by  every  effort  in  their 
power,  all  animafities,  dlfputes,  and  wrangHng, 
between  the  fubjefts  of  Titeeree  and   thofe  of 
Tamaahmaah.     And  as  great  intemperance  in  the 
lupport  of  the  queftion,  which  of  thefe  kings  was 
the  greatcft  and  moft  powerful  monarch,  was  a 
grievancip  much  complained  of  on  both  fides,  and 
had  given  rife  to  much  ill  blood  and  contention 
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amongft  the  people  of  the  different  govcrrtments; 
it  became  a  matter  of  infinite  confcqucnce,  that 
fuch  converfations  ihould  be  immediately  pro- 
hibited. When  thefe  preparatory  meafures  had 
undergone  due  conilderation,  and  had  been  ad- 
jufted  by  both  parties,  an  intercourfe  of  confi- 
dence and  friendfliip,  I  alledged,  would  natur- 
ally take  place  between  the  prcfent  contending 
powers ;  and  fuch  meafures  would  be  then  agreed 
upon,  as  would  feem  to  be  bcft  calculated  to 
fecure  a  permanent  good  underftanding,  and  moil: 
beneficial  to  their  rcfpcdive  intercfls.  After  re- 
peating to  them  the  happy  confequences  that 
would  refult  from  fo  wife,  humane  and  political 
a  meafure,  in  the  fame  manner  as  I  had  repre- 
fcnted  them  to  TamaaJunanh,  both  Ta'io  and 
Namaha7inay  but  particularly  Taio^  with  refpedi- 
ful  formality,  qucilioncd  me  as  to  the  fmcerity 
of  my  views  in  thus  ftrongly  recommending 
thefe  peaceful  overtures.  They  defircd  to  know 
the  rcafun,  why  the  advice  I  gave  was  fb  diredly 
oppofite  to  that  of  the  feveral  commanders,  and 
people  of  the  trading  vclTcls,  who  for  fomc  time 
pail  had  been  their  conftant  vifitors  ?  who  had 
uniformly  recommended  a  continuance  of  the 
war  with  Owhyhce  ;  had  pointed  out  the  nume- 
rous advantages  they  would  obtain  ;  and  had  fup- 
plied  them  with  arms  and  ammunition,  for  the 
<^pref3  purpofe  of  carrying  that  advice  into  cx- 
:«.  .  ccution. 
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ccution.     To  thcfc  interrogatories  I  had  no  mode 
of  replying,   but  by  producing  fafls  that  were 
completely  w'thin  their  own  knowledge  and  ob- 
servation.    I  ftated,   that  fuch  advice   did  not 
come  from  friends,  but  from  perfbns  interefted, 
not  in  their  happinefs  and  welfare,  but  in  their 
own  aggrandizement ;  who,  having  brought  with 
them  to  thele  countries  a  large  affortmcnt  of 
arms  and  ammunition,  as  articles  of  trade,  would 
be  great  lofcrs  by  fuch  ventures,  were  the  inha- 
bitants of  the  different  illands  to  remain  in  peace 
and  unanimity  with  each  other ;  that  under  the 
happy  circumllanccs  propofed,  thefe  engines  of 
dcftruellon  would  foon  fall  into  low  cftimation  ; 
that  therefore  it  was  not  furprizing,  if  animofity, 
revenge,  and  war  were  recommended,  in  order  to 
enhance  the  value  of  thcfc  commodities,  and  by 
that  means  fccurc  a  larger  fupply  of  refrefliments. 
That  my  purfuit  was  of  a  very  ditferent  chara«fter 
they  mule  have  been  well  convinced,  by  the  na- 
ture of  the  articles  they  had  received,  either  as 
prefents  I'rom  me,  or  in  exchange  for  the  fcvcrai 
productions  of  their  country;  which  were  fuch 
as  were  ornamental  to  their  perfons,  or  really  in- 
llrumcntal  to  their  weltare.     That  one  of  my 
moft  favourite  objects  was,  to  render  them  fuch 
ferviccs,  on  all  occailons,  as  my  fituation  could 
atford.     Of  this  they  would  be  convinced,  (hould 
they  tliink  proper  to  adopt  the  pacific  mcallircs 

I  had 
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I  had  propofed  ;  in  which  cafe,  I  would  commu- 
nicate their  confent,  by  writing  to  the  Englifli- 
man  refiding  at  Owhyhee  with  Tamaahmaah, 
On  the  receipt  of  this,  I  alledged,  a  council  of  the 
chiefs  would  be  immediately  affcmbled,  and  in 
the  prefence  of  a  chief  to  be  appointed  by  Tlteeree, 
and  entrarted  with  the  charge  of  this  important 
commiffion,  Tamaahnaahy  and  the  chiefs  of 
Owhyhee,  would  folemnly  agree  to,  and  faith- 
fully abide  by  the  peace,  on  the  terms  already 
mentioned.  And  that  further,  to  fecure  the 
performance  of  the  promifes  made  to  me  at 
Owhyhee,  I  would  threaten  to  withdraw  the 
friendfhip  and  good  will  I  entertained  towards 
that  Ifland,  in  cafe  the  king  and  the  chiefs  fhould 
refufe  to  ratify  their  engagement. 

Havin;:^  thus  explained  to  Titeeree  and  his 
friends,  my  wilhes,  and  motives  for  the  advance- 
ment of  their  happincfs  and  welfare,  I  left  them 
at  full  liberty  either  to  embrace  the  blelTingr,  and 
advantages  of  peace,  or  to  continue  in  their  pre- 
fent  calami  tons  ftate  of  warfare  and  hoflility 

After  a  Ihort  confultation  with  each  other,  they 
unanimoufly  declared  for  peace. 

Without  any  folicitation  on  my  part,  Taio  rc- 
queftcd  that,  on  my  return  to  thefe  iflands,  I 
would  take  him  to  Owhyhee,  where,  under  m" 
prote(^lion,  he  would,  in  perfon,  treat  with  T.- 
maahmaahy  in  order  that  a  laiting  peace  migh^- 
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be  conr'i^dcd,  and  an  amicable  intercourfe  eftab- 
lilhed  bet\vccn  Owhyhce  and  all  the  ifiands ; 
and  he  defired  that  thefc  his  intentions  mij'ht  be 
made  known  to  TanmaJimaah.  This  was  accord- 
ingly done  in  my  letter  to  Owhyhce  on  this  fub- 
je6l,  which  was  to  be  mtrufted  to  a  fenfible  and 
carelul  chief;  who,  impowered  with  fufficient 
authority,  was  immediately  to  proceed  to  Owhy- 
hce, in  order  to  negociatc  this  defirable  bufinefs 
with  Tamaahmaah.  ... 

The  execution  of  this  embaiTy  was  allotted  to 
a  chief  named  Martier;  a  man,  whofe  firll:  ap 
pearance  and  deportment  were  likely  to  make 
unfavourable  imprellions;  but  whofe  real  cha- 
radcr,  I  underftood,  was  that  of  a  flirewd  fen- 
fible fellow ;  and  though  his  countenance  was 
ferocious,  yet  he  was  remarkable  for  the  mild- 
nefs  and  evennefs  of  his  difpofition.  In  all  our 
conferences  he  was  a  principal  fpeaker,  and  from 
the  great  attention  paid  by  Titeerce  and  Taio  to 
what  he  find,  it  was  evident  that  his  abilities 
were  in  threat  eftimation. 

This  favourite  object  being  fo  far  attained,  I 
embraced  the  opportunity  of  a  full  aifembly,  to 
advert  a^ai/i  to  the  inhuman  murder  at  Woahoo. 
On  tills  occafion  I  was  Hopped,  rather  haftily» 
by  Titeeree,  who  obferved,  that  that  bufmefs  was 
already  ft^ttled;  that  they  had  full  confidence  in 
my  aiiertions,  and  that  I  ought  not  to  doubt  them ! 

Havin<j 
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Having  confidered  a  general  reftoiation  of  tran- 
quillity to  thefe  illands,  and  the  punifliment  of" the 
criminals  at  Woahoo,  to  be  matters  of  the  firil 
importance  to  the  fafety  and  intcrefts  of  the  com- 
mercial adventurers  in  this  ocean,  they  had  for 
fomc  time  paft  occupied  much  of  my  attention. 
The  profpedl  of  the  one  being  happily  accom- 
pliflied,  and  of  the  other  being  executed  with 
juftice,  afforded  my  mind  no  fmall  degree  of  iii- 
tisfad;ion  ;  and  as,  by  the  furvey  on  which  our 
boats  were  employed,  I  fliould  obtain  a  perfed: 
knowledge  of  the  fhores  of  this  ifland,  the  princi- 
pal objeds  that  had  induced  my  vifit  hither, 
feemed  to  promife  a  fuccefsful  termination. 

As  neither  hogs  nor  other  refrefhments  could 
be  procured,  I  was  anxious  to  quit  this  ftation. 
Titeeree  and  his  counfellors  were  made  acquainted 
that  I  intended  fo  to  do,  on  the  return  of  the 
boats,  which  were  expected  the  next  morning  ; 
when,  agreeably  to  their  earneft  rcqueft,  I  pur- 
pofed  to  pay  them  a  vifit  on  fliore,  whilft  thcfhip 
w^as  preparing  for  her  departure. 

They  exprclled  much  concern  at  the  fnortnefs 
of  our  flay,  and  fome  furprife  that  we  fliould  fo 
fuddenly  take  our  leave.  This  I  explained  was 
occafioticd  by  the  neceffity  I  was  under  to  vifit 
other  dillant  countries,  and  not  from  any  difin- 
clination,  or  want  of  friendfliip  for  them,  as  they 
had  fuppofed.     With   this   reafoii  they  became 
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perfcifll)'  fatisflcd,  but  hoped,  as  I  could  pay  them 
only  one  vifit  on  Ihorc,  that  it  might  be  deferred 
until  Sunday  morning,  bccaufe  the  next  day  was 
taboo  poory,  and  it  would  be  impolTible  for  them 
to  receive  us  as  they  could  wilh.      They  eagerly 
intreated  me  to  remain  until  that  time,  when  they 
would  repair  to  the  fliip  and  accompany  me  on 
fljorc.     The  fame  of  our  fire- works  had  reached 
Mow  ec,  and  they  added  to  this  rcqueft  an  earncft 
dcfirc,   that  their  curiofity  might  be  gratified  in 
this  refpcd.     Taio  in  particular  was  very  preffing 
in  his  folicitations,  and  as  it  was  our  firft  vifit  to 
thcfe  chiefs,  whofc  friendfliip  and  good  opinion 
I  much  wifncd  to  cultivate,    I   was   induced  to 
comply  with  their  wilhes  ;  cfpecially  as  I  was 
now  fatisfied  that   I  had  fufficient  time  for  the 
bufmers  I  had  to  tranfacfl  this  feafon  at  the  other 
iilands,  and  to  join  the  Chatham  at  Nootka,  long 
before  flic  would  be  ready  to  proceed  with  us  to 
the  northward. 

The  chiefs  having  fucceeded  in  their  wiflies 
the  whole  party  feemed  exceflively  happy,  and 
returned  to  the  fliore  for  the  purpofe  of  attending 
their  religious  ceremonies. 

In  the  evening,  Mr.  Menzics  with  his  party 
returned  from  the  mountains,  having  received 
the  greatell  civility  and  attention  from  fuch  of 
the  natives  as  they  had  met  with  during  their 
excurfiuu  ;    and  the  next  morning,  Saturday  the 
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lOth,  Mr.  Whidbeyiirrivcd  on  board,  after  com- 
pleting the  examination  of  the  lliores  on  this  fide 
of  Mo  wee. 

The  Chatham's  cutter  was  fent  on  board,  and 
Mr.  Paget,  agreeably  to  my  dlrcdions,  failed  for 
Nootka,  paffing  between  the  weft  end  of  Mowcc 
and  the  eaft  part  of  Morotol. 

Mr.  Whidbey  refumed  his  furvcy  round  the 
weft  point  of  Mowec;  which  fcrvicc  he  perform- 
ed, and  returned  in  the  evening. 

Before  1  clofe  the  narrative  of  our  proceedings 
on  this  ftation,  1  ftiall  ftate  the  rcfult  of  the 
information  obtained  in  Mr.  Whidbcy's  excur- 
fion. 

During  the  firft  day  the  boats  did  not  advance 
more  than  feven  miles  along  the  ftiorc,  in  a  direc- 
tion N.  Oo  E.  to  a  place  called  by  the  natives 
Patoa,  and  reached  even  that  with  much  labour 
and  difficulty  ;  not  only  in  confecjucnce  of  the 
violence  of  the  wind,  which  had  nearly  driven 
them  from  the  land,  but  becaufc,  in  their  endea- 
vours to  approach  the  ftiores,  the  Chatliam's  cut- 
ter fhipped  fome  heavy  feas,  and  was  in  imminent 
danger  of  being  loll.     Patoa  is  reprefented  by  Mr, 
Whidbey  as  a  roadilcad  affording  good  anchorage; 
its  depth  of  water  Irom  1 0  to  20  iathom^,  Tandy 
bottom  ;  the  Ibrmer  within  half  a  mile,  the  latter 
about  a  mile  from  the  fhore,  where  there  is  an 
excellent  run  of  frclli  water,  though  the  place  is 
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inconvenient  for  filling  cafTcs  cxpeditioufly,  as 
the  water  takes  it  courfe  amongft  feme  rugged 
rocks  over  which  large  cafks  could  not  be  rolled. 
This  difficult)',  however,  might  eafily  be  fur- 
mounted  by  allowing  the  cailcs  to  remain  on  the 
beach,  vv^herc  the  natives,  for  a  very  fmall  rev.ard, 
would  foon  fill  thcni.  The  foundings  from  the 
fliip  were  regular  all  the  way  to  Patoa  ;  a  llation 
eafily  found,  by  attending  to  the  following  de- 
fcription. 

The  large  bay  already  noticed,  lying  before  the 
iflhmus,  has  its  weftcrn  fide  formed  by  high 
rocky  precipices,  that  rife  perpendicularly  from 
the  fea.  To  the  weftward  of  thcfe  precipices 
the  coaft  is  chiefly  compofcd  of  fandy  beaches, 
and  the  mountains,  at  fome  diftance  from  the 
fliore,  form  two  remarkable  vallies,  feparated 
from  each  other  by  a  high  rugged  mountain, 
feemingly  detached  from  the  reft,  and  approach- 
ing nearer  to  the  beach  than  thofe  to  the  right 
and  left  of  it.  The  anchorage  at  Patoa  is  abreail 
of  the  cafternmofl  of  thefe  vallies,  which  ap- 
peared to  be  fruitful  and  well  cultivated. 

The  boats  remained  nt  this  ftation  until  the 
"Tiext  morning,  when  they  proceeded  along  fhore 
to  the  eaftward,  and  found  the  fame  foundings 
until  they  were  abreaft  of  tlie  rocky  precipices  ; 
here  they  gained  no  ground ;  but,  clofe  to  the 
fliore  the  bottom,  which  was  rocky,  was  reached 

with 
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with  twenty  fathoms  oninc.  Thcfc  precipices 
extend  about  a  Icaojuc  from  Patoa,  in  the  line  .)f 
the  Ihore,  then  trend  more  northerly,  and  at  the 
dillancc  of  about  four  miles  join  the  low  land  of 
the  iflhmus  ;  before  this  lies  a  reef,  or  ratiier  de- 
tached patches  of  rocks,  at  the  dillancc  of  near  a 
quarter  of  a  mile  from  the  fliorc  ;  without  which 
the  Ibundiugs  are  regular  and  good.  The  welt- 
cm  fide  of  the  large  bay  is  formed  by  thefe  preci- 
pices or  clilFs  ;  its  oppofite  fhore  about  four  miles 
dillant,  takes  a  north  direction  from  the  Volcano 
hill ;  the  depth  of  the  bay  is  there  fomewhaL 
increafed ;  the  foundings  on  the  caltern  fide  arc 
regular,  but  very  rocky.  ■.  ., 

Nearly  in  the  middle  of  its  weftern  fide  is  a 
village,  called  by  the  natives  Mackerrey  ;  otf  this 
there  is  anchorage  in  feven  fathoms  water,  a  little 
more  than  a  quarter  of  a  mile  from  tlie  ihore,  the 
bottom  fand  and  broken  coral.  This  fituation 
is  land-locked  in  every  direction,  excepting  bc- 
tvvcan  Tahovvrowa  and  llannui,  where  to  the 
iouth- weft  ward  it  is  cxpoled  about  two  points  of 
the  compafs,  but  not  liable  I  believe  to  much 
wind  from  that  (|uartcr.  llic  neighbouring 
lliores  afford  good  landing,  and,  in  moderate  wea- 
ther, the  communication  is  cafrly  effeded  ;  but, 
the  neglected  and  impoveriihed  ftate  of  the  fur- 
rounding  country  offers  no  inducement  to  ftran- 
gcrs,  under  its  prefent  circumilanccs,  to  make 
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choice  of  it  as  a  flopping,  or  reiling  place  ;  though 
it  is  probably  one  of  the  befl  fheltered  and  moft 
convenient  anchorages  which  thefe  iiiands  poflefs. 
In  all  likelihood,   good  water  might  with  little 
labour  be  procured  at  a   fmall   diftance  to  the 
ibuthward  of  the  village,   from  the  upper  part  of 
a  flream  that  was  found  rufliine  throu2;h    the 
loofe  fand  compofing  the  beach  ;    though  jult 
below  high  water  mark  it  was  fomewhat  brackifh. 
The  inhabitants,  who  are  generally  nice  in  this 
particular,  procure  their  water  from  this  run  at 
low  tide.     The  examination  of  this  bay  being  the 
limits  of  Mr.  Whidbey's  excurfion  to  the  eaft- 
ward,    he  returned  to  the  Ihip ;    from  whence 
he  continued  his  refcarches  round  the  wellern 
point  of  Rahcina  roadftcad,  and  found  the  Ihores 
bounded  by  a  reef,  v/hich  admits  of  only  one 
landing  place  for  boats,  and  that  a  very  indiffe- 
rent   one,    at   the  eaflcrn   part  of    the  village. 
From  the  fliip  to  the  fhore  the  foundings  were 
regular,  decreafing  to  five  fathoms  dole   to.  the 
reef,  extending  in  general  about  a  fourth  of  a 
mile  from  the  beech  and  not  exceeding  that  dif- 
tance  from  the  weft  point  of  the  roadftead;  where 
on  the  north  fide  of  that  point  the  reef  termi- 
nates.    This  point,  with  the  weft  extremity  of 
Mowce,  which  is  bold  and   free  irom    rocks  or 
other  impediments,  forms  an  excellent  little  bay; 
its  outer  points  lie  from  each  other  N.   14  W. 
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and  S.  14  E.  about  a  league  afunder.  The 
northern  point  is  formed  by  a  round  hill  clofe  to 
the  water  fide,  much  refembling  Volcano  hill, 
but  not  quite  fo  large.  This  bay  Mr.  Whidbey 
efteemed  che  moft  eligible  anchoring  place  he  had 
iecn  in  Movvec  ;  the  foundings,  in  the  line  of  the 
two  points,  from  ten  to  fourteen  fathoms,  foft, 
fandy  bottom,  regularly  decreafed  to  five  fathoms 
clofe  to  the  beach  ;  which  is  proted:ed  from  the 
ocean,  and  the  prevailing  winds,  by  its  north 
point  locking  in  with  the  eaftern  part  of  the 
ifland  of  Morotoi.  It  is  free  from  rocks,  flioals, 
or  other  obfhacles  ;  and  affords  pleafant  landing 
and  good  anchorage,  where  veffels  may  lie  nearly 
land-locked  in  every  direction,  excepting  that  be- 
tween Rannai  and  Monotoi,  in  the  wellern  quar- 
ter. This  fpace,  however,  embraces  but  a  fmall 
extent,  from  whence  little  danger  can  be  appre- 
hended. - 

The  day  being  too  far  fpent  prevented  Mr. 
Whidbcy  from  landing  ;  but  we  were  informed 
by  Tomohomoho,  that  the  fliores  of  that  bav  afford- 
ed  abundance  of  very  excellent  water.  This  ad* 
vantage  gives  the  bay  a  great  preference  to  any 
other  llation  in  Mo  wee,  efpecially  as  its  ingrcfs 
and  cgrefs  may  be  effected  with  much  eafe  by 
approaching  it  from  the  northward  ;  as  the  regu- 
lar trade  wind  may  be  depended  upon,  which 
without  interruption  or  fudden  guffs,  blows  paff 
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the  bay,  and  enables  veilels  to  chule  in  it  what 
jftation  they  plcafe.  ..;     iv.  . 

By  thefe  means  a  very  accurate  knowledge  of 
the  ihores  on  this  lide  of  Mowee  was  acquired. 
Thefe  appeared  to  be  more  likely  to  afford  an- 
chorage and  fhelter,  than  thofe  of  the  other 
iflands  ;  but,  as  I  have  already  had  occafion  to 
obferve,  under  the  prefent  impoverifhed  Hate  of 
this  and  the  neighbouring  illands,  Mowee  is  cer- 
tainly not  the  moil  defirable  rendezvous  for  vef- 
fels  employed  in  the  commercial  purfuits  of  this 
hemifphcre;  it  is  likewife  necefl'ary  to  add,  that 
notwithflanding  the  advantages  of  Patoa  and 
Mackerrey,  there  is  great  reafon  to  fufpcdl  that 
the  bottom  at  thofe  places,  as  well  as  on  all 
this  fide  of  Mowee,  is  no  where  good  holding 
ground.  That  of  the  roadftcad  of  Raheina,  1  am 
convinced,  is  nothing  more  than  a  very  llight 
covering  of  fand,  ovcr-^  bed  of  hard  coral  ;  and 
the  fame  remark  fcems  to  extend  to  the  edge  of 
the  bank,  where,  in  forty  fathoms  water,  the  bot- 
tom is  much  fofter,  but  the  declivity  of  the  bank 
is  i'ucli,  that  with  a  llrong  wind  from  the  fhore, 
vcflels  would  not  be  able  to  retain  their  anchor- 
age. By  Mr.  W'hidbey's  examination  of  the 
fouth-vvell  part  of  Mowee,  the  foundings  gene- 
rally indicated  the  fame  deceittul  bottom;  this 
ciiQ  only  be  diicovered  by  anchoring  upon  it,  as 
the  lead  only  brings  up  the  Hind  andfmall  Hones, 
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which  cover  a  bed  of  folid  rock  beneath,  that  the 
anchor  cannot  penetrate.  Of  this  we  had  proof 
on  two  different  days  in  the  fqualls  of  wind  that 
came  acrofs  the  ifthmus,  which  drove  the  veflels 
in  whatever  direction  the  wind  chanced  to  blow, 
though  they  were  riding  with  a  very  fufficient 
fcope  of  cable.  As  we  were  not  moored,  I  at 
firft  attributed  this  circumftance  to  the  anchor 
being  foul,  but  on  heaving  it  up,  this  was  not 
found  to  be  the  cafe  ;  whilft  the  peak  of  the  an- 
chor, w  ith  the  under  part  of  the  ftock,  were  found 
much  chafed,  by  their  having  been  dragged  alon^ 
the  hard  ground. 

Another  inconvenience  attending  thefe  two 
places,  is  the  violent  gufts,  or  rather  gales  of 
wind,  that  I  believe  coaftantly  prevail  when  the 
trade  wind  blows  frcfli  at  fca ;  and  particularly, 
when  it  is  from  the  northern  quarter.  At  thefe 
times  it  is  moil  violent,  and  ruflics  with  fuch  fury 
over  the  ifi;hmus,  as  to  prevent  all  con^munica- 
tion  with  the  fhore  ;  and  if  my  conjecture  refpec^- 
ing  the  bottom  be  right,  vcflcls  would  have  great 
difHculty  to  maintain  their  flatlons. 

The  king,  Taio,  and  the  reft  of  the  chiefs  re- 
turned according  to  their  promifc  to  the  Ihip,  on 
Sunday  morning  the  1  /th  ;  and  in  the  forenoon, 
accompanied  by  T'lteeree,  and  fome  of  our  officers 
in  two  armed  boats,  with  a  guard  of  marines,  I 
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paid  my  compliments  on  fliorc,  where  the  land- 
ing was  but  hidifferent. 

We  were  received  by  the  natives  with  the 
greateft  civility  and  friendfliip.  At  the  firft  view 
they  appeared  very  numerous,  being  collcded  on 
a  fmall  fpace  of  ground  ;  but  when  they  were  a 
little  diftributed,  their  number,  including  the 
children,  did  not  exceed  fix  or  fevcn  hundred. 
The  king  condud:ed  us  through  the  crowd,  who 
made  way  for  us,  and  behaved  in  a  very  orderly 
manner.  We  foon  arrived  at  his  refidence.  This 
confifted  of  two  fmall  fliabby  huts,  fituated  in  a 
pleafant  grove  of  fprcading  trees,  where  we  were 
ferved  with  cocoa  nuts,  and  other  refrefliments. 
I  requefted  that  Titeeree  and  Taio  would  accom- 
pany us  in  a  walk  through  the  plantations ;  this 
they  begged  leave  to  decline,  and  pleaded  their 
age  and  infirmities  as  an  excufe.  They  however 
dircifled  that  ISamahanna,  Tomohomoho,  and  Mar- 
tier  fliould  attend  us,  w^ho  w  ould  equally  pre\  cnt 
the  obtrufion  of  the  curious,  and  render  us  every 
lervice. 

Attended  bv  our  G;uard  and  thefe  chiefs,  we 
vifited  the  cultivated  parts  of  the  plain  of  Raheina; 
thefe  occupied  no  very  great  extent ;  the  part 
bordering  on  the  fca  fliore  was  pleafantly  laid  out 
in  planttiLions  of  taro,  potatoes,  fugar  cane,  the 
cloth  plant,  &c.  tolerably  well  (haded  by  fprcad- 
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ing  trees,  chiefly  of  the  bread  fruit ;  but  in  point 
offize,  or  in  the  luxuriance  of  its  produdions,  it 
bore  no  proportion  to  the  plains  of  Otahcite  and 
of  the  Society  iflands.  Through  thefe  grounds 
little  canals  were  cut  in  various  diredions,  that 
fupplied  the  fcveral  plantations  with  water  ;  the 
whole  originating  from  a  continual  fpring  of  ex- 
cellent water,  fufficiently  above  the  level  to  inun- 
date every  part.  The  taro  was  growing  among 
the  water,  but  in  a  very  bad  ftate  of  culture,  and 
in  very  fmall  quantities.  To  the  ravage  and  de- 
llrudVion  of  TaniaalimaaJis  wars,  the  wretched 
appearance  of  their  crops  was  to  be  afcribed ;  of 
this  they  grievoufly  complained,  and  were  conti- 
nually pointing  out  the  damages  they  had  fuftain- 
ed.  The  (Jefpoiled  afped:  of  the  country  was 
an  incontrovertible  evidence  of  this  melancholy 
truth.  Moil  of  the  dillcrcnt  tenements  in  the 
lands  formerly  cultivated,  where  now  lying  walle, 
their  fences  partly  or  intircly  broken  down,  and 
their  little  canals  utterly  dellroyed  ;  nor  was  a  hog 
or  a  fowl  any  where  to  be  fecn.  By  far  the 
largef  portion  of  the  plain  w  as  in  this  ruinous 
ftate  ;  and  the  fmall  part  that  was  in  a  flouriihing 
condition,  bore  the  evident  marks  of  verj  recent 
labour. 

-  Having  extended  our  walk  as  far  as  our  inch  na- 
tions led  i;s,  and  having  latisfied  our  curlofity, 
we  returned  to  the  roval   habitation,   wh^re  we 
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found  Tileeree  and  Talo  at  dinner  on  raw  pickled 
fifh,  and  /^o^  taro\  that  is,  a  mefs  made  of  the 
taro  root,  not  unlike  a  hafty  pudding.  Senfiblc 
that  we  were  not  likely  to  rclifli  fuch  food,  they 
had  provided  two  very  fine  baked  hogs,  which 
were  immediately  fct  before  us,  but  the  cook 
having  negle(5led  to  provide  any  vegetables,  which 
was  a  more  important  article  to  us,  we  declined 
the  repaft,  and  the  chiefs  having  finiflicd  their 
meal,  returned  with  us  on  board* 

As  this  was  likely  to  be  the  laft  vifit  of  Titccrce 
and  Taio,  I  prefented  them  with  a  large  aflbrt- 
men  of  ufcful  tools,  implements,  and  houfehold 
utenfils,  with  cloth,  linen,  fome  beads,  and  other 
articles  of  ornament.  To  Titecrce  I  gave  alfb 
fome  goats ;  and  thefe  being  the  firft  foreign 
animals  imported  into  Mowce,  were  regarded  as 
a  moft  valuable  prefent.  The  inferior  chiefs  and 
attendants  were  not  neglected  on  this  occafion, 
and  I  had  the  fatisfadion  to  find,  that  my  libera- 
lity had  exceeded  their  moft  fanguine  expecta- 
tions. By  this  time  they  had  become  well  ac- 
quainted with  the  noble  and  generous  conduct  of 
TamoaJmmah,  and  our  reception  and  treatment 
at  Ovvhyhee.  This  they  would  have  been  happy 
to  have  imitated,  had  they  not  been  prevented 
by  the  general  diftrcfs  of  their  country ;  but 
they  prom i fed  to  affift  us  on  our  return  to  the 
very  utmoll  of  their  po^^  cr  and  ability. 

In 
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In  the  evening,  vvc  had  a  dilphiy  of  fire- Works 
from  the  after  part  of  the  lliip,  to  the  great  terror 
and  admiration  of  our  vifitors,  and  their  attend- 
ants on  board,  and  of  the  natives  of  all  defcrip- 
tions  afTemblcd  in  their  canoes  about  the  fliip, 
comprehending  moft  probably  all  the  inhabi- 
tants. 

The  exhibition  being  concluded,  I  expected 
to  have  taken  leave  of  my  Mowee  friends,  but 
•■he  'ht  being  very  dr^^--  and  a  heavy  furf  brcak- 
mg  on  the  fliore,  the  lang  and  Taio  were  not 
much  inclined  to  leave  us,  faying  they  Ibould  be 
liable  to  great  danger  in  paffuig  tlie  reef  in  the 
dark.  This  circumftance  induced  me,  though 
contrary  to  my  eftabliflicd  rale,  to  indulge  them 
and  the  major  part  of  their  retinue  with  my 
cabin.  The  night  was  more  appropriated  to 
conver{Iition,  than  to  ilccp.  I  retired  to  reft, 
but  was  frequently  awakened,  and  found  that 
their  difcourfe  was  principally  on  the  occurrences 
that  had  taken  place  fuice  our  arrival,  and  on  the 
deftrudlive  powers  of  our  fire- works  when  ufed 
in  war. 

The  next  morning,  Monday  the  IStli,  Titceree 
departed  in  a  very  fudden  manner,  and  without 
my  knowledge.  1  became  upprchehenfive  that 
fome  accidental  offence  had  been  given  him  ; 
but  Tab  alfured  me  of  the  contrary,  and  that 
iuch  was  his  connnon  uradicc  of  retirin'\      I 
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had  indeed,  before,  noticed  an  abruptnefs  in  his 
leaving  the  fhip ;  but  on  the  prefcnt  occafion  I 
thought  he  would  have  fliewn  more  refpec^. 

Taw,  Martier,  and  fomc  of  the  other  chiefs, 
remained  with  us  till  we  failed.  This  we 
were  prevented  doing  until  near  noon  ;  when, 
with  a  light  breeze  from  the  weftward,  we  put  to 
fea,  and  they  took  an  affedionate  leave  of  us. 

Thus  we  quitted  Mowee,  little  benefited  by 
the  refrefhments  it  had  afforded ;  for  although  I 
did  not  choofe  to  accept  the  inadequate  returns 
of  the  chiefs,  yet  every  article  of  this  fort  that 
was  brought  alongfide  for  fale  was  purchafcd, 
and  the  whole  did  not  amount  to  two  days  fub- 
iiftence. 

The  mean  refult  of  our  obfervations  made  be- 
tween the  12th  and  17th,  ihewed  the  latitude 
of  the  Ihip's  ftation  at  Rahcina  roadftead,  to  be 
20°  50',  the  longitude  203"  ig'.  All  further 
nautical  information,  relative  to  this  anchorage 
and  its  immediate  neighbourhood,  will  moft  pro- 
bably be  better  obtained  from  the  charts  of  ^thc 
iflands,  than  from  any  written  defcription. 
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Proceed  to  Whyteete  Bay — A71  Indians  Account  of 
the  Murder  at  Woahoo — Three  of  the  Murderers 
brought  on  Board — Their  Trial  and  Execution 
— Proceed  to  Attcwai — Settle  two  Female  Na- 
fives,  found  at  Nootka — Quit  the  Sandwich 
I/lands. 


T  IGHT  baffling  winds  attended  us,  after  leav- 
"^^  ing  Rahcina  roadftead,  until  the  evening  of 
Monday  the  1 8th,  when  we  reached  the  channel 
between  Mowee  and  Morotoi,  where  we  met  the 
regular  trade  wind  blowing  a  pleafant  gale.  With 
this  we  flood  to  windward,  and  anchored  for  the 
night  off  the  N.  W.  part  of  Mowee  in  IQ  fa- 
thoms water,  foft  fandy  bottom.  Its  fliores  ex- 
tended by  compafs  from  N.  5 1  E.  to  S.  4  E.,  its 
ncareft  part  bore  E.  by  S.  two  miles  from  us, 
and  the  eaft  point  of  Morotoi,  N.  1 5  W.  diftant 
eight  miles. 

Early  the  next  morning,  with  a  pleafant  breeze 
from  the  N.  E.,  we  ftood  over  towards  the  eaft 
point  of  Morotoi,  until  we  were  within  a  league 
of  the  (horc,  which  was  bounded  by  a  reef  ex- 
tending about  half  a  league  from  it.     Thus  we 
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failed  along  to  the   weftward,  and  Taw   fevcrnl 
/hallow  breaks  forming  paffagcs    for  boafts,  but 
not  affording  any  Ihelter  tor  (hipping  againft  the 
prevailing  winds.     About  halt'  a  league  fouth  of 
the  eaft  point  of  Mofotoi,  which  is  fituatcd  in 
latitude  21°  9',  longitude  203"  ]0',  lies  a  fmall 
barren  rocky  iflet,  called  by  the  natives  Modooe- 
neete  ;  ^nd  from  that  point  the  Ihorcs  of  the 
ifland  lie  S.  53  W.     In  this  dijedion  the  land 
rifes  rather  abruptly  from  the  fea,  towards  vhe 
lofty  mountains  in  the  centre  of  the  eaft  part  of 
Morotoi;  and  though  the  acclivity  was  great,  yet 
the  face  of  the  country,  diverfified  by  eminences 
and  vallies,  bore  a  verdant  and  fertile  appearance. 
It  feemed  to  be  well  inhabited,  in  a  high  ftate  of 
Cultivation,  and  prefented  not  only  a  rich,  but  a 
romantic  profped.     To  the  weftward  of  thefc 
cliffs,  the  ihores  terminated  in  the  former  direc- 
tion by  a  low  point  of  land,  called  by  the  na- 
tives Crynoa,  and  from  thence  they  ftretch  N. 
85  W.  eight  leagues  to  the  weft  point  of  the 
ifland.     From'  Crynoa    the  country  aiTumes  a 
dreary   afpedl.     The   mountains,    forming   the 
caftern  part  of  the  ifland,  gradually  dcfcend  to 
the  Weftward,  and  like  thofe  of  Mowec,  termi- 
nate on  a  low  ifthmus,  which  appears  to  divide 
the  ifland  into  two  peninfulas.     Thcfe  however 
bear  no  proportion  to  each  other;  the  eaftcrn- 
moft,  which  is  far  the  largcft,  is  compofed  of 
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very  high  land,  but  the  wefternmoft  does  not 


rife   to  any  elevation,  beyond  that  of  a  mode-

rate    height.     The 


from  the  fea  by  an  afccnt,  uninterrupted  with 
chafms,  hills,  or  vallies.     This  uniform  furface, 
on  advancing  to  the  weftward,  exhibited  a  gra- 
dual decreafc  in  the  population  ;  it  difcovered  an 
uncultivated  barren  foil,  and  a  tradl  of  land  that 
gave  refidence  only  to  a  few  of  the  lower  orders 
of  the  iflanders,  who  refort  to  the  ihores  for  the 
purpofe  of  taking  fifli,  with  which  they  abound. 
Thofe  fo  employed  are  obliged  to  fetch  their 
frcfli   water   from   a   great  diftahcc ;  none  but 
what  is  brackifli  being  attainable  on  the  weflern 
parts  of  Morotoi.     This  information  I  had  be- 
fore g-'.incd  from   fcveral   chiefs  at  Mowee,  and 
was  now  confirmed  in  it  by  Tornohomoho,  who 
was    accompanying  us   to  Woahoo ;  and    who 
alfo  acquainted  me,  that  along  the  fhores  of  this 
fouth  fide,  which  are  chiefly  compofed  of  a  fandy 
beach,    anchorage  would   be  found  on  a  clear 
fandy  bottom.     But  as  there  were  no  projecting 
points  for  fhelter,  I  did  not  think  a  further  exa- 
mination worth  the  time  it  would  employ,  and 
therefore  proceeded  to  the  bay  at  the  well  end 
of  the  illand,  for  the  purpofe  of  feeing  if,  con- 
trary to   my  former  obfervations,  it.  was  com- 
modious for  the   refitting  of  velfcls,  us   it   h?vi 
been  reported. 
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We  paffed  within  about  half  a  league  of  the 
weft  point  of  the  ifland,  fituated  in  latitude 
21°  6'  30",  longitude  202*^  4 3^  with  regular- 
foundings  from  17  to  23  fathoms,  fandy  bottom ► 
The  N.  W.  point  of  the  ifland  lies  from  the 
weft  point  N.  25  E.,  at  the  diftance  of  three- 
leagues  ;  between  thcfe  two  points  a  commo- 
dious bay  had  been  ftatcd  to  exift ;  whereas  we 
found  the  whole  intermediate  fpace  nearly  a 
ftraight  fhore,  compofcd  alternately  of  rugged 
rocks  and  fandy  beaches. 

The  day  being  too  far  advanced  for  ftanding 
over  to  Woahoo,  we  ftood  to  windward,  and 
anchored  for. the  night  in  IQ  fathoms  water, 
fandy  and  bad  holding  ground ;  as  the  fliip  wotild 
not  ride  with  lefs  than  a  whole  cable,  although 
the  trade  wind  blew  but  a  moderate  breeze.  In 
working  up,  the  foundings  were  pretty  regular 
from  1 7  to  Oo  fathoms,  fine  fandy  bottom  ; 
and  where  we  anchored,  within  about  a  mile 
of  the  breakers,  the  weft  point  of  the  i'fland 
bore  by  compafs  fouth,  diftant  four  miles ;  and 
the  north-weft  point  N.  20  E.  about  the  fame 
diftance.  Our  fituation  here  was  ;.s  clofc  into 
fhore  as  veflcls  can  lie  with  fafcty ;  this  fide  of 
the  iiiand  being  entirely  open,  and  cxoofcd  to 
the  north  ►•nd  north-weft  winds,  which  blov/ 
frequently  with  great  violence  ;  and  to  a  heavy 
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quarter  on  the  Ihorcs ;  and  which  at  that  time 
broke  with  fo  much  fury,  that  it  would  have 
been  dangerous  to  land  even  in  canoes. 

The  country  had  the  fame  dreary  and  barren 
appearance  as  that  noticed  on  the  fouth  fide, 
and  I  was  informed  it  was  equally  deftitute  of 
water. 

With  a  light  caftcrly  breeze,  about  fix  o'clock 
on  Wcdncfday  morning  the  20th,  we  dire<flcd 
our  courfc  ih  as  to  fail  along  the  north  fide  of 
Woahoo.  Tomohnmolit  objcded  to  t  lis  mode  of 
approach,  faying,  that  the  murdcicrs  refided  near 
Whyteete  bay,  which  would  be  the  beft  ftation 
for  us  to  take  ;  for  if  wc  went  to  the  >ther  fide, 
he  fhould  have  a  great  diftancc  to  ?;g  in  fcarch 
of  them,  by  which  means  th  <  ^>iFenders  ni-;_jht 
get  intelligence  of  our  crranu,  efcapc  into  the 
mountains,  and  Titccree  would  be  accufcd  of 
breaking  his  promifc.  There  appeared  fo  much 
good  fenfe  in  this  precaution,  and  {o  much  ear- 
neftnefs  in  TowoJiomoho  to  execute  the  bufincis 
cntrufted  to  him,  that  1  did  not  hcfitatc  to  yield 
to  his  wifhcs,  and  poftponcd  the  examination  of 
the  north  fide  of  th-  ifand  till  our  next  vifit ; 
and  wc  proceeded  to  Whyteete,  where  wc  an- 
chored about  three  o'clock,  in  ten  fathoms 
water,  occupying  nearly  our  former  ilation. 

We  were  vifited  by  a  few  of  the  natives  in 
fmall  ilngle  canoes,  who  brought  little  or  nothing 
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to  difpofc  of.  One  double  canoe  only  made  its 
appearance.  In  this  came  James  Coleman,  on« 
of  the  three  men  we  found  laft  year  left  by  Mr. 
Kendrick  at  Attowai.  This  man  had  quitted  Mr. 
Kendrick's  employ,  and  had  entered  into  the 
iervice  of  Titeeree,  who  had  ftationed  him  at 
this  illand  in  order  to  regulate  the  trade,  and  to 
affiil  fuch  vefTels  as  might  touch  at  Woahoo  for 
refreihments.  This  correfponded  with  what  I 
had  heard  in  lupport  of  Titeerces  charadler,  in 
contradidion  to  the  report  that  had  been  circu- 
lated, of  his  having  ifllied  Oiders  for  putting  to 
death  all  the  white  men  who  rcfided  in,  or  who 
might  vifit,  his  dominions.  . 

Coleman  was  accompanied  by  a  chief  named 
Tennaveey  and  a  lad  called  To-fioo-boo-ar-to.  The 
latter  had  made  a  voyage  to  China  in  fome  of 
the  trading  veffels,  and  had  picked  up  a  few 
Englilh  words  that  rendered  his  converfation 
very  intelligible.  Thefe  informed  me,  that  they 
were  fent  by  Try-too-hoo-ry,  Titeerees  eldeft  fon, 
and  governor  of  Woahoo  in  his  abfence,  to  in- 
quire who  we  were,  and  to  offer  fuch  fupplies  as 
the  ifland  afforded  ;  though  at  prelent  they  could 
not  boaft  of  any  abundance.  They  apologized 
for  Trytooboorys  not  coming  hinr.felf,  as  he  was 
ill,  and  not  able,  without  much  pain,  to  walk  or 
At  upright. 
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Coleman  introduced  the  ipclancholy  fubjec^ 
of  our  countr)imcn's  unhappy  fate,  and  ftatcd  the 
circumftances  attending  it  much  in  the  fame 
■way  as  we  had  heard  them  at  Mo  wee ;  but,  for 
our  more  particular  information,  he  referred  us 
to  Tohoohooarto,  who,  he  faid,  was  prefent,  and 
would  relate  the  whole  of  that  tranfadlion. 

Tolioohooarto  ftated,  that  he  had  received  much 
civility  from  Mr.  Hergcll  and  the  reft  of  the  gen- 
tlemen, on  his  vifiting  the  Daedalus  at  Whymca 
bay,  on  the  oppofitc  fide  of  this  illand  ;  that  when 
Mr.  Hergeft  and  Mr.  Gooch  were  going  on 
Ihore,  he  accompanied  them  in  the  boat,  to  affift 
as  an  interpreter  ;  tliat  when  they  arrived  at  the 
beach,  he  advifcd  Mr.  Hcrgefc  by  no  means  to 
land  ;  telling  him,  that  there  was  no  chief  pre- 
fent, and  that  it  was  a  part  of  the  ifland  where  a 
great  many  very  bad  people  refidcd :  that  no  at- 
tention was  paid  to  his  advice ;  that  they  went 
on  fhore,  and  after  taking  fomc  mcafurcs,  with- 
out any  oppofitlon,  for  procuring  a  fupply  of  wa- 
ter, Mr.  Hergeft  left  fome  diredions  with  his 
people;  and  then,  ftill  contrary  to  the  advice  of 
this  young  man,  w  ent  with  Mr.  Gooch  from  the 
fea-fide  up  to  the  habitations  of  tlie  natives,  who 
behaved  to  them  in  a  friendly  manner.  At  this 
time  Tohoohooario  had  left  them,  In  order  to  wafh 
himfelf  in  the  frcfti  water,  (a  prevailing  cuftom 
on  landing  after  being   fomc    time  at  fca)  and 
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whilft  the  gentlemen  were  abfent,  a  difpute  arofe 
.  at  the  watering  place,  between  the  natives  and 
the  people  of  the  Daedalus,  from  which  an  affray 
enfued,  and  the  Portuguefe  feaman  was  killed. 
That  no  harm  or  moleftation  had  been  offered, 
or  was  intended,  towards  thofe  gentlemen,  who 
were  treated  civilly  by  the  people  of  the  village, 
until  the  news  of  this  unfortunate  tranfadion 
arrived ;  when,  to  prevent  revenge  taking  place, 
it  was  thought  neceflary  to  put  to  death  the 
chiefs  whom  they  had  in  their  power  ;  and  that, 
in  purfuance  of  this  horrid  refolution,  Mr.  Gooch 
was  inflantly  killed  by  being  flabbed  through  the 
heart  with  a  pahooa ;  that  the'  firft  blow  only 
wounded  Mr.  Hergefl,  who,  in  endeavouring  to 
make  his  way  towards  the  boat,  was  knocked 
down  by  a  large  ftone  hitting  him  on  the  fide  of 
his  head,  and  was  then  murdered  in  a  mod  bar- 
barous manner.  The  man  who  ftabbed  Mr. 
Gooch,  the  one  who  firft  wounded  Mr.  Hergeft, 
and  another  who  had  been  principally  concerned 
at  the  watering  place,  had  been,  he  faid,  appre- 
hended by  Titeerees  orders,  and  been  put  to 
death.  To  aflure  us  of  his  having  been  prefent, 
and  having  interfered  to  fave  Mr.  Hergeft,  he 
pointed  out  the  fear  of  a  wound  in  his  left  arm, 
which  he  faid  he  had  received  on  that  occafion ; 
and  further  added,  that  the  man  who  knocked 
down  and  murdered  Mr.   Hergeft,  with  two  or 
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three  others  materially  concerned,  were  flill  liv- 
ing, and  refided  not  far  from  our  then  anchorage. 
The  former  of  thefe  he  had  pointed  out  a  few 
days  before  to  Coleman.  I  inquired  of  Coleman, 
if  he  had  ever  heard  this  young  man  tell  this 
melancholy  ftory  before  ?  who  inftantly  replied, 
that  he  had,  and  precifcly  as  it  was  then  related  ; 
which  correfponded  with  the  account  he  had  re- 
ceived from  other  nati\  cs,  and  that  he  believed 
it  to  be  a  very  true  ftatement. 

After  Tohoobooarto  hadfiniflicd  his  account,  he 
was  qucftioncd  by  TonioliomoUo,  about  the  rcd- 
dencc  of  the  offenders,  who  defired  that  he  would 
accompany  him  and  Ttv/w^i'^t'  for  the  purpofeof 
apprehending  the  delinquents,  and  bringing  them 
to  juftlce.  At  firft,  Tohoobooarto  declined  en- 
gaging, fearing  the  friends  and  relations  of  the 
offenders  would  murder  him  ;  but  on  being  af- 
fured  of  protedlion  by  TomoJiomoJio^  he  confcnted, 
and  the  wdiole  party  made  the  beft  of  their  way 
to  the  fliorc.  I  intrufted  to  Coleman  a  prefent 
of  red  cloth,  and  fomc  other  things,  as  a  pledge 
of  my  good  will  and  friendly  difpofition  towards 
Trytoohoory ;  as  alfo  an  axe,  and  other  articles,  to 
Tomolio?noho,  which  he  requeflcd  to  be  the  bearer 
of  for  the  fame  purpofc. 

The  next  forenoon,  Thurfday  the  2111,  Cole- 
man with  TomoJiomoho   and  Tciniavee  came  on 
board.-    As  no  one  appeared   like  a  prilbner  in 
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the  canoe,  I  inquired  of  Coleman  if  the  mur- 
derers were   in   cuftody  ?  He  faid,   he   believed 
they  were,  but  did  not  pofitively  know,  as  the 
bufinefs  after  landing  the  preceding  evening,  had 
been  conducted  by  the  chiefs  with  the  moll  pro- 
found fccrecy ;  that  he  had  feen  nothing  of  the 
party  during  the  whole  of  the  night,  nor  till  they 
were  about  to  put  off  from  the  beach,  when  he 
jumped  into  the  flern  of  the  canoe.     The  two 
chiefs  dcfircd  I  would  attend  them  into  the  ca- 
bin ;  where,  after  lliutting  all   the  doors,  they 
informed  me,  that  the  man  who  had  murdered 
Mr.  Hergeft,  with   two  others   who   had  been 
equally  adive  and  guilty,  were  in  the  forepart  of 
the  canoe,  and  that  no  time  Ihould  be  loft  in  fe- 
curing  them,  left  any  thing  ftiould  tranfpire,  and 
they  Ihould  again  make   their  efcape.     Orders 
were  immediately  given  for  their  being  admitted 
into  the  iliip,  and  they  foon  were  brought  into 
the  cabin.   •  '  ^      **r. 

The  chiefs  now  pointed  out  the  principal  of- 
fender, whofe  appearance  correfpondcd  with  the 
defcriptlan  given  by  Tohoohooarto.  One  half  of 
his  body,  from  his  forehead  to  his  feet,  was  made 
jet  black  by  punctuating ;  the  other  two  men 
were  marked  after  the  fame  manner,  but  not 
with  the  fame  regularity.  Thefc  appearances 
alone  would  not  have  been  fufficlcnt  to  have 
identified   their   perfons,  as  we  had  fccn  many 
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of  Titecrees  fubjcdls  disfigured  after  the  fame 
barbarous  fafhion  ;  which  1  undcrftood  had  been 
adopted  in  the  late  wars,  for  the  purpofe  of  in- 
creafing  the  ferocity  of  their  appearance,  and 
ftrikina;  their  enemies  with  terror. 

Tohoobooarto  was  not  prcfent  as  a  witnefs 
againft  the  accufed  perfons  ;  this  I  very  much 
regretted,  but  as  there  was  great  probability  that 
Coleman's  evidence  would  confirm  what  the 
chiefs  had  afTcrted,  he  was  called  in.  After  fled- 
faftly  furveying  their  perfons,  he  pointed  out  the 
flime  man  whom  the  chiefs  had  accufed  as  the 
murderer  of  Mr.  Hcrgefl,  but  faid,  that  he  had 
no  knowledge  of  the  other  two.      ' 

Notwithftanding  Coleman's  corroborative  evi- 
dence, I  much  wifhed  for  further  proof  before 
I  fluidioned  their  punilhment ;  and  having  heard 
that  Mr.  Dobibn,  one  of  the  midfliipmen  who 
came  out  in  the  Dasdalus,  had  fpoken  of  one  of 
the  natives,  who,  when  alongfide  on  that  occa- 
fion,  had  been  remarked  for  his  infolencc  and 
improper  behaviour  ;  and  who,  the  inllant  the 
boat  with  Mr.  Hergclt  put  oli'  from  the  Ihip,  had 
paddled  haftily  to  the  fliore,  where  he  landed, 
became  very  active  in  the  atiray,  and  was,  in  the 
unanimous  opinion  of  the  crew,  fufpec^led  to 
have  been  the  principal,  if  not  the  fole  caufe,  of 
the  calamity  that  followed  ;  I  having  therefore 
called  upon  Mr.  Dobfon,  and  alkcd  him  if  he 
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had  any  recolledion  of  the  prifoncrs ;  he,  with- 
out the  lead  hefitation,  pointed  out  the  fame  man 
■who  flood  accufcd  as  the  perfbn  who  had  aded 
the  part  above  dcfcribcd,  and  was  ready  to  make 
oath  to  his  identity.  ,., 

Thefe  proofs,  though  not  pqfitive,  were  yet  fo 
circumftanti'^.l  as  to  leave  little  doubt  of  this 
man's  guilt ;  but  as  the  evidence  of  Tohooboo- 
arto  would  be  ftill  an  additional  confirmation,  I 
dcfired  Te?inavce  would  repair  to  the  fliore  and 
bring  him  on  board,  that  the  criminals  might 
be  fairly  tried,  and  that  we  might  have  the 
fulleft  fatisfadion  of  their  guilt  which  the  nature 
of  the  cafe  would  afford.  During  this  interval, 
I  ordered  the  prifoners  into  confinement,  until 
further  tcftimonies  fliould  be  produced  to  crimi- 
nate or  acquit  them. 

Tomohsmolio  difliked  much  the  delay  of  pu- 
niihment,  and  rcqucfted  that  the  prilbncrs  might 
be  immediately  executed  ;  but  I  pcrfifted  in  the 
exercife  of  my  own  feelings  and  judgment.  On 
quellloning  him  concerning  a  fourth  man,  who 
had  been  implicated  in  the  murder,  he  acknow- 
ledged, that  there  was  a  fourth  who  liad  been 
very  materially  concerned ;  but  faid,  that  all  he 
could  learn  about  him  was,  that  he  had  been 
fccn  in  the  neighbourhood  fomc  months  before; 
and  as  he  had  not  lately  made  his  appearance,  it 
was  by  no  means  certain  whether  he  was  then 
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on  the  ifland,  or  had  gone  to  fome  of  the  others. 
Under  all  circumftances  there  appeared  little 
probability  of  this  man  being  taken,  efpecially 
when  the  news  of  the  three  others  being  in  cuf- 
tody  fliould  be  fpread  abroad.  This  determined 
me  not  to  infift  upon  any  further  fearch,  on  the 
convi^lion  that  it  would  be  neither  prudent  nor 
proper  to  adopt  any  meafures  of  force  to  efFed: 
an  objedt,  that  want  of  time  might  oblige  me  to 
abandon  and  leave  unaccomplifhed. 

In  the  afternoon  Tennavee  returned  without 
Tohoohooarto.  At  this  I  was  not  lefs  concerned 
than  furprized,  and  could  not  but  confidcr  his 
abfenting  himfelf  as  an  indication  of  fome  mif- 
condudl.  The  two  chiefs  alTured  mc  I  need  be 
under  no  fuch  apprehcnfions,  as  they  were  cer- 
tain it  was  only  the  fear  of  revenge  from  the  re- 
lations and  friends  of  the  delinquents  that  pre- 
vented his  attendance.  Defpalring  of  his  evi- 
dence we  had  only  one  further  appeal.  This 
was  to  know  from  Tryioohoory,  the  chief  of  the 
ifland,  if  he  believed  thefe  were  the  identical 
people  guilty  of  the  ofFcnce  ?  and  as  his  indif- 
pofition  prevented  him  from  coming  on  board, 
I  dcfircd  TcrrchoGii,  who  could  not  be  at  all  in- 
tereftcd  In  any  event  that  might  take  place,  and 
who  had  condudcd  himfelf  with  great  fidelity 
during  twelve  months  he  had  been  on  board,  to 
accompany  Coleman,  and  make  ibis  inquiry  of 
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Trytoohoorj.     This  they  accordingly  performed, 
and  returned  in  the  evening. 

Terrehooa  declared,  that  Tryioohoory  had  pofi- 
tively  pronounced  that  all  three  of  the  prifon- 
crs  were  guilty  of  the  murder  with  which  they 
were  accufed.  This  Coleman  confirmed,  and 
added,  that  the  chief  defired  they  might  be  im- 
mediately puniihed  with  death.  To  this  decla- 
ration Coleman  made  oath,  in  the  moft  folemn 
manner  in  the  prefcnceof  myfelf  and  all  the  offi- 
cers of  the  (hip,  who  had  attended  the  invefti- 
gation  in  the  morning  ;  and  who,  having  ma- 
turely confidered  the  bufmefs,  were  unanimoufly 
of  opinion  with  me,  that  juftice  demanded  exero.- 
plary  punifhmcnt,  in  order  to  {lop,  or  at  leaf):  to 
check,  fuch  barbarous  and  unprovoked  outrages 
in  future. 

It  was  clearly  eftabliflied  in  the  courfc  of  the 
examination,  by  the  teftimonics  of  all  the  natives 
who  were  quelVioned,  that  neither  thofe  two  un- 
fortunate gentlemen,  nor  the  people  in  the  boats, 
had  given  the  leafl  caufe  tor  umbrage.  This 
certainly  aggravated  the  crime.  After  much 
enquiry  it  did  not  appear  that  any  other  wit- 
nclles  could  be  procured.  And  though  we  could 
have  wifhcd  to  have  had  more  fatisfaclory  proof 
of  the  criminality  of  the  perfous  in  cuftody,  yet 
as  they  had  been  apprehended  by  their  own 
people,  accufed   and   convi'flcd   by   their   own 
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neighbours,  and  condemned  by  their  own  chief. 
It  was,  after  the  moft  ferious  deliberation  and 
refledion,  deemed  fufficient  to  authorize  the 
execution  of  the  three  prifoners ;  but  as  the  day 
was  too  far  fpent  it  was  deferred  until  the  next 
morning,  contrary  to  the  wifhes  of  the  chiefs, 
who  were  very  defirous  of  its  immediately  taking 
place.  When  they  returned  to  the  fliers,  I  dc- 
fired  they  would  ufe  their  endeavours  to  find  out 
and  bring  on  board  every  perfon,  that  might  be 
able  to  prove  the  innocence  of  the  perfons  in  cuf- 
tody.  This  injuncflion  was  treated  with  indiffer- 
ence, becaufe  they  were  perfedlly  convinced  no 
fuch  perfons  could  be  found.  And  as  I  wiHu'd 
that  as  many  of  the  natives  as  could  be  collcdlcd, 
lliould  witnefs  the  awful  punifhment  that  the 
prifoners  hnd  brought  upon  themfclves  by  their 
barbarity,  I  defired  alfo  that  they  would  make  it 
publicly  known  that  the  execution  would  pro- 
bably take  place  the  next  forenoon. 

On  Fridav  mornlns;  the  22d  a  few  of  the  natives 
were  about  the  fliip,  but  not  lb  many  as  on  the 
former  days.  After  breakfaft,  Coleman,  with  To-- 
mohomoho  and  Tcnnavce,  came  on  board.  The 
two  latter  demanded  the  immediate  execution  of 
the  prifoners.  This  however  was  not  complied 
with,  as  it  was  deemed  right  that  they  fhould 
again  be  accufcd  by  their  own  chiefs,  in  the  prc- 
fcnce  of  all  the  v/ltnclTes,  of  the    crime   with 
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which  they  flood  charged,  in  order,  if  pofliblc, 
to  draw  from  them  a  confeflion  of  their  guilt,  and 
to  renew  the  opportunity  which  before  had  been 
given  them,  of  producing  fbmc  evidence  in  proct 
of  their  innocence.     Nothing  however  could  be 
extorted  from  any  of  them,  but  that  they  were 
totally  ignorant  of  any  fuch  circumftances  hav- 
ing ever   happened   on   the   iliand.     This  very 
aflertion  amounted  almoft  to  felf-convi6lion,  as 
it  is  not  eafy  to  believe,  that  the  execution  of 
their  comrades,  by  Titeerees  orders,  for  the  fame 
offence  with  which  they  had  been  charged,  had 
not  come  to  their  knowledge,  or  that  it  could 
have  efcaped  their  recollection. 

Neither  myfclf  nor  my  officers  dlfcovercd  any 
reafbn,  from  the  refult  of  this  further  examina- 
tion, to  retradt  or  alter  our  former  opinion  of 
their  guilt,  or  of  delivering  them  over  to  their 
own  people,  to  be  dealt  with  according  to  the  di- 
rcd:ior  s  of  their  chief. 

Before  they  went  from  the  iliip,  they  were 
placed  in  irons  on  the  quarter-deck  ;  where,  in 
the  prcfencc  of  all  the  fliip's  company,  I  recapi- 
tulated the  crime  which  they  had  committed, 
the  evidence  that  had  been  adduced  agalnft  them, 
and  the  condemnation  of  their  chiefs,  and  flated 
the  puniflimcnt  that  was  now  to  be  Inflidcd. 
All  this  was  likcwifc  made  known  to  the  Indian 
fpcdators  who  were  prcfcnt. 

That 
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That  the  ceremony  might  be  made  as  folcmn 
and  as  awiul  as  pofliblc,  a  guard  of  feamcn  and 
marines  were  drawn  up  on  that  fide  of  the  fliip 
oppofite  to  the  fliorc,  where,  alongfide  of  the 
(hip,  a  canoe  was  ftationcd  for  the  execution. 
The  reft  of  the  crew  were  in  rcadinefs  at  the 
great  guns,  left  any  difturbancc  or  commotion 
ihould  arile.     One  ceremony  however  remained 
yet  to  be  performed.     One  of  thefe  unfortunate 
men  had  long  hair ;  this  it  was  ncceflliry  ihould 
be  cut  from  his  head  before  he  was  executed,  for 
the  purpofe  of  beihg  prefcnted,  as  a  cuftomary 
tribute  on  fuch  occaiions,  to  the   king  of  the 
ifland.     I  was  (liocked   at  the  want  of  feeling 
exhibited  by  the  two  chiefs  at  this  awful  mo- 
ment, who  in  the  rudeft  manner  not  only  cut  off" 
the  hair,  but,  in  the  prefence  of  the  poor  fufFer- 
ing  wretch,  without  the  leaft  compaflTion  for  his 
fituation,  difputed  and  ftrove  for  the  honor  of 
prefenting  the  prize  to  the  king.     The  odious 
conteft  being  at  length  fettled,   the  criminals 
were  taken  one  by  one  into  a  double  canoe,  where 
they  were  lafhed  hand  and   foot,  and   put  to 
death  by  Te?viavee,  their  own  chief,  who  blew 
out  their  brains  with  a  piftol ;  and  fo  dexteroufly 
was  the  melancholy  office  performed,  that  life 
fled  with  the  report  of  the  piece,  and  mufcular 
motion  feemed  almoft  inftantly  to  ceafe. 

If  fteadinefs  and  firmnefs,  totally  devoid  of  the

fcaft  agitation,  can  be  r  •;■  dcrf;d,  in  the  per- 
formance of  fuch  a  duty,  /  <i  proof  of  confcious 
rcditudc  ;  or  that  the  forfeiture  of  thefe  three 
men's  Kves  was  confidered  as  no  more  than  what 
the  fltriA  principles  of  retributive  juftice  de- 
manded, it  ihould  fcem  that  Tennavees  mind 
had  been  completely  made  up,  not  only  as  their 
judge,  but  their  executioner ;  and  that  he  was 
perfeftly  convinced  his  condud  was  unimpeach- 
able, in  executing  an  office  that  juilice  de- 
manded. 

The  whole  of  Tenncruees  deportment,  on  this 
fad  occafion,  afforded  us  additional  caufe  to  be- 
lieve, that  the  perfons  executed  were  wholly  guilty 
of  the  murder,  and  that  the  chiefs  had  not  pu> 
nifhed  the  innocent  to  fcrccn  themfelves. 

This  public  example,  made  fo  long  after  the 
crime  was  committed,  we  had  reafon  to  hope, 
would  convince  the  iilanders,  that  no  interven- 
tion of  time  would,  in  future,  prevent  juftice 
taking  its  regular  courfe ;  and  that  any  one  who 
iftiould  dare  to  commit  fuch  barbarities  would, 
fooner  or  later,  fufFcr  puni(hment» 

Tlic  dead  bodies  were  taken  to  the  Ihorc,  at- 
tended by  moft  of  the  natives  who  were  prefent 
at  the  execution,  and  who,  on  this  occafion,  ob- 
ierved  fbme  fmall  degree  of  folemnity,by  paddling 
llowly  towards  the  ifland.  When  they  had  gained 
about  half  the  diilance  between  the  fhip  and  the 
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fliorc,  they  iiopptfd,  and  fome  lamentations  were 
heard,  that  continued,  I  believe,  unul  ihsy  w«rc 
landed.     . 

I  had  propofed  that  the  dead  bodies  iliould  each 
be  hung  upon  a  tree  near  the  (hore,  to  deter 
others  from  committing  the  like  offences ;  but 
Tomohomoho  informed  me,  that  fuch  fpedlacles 
would  be  confidered  as  very  improper,  contrary 
to  their  religious  rites,  and  would  greatly  offend 
the  whole  of  the  pricfthood.  That  fuch  an  ex- 
pofure  was  totally  unneceffary,  as  all  the  inha- 
bitants would  become  fully  acquainted  with 
every  circumllance  attendant  on  their  trial  and 
execution,  and  the  crime  for  which  they  had 
juftly  fuffered  ;  and  that  he  verily  believed  their 
fate  would  have  the  good  effe<ft  of  reftraining  the 
ill-difpofed  in  future.  I  inquired  of  him,  why  ib 
few  oi  the  natives  had  attended  on  this  awful 
occafion?  He  replied,  it  was  in  confequence  of 
the  meilage  I  had  fent  on  ihore  to  require  it. 
This  liad  created  fiifpicions,  arifing,  he  faid,  from 
the  former  condud:  of  Europearis,  on  difputes 
or  mifunderdandlngs  taking  place  between  the 
chiefs  and  the  commanders.  Some  of  thefe, 
under  the  pretext  of  re-eftabliflied  friendlhip, 
would  prevail  on  many  of  the  inhabitants  to 
come  off  to  their  lliips,  where  they  would,  as 
ufual,  enter  into  trade  with  the  natives,  until 
great  numbers  were  affembled ;  the  commanders 
•  • '  '  A  a  2  then 
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then  ordered  them  to  be  fired  upon,  which  con- 
tinued, without  mercy,  as  long  as  any  of  the 
canoes  were  within  fhot.  Towo/wwo/to  ftated, 
that  two  or  three  inftances  of  this  barbarous  na- 
ture had  taken  place,  as  well  by  the  Englifh  as 
the  American  traders,  and  which  was  the  reafon 
why  my  invitation  had  been  diftrufted. 

The  two  chiefs  folicited  my  vifiting  Trytoo- 
boory,  faying,  if  he  had  not  been  fo  ill,  he  would 
have  been  with  us  during  the  late  unpleafant 
bufmefs ;  and  that  he  was  very  defirous  of  feting 
me,  that  he  might  be  better  convinced  of  my 
friend(hip*and  good  inclinations  towards  him. 
I  (liould  certainly  have  complied  with  this  re- 
queft,  had  there  been  any  obje<S  whatever  to  at- 
tain. Although  I  did  not  entertain  any  appre- 
hcnfion  for  the  fafety  of  myfelf,  or  any  perfon 
belonging  to  the  Ihip,  whilft  under  the  protedlion 
of  the  chief,  yet  I  did  not  confider  it  prudent, 
whilft  the  execution  of  the  criminals  was  fo  freih 
in  the  minds  of  the  people,  to  throw  temptations 
of  revenge  in  the  way  of  the  daring  and  ill-difpofed 
part  of  the  ibcicty,  by  placing  myfelf  and  others 
in  theif  power  on  fliore.  Should  my  confidence, 
on  making  the  trial,  prove  ill-grounded,  I  fliould 
ftand  fclf-accufed,  in  having  fo  unncceflarily  open- 
ed the  channel  for  a  freih  efFufion  of  blood. 
Their  civil  invitations  were,  for  thefe  reafbns,  de- 
clined, feemingly  much  to  their  mortification. 

I  was 
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I  was  not  however  at  a  lofs  to  relieve  them 
of  the  difappointment,  provided  their  intentions 
were  as  pure  as  their  profeffions. 

As  the  only  obje<5l  the  two  chiefs  had  in  view,' 
was  ftated  to  be  an  interview  between  me  and 
Trytoohoory,  whofe  indifpofition,  and  the  want  of 
a  proper  conveyance,  prevented  him  coming  on 
board,  I  propofed,  as  the  day  was  remarkably 
fine  and  pleafant,  to  make  a  commodious  plat- 
form on  a  double  canoe,  on  which  he  might 
with  great  eafe  come  alongfide,  and  then  if  he 
found  himfelf  inclined  to  come  on  board,  he 
ihould  be  hoifted  in  by  means  of,  a  chair,  or  I 
would  converfe  with  him  on  the  platform,  and 
render  him  any  medical  or  other  affiftance. 
With  this  propofal  they  appeared  to  be  as  well 
fatisfied  as  if  I  had  vifited  him  on  (hore,  and 
Coleman,  with  Tainavee,  immediately  departed 
to  communicate  this  plan  to  the  chief;  to  whom 
alfo,  the  better  to  infure  his  confidence,  I  again 
fent  a  prcfent  of  red  cloth  and  other  articles. 
Thefe  had  the  defired  effect,  and  the  meflengers 
foon  returned  accompanying  Trytoohoory,  who, 
without  the  leaft  hefitation,  defired  he  might  be 
hoifted  into  the  Ihip,  which  he  entered,, and  was 
placed  on  the  quarter-deck  with  the  moft  im- 
plicit confidence.         >  ,_.  .h-  '; 

Trytoohoory  appeared  to  be  about  thirty-thrca 
years  of  age,  his  countenance  was  fallen  and  re- 
'  A  a  3  duced. 
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duced,  his  emaciated  frame  was  in  a  moil  debt"* 
litated  condition,  and  he  was  fo  totally  deprived 
of  the  ufe  of  his  legs,  that  he  was  under  the  ne- 
csffity  of  being  carried  about  like  aft  infant ;  to 
thefe  infirmities  was  added,  a  coniiderable  degree 
of  feveri  probably  increafed  by  the  hurry  and  fa* 
tigue  of  his  vifit,  ,   /„  ,,,.,.,      ,        ,  < 

The  ufual  compliments,  and  mutual  exchange 
of  ftiendly  aflurances,  having  paffed,  I  requefted 
the  favor  of  his  company  below ;  to  this  with 
much  pleafure  he  aifented,  but  no  fooner  were 
his  intentions  known  to  the  natives  in  the  canoes 
dbout  thefliip,  than  a  general  alarm  took  place, 
and  he  was  earneftly  recommended  not  to  quit 
the  deck ;  from  a  fufpicion,  as  I  imagined^ 
amongfl  the  crowd,  that  the  works  of  death  were 
iiot  yet  finally  accomplilhed.  Trytoohoory  hown 
over  diiregarded  all  remonllranccs,  and  ordered 
the  people  who  were  carrying  him  in  the  chair, 
Vid  who,  in  confequence  of  the  alarm,  had  flop-" 
ped,  to  proceed  to  the  cabin,  where  he  found  a 
comfortable  refting  place,  and  appeared  to  be 
perfedly  at  home.  He  then  informed  me,  that 
he  had  not  been  ill  above  fixtcw^n  or  eighteen 
days ;  and  as  Mr.  Menzies  had  now  inquired  into 
the  nakure  of  iiis  diforder,  and  had  prepared  him 
fome  medicines,  I  gave  him  hopes  that  his  health 
would  ibon  be  reinitatcd. 

Notwithftanding  his  indiipofition,    his  con- 
:     •.  .-  Acrfation 
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verfatlon  was  cheerful  and  pieafmg  ;  and  I  had 
the  happiiicfs  of  hearing  him  confirm  every  part 
of  the  evidence  that  had  been  given  againft  the 
three  unfortunate  wretches  who  had  fufFered  in 
the  morning.  He  Ipoke  of  them  all  as  being 
equally  guilty,  and  of  having  always  borne  ex- 
tremely bad  charad:ers;  and  faid  there  were  many 
others  of  the  fame  defcription  at  Woahoo,  but 
hoped  the  example  of  the  morning  would  be  the 
means  of  frightening  thera  into  a  more  difcreet 
mode  of  behaviour. 

The  propofed  peace  A'ith  Owhyhee  was  next 
adverted  to.  He  highly  applauded  the  meafure* 
and  faid,  if  fuch  a  bufinefs  could  be  effedled,  it 
would  be  of  the  utmoil  importance  to  them  ;  as» 
the  chiefs  and  people  would  then  return  to  their 
habitations ;  by  this  means  the  country  would  be 
better  governed,  the  lands  better  cultivated,  and, 
by  the  produdion  of  a  greater  abundance  from 
the  foil,  they  wonkl  be  enabled  to  procure,  a 
more  ample  fuppi;'  of  European  commodities. 
The  fame  waat  of  v  onfu'ence  however  that  the 
contending  parcies  entertained,  was  evident  in 
the  opinions  rT this  chief,  -and  although  the  ne- 
goclation  at  Mo  wee  had  put  on  a  favorable  ap- 
pearance, I  began  to  fear  this  unfortunate  pre- 
vailing fentlmcnt  would  be  fatal  to  the  eilablifh- 
ment  of  a  general  and  permanent  peace.  He 
likewife  took  an  opportunity  to  apologize,  and 
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to  cxprefs  his  concern,  that  the  reduced  ftate  of 
the  country  precluded  his  making  me  any  fuit- 
ablc  return  for  the  obligations  I  had  conferred 
upon  him.  In  reply,  I  made  him  a  fimilar  an- 
fwer  to  that  given  his  father  at  Mowee  ;  adding, 
that  on  a  future  vifit  he  might  probably  have 
more  to  fparc,  and  I  lefs  to  beilow.    .  >        j    , 

The  fame  of  our  fire-works  ftill  attended  us, 
and  Trytoohoory  was  very  felicitous  to  be  indulged 
with  a  fight  of  their  effeft.  Confidering  that  the 
prefent  moment  afforded  no  ill-timed  opportus 
nity  to  imprefs  the  minds  of  thefe  people  more 
deeply  with  our  fuperiority,  his  curiofity  was 
gratified  in  the  evening.,  by  the  difplay  of  a  fmall 
affortment,  from  the  after  part  of  the  ftiip.  Thefe 
were  beheld  by  the  iiirrounding  natives  with 
more  than  the  ufual  mixture  of  the  paflions  al- 
ready defcribed ;  for,  on  the  prefent  occafion, 
they  were  regarded  with  a  degree  of  awful  fur^ 
prize,  that  I  had  not  before  obferved.  This  ex- 
hibition being  finilhed,  Trytoobooty  was  conveyed 
into  his  canoe,  in  the  fame  manner  as  he  had 
entered  the  Ihip.  Before  his  departure  1  com- 
plimented him  with  fomc  additional  articles,  and 
with  thefe,  as  well  as  his  reception  and  enter- 
tainment, he  feemcd  highly  delighted. 

With  a  pleafant  breeze  from  the  wcftward,  on 
Sunday  morning  the  24th,  we  plied  to  the  wind- 
ward, along  the  fouth  fide  of  Woahoo,  until  the 
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afternoon,  when  wc  anchored  abreaft  of  the  weft- 
ernmoft  opening  or  lagoon,  mentioned  incur  for- 
mer vifit  to  this  ifland,  called  by  the  natives  0- 
poo-ro-ah,  and  which  had  fince  been  reported  to 
us,  by  the  natives,  as  capable  of  admitting  vef- 
fels  by  warping  into  it.  About  half  a  mile  from 
the  reef  that  binds  thefe  Ihores,  we  found  the 
foundings  irregular  from  5  to  i.5  fathoms,  rocky 
bottom  ;  but  where  the  fhip  rode,  the  bottom 
was  tolerably  even,  and  compofed  of  fand  and 
coral ;  the  depth  of  water,  about  half  a  league 
from  the  reef,  was  25  fathoms.  The  evening 
was  too  fail  approaching  to  inveftigate  the  truth 
of  the  report  given  by  the  natives.  This  was 
deferred  until  day-light  the  next  morning,  when 
Mr.  Whidbey,  with  two  armed  boats,  accom- 
panied by  Tofnohomoho,  was  difpatched  for  that 
purpolc.  '' 

The  part  of  the  ifland  oppofite  to  us  was  low, 
or  rather  only  moderately  elevated,  forming  a 
level  country  between  the  mountains  that  com- 
pofe  the  eaft  and  weft  ends  of  the  ifland.  This 
tra6l  of  land  was  of  fome  extent,  but  did  not 
ieem  to  be  populous,  nor  to  poflxifs  any  great 
degree  of  natural  fertility  ;  although  we  were 
told  that,  at  a  little  diftance  from  the  fea,  the  foil 
is  rich,  and  all  the  neceflliries  of  life  are  abun- 
dantly produced. 

Whilft  we  remained  in  this  (it nation,  a  few 
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only  of  the  natives  paid  us  their  refpe<5ls ;  their 
canoes  were  fmall  and  indifferent,  and  their  vifit 
was  that  of  curioiity  only,  as  they  were  furnifhed 
with  little  for  barter. 

Mr,  Whidbey  returned  in  the  forenoon.  He 
found  the  opening  in  the  reef,  about  four  hun- 
dred yards  wide,  to  be  occupied  by  a  fandy  bar 
about  two  hundred  yards  acrofs,  on  which  there 
was  not  more  than  nine  or  ten  feet  water ;  but  on 
each  fide  of  it  the  water  fuddenly  increafed  in 
depth  to  five  and  foon  to  ten  fathoms.  Thefe 
foundings  were  regular  on  each  fide  of  the  bar ; 
on  the  infide  the  bottom  is  a  fiiff  mud,  or  clay  ; 
this,  with  the  fame  foundings,  continued  to  the 
entrance  of  a  fmall  harbour  about  half  a  mile 
within  the  bar,  formed  by  two  low  fandy  points, 
about  the  fame  diftance  afunder.  From  each  of 
thefe  fandy  points  extended  a  fliallow  flat,  near 
a  cable's  length  on  either  fide,  contracting  the 
width  of  the  deep- water  channel  to  not  more 
than  the  fourth  of  a  mile  ;  in  this  is  ten  fathoms 
water ;  but  the  entrance  is  again  further  con- 
traded  by  a  funken  rock,  ilretching  nearly  into 
mid-channel  from  the  northern  Ihorc,  with  which 
it  is  ronneded  ;  on  this  was  found  only  two  feet 
water,  althout'h  the  depth  is  ten  t'athoms  within 
a  few  }  ards  of  it.  From  the  entrance,  this  little 
harbour,  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile  wide,  took  a 
iiorth-wefterly  dircdioa  for  about  a  mile;  the 
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depth  from  1  o  to  15  fathoms,  muddy  bottom  ; 
it  then  fccmed  to  fpread  out,  and  to  terminate  in 
two  bays,  about  a  mile  further  to  the  north- 
ward, forming  a  very  fnug  and  convenient  little 
port.  Unfortunately,  the  bar  without  renders  it 
fit  only  for  the  reception  of  very  fmall  craft. 

Mr.  Whidbey,  under  this  impreflion,  loft  no 
time  in  any  further  examination,  but  returned  to 
the  ihip ;  and  as  I  was  now  very  anxious  to  pro* 
ceed  on  our  voyage,  no  delay  for  matters  of  little 
importance  could  be  admitted.  Mr.  Whidbey 
obferved,  that  the  foil  in  the  neighbourhood  of 
the  harbour  appeared  of  a  loofc  fandy  nature ; 
the  country  low  for  Ibmc  diftancc,  and,  from  the 
number  of  houfes  within  the  harbour,  it  ihould 
fcem  to  be  very  populous  :  but  the  very  few  in- 
habitants who  made  their  appearance  was  an  in- 
dication of  the  contrary.  At  the  time  the  bar 
was  founded,  it  was  low  water,  and  Mr.  Whid» 
bey  being  unacquainted  with  the  rife  and  fall, 
was  not  able  to  fay  what  depth  there  might  be 
on  the  bar  at  high  tide. 

The  other  opening  to  the  eallwat^^,  calkd  b]f 
the  natives  Ho/wojioofw,  Xo7?io]iomono  rcprcfented 
as  being  much  more  lliallow,  and  a  ^mailer  plac^j 
this  induced  me  to  pafs  It  withowt  cxamiixatlon  ; 
but  to  fliew  how  liable  we  are  to  be  rniftaken  in 
fuch  inquiries  amongft  the  natives,  I  was  after- 
wards informed,  b,  Mr.  Brown  cf  the  Butter*

worth,  that  although  it  is  fmallcr,  and  of  Icfs 
depth  of  water,  yet  it  admits  of  a  paflagc  from 
fcsL  five  fathoms  deep  between  the  reefs;  and 
opens  beyond  them  into  a  fmall  but  commodious 
bafon,  with  regular  foundings  from  feven  to  three 
fathoms,  clear  and  good  bottom,  where  a  few  vef- 
fels  may  ride  with  the  greateft  fafety ;  but  the 
only  means  of  getting  in  or  out  is  by  warping.  : 

About  noon,  with  a  light  breeze  from  the 
S.  S.  W.,  we  weighed,  and  Hood  to  windward  ; 
and  in  the  afternoon,  our  very  attentive  and  ufe- 
ful  friend  Tomohotnoho,  having  executed  all  his 
commiflions,  and  rendered  us  every  fervice  and 
affiftance  in  his  power,  bad  us  farewel.  On 
this  occafion  I  prefented  him  with  fuch  an  aflbrt- 
ment  of  articles  as  afforded  him  the  highefl  fatis- 
fa^ion.  Of  thefe  he  was  richly  deferving,  from 
the  uniformity  and  integrity  of  condu<5l  that  he 
had  fupported  from  the  firft  to  the  lafl  moment 
of  his  being  with  us. 

We  found  the  weflern  fide  of  Woahoo  lie  in  a 
diredion  from  its  S.  W.  point  N.  25  W.,  6  leagues 
to  the  weft  point  of  the  ifland,  which  forms  alfo 
the  S.  W.  point  of  Whymea  bay.  The  S.  W. 
fide  of  the  ifland  is  principally  compofed  of  fteep 
craggy  mountains,  fbmc  defcending  abruptly 
into  the  fca,  others  terminating  at  a  fmall  dif- 
tance  from  it,  whence  a  low  border  of  land  ex- 
tends to  the  fca-fhore,  formed  by  fandy  beaches, 

chiefly 
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chiefly  bounded  by  rocks,  over  which  the  furt 
oreaks  with  great  violence.  -i      / 

"  From  thefe  Ihores  we  were  vifited  by  fome  of 
the  naiives,  in  the  moll  wretched  canoes  I  had 
ever  yet  (eea  amongft  the  South-Sea  iflanders  ; 
they  corrcfponded  however  with  the  appearance 
of  the  country,  which  from  the  commencement 
of  the  high  land  to  the  weftward  of  Opooroah, 
was  compofed  of  one  barren  rocky  wafte,  nearly 
deftitute  of  verdure,  cultivation,  or  inhabitants, 
with  little  variation  all  the  way  to  the  weft 
point  of  the  illand.  Not  far  from  the  S.  W. 
point  is  a  fmall  grove  of  Ihabby  cocoa-nut  trees, 
and  along  thofe  Ihores  are  a  few  ftraggling  fifli- 
ermen's  huts.  Nearly  in  the  middle  of  this  fide 
of  the  ifland  is  the  only  village  we  had  feen  weft- 
ward  from  Opooroah.  In  its  neighbourhood  th'e 
bafes  of  the  mountains  retire  further  from  tlie 
fea-lhore,  and  a  narrow  valley,  prefenting  a  fer- 
tile cultivated  afpe<I:l,  feemed  to  feparate,  and 
wind  fome  diftance  through  the  hills.  The  Ihore 
here  forms  a  fmall  fandy  bay.  On  its  fouthern 
ildc,  between  the  two  high  rocky  precipices,  in  a 
grove  of  cocoa-nut  and  other  trees,  is  fituated 
the  village,  and  in  the  centre  of  the  bay,  about  a 
mile  to  the  north  of  the  village,  is  a  high  rock, 
remarkable  for  its  projeding  tVom  a  fandy  beach. 
At  a  diftance  it  appears  to  be  detached  from  the 
land.   Between  this  and  the  high  rocky  point  to

the  fouth  of  thevillage,  is  a  fmall  bank  of  found- 
ings, that  ftretches  fomc  diftancc  into  the  fea. 
On  the  fouth  fide  of  this   bank  the  foundings 
were  irregular,  from  25  to  eight  fathoms,  rocky 
bottom  ;  but,  to  the  nori  h  of  it,  near  the  rock, 
no  ground  could  be  reached  with  yo  and  100 
fathoms   of  line,    though   not   more   than    the 
fourth  of  a  mile  from  'he  fhorc  ;  this  we  found 
to  be  the  cafe  alfo  a  little  to  the  fouthward  of 
the  bank.   In  ^  jth  thefe  places  we  were  for  fbme 
time  very  aukwardly  fituated,   without    wind, 
yet  with  a  fwcll  and  current  that  fet  us  fo  fall 
towards  the  land,  that  I  was  under  fome  appre- 
henfion  for  the  fafety  of  the  Ihip,  as  the  united 
ibrce  of  the  current  and  fwell  prevented  any 
ctfcA  from  the  afliftance  of  the  boats ;  from  this 
dilemma  however  we  were  happily  relieved,  by 
a  breeze  fpringing  up,   that   enabled  us  to  in- 
crcafe  our  difbincc  from  the  land. 

The  few  inhabitants  who  vifited  us  from  the 
Tillage,  earneftly  intreated  our  anchoring,  and 
told  us,  that  if  wc  would  flay  until  the  morning, 
their  chief  tvould  be  on  board  with  a  number  ©f 
liogs,  and  a  great  quantity  of  vegetables ;  but 
(that  he  could  not  viiit  us  then  becaufe  the  day 
was  taboo poory.  The  face  of  the  country  did  not 
•however  promife  an  abundant  fupply  ;  the  fitu- 
etion  was  cxpofed,  and  the  extent  of  anchorage 
was  not  only  very  limited,  but  bad;  under  theie 
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circumftances,  having,  by  eleven  at  night,  got 
dear  of  the  fliores,  I  deemed  it  moft  prudent  to 
make  the  befl  of  our  way,  with  a  light  S.  E. 
breeze,  towards  Attowai. 

We  had  not  reached  more  than  half  way  be- 
tween the  two  iflands,  by  noon  the   next  day, 
Tuefday  the  20th  ;  when  the  tibfervcd  latitude 
was  21"  19',  longitude  20  r  18'.     In  this  fitua- 
tion  Woahoo  extended,  by  compafs,  from  S.  88 
E.  to  S.  04  E.,  and  Attowai  from  N.  70  W.  to 
N.  87W.        he  weather  was  now  calm,  and 
continued         ail   the  afternoon ;  this   gave    to 
fome  of  the   iflanders,  who  were  pafling  from 
Attowai  to  Mowce,  an  opportunity  to  vifit  the 
fliip.     The  foremoft   of  thefe,  undertaking  fo 
diltant  a  voyage  in  a  fmgle  canoe,  much  attraded 
our   attention;  on   her  coming  alongfide,   fire 
proved  to  be  without  exception  the  fineft  canoe 
we  had  feen  amongft  thefe  iflands.     This  veiTel 
was  fixty-one  feet  and  a  half  long,  exceeding,  by 
four  feet  and  a  half,  the  largcft  canoes  of  Owhy- 
hee ;  its  depth  and  width  were  in  their  propor- 
tion of  building,  and  the  whole  of  the  work- 
manlliip  was  linillied  in  a  very  mailerly  manner. 
The  fize  of  this  canoe  was  not  its  only  curio- 
fit}',  the  wood  of  which  it  was  formed  was  an 
infinitely  greater,  being  made  out  of  an  exceed- 
ingly fine  pine-tree.     As  this  fpecies  of  timber 
is  not  the  pr'^duce  of  any  of  thefe  iflands,  and  as 

the 
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the  natives  informed  us  it  was  drifted  by  the 
ocean,  it  is  probably  the  growth  of  fome  of  the 
northern  parts  of  America. 

This,  it  feems,  was  left  on  the  eaft  end  of  At- 
towai,  in  a  perfectly  found  ftate,  without  a  fhake 
or  a  bruife.  It  remained  there  un wrought  for 
Ibme  time,  in  the  hope  of  -a.  companion  arriving 
in  the  fame  manner.  In  this  cafe,  the  natives 
would  have  been  enabled  to  have  formed  the 
grandeft  double  canoe  thefe  iflands  could  boail 
of;  but  their  patience  having  been  exhauiled, 
they  converted  the  tree  into  this  canoe  ;  which, 
by  the  lightnefs  of  its  timber,  and  the  large  out- 
rigger it  is  capable  of  fupporting,  is  rendered 
very  lively  in  the  fea,  and  well  adapted  to  the 
fervice  it  generally  performs, — that  of  commu- 
nicating intelligence  to  Talo,  whilft  he  is  abieot 
from  the  government  of  his  own  dominions. 

The  circumftance  of  fir  timber  being  drifted 

on  the  northern  (ides  of  thefe  iflands  is  by  no 

-means  uncommon,  efpecially  at  Attowai,  where 

there  then  was  a  double  canoe,  of  a  middling 

iize,  made  from  two  fmall  pine-trees,  that  were 

driven  on  (bore  nearly  at  the  fame  fpot.     Some 

logs  of  timber,  with  three  or  four  trees  of  the 

pine  tribe,  were  then  lying  on  the  ifland,  that 

had  at  different  times  been  lodged  by  the  fea, 

'  but  were  too  much  decayed  and  worm-eaten  to 

•  be  ufefully  appropriated.     ^'^^  -  -h    '  ;  -;:i;  :    ^    ; 
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As  this  kind  of  timber  is  the  known  produce 
of  all  the  northern  part  of  the  weft  fide  of  Ame- 
rica, little  doubt  can  remain  of  thefe  trees  having 
come  from  that    continent,  or   its   contiguous 
iflands ;  fmce  it  is  more  than  probable,  that  if 
any  intervening  land  did  exift  between  the  Sand- 
wich iflands,  and  the  countries  on  every  fide  of 
them,  and  particularly  in  the  diredion  of  the 
prevailing  winds,  fuch  would  have  been  difco- 
vered  before  now.  And  hence  we  may  conclude, 
that  trees  do  perform  very  diftant  voyages,  and 
fometimes  arrive  in  a  found  ftate  at  the  end  of 
their  journey.     Thisinftance  alone  will  be  fuffi- 
cient    to   devclope   the    myftery  attending  the 
means  by  w^hich  the  inhabitants  of  Eafter  ifland 
procure  their  canoes,  fmce  the  diftance  of  that 
ifland  from  South  America,  is  not  fo  far  by  80 
leagues  as  Attowai  is  from  the  fliores  of  North 
America. 

The  objed  of  this  canoe  expedition,  we  learned, 
was  to  inform  Taw  of  feme  commotions  that 
had  arifen  againft  the  government  of  Enemo  the 
regent.  But  thefe  having  been  timely  oppofed, 
they  had  fubfided,  without  any  lofs  on  the  part 
of  Enemo f  or  his  adherents ;  whilft  on  the  fide 
of  the  confpirators,  two  chiefs  and  five  men  had 
been  killed,  and  fome  others  w^oundcd,  who  had 
made  their  efcape  to  the  woods.

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'■■  The  leg  bones  of  the  two  unfortunate  chiefs 
were  in  tJic  canoe,  and  had  fome  of  the  finews 
and  flcih  Hill  adhering  to  tliem  ;  in  this  ftate 
they  VNcre  to  he  prefented  to  Taio,  as  trophies  of 
vi<itory  over  the  rebels.  This  large  fingle  canoe 
was  charged  with  the  official  difpatch  and  im- 
portant part  of  the  bufinefs,  whilft  the  others 
wcr  ^  employed  in  conducing  a  certain  number 
of  the  ringleaders  as  prifoncrs  to  Taio,  for  his 
examination,  and  fentence  on  their  conduct, 
Amongft  thelc  were  feveral  of  his  neareft  rela- 
tions ;  one  in  particular  was  his  half-fifter,  who 
had  alfo  been  his  wife  or  miftrefs,  and  had  borne 
him  fome  children. 

The  charge  of  this  embaffy  was  intrufted  to  a 
young  chief,  about  twenty- two  years  of  age, 
named  Oeajheiv.  Our  meeting  him  muft  be 
confidered  as  rather  a  fmgular  circumftance,  as 
the  bufmefs  that  had  carried  Poorey  to  Mowee,  (a 
chief  we  had  taken  on  board  at  Woahoo,  and 
was  on  his  return  home  to  Attowai)  had  been 
fome  matters  of  importance  relative  to  the  go- 
vernment of  that  ifland ;  in  confequence  of 
which  Tiieeree  and  Taio  had  appointed  this 
young  man  chief  of  the  diftridl  of  Whymea,  one 
of  the  moft  important  trufts  on  the  ifland;  where 
his  prefence  at  this  time  was  confidered  as  highly 
nccefTary.    Poorey  rcqucfted  I  would  permit  Oea-

Jhew  to  return  in  the  (hip  to  Attowai,  which 
being  granted,  the  latter  inftru<5led  another  chief 
with  the  purport  of  his  commilTion.  This  occu- 
pied them  in  very  fecret  converfation  for  about 
half  an  hour ;  when,  the  charge  being  properly 
and  completely  transferred,  the  canoes  puflied 
off,  and  made  the  beft  of  their  way  towards 
Woahoo,  where  they  expected  to  arrive  early 
the  next  morning,  having  quitted  Attowai  a* 
fun-fct  the  preceding  evening. 

During  the  night  the  wind  was  light  from  the 
northward,  but  in  the  morning  of  Wednefday 
the  27th,  it  frefhened  to  a  pleafant,  though  un- 
favorable breeze,  that  prevented  our  weathering 
the  north-eaft  point  of  Attowai,  as  I  had  in- 
tended, for  the  purpofe  of  examining  its  northern 
Ihores.  The  water  being  fmooth,  and  the  wind 
fteady  in  force  and  diredion,  I  was  in  hopes  we 
fliould  have  been  able  to  beat  round  it,  until  we 
had  approached  the  fhores ;  when  it  became 
evident  we  were  in  a  ftrong  current  fetting  to 
leeward. 

I  however  did  not  wifli  to  abandon  haftily  the 
projcd:  I  had  in  view,  and  therefore,  about  nine 
o'clock,  we'  tacked  about  two  miles  from  the 
ihore,  then  extending,  by  compafs,  from  N.  8  W. 
to  S.  20  W.;  thefe  extremities,  which  lie  from 
each  other  N.  14  E.  and  S.  14  W.,  are  each 
tormed  by  low  land,  are  about  nine  miles  afun- 
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der,  and  conftitute  what  may  be  deemed  the  eaft 
fide  of  the  ifland.  The  former  in  a  rounding  point 
projc<5ls  into  the  ocean,  from  a  very  remarkable 
forked  hill,  that  is,  in  a  great  meafure,  detached 
from  the  reft  of  the  connc(5led  mountains  of  the 
ifland.  The  latter  extends  from  a  range  of  low 
hills  that  ftrctch  along  the  coaft,  at  a  fmall  dif- 
tancc  within  the  beach.  Beyond  thefe  hills,  to- 
wards the  foot  of  the  mountains  that  arc  at  fome 
diftance  from  the  fliore,  the  country  prefented  a 
moft  delightful,  and  even  enchanting,  appear- 
ance ;  not  only  from  the  richnefs  of  its  verdure, 
and  the  high  ftatc  of  cultivation  in  the  low  re- 
gions, but  from  the  romantic  air  that  the  moun- 
tains aiTumed,  in  various  fliapes  and  proportions, 
clothed  with  a  forcft  of  luxuriant  foliage,  whofc 
different  fliades  added  great  richnefs  and  beauty 
to  the  landfcape. 

About  a  league  to  the  fouth  of  the  fouthcrn 
extremity,  lies  the  fouth-caft  point  of  the  ifland, 
formed  by  a  bold,  bluff,  barren,  high,  rocky 
headland,  falling  perpendicularly  into  the  fca. 
Between  this  and  the  low  point  is  a  fmall  cove, 
accelTible  for  boats  only,  where,  near  a  rivulet 
that  flows  into  it,  is  a  village  of  the  natives. 
This  part  feemed  to  be  very  well  watered,  as 
three  other  rapid  fmall  ftreams  were  obfervcd  to 
flow  into  the  fea  within  the  limits  above- men- 
tioned.    This  portion  of  At towai,  the  moll  fcr- 
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tile  and  pleafant  diftrldl  of  the  ifland,  is  the 
principal  refidence  of  the  king,  or,  in  his  ab- 
fcnce,  of  the  fuperior  chief,  who  generally  take'* 
up  his  abode  in  an  extenfive  village,  about  a 
league  to  the  fouthvvard  of  the  north-eaft  point 
of  the  ifiand.  Here  Enemo  the  regent,  with  the 
young  prince  Tamcccmc,  were  now  living  ;  who 
ferit  V/illiams  (the  Welihman  mentioned  in  our 
former  vifit)  to  aca^uaint  me,  that,  in  the  courfc 
of  the  fore*  on,  they  would  vlfit  the  Ihip,  if  we 
were  near  enough  the  fliore  for  them  to  embark. 
I  underftood  from  Williams,  that  we  had  gained 
fo  much  on  the  eftecm  and  regard  of  Encmo^  the 
young  prince,  the  principal  chiefs,  and  others,  on 
our  lad  vifit,  that,  for  a  great  length  of  time,  the 
hogs,  and  every  other  production  of  the  major 
part  of  the  ifland,  had  been  tabooed,  in  order  that 
on  our  arrival  our  wants  might  be  amply  fup- 
plied.  Of  thefe  kind  intentions  we  were  made 
acquainted  before  our  departure  from  Owhyhee; 
but  I  knew  too  well  the  little  regard  that  the 
whole  of  the  great  South-Sea  nation  of  iflanders 
bear  to  truth,  to  rely  implicitly  on  fuch  tales ; 
and  it  was  very  fortunate  that  I  did  not,  and 
that  I  had  availed  myiclf  of  the  bounty  of  Ta- 
viaahmaah,  and  the  rell  of  ourOwhyhean  friends: 
for  I  was  given  to  underftand,  that,  in  confe- 
(^uence  of  our  having  exceeded  the  period  of  our

promifed  return,  the  preiling  demands  of  the 
trading  vcflels,  and  the  extravagant  prices  paid 
by  their  commanders,  in  fire-arms,  ammunition, 
and  other  commodities,  for  fuch  things  as  their 
ncccflities  or  fancies  prompted  them  to  purchafc, 
the  regent  had  been  prevailed  upon  to  fufpend 
the  intcrdidion,  under  the  perfuafion  that  \vc 
Ihould  not  return,  and  that  moft  of  the  fupplies 
had  been  difpofed  of.  Some  few  hogs,  I  found, 
might  probably  be  procured  from  the  north  fide, 
and  I  was  happy  to  difcover,  that  the  few  fup- 
plies we  were  likely  to  obtain,  were  in  the  route 
I  wilhed  to  purfue  ;  but  I  was  again  mortified, 
on  hearing  that  the  current  fat,  almofl  \n  ithout 
intermifTion,  from  the  N.  W.  along  the  north 
fide  of  the  ifland  ;  and  following  the  dire(flion  of 
the  fhores,  on  the  fouthern  and  wcflcrn  fides  of 
the  ifland;  caufed  a  ftrcam  almofl  always  round 
it ;  fo  that  the  eaficfi:  mode  of  arriving  at  the 
north-eafl  point,  now  fcarcely  more  than  two 
leagues  diftant,  was  to  fail  to  leeward  round  its 
weft  extremity,  and  then  to  turn  up  along  its 
northern  fide,  which  Williams  informed  me  af- 
forded no  fheltcr,  nor  convenient  anchorage,  for 
fhipping.  Several  vcflels,  he  faid,  fincc  lie  had 
been  at  Attowai,  had  fallen,  as  wc  haO  done,  to 
leeward  of  the  north-eaft  point,  and  all  their  at- 
tempts to  beat  round  it  proved  ineffedual  ;  one 
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vellcl  only  having  fuccccdcd  after  r.  week's  trial, 
and  which  then  paifed  the  point  merely  by  an 
accidental  Cirt  of  wind  from  the  fouthward. 

Williams  confirmed  alfo  the  account  of  the 
infurrc6tion  that  we  had  heard  of  the  preceding 
day.  He  ftatcd,  that  the  diiktfedion  had  been 
produced  by  tlie  conduct  of  the  regent  Enemo, 
(or,  as  he  is  frequently  called,  Aiala) ;  that  no 
harm  was  meditated  againll  Tab,  or  his  foil 
Tamooerne ;  but,  on  the  contrary,  it  was  the  ge- 
neral with  of  the  people,  that  the  young  prince 
would  either  dUe(!:l  the  government  hlmfclf,  or 
that  Talo  would  appoint  fome  other  pcd'on  to 
officiate  in  his  abfence,  imtll  his  fon  fliould  be 
confidcred  equal  to  the  tafj:.  The  principal  dif- 
like  to  the  regent,  arofe  Irom  his  having  put  fc- 
veral  people  to  death,  and  confifcatcd  the  pro- 
perty of  others,  for  having  been  iulpeCtcd  of 
witchcraft;  a  notion  that  univcrfally  prevails, 
and  is  confided  in  by  the  generality  of  the  people 
belonging  to  the  Sandwich  iflands.  It  fcemed, 
by  his  account,  to  have  been  z  rrtunate  circum- 
ftancc,  that  the  infurredion  was  dlfcovered  in  its 
infancy,  and  that  he  and  Rc:)vvbott:onj,  with  five 
other  Eiiglilh  or  American  failors  i  who  fmce  our 
laft  vifit  had  dcferted  from  dliiercnt  tradinii;  vef- 
fels^  had  fided  with  the  governor,  as,  on  their 
inflantly  rt  acking  the  leaders  of  the  rebeltion  it 
was  eafily  quelled.  This  circumftance  was  after- 
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wards  mentioned  by  tlic  natives,  who  fpokc  in 
the  highcft  terms  of  tlieir  courage,  and  propriety 
of  con'dud.     '■  >  •      "^i'  i  '  •  '    ■'    '  ' '       ''     ' 
•    We  again  flood  in  fhorc,  and  about  noon  were 
honoured  with  the  prefencc  of  Enemo. 

On  this  occafion,  I  cxpcded  much  fatisfadlion 
in  the  renewal  of  our  former  acquaintance ;  but 
inftead  of  deriving  any  pleafurc  in  our  meeting, 
I  experienced  fenlations  of  a  very  oppofite  nature 
the  inftant  he  entered  the  fliip.  His  hmbs  no 
longer  able  to  fuppoit  his  aged  and  venerable 
perfon,  Teemed  not  only  defcrted  by  their  former 
mufcular  ftrcngth,  but  their  fubftancc  was  alfo 
entirely  walled  away,  and  the  fkin,  now  inclofmg 
the  bones  only,  hung  loofe  and  uncontraded  from 
the  joints,  whilfl  a  dry  white  fcurf,  or  rather 
fcales  which  overfpread  the  whole  furfuce  of  his 
body  from  head  to  foot,  tended  greatly  to  in- 
creafc  the  miferable  and  deplorable  appearance  of 
his  condition  ;  and  I  was  not  a  little  (liocked  and 
furprifed  that  one  fo  wretchedly  infirm,  fhould 
have  taken  the  painful  trouble  of  this  vifit.  The 
compliment  was  a  very  flattering  one,  and  I  did 
not  fail  to  receive  it  as  it  was  intended,  by  ac- 
knowledging myfclf  confidcrahly  obliged. 

Notwiihlhmding  his  corporeal  infirmities,  and 
the  decline  (jf  his  life,  he  ftill  fupported  a  degree 
of  cheerful  fpirits  faid  he  was  very  happy  to  fee 
us,  and  much  concerned  that  we  had  not  arrived 
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on  an  earlier  day,  according  to  our  promife,  when 
he  fhould  have  had  an  abundant  quantity  of  re- 
frcfhments  for  our  ufc,  and  lamented  that  thofc 
fupplics  were  now  greatly  exhaufted.  I  acknow- 
ledged that  it  was  our  misfortune,  not  his  fault, 
that  we  had  not  arrived  at  the  time  appointed ; 
thanked  hirn  for  the  intercft  he  had  prefcrved, 
and  the  attention  he  had  flicwn  to  our  welfare 
during  our  ab fence  ;  and  rewarded  his  friendfliip 
by  prcfcnts  fimilar  to  thofe  I  had  made  the  prin- 
cipal chiefs  of  the  other  iflands.  With  thefe  he 
was  highly  gratified,  efpecially  with  the  fcarlet 
cloak,  and  a  complete  let  of  armourer's  tools. 
Thefe  are  in  high  eilimation,  as  thefe  people 
arc  fond  of  forming  the  iron  for  their  feveral  pur- 
pofes  after  their  own  faihion. 

Enciiio  remained  on  board  moft  of  the  after- 
noon, made  many  fcnfible  and  judicious  inquiries, 
and  foon  took  an  occafion  to  cxprc fs,  in  the 
warmeft  manner,  his  fatisfadion  at  the  mea- 
furcs  I  had  taken  for  the  purpofe  of  eftabliihing 
a  general  peace.  This  he  had  learned  from 
Pooiry,  who  had  vifited  Eiicmo  on  fliore  early  in 
the  morniiiir.  The  old  rci2;cnt,  with  <i,rcat  un- 
derilanding,  adverted  to  its  nccclTity  for  the 
mutual  g(Kji],  happincfs,  and  profperity  of  all 
parties  ;  and  obfcrvcd,  that  to  him  it  would  be 
particularly  grateful,  as  it  would  relieve  him  from 
much  care  and  anxiety,  by  the  return  of  his  re- 
lations, 
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lations,  friends,  and  countrymen.  He  then  dc- 
fired  to  know,  whether  on  my  return  to  Eng* 
land  I  would  take  him  thither,  as  his  principal 
wifh  in  this  life  was  to  fee  that  country,  and  to 
have  the  gratification  of  Ipcaking  to  His  Majef}"y 
King  George ;  after  this,  he  faid,  he  fhould  die 
in  peace,  without  luuing  another  wilh  to  in- 
dulijfc.  On  this  fu'.i'cd:  he  Icemed  fo  earned, 
that  I  thouglit  pro|:cr,  by  a  promife  in  the  af- 
firmative, to  favor  his  fond  hopes. 

The  (hip  being  near  the  fliore,  about  four  in 
tlie  afternoon  the  good  old  regent  took  his  leave, 
after  acquainting  me,  that  as  the  next  day  was 
faboO'poorVy  neither  himfelf  nor  the  prince  could 
leave  the  Ihore  ;  but  that  he  would  direct  a  chief 
to  bring  off  fuch  hogs  and  vegetables  as  could  be 
colledcd  by  the  morning  ;  and  that  if  we  would 
remain  oiF  this  part  of  the  ifland  until  the  day 
following,  he  would  either  bring  himfelf,  or  fend 
off,  fuch  further  fupplies  as  could  be  procured  in 
the  neighbourhood.  Thus  we  parted  from  this 
friendly  old  chief,  with  little  expedation  of  ever 
feeing  him  again.     • 

Soon  after  the  departure  of  Eucmo,  Tnmoocrrh\ 
attended  by  Poorey,  came  on  b'.Mrd.  The  young 
prince  appeared  to  be  in  high  fplrits,  and  was 
totally  divcfled  of  thofc  fears  which  he  luid  en- 
tertained on  his  former  vifit.  He  fecnicd  to 
be  niadc  very  happy  by  our  return;  but,  as   his

370 

guirdian  hiid  done,  upbnildcd  us  fur  not  having 


the

come  befi)rc,   wh< 
Ills  country  were  in  the  grciitell  abundance,  and 
had  been  rcfcj  vcd  for  our  uic  and  lervice.     The 
approach  of  night,  and  the  diftance  we  were  to 
leeward  of  his  h^tbitation,  confpircd  to  fliorten 
his  ^iflt.     I  made  him  fome  prefeuts  fuitable  to 
his  rank   and  condition,  after  which,  with  the 
chiefs  wlio  were  on  board,  he  reluctantly  took 
leave,  defiriiig  wc  would  remain  in  the  neigh- 
bourhood two  or  three  days,  that  wc   might  re- 
ceive fuch  articles  of  refrcfliment  as  could  be  ob- 
tained.    This,  1  faid,  would  depend  upon  cir- 
cumftances  ;  and  on  the  departure  of  the  canoes 
we  made  all  fail  to  windward,   with  a  plealunt 
Heady  breeze  atN.  N.  E. ;  notwlthftanding  which, 
the  next  morning,   Thurfday  the  1-lth,   we  had 
not  advanced  more  than  a  mile  to  windward  of 
our  fituation  the  preceding  evening. 

Being  near  the  fliure  in  the  foicnoon,  and  fee- 
ing ibme  canoes  making  towards  the  fnip,  wc 
tacked  and  brought  to,  to  give  tiiem  an  oppor- 
tunity of  coming  alongfide.  Thefe  prelently 
were  proved  to  contain  our  friends  Foorey,  Too, 
and  ibme  oilier  chiefs,  who  had  br(;ui!;ht  us  ciiiht 
middrmg  f]zed  hogs,  and  fome  vegetables.  This 
was  but  a  fcanty  fupply ;  and  as  the  ppi^lo^Mcs 
wc  received,  proved  we  had  little  probatnii.y  of 
rrocuring  more,  and  as  little  chaace  of  b-.i.ioff 
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round  this  part  of  the  ifland  in  any  tolerable  time, 
I  declined  pcrfilling,  and  bore  up  for  Whymca 
bay.  There  I  intended  to  complete  our  water; 
and  then,  without  further  delav,  to  direct  our 
courfe  to  the  northward ;  having  ftill  remaining 
of  our  Owhyhean  flock,  a  number  of  hogs,  cx- 
clufive  of  ilx  hodflieads  and  ten  barrels  that  had 
been  falted  and  headed  down,  and  every  man  in 
the  fliip  having  been  daily  fcrved  with  as  much 
pork  as  he  liked. 

Thefe  refreihmcnts,  with  thofe  we  had  before 
obtained  from  our  Spanifh  friends  in  New  Al- 
bion, had  fo  perfedly  re-eftablillied  the  health 
and  ftrength  of  every  individual  on  board,  that  I 
hoped  we  fliould  be  able  to  encounter  the  diffi- 
culties I  had  rcafon  to  apprehend  in  our  next 
campaign,  with  all  the  firmnefs  and  alacrity  that 
fuch  fervices  demand. 

Poorey  and  the  reft  of  the  chiefs  accompanied 
us,  in  order  that  they  might  afford  us  their  good 
offices  at  Whymca  ;  where,  owing  to  light  baf- 
fling winds  in  its  neighbourhood,  we  were  pre- 
vented anchoring  until  eleven  at  night ;  when  we 
took  our  former  ftation,  conceiving  it  to  be  tlic 
beft  in  the  bry,  in  33  fathoms  water,  dark 
fandy  bottom,  about  half  a  league  from  the 
Ihore. 

The  next  morning,  Friday  29th,  ;  s  the  few 
natives  who  had  vifitcd  us  brought  little  for  laic, 
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Poorej sind  the  reft  of  his  friends  betook  thcmfelvcs 
to  the  fliore,  for  the  purpofe  of  colled:ing  in  the 
neighbourhood  fuch  hogs  and  vegetables  as  could 
be  procured.  The  launch  was  hoifted  out,  and 
fcnt  with  a  guard  of  marines  under  the  orders  of 
Lieutenant  Swaine,  for  a  fupply  of  water. 

I  was  engaged  on  Ihore  mod  of  the  day,  in  re- 
gulating a  comfortable  eftablifliment  that  I  had 
procured  from  the  chiefs,  for  our  two  female 
paflengers,  the  one  named  Rahc'ma,  the  other 
Tyttiarow,  whom  we  had  met  with,  as  already 
ftated,  at  Nootka,  in  Odober,  1 792,  and  had 
brought  from  thence,  to  reftore  them  to  this 
their  native  country  ;  from  whence  they  had 
been  forcibly  taken,  and  had  endured  an  uncom- 
fortable abfence  of  upwards  of  a  year.  This 
office  of  humanity,  to  which  their  behaviour  and 
amiable  difpofitions  fb  juftly  intitled  them,  I  v. as 
fortunate  enough  to  accomplifli  to  their  futis- 
fadlion  ;  and  I  had  the  pleafure  of  finding  that 
they  both  acknowledged  this,  and  the  civil  and 
attentive  treatment  they  had  each  received  from 
every  perfon  on  board  the  Difcovcry  and  Chat- 
ham, with  exprcflions  of  gratitude,  and  the  molt 
afTpeclionatc  regard. 

Amongft  the  various  reports  induflrioufly  cir- 
culated at  Nootka  by  the  citizens  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  to  the  prejudice  and  dilho- 
nor  of  the  Britifii  fubjcds  trading  on  the  coaft  of 
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North  Weft  America,  it  had  been  pofitively  af- 
fertcd,  that  Ibme  of  the  latter  had  brought  the 
natives  of  the  Sandwich  iflands  from  thence  to 
the  coaft  of  America,   and  had  there  fold  them 
to  the  natives  of  thofe  fliorcs  for  furs.     Thefe 
two  young  women   were  particularly  inftanced, 
as  having  been  fo  brought  and  difpofed  of  by  Mr. 
Baker,  commanding  the  Jenny,  of  Briftol  ;  and 
the  ftory  was  told  with  fuch  plaufibility,  that  I 
believe  it  had  acquired  fome  degree  of  credit  with 
Sen'  Quadra,  and  moft  of  the  Spanifli  officers 
■who  heard  it.     The  arrival  of  the  Jenny,  how- 
ever, in  the  port  of  Nootka,  gave  a  flat  contradic- 
tion to  thefe  fcandalous  reports,  and  proved  them 
to  be  equally  malicious  and  untrue  ;  as  the  two 
girls  were  found  ftill   remaining  on  board  the 
Jenny,  without  having  entertained  any  idea  that 
they  were  intended  to  have  been  fold  ;  nor  did 
they  mention  having  received  any  ill  ufage  from 
Mr.  Baker,  but  on  the   contrary,  that  they  had 
been  treated  v.  ith  every  kindnefs  and  attention 
whilft  under  his  protection. 

Although  I  had  not  any  perfonal  knowledge  of 
Mr.  Baker  previous  to  his  entering  Nootka,  yet 
I  fliould  conceive  him  totally  incapable  of  fuch 
an  ad:  of  barbarity  and  injufticc;  and  if  there 
were  the  leaft  fnicerity  in  the  folicitude  he  ex- 
prciTcd  to  mc  for  the  future  happinefs  and  welfare 
(>f  thefe  young  w  omen,  it  is  impoffible  he  could 
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ever  have  meditated  fuch  a  defign.  I  do  not, 
however,  mean  to  vindicate  the  propriety  of  Mr. 
Baker's  condu(5l,  in  bringing  thefc  girls  from 
their  native  country ;  for  I  am  decidedly  of  opi- 
nion it  was  highly  improper;  and  if  the  young 
women  arc  to  be  credited,  their  fedudion  and  de- 
tention on  board  Mr.  Baker's  velTel  were  inex- 
cufable.  They  report,  that  they  went  on  board 
with  feveral  others  of  their  countrywomen,  who 
were  permitted  to  return  again  to  the  iliore  ;  but 
that  tJiey  were  confined  down  in  the  cabin  until 
the  vcilel  had  failed,  and  was  at  fome  diftancc 
from  Onchow.  On  the  other  hand,  Mr.  Baker 
ibites,  that  he  put  to  fea  without  any  knowledge 
of  their  being  on  board  his  vefTel.  But  be  that 
as  it  may,  we  foimd  them  thus  fituated  at  Noot- 
ka  ;  and  the  future  objects  of  Mr.  Baker's  voyage 
leading  him  wide  of  the  Sandwich  iflands,  he 
rcquefted,  as  I  then  noticed,  that  I  would  allow 
them  to  take  their  palTage  thither  on  board  the 
Difcoverv.  To  this  I  ail'ented,  and  on  our  failing 
from  Nootka,  they  were  fent  on  board  and  taken 
under  my  protection . 

The  names  of  thefe  unfortunate  females  we  firft 
underftood  were  Tahceop'tah  and  Tymaroiv^  both 
of  the  ifland  of  Onehow.  The  former,  about 
fifteen  years  of  age,  was  there  of  fome  confe- 
quence  ;  the  latter,  about  four  or  five  years  older,

was  related  to  the  former,  but  was  not  of  equal 
rank  in  the  ifland. 

Taheeop'iahy  for  fome  reafon  I  never  could  un- 
derftand,  altered  her  name  to  that  o(  Rahehuiy  a 
Ihort  time  after  Ihe  came  on  board,  and  conti- 
nued to  be  fo  called. 

After  leaving  Nootka,  our  vlfit  to  the  Spanilh 
fettlements,  efpecially  during  the  firft  part  of  our 
refiden^e  tlicre,  afforded  them  fome  rccompcnce 
for  the  long  and  tedious  voyage  they  had  been 
compelled  to  undertake  from  their  native  country. 
The  fight  of  horfes,  cattle,  and  other  animals, 
with  a  variety  of  objedls  to  which  they  were  in- 
tire  ftrangers,  produced  in  them  the  higheft  en- 
tertainment ;  and  without  the  leaft  hefitation  or 
alarm,   they  were  placed  on   horfcback  on  their 
firft  landing,  and,  with  a  man  to  lead  the  animal, 
they  rode  without  fear,  and  were  by  that  means 
enabled  to  partake  of  all  the  civilities  and  diver- 
lions  which   our   Spanifii    friends  fo  obligingly 
offered  and  provided.     On  all  thefe  occafions 
they  were  treated  with  the  greatcfl:  kindnefs  and 
attention  by  the  ladies  and  gentlemen  ;  at  which 
they  were  not  lefs  delighted,  than  they  were  fur- 
prized  at  the  focial  manner  in  which  both  fexcs 
live,   according  to  the   cuftom  of  mod:  civilized 
nations ;  differing  fo  very  materially  from  that  " 
of  their  own.  .      ,    ,     .  ■  i.   .  . 
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Thefe  plcafurcs,  however,  they  cnjoycci  but  a 
fhort  time  ;  for  foon  after  our  arrival  at  Mon'cr- 
rey,  they  were  both  taken  extremely  ill  ;  and 
notvvithllanding  that  every  means  in  our  power 
was  reforted  to  for  the  rc-eftablilhment  of  their 
health,  they  did  not  perfedly  recover  until  after 
our  arrival  at  Owhyhce. 

They  feemed  much  pleafed  with  the  European 
fafliions,  and  in  conforming  to  this  new  ly{lfem 
of  manners,  they  conduced  themfelves  in  com- 
pany with  a  degree  of  propriety  beyond  all  ex- 
pectation. Their  European  drefs  contributed 
moft  probably  to  this  effed,  and  produced,  par- 
ticularly in  Raheina,  a  degree  of  perfonal  delicacy 
that  was  confpicuous  on  many  occafions.  This 
drefs  was  a  riding  habit,  as  being  beft  calculated 
for  their  fituation,  and  indeed  the  bell  in  our 
power  to  procure.  Its  fkirt,  or  lower  part,  was 
foon  found  to  be  intended  as  much  for  conceal- 
ment, as  for  warmth  ;  and  in  the  courfe  of  a  very 
fhort  time,  flie  became  fo  perfectly  familiar  to  its 
ufe  in  this  rcfped:,  that  in  going  up  and  down 
the  ladders  that  communicate  with  the  different 
parts  of  the  fliip,  flie  would  take  as  much  care 
not  to  expofe  her  ancles,  as  if  flie  had  been  edu- 
cated by  the  moft  rigid  governefs ;  and  as  this 
was  particularly  obiervablc  in  the  condui^l  of 
Rahchia,  it  is  probable  her  youth  rendered  her 
mere  fufceptible  of  frefii  notions,  and  of  recciv- 
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ing  new  ideas  and  impreflions  from  the  furround- 
ing  obje(?ls,  than  the  more  matured  age  of  her 
friend  Tymarow. 

The  elegance  oiRahe'ma's  figure,  the  regularity 
and  foftnefs  of  her  features,   and   the  delicacy 
which  Ihc  naturally  poiTeflcd,  gave  her  a  fupe- 
riority  in  point  of  perfonal  accomplifliments  over 
the  generality  of  her  fex  amongft  the  Sandwich 
iflanders ;  in  addition  to  which,  her  fcnfibility 
and  turn  of  mind,  her  fweetnefs  of  temper  and 
complacency  of  manners,  were  beyond  any  thing 
that  could  have  been  expeded  from  her  birth,  or 
native  education  ;  fo  that  if  it  were  fair  to  judge 
of  the  difpoiltions  of  a  whole  nation  from  the 
qualities  of  thefe  two  young  women,  it  would 
feem  that  they  are  endued  with  much  afFedion 
and  tendernefs.     At  leaft,  fuch  was  their  deport- 
ment towards  us  ;  by  which  they  gained  the  re- 
gard and  good  wifhes  of,  I  believe,  every  one  on 
board,  whilft  I  became  in  no  fmall  degree  foli- 
citous  for  their  future  happinefs  and  profperity. 

Onehow  being  the  place  of  their  birth  and 

former  refidence,  I  had  promifed  to  fet  them  on 

Ihore  on  that  ifland  ;  but  on  our  arrival  at  Owhy- 

hec,    I  had  underftood  that  the  inhabitants  of 

Onehow   had  almoft  intirely  abandoned  it,   in 

"  nuence  of  the  exccffive  drought  that  had 

onlc.  during  the  laft  fummer;  which  had 

prevailed  .  ^e  total  deftrudion  of  all  its  vcge- 

ncarly  caufcd  t.  •  table 
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table  productions.  Finding  on  my  arri\al  at 
Attowai  this  information  to  have  been  well 
grounded,  I  came  to  a  determination  to  leave  our 
female  friends  at  this  ifland. 

Being  well  aware  that  the  mode  of  living  they 
had  lately  been  conftrained  to  adopt,  and  that 
their  having  eaten  at  mine  and  other  tables  in 
the  company  of  men,  was  an  offence  of  fo  heinous 
a  nature  againft  their  laws  as  to  fubject  them 
both  to  the  punifhment  of  death,  I  took  much 
pains  to  point  out  to  Tifeeree  and  Taw  their  in- 
nocence in  this  refpect ;  and  obtained  from  them 
both  the  ftrongeft  aifuranccs,  that  they  Ihould 
not  be  liable  to  the  lead  injury  on  that  account, 
but  that  on  their  landing  they  fhould  be  imme- 
diately taken  care  of  and  protected. 

Thefc  intreaties  I  enforced  with  Enemo,  in  the 
prefence  of  Rahehia  and  Tymarow,  when  he  was 
on  board  ;  and  had  the  fatisfaction  of  receiving 
from  him  fniiilaralTuranccs  of  his  protection,  not 
only  of  their  perfons,  but  their  property ;  and  that 
whatever  articles  we  might  tlilnk  proper  to  give 
them,  (liould  be  fecured  to  them,  and  no  one 
lliould  be  permitted  to  wreft  or  extort  any  thing 
from  them.  Thefc  aifuranccs  bciivj;  riven  not 
only  by  Eriemo,  but  by  tl:c  reft  of  the  chiefs  then 
prcfcnt,  I  thought  by  the  puvchuie  of  a  houfe 
and  a  fmall  portion  of  land,  to  „,',ci  to  their  future 
n^fpcctability   ui;d  C'VrrJort.     This  Evc^iio  v.ould 
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not  permit  me  to  do,  but  inftantly  directed 
Ocajlicw  to  allot  to  each  of  them  an  eftate  in  his 
newly  acquired  diftrlct  of  Whymea  ;  to  which 
OcaJJicw  with  much  apparent  plcafure  confented. 

The  better  to  make  fure  of  this  donation,  and 
to  fecure  the  permanent  poffeflion  of  it  to  theic 
young  women,  I  defircd  that  the  houfes  and  land 
might  be  given  to  me,  that  the  property  fliould 
be  confidercd  as  veiled  in  me,  and  that  no  pcr- 
fon  whatever  fliould  have  any  right  in  it,  but  by 
my  permlffion  ;  and  that  I  would  allow  Rahe'nia 
and  Tymarow  to  live  upon  the  cftates. 

Matters  having  been  in  this  manner  arranged, 
Ocajhcw  had  gone  on  Ihorc  in  the  morning  to  fix 
upon  the  lands  that  were  to  be  thus  difpofed  of; 
and  about  three  In  the  afternoon  he  returned, 
faying  that  he  had  fixed  upon  two  very  eligible 
fituatioiis  adjoining  to  each  other,  which  if  I  ap- 
proved Ihould  be  mine  ;  if  not,  I  was  at  liberty 
to  make  choice  of  any  other  part  of  the  diftrlct 
I  might  think  more  proper.  In  confcquence  of 
this  offer,  I  attended  him  on  Ihore,  accompanied 
by  fome  of  the  officers  and  our  two  females,  who 
had  received  fuch  an  affortment  of  articles  from 
us,  as  were  deemed  fufficlent  to  make  them  re- 
fpectable,  without  exciting  the  envy  of  the  chiefs 
or  their  neighbours. 

We  found  the  fituation  propofed  by  OeaJJieiv 
to  l:c  a 'very  large  portion  of  the  fertile  valley, 
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noticed  on  our  former  vifit  on  the  weftcrn  fide 
of  the  river,  commencing  at  the  fea  beach,  and 
extending  along  the  banks  of  the  river  to  a  cer- 
tain eftablifhed  landmark,  including  a  very  cou- 
fiderablc  extent  of  the  inland  mountainous  coun- 
try.  The  contiguity  of  theic  cllates  to  the  com- 
merce of  all  the  Europeans  who  vifit  this  ifland, 
and  the  territory  which  it  comprehended,  was  in 
value  fo  far  above  our  moft   ianguine   cxpe^^ta- 
tions,  that  I  was  led  to  fufpc<il  the  fmcerity  of 
the  intended  donation.     But  to  this  we  became 
reconciled,  from  the  proteftations  of  the  chief 
himfelf,  as  alfo  from  the  univerfal  declaration  of 
many  of  the  natives  who  had  accompanied  us, 
and  who  aiTerted  that  Ocajlicw  really  intended 
thus  to  difpofe  of  the  land  in  queftion ;  to  which 
he  added  the  moll  folcmn   aifurances   that   he 
would  prote^l  them  in  the  poireliion  of  it ;   to- 
gether with   their   canoes,  and   all    the  articles 
they  had  brought   with   them  from   the   Ihip  ; 
which  declarations  feemcd  perfectly  to  fatisfy  the 
young  women,  that  they  would  be  put  into  pof- 
feffion  of  thcfe  eflates ;  and  that  their  pcrfons 
and  property  would  be  protc6led   according   to 
the  alfiirances  we  had  now  received. 

A  long  eilablilhed  line  of  divifion,  formed  by 
trees  and  a  common  road,  feparated  the  two 
eltates.  The  lower  one  nearcll  the  fea,  which 
"Vvas  the  mod  extenfive,  was  allotted  to  Raheina^ 
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the  other  to  Tymarow  ;  each  of  which  they  rc- 
fpcdlvcly  took  poiVcirion  of,  and  in  the  warmeft 
and  moll  grateful  terms  acknowledged  the  obli- 
gations they  were  under,  for  this  hift  mark  of 
our  attention  to  their  future  happinefs ;  and  for 
the  fricndlhip  and  kindnefs  tliey  had  experienced 
during  their  rcfidence  amorigrt  us.  They  at- 
tciiucd  US  to  the  beach,  where  th^y  took  an  af- 
fedi.  liati  h.isr,  ;!nd  \\v  ^iil.uked  tor  the  Ihip, 
leaving  iu^a\  lo  ni<j(iirf''e  on  tlieir  new  fituation, 
and  the  various  turns  of  Inrtune  that  had  con- 
fpired  to  place  them  in  iuch  comfortable  cir- 
cumftances. 

On  my  arrival  on  board,  I  found  our  friends 
who  had  been  employed  in  procuring  us  fupplics 
had   returned    with     little    fuccefs.     Seventeen 
middling  lizcd  hogs,  a  few  potatoes,  and  fomc 
taro,  without  any  yams,  was  the  whole  amount 
of  their  collci'^ion.  Our  ftock  of  water  was  com- 
pletely repleiriihed  ;  and  being  latisfied  from  the 
report  of  the  chiefs  that  no  additional  c|u(uitity 
of  provifions  was  to  be  had  at  this  ifland,  i  in- 
formed them  that  we  fhonld  depart  the  fliil  fa- 
vorable opportunity.     Tlicy   encjuircd   if  I   in- 
tended to  vifit  the  north  fide,  as  Voorcy  and  Too 
would  in  that  cale  continue  on   board  for  the 
purpofe  of  aiiifting  us  in  procuring  iome  yams, 
which  they  find  were  more  plentiful  there  than 
on  the  fouth  fide  of  the  illand  ;  but  as  nothing 
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Icfs  than  a  very  tempting  opportunity  would 
have  induced  me  to  go  thither,  I  declined  giving 
them  further  trouble,  and  having  prefcntcd  them 
with  fuch  articles  as  their  fcrviccs  and  the  occa- 
{lon  demanded,  they  took  tl>cir  leave,  with  ex- 
preffions  of  the  highcft  fatisfadlion,  promifing  to 
pay  every  attention,  and  afford  all  poffible  aflift- 
ance  and  protcAion,  to  their  countrywomen 
whom  we  had  jufl  landed,  and  in  whofe  future 
happinefs  and  welfare  they  knew  we  had  great 
intereft. 

A  light  breeze  of  wind  fpringing  up  from  the 
land,  about  ten  at  night  wc  put  to  fca  and  flood 
to  the  weftward,  to  take  the  advantage  of  the 
fouth-weftcrly  winds,  which  we  were  led  to  be- 
lieve prevailed  generally  at  this  feafon  of  the 
year. 

On  Saturday  morning  the  20th,  Attowai  bore 
by  compafs  from  N.  20  E.  to  S.  'J7  E.;  Onchow, 
S.  04  W.  to  S.  Sf)  W.  ;  and  Orcchooa,  weft. 
But,  inftcad  of  the  promifcd  fouth-wcft  wind, 
wc  were  met  by  a  ficlli  trade  wind  from  the 
north-call.  As  this  circumftancc  precluded  our 
making  a  fpccdy  furvcy  of  the  north  fide  of  the 
ifland,  1  ^avc  up  that  objcft  for  the  prcfcnt. 

A  report  lia\  ing  prevailed  that  Captain  Cook 
had  crroncoufly  fcparated  Orcc-hooPi  from  Onc- 
how, it  bcine  aflerteu  that  tbe  inhabitants  walked 
from  one  place  to  tlie  wthcr  ;  and  that  Captain 
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Klnc-  had  been  milinformcd  as  to  the  number  of 
inhabitants  bcinii;  tour  thoufimd.  As  thcfe  fads 
could  be  caiily  ulccrtaincd,  wc  llecrcd  over  Ibr 
Oreehooa,  and  ^jaiVcd  within  a  quarter  or  half  a 
mile  of  its  Ihorcs.  It  was  foon  proved  that 
Orechooa  is  pulitivcly  Separated  from  Onehow  by 
a  ( hanncl  about  a  mile  in  breadth  ;  and  though 
the  depth  of  the  ica  appeared  by  its  colour  to  be 
irregular,  it  was  manifellly  far  too  deep  for  people 
to  walk  acrofs  from  one  ifland  to  the  other.  As 
this  channel  lies  immediately  open,  and  is  cx- 
pofed  to  the  whole  force  and  influence  of  the 
trade  wind,  and  the  fwell  of  the  fea  confequent 
upon  it,  (neither  of  which  were  very  moderate 
at  the  time  of  our  examination,)  it  is  natural  to 
infer,  that  if  the  channel  did  admit  of  foot  paf- 
fengcrs  croffing  it,  the  caufcway  would  have 
been  vifiblc  above  the  furface  of  the  water ;  or, 
from  the  violence  with  which  the  fea  broke  on 
the  contiguous  fliores,  that  it  certainly  would 
have  broken  over  a  fpacc  fo  fballow,  as  to  allow 
people  to  pafs  and  rcpafs  on  foot ;  but  the  fea 
did  not  break  in  any  part  of  the  channel,  which, 
on  the  contrary,  fcenied  to  be  nearly  of  a  fuffi- 
cient  depth  to  udmif  of  a  pad'age  for  the  Dif- 
covcry.  With  refped:  to  the  population,  Cap- 
tain King  mult  doubtlcfs  have  been  led  into  an 
error.  The  iHapd  of  Orechooa  is  of  very  fmall 
extent,  and  wholly  compofed  of  one  rugged, 
^  naked, 
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naked,  U.rrcn  rock,  to  all  appearance  deftitutc 
of  foil,  and  pri  Tenting  no  indication  of  its  being, 
or  havinii;  ever  beeu  the  rcfidcncc  of  human 
creatures, 

Having  completely  fatisficd  our  minds  in  thefc 
rcfpeds,  we  hauled  our  wind  to  the  north- weft, 
and  with  all  fails  fet,  we  bade  adieu  to  the  Sand- 
wich iflands  for  the  prefent,  and  made  the  beft 
of  our  way  towards  Nootka.

SECOND  VISIT  TO  THE  NORTH  ;  SURVEY  OP  THE  AME- 
RICAN COAST  FROM  FITZUUGh's  SOUND  TO  CAPE 
DECISION  ;  AND  FROM  MO^'TERREY  TO  THE  SOUTH- 
ERN EXTENT  OP  OUli  INTENDED  INVESTIGATION.

CHAPTER  I. 

Paffage  towards  the  CoaJ}  of  Ajficrica — Anchor  in 
Trinidad  Bay — Defer ipf ion  of  the  Biiy,  its  hi- 
hahitants,  &c,  &c. — Arrival  at  Nooika — Quit 
Nootka,  and  proceed  to  the  Northward — Join  the 
Chatham  in  Fit'zJiugJis  Sound. 

WE  took  our  departure  from  the  Sandwich 
iflands  on  Saturday  the  30th  of  March, 
with  the  trade  wind  blowing  principally  from 
the  N.  N.  E.  and  N.  E.  accompanied  by  very 
pleafant  weather;  and  in  one  week  afterwards, 
Saturday  the  6th  of  April,  we  reached  the  variable 
winds,  having  a  hght breeze  from  the  fouthward, 
with  which  we  (leered  N.  by  E. ;  our  obferved 
latitude  at  this  time  was  30°  35^  longitude  by 
JCendall's  chronometer,  197'20^  Arnold's  No. 
14,  igO'^srl'',  No.  1/(3.  i97°42',andEarn(liaw's, 
igO'^S/l''.  The  variation  of  the  compafs  was 
IS*"  'if/,  caftwardly. 

Since 
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Since  our  leaving  the  iflands,  I  obicrved  a  very 
extraordinary  rife  and  fall  of  the  mercury  in  the 
barometer.      Early   in   the    morning   it  would 
be  three  or  four  tenths  of  an  inch  higher  than 
at  noon ;  its  mean  height  at  that  time  of  the 
day  being  30.  38,  varying  only  from  30.  43,  to 
30.  34  ;  whereas  in  the  morning  it  would  ftand  at 
30.  70  ;  it  did  not  regularly  dcfcend,  but  fludu- 
ated  until  it  fettled  as  above  ftated.     This  day, 
however,  it  gradually  fell  from  30.  40,  its  point 
at  the  preceding  noon,  to  30.  27,  without  any 
fluduation  whatever.     As  there  was  no  fenfible 
alteration  in  the  ftate  of  the  atmofphcre,  nor  any 
vifible  indication  of  a  change  in  the  weather,  I 
was  at  a  lofs  to  account  for  this  deviation  ;  lince 
the  inftrument  did  not  appear  to  have  received 
any  injury. 

Some  few  fmall  albatroffcs  and  petrels  had 
lately  been  feen  about  the  ihip ;  and  in  the 
morning  of  Sunday  the  7th,  the  wind  lliifted 
fuddenly  to  the  north- weft,  attended  with  fqualls 
and  rain,  which  produced  a  confiderable  altera- 
tion in  our  climate.  TIic  thermometer  now  fell 
from  73  at  noon  in  the  former  day,  to  59  this 
day  at  twelve  o'clock. 

Our  pork  and  other  rcfrcfliments,  procured  at 
the  Sandwich  illnnd^,  bcinp;  al!  expended,  the  re- 
gular provifions  were  now  i'erved,  with  portable 
foup  five  times  a  v/cck  in  the  peas  for  dinner,  and 
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three  times  a  week  in  the  wheat  for  breakfaft, 
with  a  due  proportion  of  four  krout.  On  our 
former  pal'":i8;e  to  the  northward,  I  had  been  lefs 
prodigal  of  tlicfc  healthy  articles,  under  the  fear 
that  fome  ac  '^nt  had  befallen  the  expelled 
{tore  fhip  ;  but,  a.  -r  {lock  was  now  repleniflied, 
I  ordered  a  double  quautity  to  be  regularly  ferved, 
that  we  might  prcferve  the  excellent  ftate  of 
health  we  had  all  acquired  by  the  refrelliments 
we  had  procured  in  New  Albion,  and  at  the 
Sandwich  iilands.  The  general  ftate  of  health 
on  board  both  veffels,  on  our  return  to  the  fouth- 
ward  la{l  autumn,  clearly  convinced  mc,  that  too 
much  nourifhina;  and  wholefome  food  cannot  be 
given  to  people  employed  on  fuch  arduous  fer- 
viccs,  as  thofc  in  which  wc  were  engaged. 

A  fmall  flock  of  curlews,  or  fome  fuch  coafting 
birds,  with  feveral  others  of  the  petrel  tribe,  were 
about  the  Ihip :  on  Monday  the  8th  wc  alfo  faw 
feveral  whales,  and  palTed  through  a  large  quan- 
tity of  the  mcdufa  villllia.  Our  obferved  latitude 
was  33^  4\  longitude  b)-  Kendall's  chronometer, 
201^44';  by  Arnold's  No.  14,  200-'3;-y;  Ar- 
nold's No.  1  70,  201*'  'JiY ;  and  Earnlhavv's,  200^ 
18^  The  wind,  though  generally  moderate,  was 
very  variable,  as  well  in  force  as  in  dired:ion. 
The  weatlicr  gloomy,  with  fome  lain  ;  the  air 
Iliarp  and  unplcafant.  Wc  however  made  a  to- 
lerably good  progrefs;  and  on  Saturday  the  13tli,

at  noon,  had  reached  the  latitude  of  35"  2/'',  lon- 
gitude by  Kendall's  chronometer,  2oy"  2 2 A' ; 
Arnold's  No.  14,  208'' 5/';  Arnolds  No.  17(3, 
210^  1^ ;  and  Earnfliaw's,  208*^  45l';  in  this  lltu- 
ation  we  were  vifitcd  by  fomc  flocks  of  coaltlng 
birds,  with  alhatroflcs,  and  fomc  variety  of  the 
petrel  tribe.  The  fea  was  covered  with  abun- 
dance of  the  medufa  villilia,  but  we  had  not 
lately  feen  many  whales.  In  the  courfe  of  the 
night  we  pafl'ed  over  a  part  of  that  fpacc,  where 
Mr.  Meares  ftates  that  Mr.  Douglas,  of  the  Iphi- 
genia,  in  two  different  paflages,  found  the  com- 
pafs  fo  affected,  by  flying  about  four  or  five  points 
in  a  moment,  as  to  make  it  impoff'blc  to  ftccr 
the  fliip  by  it.  We  however  met  with  no  phas- 
nomenon  of  that  nature,  cither  now,  or  at  any 
former  period  of  our  vo}u;;C,  unlcfs  when  the 
violence  of  the  wind  and  fed  produced  fuch  an 
agitation,  as  to  render  it  utter i  impoffiblc  that 
any  machine  of  that  fort  could  r  main  flcady. 

The  wind  remaining  in  the  m.th-wcfl:  quar- 
ter, and  the  Iky  obfcured  in  one  r  intinual  dcnfe 
haze,  or  dark  heavy  gloom,occafiont  I  the  weather 
to  be  damp,  chilly,  and  unpleafmt,  The  ther- 
mometer fluduatcd  between  52  and  r)5;  the  baro- 
meter, though  not  altogether  regular,  was  more 
uniform  than  it  had  lately  been,  being  on  an  ave- 
rage about  .SO.  30.  Tuefday  ]  0th,  on  winding  up 
Earnfliaw's  watch,  it  fl:oppcd  ;  but  on  applying  a 
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little  gentl':  horizontal  motion,  it  went  again,  after 
(topping  about  two  minutes  and  a  half;  I  was 
much  concerned  at  this  unexpected  circumftance, 
having  hitherto  found  this  excellent  piece  of 
workmanfhip  to  be  highly  intitled  to  our  praife. 

Though  we  were  now  in  a  much  more  weftern 
fituation,  we  were  advanced  as  far  to  the  north 
as  we  were  on  the  lOth  of  April,  1792;  and 
having  no  objed:  to  lead  us  to  the  coaft  between 
this  parallel  and  our  appointed  rendezvous  at 
Nootka,  then  lying  from  us  N.  47  E.  at  the  dif- 
tancc  of  31 2  leagues,  we  had  reafon  to  expecH:  we 
Ihould  be  at  that  port  as  foon  as  could  be  necef- 
fliry  for  refuming  the  examination  of  the  conti- 
nent to  the  northward  from  Fitzhugh*s  found, 
whence  we  had  taken  our  departure  in  the  month 
of  laft  Auguft.  The  oblerved  latitude  was  38° 
58'',  longitude  according  to  Kendalfs  chronome- 
ter, 2 17"  40^'',  Arnold's  No.  14,  217^  19^^  Ar- 
nold's No.  i;0,  218°  3H^  Many  of  the  me- 
dufa  villilia  were  ftill  about  the  ihip ;  a  heavy 
fwcll  rolled  from  the  north-weftward  ;  fomc  few 
oceanic  birds  were  feen,  but  not  any  whales. 

After  the  weather  had  been  calm,  or  nearly  fo, 
during  the  greater  part  of  Wcdncday  the  1  7th, 
and  Thurfday  the  l8lh,  the  wind  fixed  in  the 
northern  board,  and  varied  little  between  N.N.E. 
and  N.  bv  W.  This  obli{!;ed  us  to  ftand  to  the 
cuilward,  ;ind  I  was   not  without   hope,  that  in 
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cafe  it  fliould  continue  fo  until  we  made  the  coail 
of  New  Albion,  we  fhould  there  have  more  fa- 
vorable opportunities  of  advancing  to  the  north- 
ward. This  opinion  was  founded  on  the  expe- 
rience wc  derived  the  laft  fpring,  when  clofc  in 
with  its  ihores. 

A  continuat!'  ;i  of  tlie  fame  gloomy  unpleafant 
weather  Hill  r.Ltendcd  us,  with  an  increafe  of  wind 
that  fomctimes  obliged  us  to  take  in  the  third 
reefs  in  our  topfails.     The  crofs-jack  yard  having 
been  carried  away,  it  was  replaced  on  Monday  the 
2 2d  by  a  fpare  maintop-fail  yard.     At  this  time 
wc  were  rendered  very  uncomfortable  by  the  in- 
cteafmg  from  two  or  three  inches  to  vipwards  of 
a  foot  per  hour  of  a  leak  that  had  been  difcovercd 
a  few  days  after  we  had  left  the  Sandwich  iflands, 
and  had  been  fufpe<fted  to  have  arifen  from  fome 
defed:  in  the  bows ;  the  water  in  this  quantity 
had  not  only  tbund  its  way  into  the  well,  but 
had  alfo  filled  the  coal  hole  up  to  the  deck,  which 
could  fcarcely  be  kept  under  by  conftant  baling, 
and  from  thence  had  reached  the  magazine,  where 
I  was  apprehenfive  fome  of  the  powder  might 
receive  material  damage.     At  noon  our  obfervcd 
latitude  was    38*^  5-1";   londtude  by   Kcndalfs 
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chronometer,  228''  21'';  Arnold's  No.  1-1,  228^ 
8';  and  No.  1  7O,  'l'2^f  25'. 

The  jib-boom  and  forctop-gallant-muil:  were, 
the  next  morning,  Tuelday  the  23d,  carrid  away, 
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and  at  day-light  the  foretop-maft  crofs  tree  was 
alfo  found  broken  ;  thefe  were  immediately  re- 
placed ;  and  the  fame  unfavorable  winds  and  un- 
pleafant  weather  ftill  continued ;  which,  how- 
ever, brought  us,  on  the  evening  of  Friday  the 
20th,  within  fight  of  cape  Mendocino,  bearing 
by  compafs  N.  E.  by  N.  feven  or  eight  leagues 
diftant.  The  leak  in  the  fhip's  bows,  though 
daily  increafmg  when  the  wind  blew  ftrong,  we 
had  every  reafon  to  believe  was  above  water,  as 
in  light  winds  no  ill  efFeds  were  produced  from 
it,  and  therefore  no  material  confcqucnces  were 
apprehended. 

It  may  not  be  improper  to  notice,  that  we 
found  the   medufa  villilia,   though  not  without 
fome  intervals  of  clear  fpaces,  exifting  on  the  fur- 
face  of  the  ocean  from  the  place  where  they  were 
firft  obferved  on  the  8th  of  this  month,  to  within 
about  40  leagues  of  our  then  fituation.    At  eight 
in  the  eveninar  we  tacked  and  ftood  off  the  land. 
The  wind  at  N.  W.  by  N.  increafed  very  much; 
but  as  the  ica  was  fmooth,   I  was  flattered  with 
the  hope  of  making  fome  progrcis  by  turning  to 
windward  along  the  fhore,  and  tacking  occafion- 
ally  as  advantages  were  prcfcntcd.     The  oblervcd 
latitude  at  noon  the  next  day,  Saturday  the  27th, 
was  3(/^  5i',  fo   that  we  had  gained  only  four 
leairucs  to  the  north-ward  in  2  *  hvjur.'^* 

The  land  was  not  in  fight,  nor  could  we  ob- 
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tain  any  obfervations  for  the  chronometers.  On 
winding  them  up,  it  appeared  that  Earnfliaw's 
had  intirely  flopped  about  eight  hours  after  it 
was  wound  up  the  preceding  day.  I  repeated 
my  efforts  to  put  it  again  in  motion,  but  did  not 
fucceed  ;  and  as  its  cafes  were  fecured  by  a  fcrew, 
to  which  there  was  no  correfponding  lever  in  the 
box  that  contained  it,  I  concluded  that  in  the 
event  of  any  accident,  it  was  Mr.  Earnfliaw's 
wifli  that  no  attempt  fliould  be  made  to  remedy 
it ;  it  was  therefore  left  for  the  examination  and 
repair  of  its  ingenious  maker.  I  had  for  fo  le 
time  fufpc<5lcd  fomething  was  wrong  in  this  ex- 
cellent little  Vvatch.  On  its  firfh  cominj:;;  on 
board  it  beat  mud;  louder  than  any  of  the  others, 
and  fo  continued  until  we  quitted  the  Sandwich 
iflands,  when  it  gradually  decrcafed  in  its  tone 
until  it  became  weaker  than  any  of  them  ;  from 
whence  I  was  led  to  conjediure,  that  probably 
too  much  oil  had  been  originally  applied,  which 
was  now  congealed,  and  clogged  the  works. 

V/e  contihucd  to  ply  with  adverfe  winds  to 
little  effed.  On  Monday  the  2yth,  we  had  only 
reached  the  latitude  of -JO'^  1(7.  The  wxather  was 
ferene  and  pleafant,  and  although  the  thermo- 
meter flood  at  55^  the  air  was  fliarp.  The  pro- 
montories of  cape  Mendocino  bore  by  compafs, 
at  four  in  the  afternoon,  from  E.  to  N.  25  E. ; 
this,  agreeably  to  the  fituation  affigned  to  thofe 
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points  on  our  tormer  vifits,   placed  the  fhip  in 
latitude  40    22',  and  in  longitude  235°  42'.  Our 
obfcrvations  placed  the  Ihip  at  this  time  in  lati- 
tude 40*^  2)^,  longitude  by   Kendall's  chrono- 
meter,  234'  2C/  15",  Arnold's  No.  14,   234''  14' 
45",  and   by   his  No.  1 7<1,    231)"  4^;   hence,  ac- 
cording to  their  rates  as  fettled  at  Karakakooa, 
Kendall's  appeared  to  be  1^21'  \5",  and  Arnold's 
No.  14,  to  be  1^2/'  15",  to  the  weftvNard  of  the 
truth  ;  and  No.  1  ;0,   22'  to  the  eallward  ot"  the 
truth.     The   variation   ot'  the  compafs  was  1(J" 
2c/,  caflwardly.    Such  had  been  the  very  gloomy 
and  unplcafant  weather  during  the  whole  of  this 
pafTage  as  to  preclude  our  making  any  lunar  ob- 
fcrvations that  might  have  tended  either  to  cor- 
rcft,  or  fubftantiate  the  errors  of  the  chronome- 
ters.    In  the  evening  the  fky  was  again  ovcrcaft, 
the  weather  unplealant,  and  the  wind  moltly  at 
N.  N.  W.  attended  by  fomc  fogs,  continued  the 
two  following  days. 

On  Thuriday  the  2d  of  May,  in  the  morning, 
the  weather  was  for  fome  time  calm,  and  there 
were  other  indications  of  an  alteration  in  the 
wind ;  thovigh  the  heavy  fwell  that  continued 
from  the  northward,  and  the  fliarpnefs  of  the  air, 
were  unfavorable  to  fuch  wifhes.  At  noon  we 
had  reached  the  latitude  only  of  4 1^2'.  The 
land  was  in  fight,  but  was  fo  covered  with 
haze,  that  its  parts  could  not  be  diftindtly  dif- 
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ccrncd.  The  northerly  whi*'  ^oon  returned ; 
with  this  wc  ftood  for  the  land,  iuid  fetched  it  a 
few  miles  to  the  fouthward  of  Rocky  point ;  jull 
at  the  fpot  difl'ovcred  by  the  Spaniiirds  in  Sen' 
Quadra's  expedition  to  this  coail  in  the  }e;ir 
1775,  which  they  named  Porto  c^c  la  Trinidad. 
Accordin^5  to  the  delLTi{>tion  of  this  place  in  the 
Annual  Bcgiftcr  for  the  year  1781,  tranllated 
from  the  journal  of  Don  Francifco  Maurelli,  who 
was  one  of  the  pilots  on  that  expedition,  and 
given  to  the  puh/lic  by  the  Hon,  Daines  Barring- 
ton,  it  appeared  to  be  an  eligible  place  for  fliij)- 
ping  ;  but  as  vnc  had  palled  it  before  unnoticed 
as  a  port,  I  was  defirous  of  being  better  acquaint- 
ed with  it  on  the  prcfcnc  occai'.on.  Our  tardy 
paflage  had  greatly  c::haulled  oiu-  wood  and 
water,  w  hich  was  a  further  inducement  for  flop- 
ping, efpccially  as  there  was  nr)t  tlie  moll:  dlltant 
profpeCl  of  any  favorable  alteration  in  the  wind. 

About  fix  in  the  e\cnin<:i;  wc  anchored  in  e)^?;ht 
fathoms  water,  dark  landv  bottom,  in  Forto  de 
la  Trinidad.  Our  ftation  hcri'  was  in  a  llnall 
open  bay  or  cove ;  very  much  expofed,  and 
bounded  by  detached  rocks  lying  at  a  little  diftance 
from  the  fliore.  When  moored,  the  beariof-rs 
from  the  fliip  were  a  high,  ftccp,  rounding,  rocky 
head  land,  projecling  a  fmall  dillance  from  the 
general  line  of  the  fhore  into  the  ocean,  forming 
by  that  means  the  bay.     This  \^  as  the  northern- 
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moft  land  in  fight,  nnrl  bore  by  compafs  N.  7''>  W. 
diihmt  about  three  quarters  of  a  mile  ;  a  high 
round  barren  rock,  made  white  by  the  dung  of 
Tea  ibwl,  between  wliieh  and  the  above  head 
land  wc  had  entered  the  bay  ;  S.  50  W.  at  the 
like  diftancc  ;  the  hii^h  diftant  land  of  cape  Men- 
docino, the  fouthernmofl  land  in  fight,  fouth  ;  a 
rugged  rocky  point  forming  the  l()uth-caft  point 
of  the  bay,  S.  02  E.  diilant  one  mile  and  a  half; 
and  the  ncarcft  flioiK:  north-call,  about  half  a  mile 
from  us. 

We  had  not  been  long  anclun'cd  before  wc 
were  vifited  by  two  of  the  natives  in  a  canoe; 
they  approached  us  with  confidence,  and  feemed 
to  be  friendly  difpofed.  In  exchange  for  a  few- 
arrows,  and  other  trivial  articles,  they  received 
feme  iron  ;  w  ith  this  they  returned  highly  pleafed 
to  the  (horc ;  and  after  dark,  another  party  fol- 
lowed their  example.  Thefe  came  with  a  large 
fire  in  their  canoe ;  two  of  them  ventured  on 
board,  but  could  not  be  tempted  to  defcend  be- 
low the  deck,  by  any  prefents  which  were  offered 
to  them  for  that  purpofc  ;  thefe,  however,  con- 
fided of  articles  for  the  poill'flion  of  which  they 
appeared  to  manifeft  fo  earneft  a  defire,  that  they 
eafily  obtained  them  without  ■violence  to  their 
inclinations,  and  departed,  feemingly  much  fa- 
tisfied  with  their  vifit. 

The  next  morning,  Friday  the  3d,  I  went  on 
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ihorc  with  a  guard  of  murines,  and  a  worl  is  j^ 
purty,  ill  icarch  ot'  vvocl  and  water ;  lliclc  w  rxi 
found  conveniently  fituatcd  a  little  to  tlu  lv>uth- 
ward  of  a  fmall  Indian  villarrc.  The  Iiindinir  was 
tolerably  good,  being  williin  fcvcral  rocks,  which 
lie  a  little  way  from  the  Ihorc,  and  greatly  pro- 
tect the.  beach  from  the  violence  of  the  furf,  caufed 
by  the  north-well:  i'vvelh  that  breaks  with  trreat 
force  on  all  parts  of  thii  conil. 

Moll  of  the  inhabitants  uf  the  village  were  .".1d- 
fent  in  their  canoes,  trading  alongfide  the  Ihip, 
leaving  a  few  old  women  only  to  attend  us  ; 
thefe,  after  fetting  our  people  to  work,  I  accom- 
panied to  their  habitations,  which  confiiled  of 
five  houfes  built  of  plank,  rutlcly  wrought  like 
thofc  of  Nootkri,  neither  wind  nor  water  tight; 
but  n(jt  exadly  in  tluit  falhujri  ;  every  one  of 
thei'e  houfes  bein.<i;  detached  at  a  fmall  dilhincc 
from  each  other,  and  in  no  rctiuku*  ortier  :  nor 
are  their  roofs  horizontal  like  thofe  at  Xootka, 
but  rii'e  with  a  in\:\\]  dca;ree  of  elevation  to  a  rid<2:c 
in  the  nViddle,  and  of  courfe  arc  better  calculated 
for  carrying  off  the  raiii.  Tiic  upright  boards 
forming  the  iides  aiul  ends  of  the  hou1e  are  not 
joined  dole  enough  to  exelwde  the  v\eather,  the 
vacancies  are  fiHed  i:p  with  fern  leaves  and  liiiall 
branches  of  pine  trees.  The  entrance  is  a  round 
hole  in  one  corner  of  the  houle  elole  to  « 'le 
ground,  where   witn  diihculty  a  grown  perfbn 
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can  fiiHi  rulm^Ltancc;  I  tuund  this  fo  unplcafiint 
in  two  iuCtanccs,  that  I  declined  fatistying  my 
curiofity  any  I'uithcr  than  could  be  done  by  re- 
moving the  materials  that  filled  up  the  interftices. 
Four  of  thcfc  houfcs  fecmed  to  have  been  recently 
built,  and  were  on  a  level  wilh  the  ground.  Thefc 
appeared  to  be  calculated  for  two  families  of  fix 
or  feven  pcrfons  each  ;  the  other,  which  was 
fniall -r  and  nearly  halt' under  ground,  I  fuppofed 
to  be  the  refidence  of  one  family,  making  the 
villa;i;c  aecordinii  to  this  ellimate  to  contain  about 
fixty  pcrfons.  To  the  matrons  of  thefe  rude  ha- 
bitations, I  diftributed  f)me  nails,  beads,  and 
otiicr  tri\ial  matters,  who  in  return,  infilled  on 
my  accepting  fome  muiclcs  of  a  very  large  fizc, 
which  they  candidly  acknov.ledged  were  the  only 
thinfifs  they  had  to  offer.  After  rc-vifitinir  our 
party  at  work,  who  were  proceeding  with  much 
d!f[)atch,  I  left  them  under  the  care  of  Mr.  Swainc 
and  returned  on  board,  where  I  found  our  few 
Indian  vifitors  tradin  r  in  a  very  honeil  and  civil 
manner.  Their  merchandize  confif^ed  of  bows, 
arrows,  f  )mc  very  inferior  fea  otter  ilvins,  with  a 
icanty  fupply  of  fardinias,  fmall  herrings,  antl 
Ibme  flat  iilli.  Their  numbers  durinji  the  fore- 
noon  feemcd  to  multiply  from  all  cpiartcrs,  par- 
ticularly from  the  fouthvvard,  from  whence  they 
arrived  both  l)v  land  and  in  their  canoes,  Thefc 
peoiJe  fecmed  to  have  aifemblcd  in  confec[ucnce 

of 
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of  li^nals  that  had  been  made  the  preceding  even- 
ing, Toon  after  the  hill  party  returned  to  the 
ihore.  A  fire  had  been  then  rrvadc,  and  was  an- 
fwcrcd  hy  another  to  the  (buthward  on  a  hij.di 
rock  in  the  bay  ;  the  lUme  fignal  was  repeated  in 
tlie  morning,  and  again  anfvvcred  to  the  foutli- 
ward.  I 

Whild  wc  were  thut;  engaged  in  f'uppiying  our 
wants,  Mr.  Whidhcy  was  employed  in  founding 
and  taking  a  iketch  of  the  bay. 

The  weather  \\as  cloudy  and  rainy  durii.g  a 
few  hours  in  the  middle  of  the  day,  and  contrary 
to  fxpediation  the  night  brought  with  it  no  land 
v\  ind  ;  but  as  the  relc  of  the  twenty-four  l;our:i 
was  perfeolly  calm,  we  had  }u>i)es  th  it  u  ilfor- 
able  chani:;e  was  at  b.and.  We  v. ere  however 
again  difippolnted,  as  towards  noon  on  Saturday 
the  4th,  the  wind  returned  to  us  from  its  former 
quarter. 

Fewof  tjje  natives  vifited  the  lliip,  though  the 
party  on  Ihore  had  the  compan}'  of  more  than  a 
hundred.  The  number  of  tiie  inhabitants  be- 
longing to  the  village  f'.^cmed  to  be  about  fixty ; 
the  othv'rs,  who  caitic  iVom  the  ibathvvard,  were 
all  armed  with  hows  and  arrows.  Tiicfe  they 
at  fird  kept  in  constant  readincfs  for  aclion,  and 
would  not  (hj'pole  of  them,  nor  even  allow  of 
their  being  examined  by  our  people.  They  feated 
themfl'lves  together,  at  a  diftance  from  our  nearer 
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neighbours,  which  indicated  them  to  be  under  a 
different  authority  ;  at  length  however  they  be- 
came more  docile  and  familiar,  and  offered  for 
fale  fome  of  their  bows,  arrows,  and  fea  otter 
Ikins.  The  bow  and  arrow  were  the  only  wea- 
pon thefj  people  appeared  to  pollefs.  Their  ar- 
rows were  made  very  neatly,  pointed  with  bone, 
agate,  or  common  fiint ;  we  faw  neither  copper 
nor  iron  appropriated  to  that  purpofe ;  and  they 
had  knives  alfo  made  of  the  fame  materials. 

In  the  afternoon  we  had  taken  on  board  about 
twenty-two  tons  of  water,  and  as  much  wood  as 
we  thought  requilite.  With  a  light  northerly 
breeze  we  unmoored,  but  in  weighing  our  fmall 
bower,  the  cable,  that  was  afterwards  found  to 
be  exceffivclv  rotten,  broke  near  the  clench  of 
the  anchor  ;  this  obliged  us  to  let  go  the  beft 
bower,  until  we  fliould  recover  the  other  ;  and 
by  the  time  this  fervice  was  pertbrmed  it  w^as 
again  calm,  and  we  were  under  the  necefTity  of 
remaining  in  this  uncomlortable  expofcd  fituation 
another  night,  and  until  eight  o'clock  in  the 
morning  of  Sunday  the  .'ith  ;  when,  although 
the  fame  adverfe  winds  flill  prevailed  from  the 
N.  W.  by  N.,  we  flood  to  fea,  without  the  Icafl 
regret  at  quitting  a  ftation  that  I  confidcred  as  a 
very  unproteded  and  unfafe  roadflcad  for  fl)lp- 
pirtg. 

How  far  the  place  we  had  quitted  is  deferving 
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the  denomination  of  a  port,  I  (liall  not  take  upon 
me  exa(5lly  to  determine  ;  but  in  the  language  of 
mariners  It  can  In  no  rcfped:  be  confidered  as  a 
fafc  retreat  for  fliius ;  not  even  the  ftatlon  occu- 
pied  by  the  Spaniards,  which  I  conceived  to  be 
ciofe  up  In  the  N.  N.  W.  part  of  the   bay,  be- 
tween the  main  and  a  detached  rock  lying  from 
the  head  land,  tliat  forms  the  north -well  point 
of  the  bay,  N.  72  E.  about  half  a   mile   dillnnt. 
There,  two  or  three  vcflcls  moored  head   and 
llcrn   may  lie  in  fix  and  leven   fathoms  water, 
fandy  bottom.    The  point  above-mentioned  will 
then  bear  by  compafs  S.  VV. ;  and  the  rocks  ly- 
ing ofi'  the  fouth-eaft  point  of  the  bay,  S,  50  E. 
Between  thcfe  points  of  the  compafs,  It  is  ilill 
cxpofed  to  the  whole  fury  and  violence  of  tho/e 
winds,  which,  on  our  return  to  the  fouthward 
the  preceding  autumn,  blew  InccJantly  in  ftorms; 
and  when  we   approached  the  fliorcs,  were  al- 
ways obferved  to  take  the  dliedlon  of  the  parti- 
cular part  of  tlic  coalt:  we  were   near.     Under 
theic  circumlhinces,  even  that  anchorage,  though 
the  moil  flieltcrcd  one  the  place  affords,  will  be 
found   to  be  greatly  expoled  to   the  violence   of 
thcfc   for.tlicMi   blails,    which    not  only   prevail 
during  tlic  molt  [)ait  of  the  winter  feafons,  but 
continued  to  blow  very  hard  in  the  courfe  of  the 
preceding  fumincr.      Should  a  veffel  part  cables, 
or  be  driven  from  this  anchoraw,  Ibe  mull  in- 
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ftantly  be  thrown  on  the  rocks  that  He  clofe  un- 
der her  ftern,  where  Uttlc  elfe  than  inevitable  de- 
ftru(5lion  is  to  be  cxpedled.  The  points  of  Tri- 
nidad bay  He  from  each  other  S.  52  E.  and  N. 
52  W.  about  two  miles  afunder.  From  this  line 
of  diredtion,  the  rocks  that  line  the  fhore  are  no 
where  more  than  half  a  mile  dillant.  The  round 
barren  rocky  iflet  lies,  from  the  north-well  point 
of  the  bay,  S.  by  W.,  diftant  three  quarters  of  a 
mile  ;  this  is  ftecp  to,  and  has  eight  or  nine  fa- 
thoms water  all  round  it,  and  admits  of  a  clear 
channel  from  nine  to  fix  fathoms  deep,  clofe  to 
the  above  point ;  from  thence  to  Rocky  point, 
the  fliores  of  the  coall  are  bounded  by  innume- 
rable rockv  ifiets,  and  fevcral  funken  rocks  lyinir 
a  little  without  thofe  that  appear  above  water  ; 
but  I  know  of  no  danger  but  what  is  fufficicntly 
confpicuous.  The  foundings  oi'  the  bay  are  re- 
gular from  nine  to  five  fathoms,  the  bottom  cleiir 
and  fandv  ;  but  as  our  anchors  were  weliiihed  with 
great  cafe,  and  came  up  quite  clean,  we  had 
realbn  to  confidcr  it  to  be  no*  v  cry  good  holding 
ground. 

The  latitude  of  the  fiv-.'^  fcat'on  when  at  an- 
chor,  obferve.l  on  two  c:i}:^  bv  dlrfercnt  pcrfons 
and  different  fcxtant  .  aus,  by  the  mean  refult  of 
five  meridional  ;:":;:Ludcs  ot  tlic  fun,  -IT'  3'';  this 
is  4^  to  the  C^^.^\  of  the  latitude  alfi-jcned  bv  Mau- 
relli  to  the  port  of  Tihildad,  and  the  fume  dlf- 
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tance  fouth  of  the  fituatloii  I  had  ui  my  former 
vifits  given  to   this  nook ;  not  regarding  it  as  de- 
ferving  either  the  name  of  a  bay,  or  a  cove.  The 
latter  pofition  was  however  calculated,  after  eight 
hours  run,  by  the  log,  fubfequent  to  the  obferva- 
tion  for  the  latitude  at  noon.     But  as  I  confider 
the  obfervations  made  upon  the  fpot,  to  be  infi- 
nitely lefs  liable  to  error,  1  have  adopted  thofe  fo 
obtained  ;   and  as  Rocliy  point  lies  only  five  milc'j 
to  the  north  of  our   anchorage,  I   have  been  in- 
duced to  corred:  its  latitude  in  my  chart  from  41^ 
13',  toll°8^   but  not  having  obtained  any  au- 
thority for  altering,  or   corr<.:cling  the   longitude 
of  the  coall:,   it  will  remain   the  fame  as  deter- 
mined on  cur  laft  vifit ;   which   places  Trinidad 
bay   in,  longiti^oc  I'SC^*  (/,  from  whence   it  will 
appear  that  our  clircnomcters  had   acquired  an 
error,  iuviilar  to  that  in  our  former  run  from  the 
Sand'.vicli  illand.-  to  tl.i.i  coall.      By  five   fets  of 
altitudes  of  t\\c  fun,   taken  on  ditferent  davs  for 
tliis   purpoic,   t;i()U-''h   not   agreeing    remarkably 
well,  the  iricaa  r-jllilt  v,a.s  fullv  liiuicient  to  ihew, 
tliat  acct:)rtii."ig  to  the  rate  as  fettled  at  Ovvhyhee, 
the  lojigi tilde  by  Kendall's  chronometer  v\as  234° 
A?/ \   by  Arnold's  No.   I!,  l:3  1*':u/;   a;ul  by  his 
No.  !;('),  L'^lV'  ;>;'.    The  cloudy  weatlier  haying 
precluded  any  oblervatious  bciii^j;  made  lor  afcer- 
tainiufi;  the  variation,  1  have  conlidered  it  to  re- 
main as  ^^■e  found  it  in  this  nel^j-'ibourhood  the 
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preceding  year;  that  is  1(5"  eaftwardly.  The 
tides  appeared  to  riie  and  lall  about  five  feet,  but 
they  were  fo  very  irregular,  that  no  pofitive  in- 
formation could  be  LTained  of  their  motion.  The 
firft  morning  that  I  went  on  fliore  it  was  nearly 
low  water,  about  fix  o'clock  ;  and  when  the 
v/orking  party  landed  the  next  morning  about 
live  o'clock,  the  tide  was  iii^her  than  it  had  been 
the  whole  of  the  preceding  day.  This  was  ow- 
ing probably  to  the  very  heavy  north-weft  fwell 
that  rolled  into  the  bay;  and  as  no  ftream  nor 
current  was  obferved,  it  would  appear  that  the 
tides  had  but  little  influence  on  this  part  of  the 
coaft.  Further  nautical  information  may  be  de- 
rived on  reference  to  the  llcctch  of  the  place. 

In  an  excurfion  macr  bv  Mr.  Menzies  to  the 
hill  compofing  the  projecting  head  land,  that 
forms  the  north-weft  fide  of  the  bay,  he  found, 
agreeably  with  Sen'  Alaurclli's  defcription,  the 
crofs  which  the  Spaniards  had  erected  on  their 
taking  pofiTeffion  of  the  port ;  and  though  it  was 
in  a  certain  ftate  of  decay,  it  admitted  of  his  co- 
pying the  following  infcription :

TliC  Identity  of  port.)  de  ki  Tiinidada  therefore 
cannot  be  doubted  ;  anf.l  this  afibrds  me  an  op- 
portiinity  of  remarking,  that  as  our  attention 
whilft  employed  in  exjj'oring  thcle  ihores,  had 
been  conftantly  directed  to  the  difcovcry  of  open- 
ings 
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ings  in  the  coaft,  and  fccurc  retreats  for  fhlpping, 
it  is  by  no  means  improbable  that  very  many 
other  fiich  ports  as  that  ot"  Trinidada  may  be 
found  to  exill,  and  intirely  to  have  eluded  tlic  vi- 
gilance ofour  examination. 

We  had  little  opportunity  of  becoming  ac- 
quainted with  the  country,  as  our  travels  were 
confmcd  to  the  vicinity  of  the  water  fide.  About 
the  out-ikirts  of  the  woods  the  foil,  thoudi  fome- 
what  fandy,  appeared  to  be  a  tolerably  good  mould 
lying  on  a  ilratum  of  clay,  frequentl)  interrupted 
by  protruding  rocks.  The  ground;  bordering  on 
the  fea-fhore  were  intcrfperfed  with  feveral  rocky 
patches  of  diitcrcnt  extent ;  thcfc  did  not  pro- 
duce any  trees,  but  were  covered  with  fern,  grafs, 
and  t)ther  herbasfc.  Beyond  this  margin  the 
woods  formed  one  uninterrupted  wildernefs  to 
the  fummit  of  the  mountains,  producing  a  variety 
of  {lately  pine  trees  ;  amongll  thefe  was  obferved, 
for  the  firfu  time  in  the  courfc  of  the  voyage,  the 
black  fpruce,  which  with  the  maple,  alder,  yew, 
and  a  variety  of  Ihrubs  and  plants,  common  to 
the  fouthern  parts  of  New  Georgia,  feemed  prin- 
cipally to  compofc  the  foreft.  Of  the  land  ani- 
mals we  could  form  no  opinion  but  from  their 
Ikins,  w^orn  as  garments  by  the  inhabitants ;  thefe 
feemed  to  be  like  thofe  found  in  the  more  north- 
ern part  of  the  continent.  And  as  to  the  pro- 
dudions  of  the  fea,  we  knew  no  more  of  them 
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than  what  have  already  hccn  enumerated.  Our 
ftay  was  too  Ihort  to  enable  us  to  obtain  any  otlicr 
knowledge  of  the  inhabitants  than  their  external 
charad:er.  Their  pcrfons  were  in  geniial  but 
indifferently,  though  ftoutly  made,  of  a  lovNcr 
ftaturc  than  any  tribe  of  Indians  we  had  before 
feen.  They  wore  their  hair  chicHy  long,  kept 
very  clean,  neatly  combed  and  tied  ;  but  the 
paint  they  ufe  for  ornament,  disfigures  their  per- 
ions,  and  renders  their  fkins  infinitely  lefs  clean 
than  thofe  of  the  Indians  who  vifited  us  the  for- 
mer year,  to  the  Ibuthward  of  cape  Orford ;  to 
whom  in  mofl  refpeds  thcfe  bear  a  very  ftrong 
refemblance,  as  well  in  their  perfons,  as  in  their 
friendly  and  courteous  behaviour.  Their  canoes 
alfo  were  of  tlie  fame  iingular  conftrui^Uon,  ob- 
ferved  only  among  thefe  people,  and  a  few  of 
thofe  who  vifited  us  off  cape  Orford,  and  at  Pie- 
iloration  point.  Like  tlie  o<:her  tribes  on  this 
lide  of  America,  they  fang  fongs  on  approaching 
the  fhip,  by  no  means  unpleafimt  to  the  ear. 
Their  cloathing  was  chiefly  made  of  the  fkins  of 
land  animals,  with  a  few  inditt'erent  fmall  fkins 
of  the  fca  otter.  '  All  thefe  they  readily  difpofed 
of  for  iron,  wliich  was  in  their  cftimation  the 
moll  valuable  commodity  we  had  to  offer.  The 
men  fecmcd  very  carelefs  and  indifferent  in  their 
drefs :  tlieir  garment  was  thrown  loofely  over 
them,  and  was  little  calculated  either  for  warmth 
;  .*  V  or 
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or  decency ;  for  the  former,  they  provided  whilfl 
afloat,  by  burning  a  large  fire  in  their  canoes  ;  of 
the  latter  they  were  completely  rcgardlels.  The 
women  attended  more  particularly  to  thefc 
points ;  fomc  were  covered  from  head  to  foot 
with  a  garment  of  thin  tanned  hides  ;  others  with 
a  fimilar  though  Icfs  robe  of  the  like  materials ; 
nnder  this  they  wore  an  apron,  or  rather  petti- 
coat, made  of  warmer  fkins  not  tanned  of  the 
fmaller  animals,  reaching  from  the  waill  below 
the  knees. 

Amongft  thefc  people,  as  with  the  generality 
of  Indians  I  had  met  with,   fomc  mutilation,  or 
disfigviring  of  their  perfons,  is  praclifed,  cither  as 
beinp^  ornamental,  or  of  religious  inflitution,   or 
poffibly  to  anfwcr  iome  purpofe  of  which  we  re- 
main iti;norant.     At  Trinidad  the   cultom   was 
particularly  fmgular,  and  muft  be  attended  with 
much  pain  in  the  iiril;  inftance,  and  great  incon- 
venience ever  af  er.     All  the  teeth  of  both  fexes 
were,  by  fume  procefs,  ground  uniformly  down,, 
horizontally,  to  the  gums  ;  the  women  efpecially, 
carrying  the  fiilhion  to  an  extreme,  had  their  teeth 
reduced  even  below  this  level ;  and  ornamented 
their  lower  Up  with  three  perpendicular  co'  ^mns 
of  punCluation,   one  from  each   corner  of  the 
mouth,  and  one  in  the  middle,  occu 
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amongft  thofc  who  vlfited  our  party  on  fliorc  the 
laft  day,  there  were,  amongil  the  younpicr  fe- 
males, Tome  who  might  have  been  confidercd  as 
having  pretcnfions  to  beauty.  The  men  had  ahb 
fome  punduations  about  them,  and  fears  on  their 
arms  and  bodies,  from  accident,  or  by  defign, 
like  the  people  who  had  vifited  us  to  the  fouth- 
ward  of  cape  Orford  ;  but  as  their  language  was 
wholly  unintelligible  to  us,  w  ithout  the  leall  affi- 
nity to  the  more  northern  dialed:s,  our  curiofity 
could  only  be  indulged  in  thofc  few  refpeds  that 
infpediion  gratified. 

At  noon  the  coall  was  in  fight,  extending  from 
S.  10  E.  to  N.  20  E.  ;  Rocky  point  bore  by  com- 
pafs  N.  40  E.,  and  the  bay  of  Trinidad  N.  ()'2 
E. ;  our  obferved  latitude  41"  I''.  The  advcrib 
wind,  having  continued  fmce  we  had  made  the 
land,  gave  us  hopes  that,  by  keeping  near  the 
fhore,  we  might  now  and  then  acquire  a  favorable 
breeze ;  in  thcfe  conje(!:tures  however  we  were 
totally  miflaken,  having  anchored  three  fucceflive 
nights  within  half  a  mile  of  the  coalt,  and  found 
not  the  leafl  advanta2:e  from  land  vvinds  durinii: 
the  night.  This  determined  me  to  ftand  out  into 
the  ocean,  hoping  the  winds  there  would  be  more 
fuitable  to  our  northern  deflination. 

In  the  afternoon,  a  range  of  very  high  inland 
mountains  v/crc  obferved,  in  a  parallel  diredion 
to  the  coall:,   behind  Rocky  point ;  rearing  their 
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fumiTiits  above  the  mountains  that  compofe  that 
lliore,  and  vvhieh  concealed  them  on  our  former 
paflage,  when  we  were  nearer  in  with  the  kind. 
As  vvc  proceeded  to  the  wcilv.ard  the  wind  gra- 
dually came  to  about  N.  N.  E.,  the  weather 
gloomy  and  upleafant,  attended  with  fleet  and 
rain  ;  the  thermometer  varying  from  51"  to  53". 
The  leak  in  the  bows  increafed  fo  much,  as  to 
keep  us  conftantly  pumping  and  balling. 

On  Friday  the  10th  we  had  reached  the  lati- 
tude of  45°,  longitude  220°.  The  wind  at  N. 
N.  E.  was  moderate,  the  fea  fmooth ;  and  having 
at  length  difcovered  the  leak  to  have  been  occa- 
iioned  by  the  caulking  being  walhed  out  of  the 
rabbitting  of  the  ftem  that  affifted  in  fecuring  the 
wooden  ends  of  the  llarboard  fide,  we  broucrht 
to,  to  apply  fome  temporary  remedy;  which  being 
accompliflied,  and  finding  the  winds  no  lefs  ad- 
verfe  to  our  proceeding,  although  we  were  up- 
wards of  140  leagues  from  the  land,  we  again  di- 
rected our  courfe  to  the  eaftward,  with  a  continua- 
tion of  nearly  the  fame  unpleafant  winds  and 
weather,  until  Tuefdaythe  14th,  in  latitude  45'» 
5' ;  and,  what  I  confidered  to  be  the  true  longi- 
tude, 231°.  After  a  calm  during  the  lafl  twenty- 
four  hours,  wc  had  a  light  air  from  the  fouth- 
vvard,  attended  by  a  cloudy  ilcy,  and  a  much 
milder  atmofphere.  The  thermometer  rofe  to 
Oo°,  the  barometer  that  had  lately  acquired  its 
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ufual  regularity  Hood  at  2(y'  Q5' ,  and  the  varia- 
tion of  the  coiii|)a(s  was  lO'MU',  caftwardly. 

The  wind  continued  ii^  the  fouthern  quarter, 
blowing  light  airs,  or  gentle  breezes;  this  day, 
Wcdnefclay  the  15th,  the  atmofphere  aflumed  tv 
degree  of  ferenity,  and  with  the  mlldnefs  of  the 
air  indicated  the  approach  of  a  fummcr  feafon  ; 
but  in  the  evening'the  fky  was  again  overcaft ;  and 
in  the  night  we  had  much  rain,  with  a  hcavyfwell 
from  the  fouth-eaft,  which  wasalfo  attended  by 
very  variable  weather  until  Friday  the  1 7th,  in 
latitude  A/""  53',  longitude  SSS'*  i;^  At  this 
time  the  wind  became  fixed  in  the  north-wcfl, 
an  J  blowing  a  moderate  breeze  we  flood  with  it 
to  the  N.  N.  E.,  and  at  day-light  on  the  follow- 
ing morning,  Saturday  the  18th,  fawtlie  coaft  of 
the  ifland  of  Quadra  and  Vancouver,  bearing  by 
compafs  from  N.  W.  to  E.  N.  E.  ;  the  nearcll 
fhore  N.  N.  E.  about  four  or  five  leairucs  dillant. 
We  ftood  for  the  land  until  feven  o'clock,  when 
being  within  a  league  of  ponta  dc  Ferron,  wc 
tacked.  The  eaft  point  of  the  entrance  of  Niti- 
nat  bore  by  compafs  N.  80  E.  and  the  eaft  point 
of  Clayoquot,  N.  5 1  W. ;  the  air  was  very  fliarp, 
and  the  atmofphcrc  being  clear  and  fcrenc,  af- 
forded a  tolerable  view  of  the  country  that  com- 
pofes  this  part  of  the  ifland. 

On  the  fea  fhorc  the  land  may  be  confidercd 
rnthcr  as  low,  forming  alternately  rocky  cliff's, 
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and  fandy  beaches,  with  many  detached  rocks 
l)Ing  at  a  little  diftancc  from  the  fliore,  that 
fccrned  to  be  well  wooded  with  pine  trees.  The 
furface  of  this  low  country  is  very  uneven,  and 
at  a  fmall  diftancc  from  the  fea  meets  a  compac^t 
body  of  rugged  dreary  mountains ;  whofc  fum- 
mlts  were  covered  with  fnow,  which  extended 
on  many,  though  not  on  all  of  them,  a  con- 
fiderable  way  down,  and  imprcfled  us  with  no 
great  opinion  of  their  fertility. 

About  noon  we  again  flood  in  ftiore ;  the  coaft 
then  bore  by  compafs  from  N.  W.  to  E.  by  N., 
ponta  de  Ferron  bore  N.  52  E.,  and  the  eaft  point 
of  Ciayoquot  N.  10  W.  The  latitude  of  thefe 
points,  as  laid  down  from  Spanilh  authority, 
agreed  very  well  with  our  obfervationsof  "18''  48' ; 
but  dificrcd  about  5'  to  the  eaftward  of  the  lon- 
gitude lliewn  by  the  ncarcftof  our  chronometers. 

This  was  Mr.  Arnold's  No.  17O,  allowing  the 
a{?]gncd  corredion  when  off  cape  Mendocino 
and  in  Trinidad  bay. 

In  the  evening  we  fetched  well  up  along  ftiore 
of  the  iflc  dc  Ferron ;  off  which,  belide  many 
fmall  iflands,  there  are  feveral  funkcn  rocks  ly- 
ing about  a  mile  within  them,  where  the  furf 
broke  with  great  violence.  The  wind  continu- 
ing in  the  wellern  quarter,  we  flood  off  fhore 
during  the  niglit,  and  at  noon  the  next  day, 
Sunday  the    lyth,    the   obfervcd   latitude  was 
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'10"  7';  longitude  by  Kendall's  chronometer,  al- 
lowing the  above  rate,  233"  8'  ;  Arnold's  No.  11, 
233"  1>3'  ;  and  by  No.  176,  233"  11 '.  /U  this 
time  point  Breakers  juft  flievving  itfclf  above  the 
horizon,  bore  by  compafs  N.  32  W.,  and  ac- 
cording to  its  pofition  afccrtaincd  on  our  former 
vifit,  it  placed  the  Ihip  in  longitude  233"  39'. 
The  neareft  fliore,  which  I  took  to  be  point  St. 
Rafael  of  the  Spaniards,  N.  by  E.  four  or  five 
leagues  diftant.  The  cafternmoft  land  in  fight, 
point  de  Ferron,  E.  |  N.  and  the  wcfternmoft 
extreme  N.  W.  With  a  moderate  breeze  from 
the  weft  we  ftood  for  the  land,  and  fetched  about 
five  miles  to  the  fouth-eaftward  of  point  Breakers, 
into  the  entrance  of  an  opening  that  had  the  ap- 
pearance of  admitting  us  a  conlidcrable  way  up, 
though  in  the  Spanilh  chart  this  inlet  is  not  no- 
ticed ;  the  firft  opening  to  the  eaftvvard  of  point 
Breakers  being  at  point  dc  Ilafcl,  four  leagues 
from  this  point. 

About  fix  in  the  evening  we  fuddcnly  reached 
foundings,  at  the  depth  of  nine  fathoms,  hard 
bottom ;  the  further  examination  being  no  object 
of  my  prefent  purfuit,  after  heaving  a  few  cafts 
with  the  lead  without  finding  any  alteration,  we 
tacked.  In  this  fituation,  a  point  which  lies 
about  S.  33  E.,  two  miles  and  half  from  point 
Breakers,  being  the  wefcernmoft  land  then  in 
fight,  bore  by  compafs  N.  75  V/.,  .about  two 
^     .  .       .  miles 
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hiilcs  and  a  half  from  us ;  a  point,  off  which  Wii 
iomc  rocks,  forming  the   ncareft  fliore  on  the 
-.vcftcrn  fide,  N.  N.  W.,  one  mile  and  a  half;  a 
point  on  the  caftern  fide  formed   by  a  fandy 
beach,  N.  N.  E.,  diftant  about  a  league ;    tlic 
upper  part  of  the  inlet  to  the  northward,  w  here 
it  feemcd  to  take  a  winding  direction  towards  the 
north -caft,  about  four  or  live  miles  from  us,  and 
point  de  Ferron,  S.  J^t  E.     In  this  neighbour- 
hood  there  is  a  much   greater  extent  of  low 
country  than  about  Kootka  or  Clayoquot.     It 
produced  forelt  trees  of  many  forts  and  of  con- 
fiderablc  fizc ;  and  on  examination  there  might 
probably  be  found  a  more  eligible  fituation  for  an 
cftablidiment,  than    at   cither  of  thofe   places. 
The  wind  being  ftill  adverfe  to  our  proceeding 
northward,  we  flood  to  the  fouth-well  during 
tlie  night.     The  next  day  at  noon,  Monday  the 
20th,  our  obfervcd   latitude  was    •18''  1Q';    the 
wefternmoft    land    in   fight   bore    by    compafs 
N.  50  W.  ;    Woody   point,    N.  42  W. ;    point 
Breakers,  N.  2/  E.  being  the  nearell  Ihore^  at 
the    diftance  of  about  three  legues ;    the   wxll 
point  of  the  opening  we  were  in   the  preceding 
night,  N.  41  E.  ;  and  point  de  Ferron,  S.  84  E. 
At  this  time  a  fchooncr  was  fcen  to  windward. 
The  air  was  very  keen,  the  thermometer  being 
at  52°,  and  the  clearnefs  of  the  atmofphere  gave 
iU3  an  opportunity  of  beholding  the  rugged  craggy 
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mountains  that  compofc  this  country,  whofc 
fummits  were  encumbered  with  infinitely  more 
fnow  than  had  been  fcen  on  any  of  my  former 
vifits  to  thefe  fhorcs.      . 

The  wind  juft  permitted  us  to  fetch  Nootka. 
About  four  in  the  afternoon  we  faw  another  fail 
to  windward,  apparently  a  brig ;  and  as  there 
was  a  chance  of  its  being  the  Chatham,  the  pri- 
vate fignal  was  made,  but  was  not  acknowledged. 
At  five  o'clock  we  reached  Friendly  cove,  and 
anchored  in  eight  fathoms  water.  An  officer  was 
immediately  difpatched  on  Ihore,  to  acquaint 
Sen'  Fidalgo  of  our  arrival,  and  that  I  would 
falute  the  fort,  if  he  would  make  an  equal  return  ; 
this  was  accordingly  done  with  eleven  guns. 

A  Spanifli  officer,  who  vifited  us  prior  to  our 
anchoring,  delivered  me  a  letter,  journal,  and 
other  papers,  left  by  Mr.  Pugct.  By  thefe  docu- 
ments I  became  informed,  that  the  Chatham 
had  arrived  in  this  port  on  the  15th  of  April,  and 
had  departed  thence  on  the  1 8th  of  May,  agree- 
ably to  the  inftrU($tions  I  had  given  Mr.  Puget,  in 
the  event  of  my  not  arriving  here  by  about  the 
middle  of  May  ;  in  order  that  no  time  might  be 
loft  in  profecuting  the  furvey  of  this  coall. 

His  examination  of  the  north  fide  of  Morotoi, 
had  determined  that  it  did  not  afford  any  fafe  or 
convenient  anchorage  for  ihipping,  and  that  it 
prefented  a  fimilar  dreary,  and  barren  afpcd:,  to 
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that  on  the  fbuth  fide  of  the  ifland.  Few  oc- 
currences had  taken  place  on  board  the  Chatham, 
between  the  Sandwich  '.Hands  and  Nootka, 
worthy  particular  notice,  excepting  that  the 
winds  had  been  very  favorable,  contrary  to  thofe 
which  we  had  contended  with  ;  that  (he  arrived 
within  fight  of  the  coaft  of  this  ifland  on  the  7  th 
of  April,  when  the  high  land  over  Woody  point 
v.as  feen  bearing  by  compafs  N.  E.  by  N. ;  and 
that  Mr.  Puget  had  dlredled  his  courfe  from 
thence  towards  Nootka.  But  meeting  a  ftrong 
S.  E.  gale  on  the  gth,  attended  by  all  the  circum- 
llances  that  indicate  an  approaching  ftorm,  he 
put  into  Porto  Bueno  Efperanza,  to  wait  more 
favorable  weather ;  and  although  feveral  attempts 
were  made  to  gain  Nootka  from  that  port,  none 
fuccceded  until  the  14th,  when  it  was  accom- 
pliflied  with  the  expence  of  a  bower  anchor,  owing 
to  the  breaking  of  the  cable  on  the  fea  coaft. 

Mr.  Puget  had  on  his  arrival  at  Nootka  light- 
ened the  Chatham,  and  laid  her  on  Ihore  on  the 
beach ;  and  found  that  nioft  part  of  her  falfe 
keel  had  been  knocked  off,  the  lower  part  of  the 
gripe  confiderably  damaged,  and  moft  of  the 
copper  rubbed  of  from  the  {larboard  bilge.  The 
higheft  of  the  fpring  tides  being  infufficient  on  its 
falling  to  anfwcr  all  purpofes,  the  Chatham  was 
obliged  to  be  hove  down,  both  fides  had  confe- 
<^ucntly  been  examined,  and  flic  had  undergone 
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as  thorough  a  repair  as  circumftances  would  ad- 
mit, and  which  had  become  eiTentially  neccl- 
fary.  In  the  execution  of  this  bufmefs  Mr.  Puget 
ftated,  that  His  Majefty's  fervice  had  been  greatly 
forwarded  by  the  polite  attention  of  Sen"^-  Fidal- 
go,  who  afforded  Mr.  Pugct  every  alliftance  in 
his  power.  This  was  of  material  importance  at 
this  jundlure,  as  fcvcral  of  the  Chatham  s  people 
were  indifpofcd  with  large  tumours,  that  pre- 
vented their  attending  to  any  duty.  Thefe  com- 
plaints however,  though  affeding  moft  of  the 
crew,  were  not  pf  long  duration.  By  the  15th 
of  May  the  Chatham  was  in  rcadinefs  to  proceed 
to  fea,  but  adverfe  winds  prevented  her  fo  doing 
imtil  the  18th,  when  flie  quitted  Nootka. 

The  veffel  we  had  feen  in  the  ofHng  anchored 
here  foon  after  us,  and  proved  to  be  His  Catho- 
lic Majefty's  fnow  St.  Carlos,  from  St.  Bias,  com- 
manded by  Sen'  Don  Ramon  Saavcdra,  enfign  in 
the  Spanilh  navy.  •  .  • 

The  next  day,  Tucfday  the  21  ft,  wc  were 
employed  in  various  neceftary  fer vices ;  and 
about  noon  I  was  favoured  with  the  company  of 
Sen""  Fidalgo,  who  received  from  us  the  ufual 
marks  of  ceremony  and  refped:.  This  gentleman 
informed  me,  that  the  officer  commanding  the  St. 
Carlos  was  to  fuperfede  him  in  the  government  of 
this  port,  and  that  he  fliould  immediately  return  to 
St.  Bias  ;  and  offered  to  take  charge  of,  and  for- 
ward 
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ward  anydifpatchcs,  I  might  wi(h  to  fend  through 
tliat  channel  to  Europe.  This  opportunity  I  gladly 
embraced,  and  intruded  to  his  care  a  letter  for. 
the  Lords  of  the  Admiralty,  containing  a  brief 
abftraft  of  our  tranfadions  fmce  the  commence- 
ment of  the  year  1793  ;  as  alfo  a  reply  to  fome 
very  friendly  and  polite  letters  I  had  received 
•by   the    St.   Carlos,    from    his   cxccllenccy  the 
count  do  Rcvilla  Gigcdo,  the  vicc-roy  of  New 
Spain,    rcfiding   at   Mexico ;     and    from   Sen' 
Quadra,  at  St.  Bias  ;  informing  me  of  the  wel- 
fare of  Mr.  Broughton,  and  the  means  that  each 
of  thcfc  gentlemen  had  ufed  to  render  his  arrival 
in  Europe  as  fpeedy  as  poffiblc. 

In  one  of  his  excellency's  letters,  I  received  the 
moft  flattering  alTurances  of  every  fupport  and 
aiTiflancc  that  the  kingdoms  of  New  Spain  were 
capable  of  bcftowing.     Thefe  were  extremely  ac- 
ceptable, as  we  had  ftill  a  confiderable  extent  of 
the  coaft  of  New  Albion  to  examine ;  and  wc 
were   made  very  happy  by  learning,    that   the 
friendly  and  hoipituble  treatment  wc  had  already 
received  from  the  Spaniards,   was  likely  to  be 
thus  continued. 

.  Tnc  very  unpleafant  weather  that  attended  us 
foon  after  our  laft  departure  hence,  led  mc  to 
inquire  of  Sen""  Fidalgo,  how  the  winter  had 
paiTed  at  Nootka.  From  whom  1  undcrllood, 
that  their  fituation  here  had  been  very  irkfomc, 
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having  been  almoft  conftantly  confined  to  the 
houle  by  inceilant  rain ;  that  on  the  1 7th  of 
February  a  vcpy  I'evere  fliock  of  an  earthquake 
had  been  felt,  and  on  the  lil  of  April  a  moft 
violent  ftorm  from  the  fouth-eaft. 

Notwithllanding  the  badnefs  of  the  fcafon,  he 
had  found  means  to  cared;!  a  fmall  fort  on  Hog 
illand,  that  mounted  eleven  nine  pounders,  and* 
added  greatly  to  the  refpecftability  of  the  ellab- 
lifhment.  He  very  juftly  confidered  employ- 
ment as  cfTentially  neccffary  to  the  prefervation 
of  his  people's  health,  which  began  to  decline 
towards  the  fpring,  and  a  man  and  a  boy  of  puny 
conflitutions  had  fallen  vidims  to  fcorbutic  dif- 
orders;  the  reft  had  for  fome  time  pad  been 
perfedlly  recovered,  owing  principally  to  the  wild 
vegetables  procured  from  the  woods. 

In  the  confidence  that  our  arrival  here  muft 
have  been  before  the  end  of  April,  I  had  intended 
to  have  made  the  neceifary  obfervations  for  af- 
ccrtainino:  the  rate  and  error  of  our  chronome- 
tcrs  at  this  place,  vvhiHt  the  Chatham  Ihould 
undergo  the  repair  (he  fo  evidently  required.  But 
in  confecjucnce  of  our  long  and  tedious  pafl'age 
from  tlic  Sandwich  illands,  I  was  now  deter- 
mined to  proceed  immediately  to  the  nortlivsard., 
in  order  to  join  the  Ciiaiham,  and  whilil  our 
boats  fhould  he  employed  in  examining  thofc  re- 
gion.^ wc  liad  left  unexplored  the  former  }ear,  to 

make 
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make  the  neceflliry  obfervatlons  for  nfccrtainlng 
the  rate  of  the  chronometers,  and  for  carrying 
into  execution  our  future  invcftip;ations. 

On  our  arrival  here  we  had  been  vifitcd  by 
Maqmnua,  Clewpowloo,  Aimapcc,  and  other  chiefs. 
When  we  were  laft  here  I  had  underftood,  that 
Maqiihmas  cldefl  child,  being  a  daughter  named 
Ahplenls,  had  in  the  courfe  of  the  hift  fummer 
been  proclaimed  as  the  fucccllbr  to  the  domi- 
nions and  authority  oi Maqn'nwa  after  his  death; 
and  had  about  that  time  been  betrothed  to  the 
elded  fon  of  Wicanaii'ijh,  the  chief  of  a  very  con- 
iiderable  dillrift  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Clayo- 
quot  and  Nittinat. 

This  chief  with  his  fon,  attended  by  a  con- 
ilderable  retinue,  came   in  form  to  Miiquimias 
refidence,  now  fituatcd  without  the  found  on 
the  fea  fliore,  about  a  league  to  the  wcllwurd  of 
this  cove:  where,  after  nrefentinc:  an  aflbrtment 
of  certain  valuable  articles,   he   had  demanded 
Maquimias  daughter  ;  the  confiderations  on  this 
dower  caufed  great  confultation  and  many  de- 
bates.    At  fome  of  thcfe  a  few  of  the  officers  of 
the  Difcovery   were   prcfent,   who   underllood, 
that  the  riomplimcnt  was  deemed  inadecjuate  to 
the  occafion  ;  but  on  the  forenoon  of  Thurfday 
the  23d,  I  was  informed,  that  matters  between 
the  two  fathers  were  finally  adjulled  to  the  fatis- 
fa^lion  of  both  parties,  and  that  IVkafnin'i/li^  with 
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his  fuite,  had  returned  to  Clayoquot ;  but  that 
Ahpienis  was  ftlU  to  rcfide  feme  time  longer  at 
Nootka.  Her  youth,  moil  likely,  as  fhe  did  not 
then  exceed  ten  or  twelve  years  of  age,  was  the 
reafon  for  poftponing  the  nuptials.  ' 

Wkananijli  did  not  favour  us  with  his  com- 
pany, but  fent  his  brother  Tahtoochfecaiticus,  to 
congratulate  us  on  our  arrival.    This  chief  came 
with  fome  little  apprehcnfion  about  the  manner 
in  which  he  would  be  received,  in  confequence 
of  the  difpute  with  Mr.  Brown  of  the  Butter- 
worth  ;  his  fears  were  however  foon  difpclled, 
on  receiving  fome  copper  and  blue  cloth,  which 
were  cftecmcd  prefcnts  fuitable  to  his  rank  and 
condition.     By  him  I  alfo  fent  fimilar  prefcnts 
to  WuananiJ}t ;  which  he  promifed  faithfully  to 
deliver,  and  .'idded,  that  his  brother  would  no 
longer  entertain  any  doubts  of  our  fmcerity,  and 
would  be  made  extremely  happy  by  the  proofs  I 
had  tranfmittcd  of  my  frlendfliip  and  good  wiflies. 
,    Having  a  light  breeze  at  S.  S.  W.  though  it 
was  ftill  attended  with  hazy,  rainy,  unpleafant 
weather,  we  weighed,  worked  out  of  the  Sound, 
and  faluted  the  fort  as  on  our  arrival. 
.  During  our  Ihort  ftay  in  Friendly  cove,  we 
were  not  fo  fortunate  as  to  procure  any  obfer- 
vations  for  afcertaining  the  rate  of  our  chrono- 
meters ;  we  had  however  taken  four  fets  of  the 
fun's  altitude  on  the  20th,  as  w^e  failed  into  the 
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port.     Thefc  fhcvved  the  longitude  of  Nootka, 
agreeably  to  their  rates  of  gaining  as  afccrtained 
at  Karakakooa  bay  to  be,  by  Kendall's  chrono- 
ter,  231°  42'  ;  by  Arnold's  No.  14,  231°  52'  22'^; 
and  by  his  No.  17O,  234°  10 '  45";  hence  Ken- 
dall's erred,  according  to  our  fettlemcnt  of  this 
place  the  preceding  year,  1°  49'  3o"  to  the  wefl- 
w      ;  Arnold's  No.  14,  1°  30'  8"  to  the  weft- 
vvaru  ..!fo;  and  Arnoi  "o  No.  1/0,  39'  14",  eaft- 
wardly.     Confidcring    this    error   in    Kendall's 
chronometer  to  have  taken  place  fmce  our  de- 
parture from  Whymca  bay,  in  Attowai,  where 
it  had  asireed  within  two  miles  of  all  our  former 
calculations,  it  will  be  found  to  have  been  gain- 
ing fmce  that  time,  inftead  of  8"  52'',  as  cliab- 
lilhed  at  Karakakooa  bay,  iO"  55"''  per  day,  and 
to  be  fail  of  mean  time  at  Greenwich  on   the 
20th  of  May,  at  noon,  2'^  1^  2".     The  other  two 
inftrumcnts  erred  very  materially  between  Ka- 
rakakooa and  Whymca,  the  fame  w^ay  that  their 
errors  were  now  found  to  be ;  therefore  I  have 
fuppofed  thofe  errors  to  have  commenced  on  our 
departure  from  Karakakooa  bay,  and  by  lb  doing, 
Arnold's  No.  14  will  be  found  to  be  gaining  at 
the  rate  of  20"  32'"    per  day,  and  fall  of  mean 
time  at  Greenwich  on  the  20th  of  May,  at  noon, 
1'^  50'  20';  and  No.  1 7O,  to  be  gaining  4l"  30'" 
per  day,  and  fall  of  mean  time  at  Greenwich  on 
the  20th  of  May,  at  noon,  4--  30'  55";  inltcad  pf 
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the  rates  fettled  on  fliore  at  the  obfervatory  ou 
Owhyhce.  As  this  eftimated  correded  rate  was 
found  to  agree  much  nearer  with  the  longitude 
of  Trinidad  bay,  according  to  its  pofition  as  de- 
termined by  us  the  preceding  year,  i  fliali  con- 
tinue to  allow  the  above  rate  and  error»  until  I 
fliall  have  authority  fufiicient  to  alter  my  opinion 
of  its  corrcdncfs.     .         >  •  ,-  .  • 

As  v/c  proceeded  towards  the  ocean  the  wind 
gradually  veered  to  the  fouth-eaft,  with  which 
we  fleered  along  the  coaft  to  the  north-weft- 
ward,  palling  the  entrance  of  Buena  Efperanza^ 
which  had  a  very   dirTerent  appearance  to  us, 
from  that  exhibited  in  the  Spanifli  chart.     The 
fame  was  noticed  by  Mr.  Puget;  but  we  had 
no  opportunity  of  fixing  more  than  its  exterior 
points,  nor  was  any  corrcdlon   made  in  confe- 
qucnce  of  the  Chatham's  vifit.     At  eight  in  the 
evening  we  were  within  about  three  leagues  of 
Woody  point,  bearing  by  compafs  N.  (36  W.   As 
the  general  appearance  indicated  very  unplcafant 
weather,  and  as  I  was  dcnrona  of  obtaining,  if 
poffiblc,  a  more  competent  knowledge  of  the 
fpace  between  cape  Scott  and  the  entrance  into 
Fitzhugh's  found,  than  we  were  able  to  obtain  by 
our  inconclufivc  obfcr  vat  ions  on  our  former  vifit; 
the  third  reefs  were  taken  in  the  topfails,  and  wc 
hauled  to  the  wind  off  :   ore,  until  the  wea- 
ther fliould  be  more  favorable  to  this  inquiry. 

During 
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During  the  night  the  gale  incrcafed  with  hard 
fqualls  and  a  heavy  rain.  The  topfails  were  clofc 
reefed,  and  the  top-gallant  yards  got  down.     At 
eight  the  next  morning,  Friday  the  24th,  we 
again  flood  in  for  the  land,  and  at  eleven  it  was 
ieen  at  no  great  diftance ;  but  wc  were  not  able 
to  dircS:  our  courfc  alona;  Ihore  until  the  after- 
noon.     About  eight  the  following  morning  wc 
were  abreaft  of  cape  Scott,  which  terminates  in 
a  low  hummock,  joined  to  the  main  land  by  a 
narrow  iilhmus,  and  forms,  with  the  illands  that 
lie  from  it  N.  80  W.  a  cle.-^r  navigable  channel 
about  three  miles  wide.    There  arc  a  few  break- 
ers at  a  fmall  diftance  from  the  cape,  in  a  direc- 
tion from  it  S.  27  E.  about  fevcn  miles.     About 
feven  miles  to  the  fouth-eaftward  of  this  cape  on 
the  exterior  coaft,  we  palled  an  opening  with 
two  fmall  iflets  lying  off  its  north  point  of  en- 
trance.    This  appeared  clear,  and  promifed  ta> 
afford  very  good  Ihclter.  From  cape  Scott,  form- 
ing the  weft  point  of  the  ifland  of  Quadra  and 
Vancouver ;  the  coaft  on  the  interior  fide  takes 
a  direction  N.  02  E.  about  eleven  miles  to  the 
weft  point  of  entrance  between  that  ifland,  and 
thofe  of  Galiano  and  Valdes. 

The  weather  becoming  ferene  and  pleafant  in 

the  forenoon,  afforded  me  an  opportunity  of  cor- 

reding  in  fome  mcafure  our  former  erroneous 

delincatioa  of  the  fpacc  between  cape  Scot,  and 
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the  fouthcrn  entrance  into  Fitzhugh's  found, 
comprehending!;  the  pofitions  of  the  fcveral  iflandi, 
iflcts,  rocks,  and  breakers,  in  the  entrance  of, 
and  about  Q.uccn  Charlotte's  found.  On  con?* 
paring  tliis  view  with  our  former  chart,  it  ap- 
peared that  land  had  been  phiced  where  in  rea- 
lity  it  had  no  cxidencc,  and  vice  vetfi,  owing  to 
the  deceptions  of  the  foggy  weather  that  pre- 
vailed  whilll  we  were  in  this  neighbourhood  in 
Auguft  iri)-.  It  is  therefore  rcquifite  to  repeat, 
that  the  coaft,  illands,  illets,  rocks,  &c.  &c.  be- 
tween Deeo- water  bUiff  and  Smith's  inlet,  both 
on  the  continental,  and  ojipolltc  fide  of  Queen 
Charlotte's  found  ;  excepting  the  wellern  extre- 
mities, that  on  tliis  occafion  were  in  fome 'de- 
gree corrected  ;  and  are  to  be  confidercd  as  likely 
to  have  been  erroncoully  dcfcribcd,  as  well  in 
refpc(fl  to  their  pofitive,  as  relative  pofitions ;  the 
former  occafioncd  by  our  not  being  able  to  pro- 
cure any  celcftial  ol)iervations ;  the  latter  by  the 
thick  foggy  weuthiT,  that  continually  produced 
deceptions,  and  left  us  no  rule  on  our  former 
vifit,  for  cllinuiting  the  diftwmce  between  one  in- 
diftin(!:l  objct'-t  and  another. 

As  I  would  by  all  means  wifli  to  guard  againft 
too  great  reliance  being  placed  ou  this  particular 
part  of  our  fur^'cy,  I  mull  beg  leave  to  fcate,  that 
1  confidcr  mylclf  aniwerable  only  for  the  cer- 
tainty of  tlu':  cotineclion  of  the  continental  fliorcs 

between 
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between  the  ftations  before  mentioned,  thofc 
having  been  traced  in  fuch  a  manner,  as  to  afcer- 
tain  that  fad:  beyond  all  poflible  difputc. 

At  noon  the  obferved  latitude  was  5 1 "  9 ',  the 
true  longitude  231°  58^  In  this  fituation  the 
iflands  of  Galiano  and  Valdes  bore  by  compafs 
S.  08  E.;  the  fouth  point  of  Calvert's  iflands, 
N.  0  W.;  a  low  point  on  the  fame  ifland,  N.  30 
W.;  and  cape  Scott,  S.  8  W.;  diflant  23  miles. 
This  placed  cape  Scott  in  latitude  50"  48';  two 
miles  further  north  than  the  latitude  I  had  be- 
fore afligned  to  it,  owing  to  our  imperfedl  ob- 
fervations  at  that  time ;  but  I  found  no  reafon 
to  make  any  alteration  in  its  longitude.  The 
neareft  fliore  to  us  bore  by  compafs  N.  48  E., 
diftant  two  or  three  leagues.  This  was  the  moft 
wefterly  projeding  part  of  the  continent  in  this 
ncitrhbourhood  ;  from  whence  the  (bores  of  the 
main  land  take  a  N.  N.  E.  and  fouth -eaftwardly 
dircdlion,  and  make  it  a  confpicuous  cape,  ter- 
minating in  rugged,  rocky,  low  hummocks,  that 
produce  fome  dwarf  pine,  and  other  fmall  trees 
and  flirubs.  This  cape,  from  the  dangerous  na.- 
vigation  in  its  vicinity,  1  diftinguiflicd  by  the 
name  of  Cape  Caution  ;  it  is  in  latitude  ^l'' 
12',  longitude  232° 9'.  Cape  Caution,  though 
not  named,  was  noticed  on  our  formed  vifit,  and 
crroiicoully  placed,  froni  the  caufcs  before  Hated, 
in  latitude  5}"  18',  longitude  232°  8'.    An  error 
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alfo  at  that  time  took  place,  in  the  fituation  of 
the  fouth  point  of  entrance  into  Smith's  inlet, 
now  found  to  be  in  latitude  51"  18',  longitude 
232''  n  1'.  The  fouth  point  of  Calvert's  illand, 
being  in  latitude  5r27',  longitude  232"  r/,  was 
found  to  be  corredly  placed.  The  variation  ol 
the  compafs  allowed  in  this  fituation  was  18° 
eaftvvardly.      -'"'  '"  '  '   '    "^  "^    ''-  ''        ^ 

Soon  after  noon,  fomc  very  dangerous  break- 
ers were  difcovcred,  over  which  the  fea,  at  long 
intervals  of  time,  broke   with    great   violence. 
Thcfe  had  cfcaped  our  attention  the  lafl  year,  al- 
though we  muft  have  paffcd  very  near  them  ; 
they  confift  of  three  diftindt  patches,  and  {eemed 
to  occupy  nearly  the  fpace  of  a  league.     Their 
caftcrn  part  lies  from  cape  Caution,  N.  72  W., 
diftant  about  five  miles ;  but  the  rocks  that  lie 
off  the  fliore  to  the  northward  of  the  cape,  re- 
duce the  width  of  the  channel  between   thern 
and  the  breakers   to  about  a   league,   through 
which  we  palfcd  without  noticing  any  other  ob- 
flru<^ion  that  was  not  fufficiently  confpicuous  to 
be  avoided.  ^ 

With  a  gentle  breeze  from  the  E.  N.  E.  we 
flood  up  Fitzhugh's  found  in  the  evening  with 
all  the  fail  we  could  fpread.  This  by  four  the 
next  morning,  Sunday  the  2f)th,  brought  us  op- 
pofite  to  the  arm  leading  to  point  Menzies, 
whofe  extent  was  left  undetermined,  and  where 
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in  a  cove  on  tlic  fouth  flioro,  about  cioht  miles 
within  its  entrance,  I  expcdcd  to  join  tlie  Cliat- 
ham  ;  but  the  wind  being  unlUvorable,  and  the 
ebb  tide  retting  out,  we  made  httle  progrefs  until 
l^x  o'clock,  when  we  worked  up  the  arm  with 
the  flood  tide,  and  a  light  callcrly  breeze,  at- 
tended with  m^ch  rain,  and  thick  miilv  wca- 
thcr. 

The  Chatham  uas  i.-en  at  eleven,  and  about 
noon  we  anchored  within  abou*  half  a  mile  of 
her  in  do  fathoms  water,  gravelly  bot.  .m. 

Mr.  Piiget  informed  me,  that  he  x-ud  arrived 
bcrc  on  the  2.|th,and  that  nr-hino;  materia:  h^d 
occurred  fincc  he  had  left  Noolka ;  and  I  had 
the  happincfs  to  undcrftand  that  himfelf,  offi- 
cers, and  crew,  were  in  a  perl*ecl  ilatc  of  health. 
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
